To the eternal honour of these unhappy, hot ex- 
cellent people, be ft observed,, that they have proved 
themselves worthy to be received into siich a savictQ- 
zry. Our cdttniry has enjoyed the benefit of their 
t>nbleniished morals, and their nuld, pc^k^, and uo« 
assuming manners, and wherever destuay ha^ p^eed 
^lem, they have industriously relieved the natiioiial 
burden attending their support, by diiTa^ing tl^ 
knowledge of a language, which has in conseqii^ence 
become very general, and, from, its great uhlity a« 
^rell.as beauty, ought to he considered as an i»port« 
/ ant branch of education. 

Amongst these groups were som* females, Um 
wive» and daughters oi Tovdonese merchants, wJm 
left their city when lord Hood abandoned that port* 
The poBteness and attention which were paid to thcmEi 
by the men were truly pleasing. It ^as the good 
breeding of elegant habits, retaining all their softness 
in the midst o{ adversity, s\re^teoed by the ^«ipathj 
of.mutual and similar su&rings. 

They had finished their dinner, apd were driiduog 

tteir favourite beverage of coffee. Poor wairiderers I 

; the water was scarcely turned bcown with the few 

grains which remaineq of what they hadyMrchasert 

for their journey. 

I addressed theo),^ hy telling thepjEb that I sbooU 
bave the happiness of being a pa^9ger ^'^ tbem 
in the same vessel ^ they saikd Ihey wereibrtouite to 
bave In their company one of thac n^oo >i^hvei^wcMal4 
be dear to them as long as they lived.

it tftoHS as the humble tribute of gratitude than of 
^dUeBess, or pefbaps both were blended in thd 
oik^.* In the afternoon, their baggage was searched 
by the revenue officers, who, on this occasion, exer« 
cised a liberal gentleness, which gave but little trou- 
blis, and no pain. They who brought nothing into a 
comftiy but t!ie recollection of tfjeir miseries, werd 
B€f very Kkely to carry much out of it but the re- 
fnembrance of its generosity. 
- At seven o'clock in the evening wexwere aU oH 
board, ahd sailed with a gentle breeze down the 
river : we carried with us a good stock of vegetables, 
wMich K^ procured firedb^ from the admirable market 
ef Southampton. Upon going down into the cabin, 
I was sfruck, and at first shocked^ with seeing a verf 
9gdd man, stretched at his length upon pillows and 
dothea, placed on the floor, attended by two clergy- 
men, and some women, who, in their attentions to 
tbh apip»ently dying old gentleman, seemed to hav6 
ibi^otten their own comfortless situation, arising 
ifcm so many persons being crowded In so small a 
space, for our numbers above and below amounted to 
sixty. Upon inquiry, they informed me, that the 
person* whose appearance had so affected me, had 
been a cleigyman of great repute and esteem ^t 
Havre, that he was then past the age of ninety-five 
yeara, scarcely expected to survive our short voyage, 
hot anxiotis to breathe his last in bis own country. 
They ^^oke of him as a man who, in other times, 
and m the vigour of his faculties, had often, from his 
polpit, struck with terror and contrition the trembling 
sduls of auditors, by the force of his exaked eloi- 
quenee,* who haid embellished the society in which 
he moved, with his elegant attainments; and who 
•hwl relieved the unhappy, with an enlarged heart and 
muBifieent hand.- A mere mass of misery and helpr- 
less infirmities remained of ail these noble qualities ! 

The appearance of die coast of Havre is high, rug- 
fgfd, androckyj to use tf good marine expression, it 
B 2 
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DURING the whole of the seccmd day after our 
arrival, the town of Southampton was id a 
beetle, occasioned by the flocking in of a great num- 
ber of French' emigrants, who were returning to their 
own country in consequence of a mild decree which 
bad been passed in their favour. The scene was truly 
interesting, and the sentiment which it excited de« 
l^btful to the heart. 

A respectuble curt, who dined in the same room 
with us at our inn, was observed to eat very little j 
upon being pressed to enlaige his meal, this amiable 
man said, with tears starting in his eyes^ ** Alas ! I 
have no appetite 3 a vieay short time will bring m# 
amongst the scenes of my nativity, my youth, aud my 
happiness, from which a remorseless revolution hal 
parted me for these ten long years; I shall ask for 
those who are dear to me, and fiad them for ever 
gone : those who are left wilj fill my mind with tha . 
most affiicting descriptions ) no^ I cannot cat, xnj 
good sir." 

AbeUt noo0, these unfortunates exiles had deposited 
their bi^;gag« upon the quay, which formed a pile of 
old portmanteaus, and battered trunks. Parties re- 
main to protect them> previous to their embarka* 
tioo. The sun was intensely hot, they were seated 
under the ^ade of tattered umbrellas, which looked 
as if they had been tl» companiona of their banish^ 
ment. 

Thdr countenances appeared strongly marked with 
the pious character of resignation^ over which wera 
to be seea a sweetness and corrected anunation^ ei« 
pressite of the heart's delight o joa returning te it» 
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looked ironbound all along. shore. To tbe Mst^ 
upon an elevated point of land; are tiyo noble light 
houses^ of very beautiful oonstructioQ, which I. shell 
|iave occasion to describe hereafter.. 

At some little distance, we saw consideraUe fl^hlg 
ef wild ducks. The town and bason lie round thm 

{ugh western point from thelights, below which tbers 
s a fine, pebbled beach. The quays are to the right 
end left within the pier, upon the latter of which 
there is a small round tower. It was not the Intent* 
flon of our packet-captain to anchor within the pier; 
for the purpose of saving the port anchorage doee^ 
tvhich amount to eight pounds sterling, but a govern* 
iuent boat came off, and ordered the vessel close up to 
ihe quay, an order which was given in rather a pe« 
reraptory manner. Upon our turning the pier, we 
saw, as we warped up to the q\iay, an immense mot^ 
]ey crowd Hocking down to view us. A panic ran 
throughout our poor fellow passengers. From the 
noise and confusion on shore,, they expected that 
some recent revolution had occurred, and that tbejr 
were upon the point of experiencing all the calamitiee 
which they had before fled from^ they looked pale 
and agitated upon each other. It turned out, how- 
ever, that mere curiosity, excited by the display, o{ 
Snglish colours, had assembled this formidable rabble. 
Upon the landing of the emigrants, we were much 
pleased to observe that the people offered them new 
' ther violence nor insult, lliey were received with a 
sullen silence, and a lane was made for them to past 
into the town. At the custom-heuse, notwithstaDd<*> 
ing wh A the £ni>lish papers have said of the conduct 
of the levenue officers, we were very civilly treated, 
our boxes were only just opened, and s6me of <mr 
packages were uot examin^ at all. Away we hfu} 
them whirled to the Hotel de la Paix, the front of 
which looks upon the wet-dock, and is embellished 
with a large board, upon which is recorded in yellow 
characters, as usual, the superior advantages of tbif 



Boose ovet every other hotel in Havre. Upon our 
arrival, we were ushered up a large dirty staircase 
into » loftf room, upon the first floor^ all the win- 
dows of whieh were open, divided, as they alwaW 
are in France, in the middle, like folding doors; toer 
ftoor was tiled; a deal table, soma common rush 
^abs, two veiy fine pier glasses, and chandeliers ta 
oorrespood, composed our motley furniture. It wa^ ' 
a good sFpedmen of French inns in general. W<i 
were followed by our hostess, the porter, two cooksV 
with <^ps on their heads, which had once been white, 
and large knives in their hands, who were succeeded 
by two chamber-maids, all looking in the greatest 
hurry and conf^ision, and all talking together, with 4 
vek)eily and vehemence which render«i the faculty 
of hearing almost a misfortune. They appeared 
highly delighted to see \is, talked of our dress, sit 
Sidney Smith, the blockade, the noble English, the 
peace', and a' train of etceteras. A.t length we ob« 
fe^Hed a little cessation, of wliich we immediately 
Kised the advantage, by directing them to she^ xM 
to oar bed-rooms, to procure abundance of water hot 
and cold, to get us a good breakfast as soon as pos- 
sible, and t6 prepare a good dinner for us ^t four 
o^clock. Amidst a peal of tongues, this clamorouf 
procession retired. 

After we had petformed our necessary ablution^, 
and" had enjoyed the luxury of fresh linen, we sat 
do^im- to some excellent coffee, accompanied with 
bdlled'niilk, long, delicious rolls, and tolerably good 
batter, but found no knives upon the table ^ which-, 
by ^b& bye, every traveller in France is presumed to 
<annf Whhkn^. having mi^aidmy own, I requested 
tbeomd' to bring me one. The person of this danr^ 
i#t woi:dd certainly have sufimd by a comparison 
H'fth'those fliigrattt flowers ta which young poets rei 
aftmblettheir teldved mistresses; as soon as I had pre<- 
fi»rred'ttiy ptiayer, she very ddiberately drew from 
|iep|K)cfc^ft'hirge'd«pknile| vi4iichi after she had 
a 3 
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wiped on ber apron^ she presented to me, with a 
*' voila, monsieur/' I received this dainty present 
with every mark of due obligation, accompanied, at 
the same time, with a resolution not to use it, particu* 
krly as my companioiv (for we had two other English 
gentlemen with us) had directed her to bring some 
others to them. This delicate instrument was as sa- 
Toury as its mitress $ amongst the various fr^rancieft 
which it emitted^ garlic seemed to have the 
Boastery. 

About twelve o'clock we went to the hall of the 
municipality, to procure our pastp«rts for the interior, 
and found it^rowded with people upon the same er- 
land. We made our way through them into a very 
handsome anti-room, and thence, by a little further 
pers^rance, into an inner room, where the mayor 
and his o£&cers w^re seated at a large table covered 
with green cloth. To shew what reliance is to be 
placed upon the communications of English news* 
|>apert, I tball mention the following circumstance : 
my companion had left England without a passport, 
owing to the repeated assurances of both the ministe* 
rial and opposition prints, and also of a person high 
In administration, that none were necessary. 

The first question propounded to us by the secre- 
tary was, *• Citizens, where are your passports?" I 
bad furnished myself with one 5 but upon hearing 
this question, I was determined not to produce tt* 
from an apprehension that I should make my frtcl>d> 
.who had none, an object of suspicion ; so we an- 
sweredy that in England they were not required of 
Frenchmen, and that we had left our country with 
official assurai C;:s that they would not be detaended 
pf us in Franlbe. 

. They replied to us, by reading a decree whidi Um 
gpmmi^iy lequircd them of foreigners entering upoa 
the tetritorits ^i the republic; afld th^ assured na* 
4hat this- c^Enlavion was atj(nt moment reciprocal 
with eveiy other ffm^, aqa with England in forlif 



colar. He decree of courie doied. the flrg;uiDent« 
Th^ then said they would write to oar ambassador 
to koow who we were> aod that in the mean time thej 
would make out oor passports for the town« the bar- 
riers of which we were not to pass. Accordingly, a 
little fat gentleman, in a black coat, filled up these 
o&ciai mstruments, which were copied into their 
books, .and both signed by us | he then commenced 
our " signalement,*' which is a regular descriptive por* 
trait of tbe head of the person who has thus the ho« 
nour of sitting to the municinal portrait painters of 
the department de la Seine inferieure. 

The otha: fii^lish gentlemen were in the tame 
predicament. Our signalemeuts afforded us much 
diversion, which at length was a little augm^ited by 
RjpisuA for our liberation. After dinner I waited upon 
, a young gentleman, who was under the care of a verjf 
respectable merchant, to whom I had the good for* 
tnnaitn have> letters of introduction. Through hit 
meam I was introduced to mons. de la M ■» who 
received me with great politeness. In the hurry and 
occupations of very extensive commercial pursuits, 
this amiable old gentleman had found leisure to in* 
dulge himself in works c£ taste, i^is noble for- 
tune enabled him to gratify his liberal inclinations. I 
found him seated in his compting-^iouse, which, from 
its handsome furniture and valuable paintings, re* 
sembled an elegant cabinet. I stated' the ocmduct of 
the nmnicipality towards us, jind * jqoested his aisist)» 
«ice. Aiter he had shevrn me his apartments, a fino 
collectiao of drawings, by some of the first mastca:^ 
^d some moi d^excellent paint'mgs, we parted, with 
«n ^sarance that lie would immediately wait upon the 
mayor, who was his fiieod, and had no doubt but tbat 
he should in the course of the next day enable us to 
ieave Havie, when and in what manner we pieased. 
With this agreeable piece of intelligence, I immedi- 
ot^j retomed to the inn, where it induced us to 
drink health and success to iheiUcBdly mecchant io 
OBotber bottle of Champaign*. 



After this "sm pn>ceedad to take a Inrrojr off 
Ihe town,- wfatcb 19 cempoeed of long snd lur^ 
»ow streets^ Tiie ^^omtw oi tbe homes^ wfalch ar« 
k>ft3r, are deftMrtned 1^ ti^ wood of the ffame-wortc 
being left bai«» which ph)duGe8 a very lieavy aad 
mean appeaianoe. 

The oommeioe ftmierlf carried on a^ HaTre^ was 
fery extensive : it 19 stiU celebrated for its lace mami* 
£icCone«. The theatre i9 spaeioax^ w^l arranged, 
aod^ a^^ as we could judge by day -lights hmidsomei 
ly dbcoFBled. The pla^^ers did not perlbnti during 
our stay. In the vegetable ruarket^place, whic*^ ^^B 
amch crowed and large^ we saw atthisseiMon or ijie 
year abundance of fhie apf^es^ at fresh in appearance 
as* when tot- pkeked fhim the tree. 

In oar way, we were accosted by a Kttle ragged 
be^ar b<^ who addressed himself to onFcompasston«> 
ate dispositions) by the appellation of " tr^^<^ari- 
(able> oite^Fen/' but findit»g we gave nothing, iapiiii* 
mediately changed it to " mon cher tr^K:hamabto 
raonsieiir/* 

Thestrange uncootlr expression of *' dtoycn^* is ge<- 
neralty laid aside^ except anvongst the imcnediate om^ 
cers nndev governtnem, in their official commiHiica^ 
lions, who> however, renounce it in private> fbf th^ 
more civilized tkle of'** monsieur." 

Thd pritieipal church is a fine handsome' buikiingv 
and^httd been opened for worship the Sunday before 
w>B awived^ on that cfey thebeHof- the Sbbbath' fesfc 
flomided, during ten years of revolmion> in&ielity, an4 
Woodi^bed^!!! 

The^ royal arms^ are every where removed. ISwy 
formerly composed a very beautWnl omanMqst oveV 
the door of the hotd of the present prefect, at the 
head of the market pbce, which- has been radviy 
beaten out by ba^ie axes, uid replaced by erode' re»- 
pnblican eolblem^i whic^ every where (l sfMk of 
Uleny as a deooratjon) seem tb dislignre th6 buildingn 
that bear thern^ When I make this ramark, I mnMv 
however^ candidly confess^thatmy mtnd ^ry cordially 



ioroM|Miiled taj eye, aod that lentifiient mingled 
with tha ^tervation. Ite quays, piers and arsenal 
•re Kery fine; they, tocnrher with the docks for 
small ships of war and menhandise, were constracted 
nnder the auspices of Louis XiV.^ with whom this 
port was a great ftvourite. 

We met several mihtary ddtnquents working in 
heaVy chains. They were diessed in red jackets and 
trowsers, which are supposed to increase their di^ 
grace, on account of their composing ihe regimental 
cdoor of their old enemy the English. "V^^ien m/ 
companion, who wore his regimentals, passed them, 
they all moved their caps to hin^ with great respect, to 
his BO litde mortification. 

. To the great injury t^ the co mm erce of Rouen, tiiii 
town was most successfully blockaded, for near four 
year»> by British comroancters, duHng the late war» 
and particularly by Sir Sidney Smith. It was here, 
when endeavouri^ to cut out a vessel, which in point 
of value and consideration, was unworthy of suci^ an 
exposure, that this enterprising hero was made a pri* 
soner of war. The inhabitants, who never speak of 
him but with emotions of terror, fonsidwr this event 
as the rash result of a wager conceived over wine. 
Iliose who know the character of Sir Sidney, will not 
imptfte to him such an act of idle temerity. 

Havre is not unknown to history. At the cele- 
kated siege of it, in thetime of Catherine de Medicis, 
tiliat execirable princess distinguished herself by her 
personal intrepidity. It is said, that she landed here 
in a galley, bearing the device of the sun, with these 
"words in Greek, " I bring light and fine weather**--, 
a motto which ill correspond^ with her conduct. 

With great courage, such as seldom enters the 
composition of cruel and ferocious tyrants, she here 
on horseback, at the head of her army, exposed her** 
self to the fire of the cannon, like the most veteran 
soldiers, and betrayed no symptoms of fear, although 
the buUetf iew about her in all directions. When 
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Mi96i hj te duke de Gkone and the cohsl^ble 6§ 
]i4o{)tnoreiici not to expose her.pmnon so wanch, the 
iH-ave but sMguinairy CatfasHna r8t>lied, '' Hxve I 
l|et more to lose thao you, and do joa tiiiiik I kave noC 
tfr tno^ oooraga?*' . 

The walk« through la vitie de Satulwlob> to thOr 
Hght-hoases, which are about two miles from Havre, 
is ¥er7 {^casing. TI10 path lay throtigh flax and do* 
ver fields. 

Upon the hill, ascending to the elf (ft, are sererai 
ipecy elegant chateaus and gardtng^ bekmging to th0 
prtnctpal inhabkants c^die town. 

Moiisieur fi-»-«r^, the prefect de mai^ne, has a 
beautiful residence here. We* were acckfentall]/' ^op^ 
pkig at his gatr, to view the enchanting prospects 
which it presented to us, when the police owser 0^ 
fen«d us, and with that ami^iltty and civility, w^ldi 
Stili distinguish thedesoendaotsof the ancient fhmiUe# 
0f ranli in France, of wbkk he it one, revested us t6 
eater, and walked with us n>und hisgroands^ wbidl 
were disposed with great taste. He afterWatdsr cen«' 
ducted us. to his elegant honse, and gave OS dried ftu\t 
9ad exceUent Buraundy, after which we vralked noond 
the vilk^ to thelight-honses. FVomhim weleamedy 
that the farmers here, at in England, wet^ very itkp»- 
cious, and had amassed considerable wealth durii% the 
war. The approach to the light-ho<Mes> thMtsgh a 
row of eknt, ia very pleasant; they stand upon ati 
immense high perpendicular cMfF, and are lofty sqtlat^ 
buildings, composed of fine light brown f^ee-stoee; 
the entrance is haddsome, over which there is a good 
FOQin, containiog fiiur bigt> windows; and a lodgif»g 
room for the people who have the ckre of the ligbr^ 
the glass chamber of which we reached, after ascend- 
ing to a considerable hei^t, li^ a curiouS' spiral stone 
ttair-cate. The lantern is composed of ninety inn 
manse refleeting lamps, which ate capable of beinf 
raised or depittsed with great ease, by means of a« 
iron windkMi« 'Ihit lai|$e luslse, senouAdid wkh

In the baais* of Havre^ we saw sevceri rans> onoe 
so loudly talked of> coosdrudtd for the veal or osteii- 
Mble piHpose of oc>nvax«*g the invading legions of 
FraiM^e to the shores ef Orat Britain. I expected ta 
have $een an ioamenae Anting piatfom, bot the ves*- 
sei» wbicb we saw were nsade like brigs of aa nnosual 
breadth^ with two low maats* The sincerity of thi« 
project baa been much disputed ; bnt that the Franch- 
govemment expended conaideiable anaw upon tbe^ 
9che«ae I have no doubt. 

At 4ay4>reak we seated ourselves in the dlUgenoe* 
AU the carriages of this description have the appeal^ 
anoo of being the rasok of tbe Earliest efibrtft in the 
aftof coacb^-bnilding: a moiennoootfa, clumsy ma- 
chine can scaaeely be ifnagined. In the front is a 
eabricdet fixed to the body of the eoefch, fbr the ac- 
eemmodation of three paastngers> who are protected 
Sim the rain above l^ the projecting roof of tho^ 
OQfQh, and by two heairy cnrtains of katbeTj well'

Upon th& roof> on tbe ouUid^ is the impenal, ^ 
feneraUy occupied by .six or seven persons^ and a heap 
o£ luggage; the basket is also filled with luggage^ and 
preseuts a pile half as hi^h again as the coach, secured 
by Fopes and chains, tigtitened by a large iron wind- 
bus, a constant appendage upon this moving mass : the 
body of the carriage rests upon large thongs of leather^ 
fastened to heavy blocks of wood, instead of springs, 
and the whole is drawn by seven horses ; the three 
£rst being fastened to the cross bar, the rest in pairs, 
and all in rope harness and tackling. The near horse 
of the three first is mounted by the postilion in his 
|;reat jack boots, which are always placed; with much 
ceremony, Kke two tubs, on the right side of his rosi- 
nante, just before he ascends. I'hese curious protect- 
ors of his legs are composed of wood, and iron hoOps, 
softened within by stuffing, and give him all the dig-^ 
nity of riding in a pair of upright portmanteaus. With 
a long lash whip in his hand, a dirty night-cap and ad 
old cocked bat upon his head^ halloaing alternately 
** d gauche, ^ droit," and a f|w occasional sacredieutf 
which teem always properly applied and perfectly un- 
derstood, the merry postilion drives along his cattle* 
I must not fall to do jusdoe to the scienfific skill witb 
which he manages, on horseback, his long and heaver 
coach*whip$ with this commanding instruinent te 
^an re-animate, by a touch, each halting muscle of hh» 
lagging aniniala, oan cut ofifan ann<^ing fiy, and witir 
the loud cracking of its thongs he announces, upon bfaf 
entrance into a town, the approach of his heavy an^ 
clattering cavalcade. Each of these diligences is ptcvr 
vided with aconducteor, wfa^ rides i^ion the io^r'.al^ 
and is responsible, ^hrc^dgbout tbe^ joomey, for tht^

finer than those of Paris : their noble elms, planted 
in four stately rows, are all nearly of the samii 
height. Judge of my surprize — ^upon our rapidly 
tDmtng the corner of a street, as we entered the 
city, 1 suddenly found coach, horses, and all, in the 
aisle of an ancient catholic church. The gates wero 
closed upon us, and in a moment, from the busy 
knzsing of the streets, we were translated into thie 
silence of shattered tombs, and the gloom of clois* 
tare: the only light which shone upon us, issued 
throagh fragments of stained glass, and apertures for- 
aierly filled with it. 

My amusement, however, was soon tranquillized^^ 
by being informed, that this church, having devolve4 
to the nation as tt» property^ by force of a revolution* 
mj decree, had been afterwards sold for stables, to ona. 
of the owners of the Rouen diligences. 

An old UQsaleable cabriolet occupied the place of 
the altar ; and the horses were veiy quietly eating 
kbeir oats in the sacristy.

Hie next day we presented our letter and ourselves 
to Madame G ■ , the amiable mother of the gen- 
tlemen I have mentioned > who received us with great 
politeness, and immediately arranged a dinner party 
for us. It being rather early in the morning, we 
were admitted into her bed-chamber, a common cus- 
tom of receiving early visits in France. 

About eleven o'clock we saw a splendid procession 
of all the military and civil authorities to -the hotel* of 
the prefect, which was opposite to our inn. 

The object of this cavalcade was to congratulate the 
archbishop of Rouen, (who was then upon a' visit to 
the prefect, until his own palace was ready to re^ 
ceive him) upon his elevation to the see. 

This spectacle displayed the interferencie of God, ia 
thus making the former enemies of his worship pay 
homage to his ministers, after along reign of atheism 
and persecution. 

About twelve o'clock, the hour of parade through-

Sntcation with the country which lies south of the city, 
ft was begun in the year ] 626 -, below it are the ruins 
the fine bridge of 12 arches, built by the Empress 
and, daughter of Henry I. of England. This in- 
fspqipas fsAmc rests npon 1 9 immense barges, which rise 
iid-fiiU with the flowing and subsiding of the tide. 
When* vessels have occasion to pass it, a portion of the 
pbtfqr rh sufficient to admit their passage is raised, and 
ToUed over the other part. In tlie winter, when any 
danger is apprehended from the large fiates of ice, 
which flo^fdbwn the river, the whole is taken to pieces 
in an hour. I'he expense of keeping it in repair id 
estimated at 10,000 livres, or 4pOL sterling per an- 
num, andr'i^ defrayed by government, it being the

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high road to Picardy. Upon the whole, altboogh 
Ihis bridge is to much admired, I must confess it a{>^ 
peared to me a heavy performance, unsuitable to tha 
wealth and splendour of the city of Rouen, and be^ 
low the taste and ingenuity of ipbdera times. A 
' handsQoie light stone structure, with a center arch 
covered with a drawbridge, or lofty flying iron-bridge, 
would be less expensive, more safe, and much moi^ 
oman^ental. 

The view from this bridge up the Seine, upon the 
islands below mount St. Catherine, is quite enchaat^^ 
ing. Upon the quay, although it was Sunday, a vast 
number of people were dancing, drinking, and atr* 
tending shows and lotteries: here foreigners from 
various parts of the continent, parading up and down 
in their national habits and dresses, produced quits 
the e0ect of a lively masquerade. The river Seine is 
so deep at this place, that ships of three hundred tons 
burden are moored close to the qtiay, and make,a verf 
fine appearance. The exchange ibr the merchants is 
parallel with the centre of the quay, and is a long 
paved building of about 400 feet i;i length, open at 
top, haying a handsome iron balustrade, and seats to^ 
wards the Seine, and a high stone wall tow;u*ds the 
town. Over all the great gates of the city, is writ- 
ten, in large characters, ^* Liberty, Equality, Huma- 
nity, Fraternity, or Death:" the last two words hav© 
))een painted over, but are still faintly legible. 

In the evening we went to the French opera, which' 
was very crowded. The boxes were adorned with 
ipoteel people, and many beautiful young women. 
The theatre is very large, elegant, and handsome^ 
and th« players were good. I was struck with \hm 
ridiculous antics and gestures of the chief in the . (w- 
chestra, a man whose o£«e it is to beat time to the 
musicians. In the municipality box, which was in 
the centre, lined with green silk, and gold, were 
two fine young women, who appeared to be ladies of 
fiishioQ aad consequence : they were dressed after the 
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wfique^ iO'flit attire which for lightness and tcanti* 
sess I never saw eqaalM, till I saw it surpassed at 
P^ris. Hhey appeared to be clothed only in jewels, 
and a little muslin, very gracefully disposed r the lat« 
ter, to borrow a beauti&l expressipn, had the appear- 
ance of *< woven air." — From eoaotions of gratitude, 
iar the captivating display which thegr made, I could 
not help oftering a few fervent wkhes, that the next 
day might find th^m preserved from the dreaded oon* 
sequences of a very bitter cold nighl. 

Kouen, which, upon the whole, is a fine otty, 
and very large and pi^lous, was formerly the 
capital of the kingdom of Nonaandy t %i stands upon 
a plain, screened on three sides by high and piclu* 
lesque mountains, and is near two leagues in compass, 
exclusive of the £m3ihottrgft of St. Severs, Cauchoise,. 
Bouveul, St. Hiliare, Marumville and Beauvlsme* 
Its commerce was very celebratedi and since the 
peeoe ia beginning again to rear its head. Most of 
the fine buildings tn this city and its environs are 
Ai^lo-Norman antiquities, and were founded by the 
English before they left Ncnmandy. 

The cathedral, which is a grand and awful pile of 
Gothic architecture^ was built by our William the 
Conqueror, and has two towers, one of whii:h k 
sucmounted by a wooden spire covered vrith lead,and 
is of the prodigious height of 395 ^|Kk feet, the 
other is 230 feet high.

Wheh^ycssels have occasion to pass it, a portion of the 
piatfi^f rh sufficient to admit their passage is raised, and 
rolled over the other part.

In ' consequence of the j^storation of religtoo, the

Latin. We were treated with this eort of importaitale 
piety for near a mile, after we left Ivetot.

After a dusty journey, through a very rich andl 
inctaresque country, of nearly eighty miles, we en* 
tered the beautiful boulevards * ot Rouen, about se-* 
wea o*clock in the evening, which embowered us from\ 
the son, the shade of wmch was delicioi^s 5 they are 
finer tbm those of Paris : their noble elm&, planted 
in four stately rows, are all nearly of the same 
height.

The gates were 
ekned upon us, and in a moment, from the busy 
hazzmg of the streets, we were translated into the 
silence of shattered tombs, and the gloom of clois- 
tMs-, the only light which shone upon us, issued 
throagk fragments of stained glass, and apertures for- 
aierly £lled with it. 

My amusemcfnt, however, was soon tranquillized, 
by being informed, that this church, having devolve^ 
to the nation as it^ property, by force of a revolution- 
my decree, had been afterwards sold for stables, to one 
of the owners of the Rouen diligences.

We put up at the Hotel de Poitiers— a rival house,

We were toa tired to think of any farther 
peregnnations ; so we eStered our bed-rooms, which, 
like moat of the chambers in France, had brick floors 
without any carpeting; they ^ve^e, however, clean;

although the middle of summer was advanced, cbm« 
tnitted melancholy ravage throughout Europe at this 
time; and, after Enjoying those comforts which 
weary wanderers require, we mounted our lofty beds, 
and went to rest. 

The next day we presented our letter and ourselves 
to Madame G ■ ■ , the amiabJe mother of the gen- 
tlemen I have mentioned^ who received us with great 
politeness, and immediately arranged a dinner party 
for us. It being rather early in the morning, we 
were admitted into her bed-chamber, a common cus- 
tonr» of receiving early visits in France.

We ^a4 
an early dinner at.Iretot, fire leagues distant from 
Bolbee. In anf ient periods this mtterabie town waa 
' once the cajgH^l of a sepiM^te kiogdooi. 

it was in this town onLj. that I saw a specimen of 
.jtKatforlorn wretchedness and importunity, wJliich has 
been yery incorrectly said to be general tfaroeglioiik 
.this couotry. - 

In the shop of a brazier, a new leaden crudfiri 
^about two feet and a half high, was exposed to sale ; 
it had been cast preparatory to the rcinaugoratioA 
^f the archbishop of ftouen, which was to take place 
upon the next Sunday week, in the great cathedral of 
that city. 

In ' consequence of the j^toration of religion, the 
beggars, who haye, in general, .considerabk cleFer* 
ness, and know how to turn^ new circumstances to adu 
Vantage, had just learned a fresh mode of soUcilifig 
^money^ by repe^ng the Lord's Prayer in French mad 
jLatin. We were treated with this ^ort of importaaaUn 
flety for near a mile, after we left lyetot* 

1 haye before mentioned, that the barbiarous ja^giai 
^of the Reyolution is rapidly passing away : ii is ooAj 
occasionally that its slinky track is perceptible* The 
tin^e is not yery distant when Frenchmeo wished to 
'be known by the name of Jacobins ; only, not to 
be a Jacobin was to be eyery tiung- but what was re^ 
jputable : it is now become an appellation of r^^mmA, 
eyen amongst the surviving aborigines of the ftenKi* 
Jution ; as an instance of it» an^vaj ofB(;er of rank 
and intelligence, who joined us at Ivi^tot, informed 
us, tbat he had occasion, ^ujpojA some matters of bu* 
siness, to meet Santerse.a /«w .days. before, that ia* 
human and yiilgar revolutionist^ who coomMulod ^o 
Bational gwp} whea tl^iyjm:fP994i^ the efiaibU 
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^b^tbe execution of their mon£(rcb.} ialbeooorM 
of their cdnversatioD^ in speaking of a third persoo* 
Santenre exclaimed, '^ I cannot bear that naan ; be is 
6 Jacobin.** Bravo ! |hou execrable changeling I ! 

Th» miscreant lives unnoticed^ in a httle viUagv 
nearParis^ upon a slender income, which he £it 
made in* trade, not in the trade of blood j for it ap- 
pears, that Robespierre was not a very liberal patron 
of his servants. He kept his blood-hounds leanaQ4 
keen, and poorly fed them with the rankest oflal. 

After a dusty journey, through a very rich an4 
jMcttiresque country, of nearly eighty miles, we en* 
Wed the beautiful boulevards * of Rouen> about se^ 
Vcn o'clock in the evening, which embowered us from 
the suq, the shade of which was delicious 5 they aro 
finer than those of Paris : their noble elms, planted 
in four stately rows, are all nearly of tro samo 
height. Judge of my surprize— upon our rapidly 
toming the comer of a street, as we entered the 
crty, I suddenly found coach, horses, and all, in the 
aisle of an ancient catholic church. The gates were 
^osed upon us, and in a moooent, from the busy 
kuzsing of the streets, we were translated into the 
silence of shattered tombs, and the gloom of clois- 
ters^ the only light which shone upon us, issued 
through fragments of stained glass, and apertures for- 
merly filled with it. 

My amusement, however, was soon tranquillized^ 
by being informed, that this church, having devolve4 
to the nation as it^ properly^ by force of a revolution- 
wry decree, had been afterwards sold for stables, to ona. 
of the owners of the Rouen diligences. 

Ad old unsaleable cabriolet occupied the place of 
the altar -, and the horses were very quietly eating 
their oats in the sacristy. 

We put up at the. Hotel de Poitiers— a rival house, 
which is situat^in the beautiful betdevards already 
mentioned, and is part of a row of fine atone-built 
• EoTirons of a town, planted witk stately trees. 
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houses. We were toa tired to think oT any farther 
peregrinations 5 so we entered oui- bed-rooms, which, 
like most of the chambers in France, had brick floors 
without any carpeting; they were, however, clean;' 
•nd, after ordering a good fire in one of them to re-^ 
pel the effects of the sudden and unusual frost, which, 
although the middle of summer was advanced, cbcn« 
mitted melancholy ravage throughout Europe at this 
tkne; and, after Enjoying those comforts which 
weary wanderers require, we mounted our lofty beds, 
and went to rest. 

The next day we presented our letter and ourselves 
to Madame G ■ ■ , the amiable mother of the gen- 
tlemen I have mentioned^ who received us with great 
politeness, and immediately arranged a dinner party 
tor us. It being rather early in the morning, we 
were admitted into her bed-chamber, a common cus- 
tom of receiving early visits in France. 

About eleven o'clock we saw a splendid procession 
erf* all »he military and civil authorities to ^he hotel* of 
tlie prefect, which was opposite to our inn. 

The object of this cavalcude was to congratulate the 
archbishop of Rouen, (who was then upon a* visit tJ> 
the prefect, until his own palace was ready tore^ 
ceive him) upon his elevation to the see. 

This spectacle displayed the interference of God, in 
thus making the former enemies of his worship pay 
homage to his ministers, after along reign of athelbm 
and persecution. 

About twelve o'clock, the hour of parade through- 
out the republic, ^e went to the Champ de Mars, and 
fiaw a review of the 20th regiment of chasseurs, un- 
der the command of generals St. Hiliare and RufRn, 
who, as well as the regiment, had particularly dis- 
tinguished themselves at Marengo.

The men vrore imistachios» were richly appoioted* 
and in general well i^Qunted : they were just am'Ted 
irom Amiens^ wliere, as a mark of honoor^ tbeyhad 
been quartered during the negotiation. 

The officers wei^ superbly attired. St. Hiliare ii a 
Toangman; in person, and it is said inabilities also, 
he much resembles his patron^ and friend, the first 
consul. 

Some of the horses were of « dissimilar size and 
colour, which had a bad effect ; but I was informedt 
upon making the remark, that they had lost many in 
iMttle, and had not had time properly to replace 
them ; but they were all strong and fiery, and went 
through their evolutions with surprising swiftness. 

After our cofiee, which, in this country, immedi* 
fy succeeds the dinner, we went to view the bridge 
oif boats, so celebi:?ted in history. This cm-ions struc- 
ture was contrived by an Augustine friar named 
Mrcliael Bougeots: it is composed of timber, regu- 
laiiy paved, in squares which contain the stones, and 
is about 1000* feet in length 5 it commences from 
tfie middle of the quay of Rouen, and reaches over to 
the Fauxbourg of St. Sever, and carries on the commu- 
nication with the country which lies south of the city, 
|t was begun in the year ] 626 j below it are the ruing 
ofthc fine bridge of 12 arches, built by the Empress 
Itfatid^ daughter of Henry I. of England. This in- 
g^ipus fabric rests upon 19 immense barges, which rise 
$n^fi(ll with the flowing and subsiding of the tide. 
iWieh^yessels have occasion to pass it, a portion of the 
piatfqrm sufficient to admit their passage is raised, and 
ToUed over the other part. In tlic winter, when any 
danger is apprehended from the large flakes of ice, 
which fio^tibwn the river, the whole is taken to pieces 
in an hour. The expense of keeping it in repair is 
estimated at 10,000 livrcs, or 4pOL sterling per an- 
num, «ndf*i^ defrayed by government, it being the

high road to Picardy. Upon the whok, altboogh 
Ihis bridge is so much admired, I must confess it ap^ 
peared to me a heavy performance, unsuitable to tho. 
wealth and splendour of the city of Rouen, and be^ 
low the taste and ingenuity of ip'odem times. A, 

^ handsome light stone structure, with a center arch, 
covered with a drawbridge, or lofty flying iron-bridge, 
would be less expensive, more safe, and much moro 
ornanjental. 

The view from this bridge up the Seine, upon tha 
islands below mount St. Catherine, is quite enchiiat- 
ing. Upon the quay, although it was Sunday, a vast 
number of people were dancing, drinking, and at^ 
tending shows and lotteries: her6 foreigners from 
various parts of the continent, parading up and down 
la their national habits and dresses, produced quito 
the e0ect of a lively masquerade* The river Seine is 
so deep at this place, that ships of three hundred tons 

^ burden are moored close to the qUay, and make.a verf 
fine appearance. The exchange ibr the merchants is 
parallel with the centre of the quay, and is a long 
paved building of about 400 feet i;i length, open at 
top, haying a handseme iron balustrade, and seats to< 
wards the Seine, and a high stone wall towards the 
town. Over all the great gates of the city, is writ- 
ten, in large characters, " Liberty, Equality, Huma- 
nity, Fraternity, or Death:*' the last two words have 
been painted over, but are still faintly legible. 

In the evening we went to the French opera, which 
was very crowded. The boxes were adorned with 
l^teel people, and many beautiful young womeo^ 
The theatre is very large, elegant, and handsome^ 
and tht players were good. I was struck with th«» 
ridiculous antics and gestures of the chief in the . of-^ 
chestra, a man whose offi«e it is to beat time to tne 
musicians. In the municipality box, which was in 
the centre, lined with green silk, and gold, were 
two fine young women, who appeared to be ladies of 
fiubioa and consequence: they were dressed after the

aess I never axw eqaaHed, till I saw it sarpissed at 
?am. lliej appeared to be clotked only in jewels, 
and a little muslin^ very gracefolljr disposed : the lat- 
ter, to borrow a beauti^l eKpresston, had the appear- 
ance of *< woven air."-*From emotions of gratitude, 
for the captivating display which tfaeQr made, I conM 
not helpoii^riog a few fervent vriabes, that tbe next 
day might find ih^m preserved from thedriMided oon« 
sequences of a very bitter cold night 

Bouen, which, upon the who}t> b a fine otty, 
and very large and populous, was formerly tie 
capital of the kingdom of Nomaandy s ii »taada iipoa 
a plain^ screened on three sides by high and pictn- 
lesqiie mountains^ and is near two leagues in compass, 
exclusive of the DEmxhourga of Sc Severs, Cauchoise,. 
Bouveul^ St. Hiliare, Martainville and Beauvisme, 
Its commerce was very celebrated, and since the 
peace is beginning again to rear its head. Moat of 
the fine buildings in this city and its environs are 
Anglo-Norman antiquities, and were fimnded by the 
Eaglbfa before they left Normandy. 

The cathedral, which is a grand and awful pile of 
CkHbic architecture, was built by our William the 
Conqueror, and has two towers, one of which ia 
sucxnounted by a wooden spire covered with lead,and 
is of the prodigious height of 395 ^iKh feet, the 
other is 230 feet high. 

The want of uniformity in these towers produces 
an nmfiiTOiirable effect. During the Revolution, this 
august edifice was converted into a sulphur and gun* 
powder manufactory, by which iinpious prostitution, 
the pillars are de-iced and broken, and the whole is 
hfaickeued and dingy. 

The costly ceuotaphs of white marble, enriched 
with valuable ornaments, containing the hearts of 
two of our ktng8.of Jlngland, and dukes of Normandy, 
formerly placed on each side of the grand altar-piece^ 
wer&jemoved during the Revolution, 
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Th« a3tfir-pi«cA. 18 verj fine^ Graid {^piEnitiont 
vera mailing for tke tnaugiuration of die archbishop, 
\ifhich was to take place the foUewiog Sunday. 
Thtra were not manf people at mass 5 those who^ 
were gpesent appeared to he chieiy composed ci de* 
crepid oU womeo^ and joiing chUdren. Ovefr the 
ch«rit)r.b(»(> listened to one of the pillars, wm a board 
upoa which was written iti hn^ letters^ ** Hospieesr 
reconpoiisa n ce et prosp6rit6 ^rhoiBine g^nei^x eC 
sensible.'* I saw few people affected by this bene-' 
dtctor/ appes^. *l next visited the chnrch of St, 
OimiSir w4ieh is not so large as the cathedra], bat 
aurpasses it in point of elegance. This graceful ^le 
has aUo had its share of sufferings during^ the r^ign of 
i^evolutionary barbari^in. Its chaste and elegant (mlars^ 
have been vic^ated b/ the smoke of^phur and wood; 
and, in many places/ present to the distressed ejfi 
chasms prodcrced by massy forges, which were erects 
ed agaiast them for casting* ball. The cosdy railihg^' 
of brass, gilt, which half surrounded the altar, ha^ 
been torn pp ^nd melted into cannon. The larra 
circular stained window over the entrance, called £a 
Bose ^ Portail is very^ beautiful, and wholly unim- 
paired* The organs in all the churches are broken 
and Qieless» They experienced this fate in conse-r 
quenoe of their Imping been considered fanatical in* 
Btcumeatfi ^orkig thetime of. terror* The fine organ 
of St. Ouens is in this predicament, and i^\ reqnir^ 
nnuch coft to repair it.^ 

I cannot help admidog the geod^nse which in all" 
the churches of France is di^ayed, by placing tfa^ 
organ upon, a gaUevy over trc gi'and entrance, by 
which^thespectetor has anuainterrupted view, and 
commands the whole length of the interior building. 
Jas^ the JSlJgUdb cathedrals it is ^ways placed niidway

betiTMil thecfaiMr and chorch, hfjfAkk this imired 

efect is lost->-St. Ouais is now opened for worship. 

Afbr we left St. Ouenft, we visited the sqnamaox 
Vaux; where the celebrated heroine of Lorratn^ Joetf 
^^c, comtooaly called the Maid ef Orleans* was 
cnttUj burnt at the stake, for a pretended serceress, 
but in fact to gratify the harbarom revenge of the 
Me of Bedford the then rtg^t of Ffaocei because, 
tfter signal suceesses, she conducted her s ove r ei g n, 
Qmks, in safety to Rheims, where he was crowned^ 
and obuined decisivi^ victories over the Bogltsh arms* 
We here saw the sUtue erected by the Freneh to the 
iDemory of this remarkable woman, which, as m 
^ject of sculpture^ possesses nothing worthy of 
mike. 

Upon looking up against the corner wall of • 
itreet, sarrounded by particoloured advertisements of 
quack medicines, wonderful cures, new invented 
tssences, judgments of cassation, rewards for robbers, 
acd bills of the opera, I beheld Buonaparte's address 
to the people of France, the object of which was to 
pidcuce the election of First Consulship for life. If 
tbe Spanish proverb of *' tell me with whom you are, 
and I will tell you what you are," were to be applied 
in this instance, I fear the result woukl not be very 
reputable to the consular application. 

A circumstance occurred at this time, respecting 
this ejiecttoD, which was rather ridiculous, and excit-* 
ed considerable mirth at Paris. Upon the first ap« 
prance of the election book of the first consul in 
one (^ the departments, some wag, instead of sub* 
gibing hi« name, immediately under the title page, 
"shall Napoleon Buonaparte be first consul for life?" 
wrote the following words, "I can't tell." Thia 
tnHing affair reached Mai Maison with great speedy 
bat is said to have occasioned no other Sensation there 
iliao a little merriment. Carnot's bold negative wat 
Uittle talked of, but as it was solitary, it was oonsi* 
<bed harpdksa* 
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. Tothe love of fineiy, whkh the French stilf retaiti 
to a certain degree^ I coukl alone attribute ^e gaf 
appeaik-anoe of the eggs in the market^ upon ixrhToh 
mad been bestowed a very smart stain of lilac c^OQf, 
Ibe eifect of which was so singular that I could not 
Jbelp noting it down. 

On the third day after odr arrival in this city, we 
attended the trial of a man who belonged to one of 
the banditti which infest the neighbouring country. 
The court was held in the hall of the ancient parha- 
9>ent house* and was composed of three civil jddget 
<one of whom presided) three military judges, and 
two citizens. The arrangements of the court, which 
was crowdedf were excellent, ani a^rded tininter- 
tupted accorojnodations to all its members^ who bad 
•eparaie doors and passages allotted to them, and idso 
W the people* who were permitted to occupy the 
large area in fron^, which gradually rose from the seats 
^f the persons belonging to the court, and enabled every 
^>ectator to have a perfect view of the whole. Appro- 
priate moral mottos were inscribed in characters of 
fold upon the walls. The judges wore long kiceA 
ands, and robes of black, lined with light blue sUk^ 
with scarfs of blue and silver firtnge, and sat upon an 
elevated simicircular bench* raised upon a flight of 
.ateps, placed in a large alcove, lined with tapestry, 
^be secretaries and subordinate officers were seated 
below them. On the left the prisoner was placed^ 
without irons, ii^the custody of two gensdarmes, for- 
merly called mar6chauss6es, who had their long swords 
drawn. These soldiers have a very military appearance^ 
and are a fine and valuable body of men. I fear the * 
i^espectable impression which 1 would wish to convey 
of them will suffer, when I inform my reader, that they 
^re servantaof the pdice> and answer to our Bow-street 
tunneFs. Th^ swiftness with which they pursue and 
a^ehend o^enders is surprising. We were received 

with politeness, and conducted to a convenient place 
forbearing and seeing all that passed. The accuaa- 



tevr g^Mnly wlx> tat on tbe lefb, wore a costume 
limilar to that of the judges, without the scarf. He 
opened the trial l^ relating the circumstances, and 
^echiming ppon the enormitf of the olTence: by 
which it appeared that the prisoner stood charged wita 
robbery, accompanied with breach of hospitality) 
f/bich in this country, be the amount' of the plunder 
e?erso trifling, is a capital offi?nce. The addiess of 
tbe accilser was very iorid and re!hement, accom* 
panied by impassioned action, which was occasionally 
graceiol. Normandy has the reputation of producing 
tbe most eloquent advocates in France. 

The wit^nesses^ who were most wisely kept sepa« 
rate previous to their giving their evidence. Went 
BQinerous, and proved many robberies agai0i»t hiob, 
atteodedwttha^ravated breaches of liospiiality. They 
entered into proofs of ofiences committed by thA 
prisoaer at dimsrent periods, and upon dtfierent per* 
ionsw '2!lie*women uiio gave th^r testimony, eidA* 
bited a atriking distinction between the timidity of 
English femaks* confh)nttog the many eyes of a 
crowded court of justice, and tbe calm self-posseastoil 
with whidi they delivered their testimony. Thn 
charges were clearly proved, and the prisoner opoo 
being called upon for his defence, undismayed^ an4 
with all the practised hardihood of ai^ Old Bailey 
felon, caknly declared* that he purchased the pile oif 
booty produced in the coortj for sums of money, thto 
jmooot of which he did not then know, of p^sons hi 
eoold iK>t name, and in places whitib he did not nemem* 
her. He had no advocate, and was followed by the pub* 
lie accuaer^ who naade a long speech in reply to thn 
defence« The conrt reUred, the criminal wds re-con* 
ducted to the pdaon behind the haU -, and after a^ 
absence of about twenty minutet^ a bell rang to an« 
jQouDCe, the return of the jm^^; the prisonet re* 
entered, escorted by a file ^f national guards, t6 heat 
his fate, upon whidi thepreaident addressed the un* 
happy msaf, y&ry -briedy recapitulated his o&nces^ 
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«nd read the decree of the Tepublic upon the convic- 
tion of thero, bv which he doonoed him to lose hia 
heiad at four o'clock that afternoon. 
' It was then ten minutes past one! ! The face of tbB 
wretched being presented a fine subject for the pencil. 
His countenance was dark, marked, and melancholy; 
over.which was spread the sallow lint of long impri- 
sonment : his beard was unshorn^ and throughout h^ 
displayed an indi^rence to his j^te which not a little 
furpiiMd me. He immediately retired, and, m)oii .his 
xeturn to his cell, a priest was sent for to prepare him 
for his doom. At piresenti in the provinces, aH 
criminal offences are tried before military tribunals, 
^uaHfied, as I have described this to be, by a mixture 
«fetvU judges and bourgeois. 

After the court had broken up, I visited the town 
koQSt, which, before theHevolution, was the monas-^ 
lery of the Benedictines, who, from what appeared 
of the jremains of their establishment^ must have beea 
magnificently lodged, and well served, during Ciieir 
•lialeace, to bear the naoie of the Blessed. The two 
great staircases are veiy fine, and behind there is a 
iioble garden. Upon ente^g the vestibule of the couci« 
ctl chamber, fcrmerly the refectory, I thought I was 
going behind the scenes of a theatre, for it was nearljr 
SUed with allegorical t>anner8, pasteboard, and cau« 
Vas arches of triumph, altars, emblems of liberty and . 
despotism, and all the scenic decorations suitable to 
the phrensied oi^ies of a republican ^e. Thank 
God I they appeared to be tolerably well covered with 
dust and cobwebs. At the end of this noble room, 
seated upon a hi|^ pedestal, #asthe goddess of lit>6rty, 
l)eattd&^ executed in marble. '^ Look at that san- 

E unary ^ktitute," cried Mens. G— — to me, point* 
g to the statue, *' for years havd we had libt^rty and 
bloodshed, thank Heaven! we are now no ionger 
free." Upon whidi he wrote his name in the iirst 
^on^id's hoot^ which wn bere lying open^ upon a 
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table^ far the pm^saof receWiDg the.Milnigtt of tbf 
de^rtment. 

From this place I proceeded to the ci-devant con- 
▼eot of the Jesuits^ built bj oDe of the muoificent 
dues de Boarboo. It is a magnificent oblong stone 
building. In the centre of the court was a tree of 
liberty, which like almost all the other trees dedicsH 
ted to that goddess, which I saw, looked blighted 
and sickly. This fine baildinK is new converted int» 
an university of learning and the §ne arts. From 
die number of the students, I shoold suppose the 
^fihionable fervour of study bad not as yet reached 
fiooen. 

The professor of philosc^hy* with great politeness, 
sent 8 yt>ung man to shew me the museum of pic- 
tarts, for which purpose the church of the Jesuits is 
at present used. , There are several paintinp in it : 
the only fine one was a dying Jesus, by \^indyke, 
which was exquisite. 

Upon my return through the market place, I be- 
held the miserable wretch, at whose trial I was pre- 
sent in the morning, drawn out iq execution. Htt" 
was seated upon the bbttom of a cart, stripped abov« 
to his ahirt, which was folded back, his arms were 
pinioned close behind, and his hair closely cropped, 
to prevent the stroke of the fatal knife from beings 
impeded^ and a priest was seated in a chair beside 
him. As the object of my excursion was to conteni* 
plate tbe mapners of the people, 1 summoned resolu^ 
tion to view this gloomy and painfid spectacle, which 
seemed to excite but little sensation in the market- 
place, where its petty traffic and concerns proceeded 
with their accust<nned activity, and the women at 

I thdr stalls, which extended to the foot of the scafibid. 

I daring the awful ceremony, appeared to be impresaej 
only with the solicitude of selling their vegetables to 

I the highest bidder. A small body of the national 

I goards, and a few boys and idlers, surrounded th« 
£ual spot. The guillotine, painted red# waa placed 



«^n a wcsESkM of about five fbet high; As iooh atl 
ihe crinainal ascended the upper step whidd led to it, 
lie tnmaotd,' by the direction of the executioner, a 
KtUe board, like a shutter, raised uprig;ht to receive 
hiioi to which he was strapped, tiirned down flat, and 
ron inta a sm^il ring of iixm half opened and made to 
adacHt the tieck, the top part of which was then 
dl«»cd upon it, la black leadier curtain was placed be- 
fore the bead, from which a valve depended, commu- 
iticafing with a tub, placed under the scaffold to re- 
ceive the bldod. The executioner than touched d 
long thin iron rod, connected with the top of the in- 
strument, and in a moment the axe descended, ill 
the form of a square, cut diagonally, heavily charged 
wiAi lead 5 upon which the executioner and his assist- 
fnts placed the bodjr in a shell, half filled with s^w- 
doBt, almb&t completely stained over with the browtt 
jUood of former executions 5 they then picked up the 
head, from a bag into which it hdd fallen within the 
eartain, atid having plafced it in the same gloomy de- 
pository, Idwered the ^hole down to the sextons^ 
who, covering it with a pall, bore it off to the place 
of burial. 

I have before had occasion to niention Mad. G- 5 

this lady, witii the principal females of the city, fell 
vnder tbk displeasure of Robespierre and his agents^ 
^ with no other crime upoi^ their heads than that df 
wealth, honourably acquired.

(me night, by torchlight, tbeii* ^itensive warehdusea 
were sacked, and all thei^ stores forcibly sold in th6 
Ipttbltc maiket-place to the best bidder : the pltmdered 
ntercbaiiU were paid the aihount o^thesale in assignats^ 
in a paper curreney whieh theh bore an enormous dis- 
cdunt, and dloftlfti^arwards retaiiled only the value 
e£ tfae. pifer. opoa wUtih d^ xutticiiial fiote v^atl wriU 



^ la ^tiort, m a few hours an honodrabk bmUy, 
nobly allied, were d^poU^sd of property to the amount 
of ^5,0002. sterling. Other merchants sbired th# 
«ame fate.' This act of robbery wa^ followed by itt 

act oi" cruelty. Madame G -, the mother, wh« 

was born in England, aud who married a French 
gentleman of large fortune, whom she survived^ of 
a delicate frame, and advanced in ye^rs, was ooiii« 
initted to prison, wb^re, with many othor female 
sufferers, she was close coii^ed for eleven month*, 
daring which time she was compelled to epdure aU 
^s of privations. After the committee of rdpine 
^d settled their black account, and had remitted thm « 
guilty balance to their empl(^ers> the latter> in a lel» ' 
ter of '^friendly collusion^ and frauduient ftmiJUa* 
rity/' after ^passing a few revolationary jokei upon 
yrhat had occurred, observed th^t the G — —a aeeoMd 
to bleed very freely, and that a» jit was likely thsf 
must have credit with nx^ny persons to a hofO 
9mount, directed their obedient and active banditti 
to order these devoted gentlemen to draw, and to 
deliver to thera, their draugutij upon all such p^rsoM 
who stood indebted to their extensive concern* In 
the words of a celebrated ojrator.* *' Though the^ had 
shaken the tree till nothing remained upon tho 
leafless branches, yet a new flight was on the wing, 
to watch the flrst buddings of its prosperity, and to 
pip every hope of future foliage and fruit." 

_ The G- s expected this visit, and, by an inge- 

olous and justiiied expedient, prevented their perdi* 
tion from becoming decisive. 
Soon after the gatea of the prison were closed upoi^ 

Madame G- , her eldest son> a n^in of command* 

iag perijon and eloquent address, in defiance of every 
friendly; and. of ev^ry affectionate entreaty, flew to 
faris.

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It w^as in I he evening of t^e last winter which be- 
held its snows crimsoned with the blood of reyolu* 
donary carnage, when he presented himself, undis- 
mayed, before that committee, the terrific object and 
disposition of which will be as ilequatcly imparted bf 
merely relating the names of its members, then sit-^ 
ting, as by the most animated and elaborate delinea* 
tions of all its deadly deeds of blood and rapine. At 
• table, covered with green cloth, shabbily lighted, Iq ^ 
one of the committee rooms of the national assembly^ 
were seated Robespierre, Ck)llot d'Herbois, Carnot, 
and David. They were occupied in .filling up tho 
lists for the permanent guillotine, erected very near 
them, in la ^ace de la Revolution, which the execu* 
tioners were then clearing of its gore, and preparing 
£>r the next day's butchery. In this devoted capital 
more blood had, during that day, streamed upon the 
scafibldj than on any one day during the Revolu* 
tion. 

The terrified inhabitants, in darkness, in remote 
recesses of their desolate houses, were silently offer* 
ing up a prayer to the great God of mercy to release 
them, in a way most suitable to his wisdom, from 
such scenes of deep dismay and remorseless slaugh- 
ter. 

. Kobespierre) as usual, was dressed with great neat- 
ness and gaietf ; the savage was generally scented, 
whilst his iassociates were l^bited en Jacobin^ in the 
squalid, filthy fashion of that era of the Eevolution,— 
in the dress of blackguards. 

Mr. G ■ bowed, and addressed them very res- 
pectfully, *' 1 am come, citizen^, before you," said 
this amiable son, '^ to implone the release of my mo- 
ther; she is pining in the prisons of Rouen, without 
having committed any offence; she is in years; and 
^ if her confinement continues, her children, whose 
fortunes have been placed at the disposal of the na* 
tional exigencies, will* have to lament her death | 
|;rantthe prayer of her son, restore, 1 conjure yoa« 
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^ ^1 tbe rights of nature, restore her to h|r ^ffiktecl 
ramily." Robespierre looked obliquely at hiip, aa4 
vfith bis accu.stonied sharpness, interrupted hiin from 
proceeding further, by exclaiming^ " What rights 
miscreant, have you to appear befcre us? you are ao 
i^ent of Flit and Cobourg/* (the then common pbrasQ 
of reproach), "you shall be sent to the gutUotioe— 
Why are you not at the frontiers ?" Monsieur G ■ j 
unappalled, replied, '* Give mc my mother, and I 
will be there to-morrow, I am ready instantly to spiU 
my blood; if it must be the price of her discharge. 
Robespierre, whose savage soul was occasionalljf 
moved by sigiit of heroic virtue, seemed impressed by 
this brave and unusual address. He paused, and aftor 
whispering a few words to his associates, wrote th« 
discharge, and handing^ it over to a soldier, for tb# 
snccessfu] petitioner, he fiercely told him to retire. 

Mr. G instantly set out for Houen, where, , 

after a long and severe journey, he arrived, exhausted 
with fatigue and agitation of mind: without refresh* 
ment, this excellent man dew to the g^tes of th^ 
prison which contained his mother, and presented 
tte discharge to the gaoler, who drily, with a bmt^l 
grin, inf(prmed him, thata revokitionary joke had been 
played off upon him, that he had just received a 
counter order, which he held ip his. hand, and refijiaed 
to release her!!! 

It tumied out, that immediately after Mr. G— • 
had I^ft the committee room, the relen^g disposi- 
tion, -which he had momentarily awakened ii) tho 
barbarous breast of RobesfHerre, had subsided. 

Xhe generous sentiment was* of a short and sicUy 
growth^ and withered under the gloomy fatal sh^e 
of his sanguinary nature. A chasseur had been dis* 
patched, with the counter order, who pas^dtbe enr 
tilting, but deluded Mr. G— --^ on the road. 

A shorf time afler thig^ and a few d^ys before

prison flew open, the world was released fiom s 
iiionster««»-«*Robe8pierre wat no more! 

This interesting recital I received fhKn one of the 
apniablQ sufferers, in oar waj to St. Catherine's 
Mount. The story affcmled nielancfac^y contrast to 
the rich and cheerAil scenes about us. 
' From the attic story of a lofty house, built under 
'this celebrated cliiflf, we ascended that part of k, 
whicfa> upon the road to Paris, is only accessible la 
this manner. When we reached the top> the pro* 
spect wa^ indeed superb : on one side we traced for 
miles the romantic meanders of the Seine, every 
where forming little islands of poplars | before os^ 
nvftlting away in the horizon, were the bine raoun* 
tains of Lower Normandy ; at their feet, a variegated 
d'tsplayx>f meadows, forests, corn-fields^ and vineyards | 
immediately below us, the city of Rouen, and its 
beautiful subuft^. This cblicioos, and expanded 
prospect, we enjoyed upon a seat erected near a little 
oratory, which is built upon the top of the mountain, 
resting, at one epd> upon the pedestal of a cross, 
which/iin the time of the Revolutionj had been shat« 
tered and overturned. ^ 

In the course of our walks^ and ponyeraatioBS with 
the workmen whom we met, we found that most o£ 
the masons and gardeners of Rouen had fought in the 
memorable, bloody, and decisive battle of Marengo, 
^ at which it appears that a mat part of the militaiy oF 
Prance were present. The change they presented 
was worthy of observation^ we saw men sun* 
browned in campaigns, and inured to all the ferocity 
of war, at the scmnd of peace assuming all the tranquil 
habits of ingenious industry, or rustic simplicity* * 
Seme of them were occupied in forming the shapeless ' 
stone into graceful embellishments for ^egant houses, 
and' others in disposing, with botanic taste, the fina* * 
grant parterre. After spending four very delightful 
days in this s^;reeable city, I bade adieu to my com- 
ptfyon^ wlu^ inteotioa was to speed soaac tim» 
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Here^ and those frieiid» from whom I had received 
great attention and hotpitalitief^ and wtihing the 
atniable Madame P-— ^ maoj happy yean, atid 
leceiviiig from her the same atsuranoet of civilitf ^ 
ahoat seveo o'clock in the eventog I seated mjself in 
the diligence for Paris, and in a comfortaUe comer 
ef it, after we had pai^ the faH, resigned n^rself 
to sleep. 

Abcmt dght o'clock hi the morning, we arrived at 
i&saxkie, a4>icturesque town, buUt upon a fertile 
moimtain, at the base of which the Seine tewed 
along, rifling against its many islands of heautifbl 
pc^lacs. At this hour, upon oor alighting at the 
jxm, we fmmd a regular dinner ready, consisting of 
sonpe, meats, icJWls^ and confectionary. To the no 
small snrpoise of the host, I expressed a wish to 
have some break&st, and at length, after much ^ 
difficoltT, procured some coflee and rdua. 

The rest of the party, with great composure, 
tucked thdr napkins in the button-holes of their 
waistcoats, and apfdied themself^s to -the good things 
* befinre them with very active address What a happr 
rac^ of people ! ready for every thing, and at all 
timess they scarcely know the meaning of incon* . 
veaience. 

After paying thirty sols for my repast, a chat^ge 
which aiusoui^ed oor approach to the capital, I 
walked on, and made my way to the bridge over . 
another winding of the Seme, at \ the bottom 
of the tOfWD, which is a light and elegant 
structure. The houses along the sides of the river 
are handsome, and deltgbtfuSy situated. The prin« 
dpd church is a fine gothic building, but is rapidly 
hastening to decay; some of its pinnacles are de« 
stroyed, and ail its windows broken in. 

A small chapel, in the street opposite, which had 
an appearanc of considerable elegance, was converted 
into a siaughter-house.' EmbosoHied in Woods on the 
ether side of the \mdge, is a fioe chateau, i^rmer^ 
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iJPop^ing to the counf d'Aialiehiarj here, whjje en- 
^Ayingthe enchanting prbspect ^)oHt me, 1- heard the:' 
jfegliiig approach o^ our heavy diligence, in which, 
Jiaving re-^eated myself, we' pi-oceeded upon a fine"* 
high road, through thick rows of walnut, cherry, 
innlberry, and apple trees, for several miles, on' 
^ch side of which were vineyards, upon whose 
prommng ' vintage the frost had committed sad 
dev^ta.tlon. 

* A few miles from Mantc, on the borders of t!ie 
&eine, we passed one of the venerable chateaux of 
ti^ celebrated due de Sully, thfe faithful, able, and 
upright minister of Henry IV. of France, one of' 
ifctose great geniuses, who, only at distant aeVas of* 
time, are permitted to shine out amongst the race of 
metk. Historians unite in observing that the duke 
performed all the duties of an active and upright 
snmister, under a master who exercised all the o^ces, 
of a great and good king ; after whose unhappy fa4e 
tips excelletit man retir^ from the busy scenes of the 
world, and, covered with time and honours; expired*^ 
in the eighty-second year of his age, in the year 
1641, at Bis castle of Villebon. The house is pl^in 
snd large. The grounds are disposed after the fashion 
pf ancient times. 

- As we ai>proacbe4 the capital, the country looked 
T^ rich and luxuriant, w^e passed through the 
iirest of St. Gtermains, where there is a noble palace, 
built upon a Idfty mpuj^tain. The forest abbundji 
with game, ^nd formerly afforded the delights of thq 
chase to the royal Nimrods of France. ' Its numerous 
green alleys are between two and three mil^s, ^^"g>: 
and in the form of radii unite in a Centre. Tho 
forest and park extend to the barrier, through whictiC 
we immediately entered the town of St. O^rraains, 
distant from Paris about twelve miles, which iis a 
large and' populous jJace, and in former periods, dur- 
ing the royal residence^ was rich and flburishing, bul; 
having participated in the blessings of, the Rpvolutioii^ 



promts aa appearance of ^oosideraMe povertf » and 
•qnaltd decaj. Here ve changed horses for the last 
poii^ and run down a fine broad paved royal road 
throt]^ rows of stately elms, upon an inclined plane, 
until the distant and wide, but clear display of majes* 
tie domes, dark towejrs, and lofty spires, informed 
us that we approached the capital. Our carriags 
stopt at the Normw barrier, the grand entrance to 
Paris, which here presents a magnificent prospect to 
th6 eye. The barrier is formed of two very laige and 
noble piilitary stcme lod^, having porticoes od all 
sides, supported by massy doric pillars. These buikU 
iQgs were given ta the nation by the national assem« 
bly, in the year 1792> and are separated from each 
otl^ bj a range of iron gates, adorned with republic 
can emblems. Upon a gentle dMivity, through qua- 
druj^ rows of elms, at the distance of a mile and a 
half, the giganUc statues of la Place de ^ Concorde 
(d-ievancde la Revolution), appear: beybnd which 
the gi^dens and thi( nalace of tne Thuilleries, upon 
the centre tower of which the tri-coloured flag wat 
waving, form the back scene of this splendid spec* 
tacle. Befitfe we entered la Place de la Concorde we 
passed, on each side of us. the beautiful favourite 
walks of the Parisians, called les Champs £ly86es, an4 
afterwards, on our left, the elegant nalace of the 
Garde-meubto) where we entered toe streets of 
P^s, and soon afterwards alighted at the bureau dea 
diligences j from 'which place I took a fiacre, (i| 
hackney coach), and about six o*clock in the evening 
presented myself to the mistress of the bdtel de EooeDf 
for the women of France generally transact all the 
mascuTme duties of the hou^e. To this hotel I was 
recommended by Messrs. G -, upon mentioning 
whose name, I was very politely shewn up to a suite of 
pleasant apartments, consisting of aa anti-romn, bed« 
room, and dressing-room i the two latter were 
charminglj situated, the windows of which looked 
oQt upon an agreeable garden beion|^gtb the palace 
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the Loavre. For these rooms I paid the tno^^^f^ 
price of three livres a day. H^re, after enjoying 
those comforts i^hich travellers after long journeys 
i^quire^ and a good dinner into the bargain, about 
nine o'clock at night I sallied out to the Palais Royal* 
^ superb pile built by the late due d'Orleans, who^^ 
*when he was erecting it, publicly boasted that he 
^ould make it the greatest brothel ip £urbpe> id 
tirhich prediction he succeeded to the full consunama- 
tion of his abominable wishes. This palace is now 
the property of the nation. The grand entrance is 
from the Bue St. Honor6, a long street, something 
tesembling the Piccadilly of London, but destitute, 
like all the other streets of Paris, of that ampte^ 
breadth, and paved footway, jfor the accommodatioa' 
of pedestrian passengers, which give such a decide4 
Superiority to the streets of the capital of Englandl. 
After passing through two noble courts, I entered the 
piazza of this amazing pile, which is built of stone, 
tipon;arches, support^ by corinthian pilasters. Its 
form is an oblong square, with gardens, and walks 
In the centre. The whole is considered to be about 
One thousand four hundred feet l9ng, and three hun- 
dred feet broad. The finest shops of Paris for jewel- 
lery, watches, clocks, mantua-makers, restaurateurs,* 
china' magazines^ &c. form the back of the piazza, 
.trhich, on all sides of this immense fabric, affords a 
^very fine promenade. These shops once made ^ 
part of the speculation of their mercenary and aban- 
qooed master, to whom they each paid a rent after 
ihe rate of tvo or three hundred pounds sterling per 
nhnum. This place presents a scene of profligate 
Toluptiioasness not to be equalled upon any spot of Its 
$ize in Europe. Womep of character are almo&t 
^aid to appear here at noon day j and a stranger 
vould conceive that, at night, he saw before hina 
one-third of the beauty of Paris.

Under the roof of this palace are two theatres; rou-* 
ieums of curiosities^ the tribuDate, gaming houses! 
billiard rooms, buillotle clubs, ball rooms, ice. all 
opening into the gardens, the windows of whicl^ 
threi^ from thenr numerous lamps and lustres, a 
itreara of gay and gaudy light upon the walks below, 
iiid aterded the appearance of a grand illumination. 
At the bottom was a large pavilion, finely illuminated^ 
in which were groups of people regalidg themselvei 
with lemonade and ices. 

I dln^ at a restaurateur, in the gardens of th^ 
Thuilleries, one of the first eating houses in ^ris for 
society and entertainment. This house has beea 
lately bnilt iinder the auspices of the firk consul^ 
frqrh a design approved of by his own exquisite taste j| 
and he has permitted the entrance to open into the 
gardens ojf the consular palace. The whole is from 
a model of one of the little palaces of the Hercula* 
neura : it is upon a small scale, built of a fine whxti 
stone : it contains a centre, with a portico, supported 
hy Doric pillars, and two long wings. The front li 
upon the teixace of the gardens, and commands ad 
enchanting view of , all its beautifiil w^lks and statues* 
On the ground floor, the house is divided into threo 
long and spacious apartments, opening into each 
other through centre arches, which are redoublea 
tpon the view by immense pier glasses at each end* 
The first room is for dinner parties, the next for ices^ 
and the third for coffe^. in the middle is a flying 
staircase, lined on each side with orange trees, ascend« 
ing into a ^uite of upper dinner-rooms, all of wjiich 
are admirably painted after the taste of the Her- 
culaneam^ and are almost lined with costly pier* 
glasses. 

Upon entering, the guest is presented with a din« 
nei: chart, handsomely printed, enumerating the dif* 
ferent dishes provided for that day, with their respec- 
tive prices affixed. All the people who fi-equent thia 
place are highly respectable. The visitor is fumishta 



with ipe fir bts wirter decanters, with the b«it i<^tea4« 
Nance at dinner^ and with all the EndUE and fivc^o 
newspapers. After parting ^om l^adanie H-«'*w<-> 
who intended returning to town the next ^»i^ went 
to see the consular guard relieved at the Tnuilieriea. 
Ahout five companies of this distiqgiiished regiment 
assemble in the gardens^ exactly at five minutes be* 
lore twelve o'clock^ and^ preceded bi^ their fine band 
of music, majrch through the hall of the palace^.and 
fimn the line in the grand court<^yard> in firont of it» 
where they are j<»ne4 by a squadron of horse. Their 
iiniibrm is blue^ with broad white finnpg^ 

On account of the shortness of this parade, which 
is always dismissed precisely at ten minutes pa3t 
twelve o'clock, it is not much attended. The band ia 
Tery fine. The tambour major is rem^ked for his 
noble appearance, and for the proportions of his per* 
Moa, which is very handsomer his full dress uniform 
at ^e grand parade is the most splendid thing 1 ever 
beheld. The corps of {Honeers who fu^cede the i:^^g^ 
ment have a singular appearance : these men are ra-» 
ther above six feet high> and proportionably niado ; 
they wear fierce mustachios and long black beards^ 
lo^ be^r-skin caps, broad white kitbem aprona^ 
which almost touch their chins, and over their shotal** 
ders carry enormous hatchets. Their strange co^ume 
seemed to unite the dissimilar characters of high priest 
and warrior. They looked hke military magi. Tbe 
common men made a very martial appearancey and 
their officers wore EagMsh riding boots, which had 
an unmilitary effect. Parii at present exhibits all the 
appearances of a city in a state of siege. The coQai»« 
liar palace resembles a fine of magnificent barradka, at 
the balconies and upon the terraces of which sdUIiers 
are ev^y where to be seen loui^dng. This palace i^ 
partitioned between the first and second consuls ^ tho 
third principal magistrate resides in a palace near the 
Louvre, <^posite to the ThuUknes. The four cdiosaal 
l^razen horses^ called the Venetiao hone«* brought 



hom-Vemoe, are moimted upon k^petotdt^ on > 
Qieh side of the^gates o£ the grand court-yard of tb* 
palace. When the Roman emperor Constantino 
finmd^d Consfeantinople^ he attached these exquisite 
statues to the ch^ot of the sun^ in the hippodroniaa 
arcircQs; and when that capital was taken possessioa 
of by the Venetian and French crusading arroieft, in 
1206, the Venetians obtained possession of them, 
aiDongst many other inestim2u>le curiosities, and 
[daced these horses in foiur niches orer the great door 
of the church of St. Marco : respecting their previouf 
history, authors very much differ ; somp assert that 
tbey were cast by the great statuary Lysippns, in 
Alexaoder's rime, others that they were raised over 
Ae trkiEDphal arch of Augustus, others of Nero, and 
thence removed to the triumphal arch of Constantine;, 
h&m which he carried them to his own capital. 

They are said to be composed of bromie and gold, 
Audi resemblingi^the famous composition ot the Co* 
riothian brass. Although these statues are of an 
eiiormous size, they are too diminutive for the vait 
pile of building which they adorn. The same re* 
mark applies to the entrance gates, of massy iroo, 
which have just been raised by the directions of the 
first consul. The tricolour ^g, mounted upon the 
centie dome^of the palace, is also too small. Passing 
iixMn the court-yard under the grand entrance, I eo* 
tered the gardens, which are very beautiful, and, 
Jbout s^ren o'clock in the evening, form one of the 
^oorite and fashionable walks of the Parisians 5 thef 
aie disposed in regular promenades, in which are 
many &ie casts from the ancient statues in the hall of 
antiques, and on each side are noble orangevtrees, 
growing in vast movable cases, many of which are 
tnrenty feet high. Until lately, many of the antiquei 
were placed 4n these gardens, but Buonaparte, with his 
accustomed judgment and veneration for the arts, or« 
desed them to be removed into the grand national 
coUeetion, and tbear places to be su^ed by theie 
vol.. xxTiu e

beautiful copies, amongst which I particularly -dfelftt* 
feuished those of Hippomanes and Atalanta, for die 
beauty of their proportions^ and the exquisite ilHMtrH^ 
tion of their story. There are some iine basins of 
'water, in the middle of whkh are jets d*eau r the gra- 
vel walks of the gardens are watered efery momifig 
in hot weather, and sentinels are stationed at e v t eg y 
avenue to preserve order : uo pef«on is snffered t^ 
pass with a parcel, niowever smsAV Here ere groups 
ofpeople 10 be seen, every mornmg, reading thepriota 
of the day, in the refreshing coolness of the snadeT. 
Tor the use of a chair in the gardens, of which there 
are some hundreds, the proprietor is thankful for the 
smallest coin of the republic. At the bottom of the 
steps leading to the terrace, in front of the palace, %ere 
some beautiful vases, of an immense size, raised abciot 
twelve feet from the ground: in one of them, wbiek 
'Was pointed out to me, an unpopular and persecuted 
Parisian saved nearly all his property during the Revot 
iution : a short time before the massacre oi the t<Hh 
of AugtHt I792i when the domiciliary visita became 
frequeiit and keen, this man, during r dark night* 
•ttole, unobserved by the guards, into the gardent with 
a bag under his arm, containing almost all his tnestc^ 
sure, to tl^e vase, which, from the palace, \» on the 
right hand, next to the Feuilians, and, dfber some ^fL 
ficulty, committed the whole to the capacious tK)sofn 
of the faithful depository: this done, he retreated Ih 
'safety 3 and when the time of terror was passed, fesF- 
Tul that he should not be able to raise his bag from thte 
deep bottom of the, urn without a discovery, 'whie^ 
might have rendered the circumstance suspicious, ami 
perhaps hazardous to him, he presented himself be^ 
fore the minister of the police, verified the narrative 
"^of the facts, and was placed in the quiet possession ef* 
•his property, which in this manner had remamed an* 
•dIJisturbed during all that frightful period. 

fVom the gardens I proceeded to the exliiblflon o£ 
DaVld'B celebrated painting of the suipenaiaa of the 
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btnte between the Sabinei and the ftomans^ produced 
kf tbe wives of the latter rtuhlog, with their childred 
io thrir arms, between the approaching waniors, 
David IS deiervedJy considered as the lirst living artist 
in France, and this splendid picture is worthy of his 
pendl. It Is upon an immexue scale, the figures, of 
which there are n^any^ jare as large aft life. The prin^ 
cipal female; raising her i^rified In£int, and the two 
dnef combajtants, are iaimitable. 
• The pantheon, or church of St. Genevieve, is m 
ftNigiiificest building from the designs of Monsieur 
SodSdet, one of the first architects of France : it was 
intended to be the rival of the St Panrs of London i 
hat, though a very noble edifice, it must fail of excit* 
itag any emotions of jealousy amongst the admirers of 
that gte«t bos^t oi British architecture i ytf every on# 
most allow it to be a magnificent pile, and, when com* 
f^eted, is destined to be the principal place of wor«* 
ship, as it is at m;>»it the mausoleum of the deceased 
great men of France. Upon the entablature over 
Ihe portico is written, in immense characters, '* av%

l^arallei with the grand entrance are colossal statues, 
lepresenting the virtues imputed to a republic. Soofi 
after the onnpletion of the inner doroe,^jout two 
years since, one of the main supporting ptUars waf 
crushed in several places bythe pressure, but the de« 
feottve column has been removed, and, until it can b« 
leplaced, its proportion of weight ts sustained by m 
•most ing^ious atid complicated wooden structurf. 
XJpcQ the. spot where the altar b to be erected, 1 saw 
another goddess of liberty, with her usual appendages, 
carved in wood, and painted, and raised by the c^er 
^f Robespierre for a grand revolutionary t^te, which 
•be intended to have given, in this church, upon the 
ftry day on which he perished. The interior dome 
is covered with two larg^ ones, each of which is 8up« 
ported by separate pillars and' pilasters, and the whole 
is constructed of sKmio a^ne : th^ lower dome is d^ 
%2 
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cori^d 'vdth die most beautiful carvings hi 
The peristyle, or circular £olonnade, round the low«r 
pact of the exterior of the dome, i» very fine. Unde* 
this immense fabric are spacious vaults, well ligbCttdv 
Bupported by Doric piHars, the depositories of -the 
illustrious d^d of France. At preseat there ace <ml|r 
two personc^es whose relics are hoQoored with, this 
gloomy distinction, Kousseau and Yolts^re, who very 
quietly repose by the \side of each oth^: their x«b»> 
mjuns are contained in two sepanite tombs;: construct- 
.cd of wood> and are embellished with various inscripu 
tions* . . 

I passed the Place de Carousel^ ^nd saw the rutna of 
the houses that su^ered by the explosion o( the iol^'*' 
sal machine, which a^Ebrded so much cimversatioa iat 
the world at the time, on account of its ob^ct bei^ 
the destructidn of the first consul in his way to tb^ 
national institute of music: an afikir.for a long titne 
involved in mystery. It is now well knowD> that 
Monsieur Foudi6>^ at the head of the police, was BOh 
iquainted with the conspiracy, of which this machine 
^as to be the instrument, &om its -first conceptioir, 
and, by his vigilant agents^ was in£drmed of the dali^r 
progress made in the construction of it, of ^he plan of 
wdiich he had even a copy : the conspirators prooee<^ 
isd with perfect confidence, ai^d, as they thou^il^ 
-«vith parfeet security. Three days before it was quite 
completed, and ready for its fell purpose, from $oiii» 
surpNse or dread of detection, they diatlged their 
4>lace c^ meetings and in one night rerboved the -mm^ 
chine from the spot where it had been usually depo- 
sited. The penetrating eye c^ the police lost sigtit mi 
them. Fouche and his ibilowers exercised their un*- 
rivalled talents for pursuit and discovery to no-f>iJi]:w 
pose. The baffied minister then waited upon Buona-^ 
parte, to whom he had regularly imparted the res^t 
of every day's information respecting it, ainl told him 
that he could no longer trace the traitoious ipstrumes^

horsea imo ftdl speed, and turned the corner of the 
roe M^rcem, and *ui one moment after the tervibl# 
aiachine exploded, aod covered the street with ruiniu 
The thunder of Ha discbarge shook the houM^ of 
Paris* aud was heard at a considerable distance in the 
country. The first consu} arrived in safety at the 
hall ef music, and, with every sppearance of perfect 
tmoquilUty^ eotered his box amidst the acelaooationa 
of tiie crowded multitude. The range of buildiuga 
abottered by the explosion* has long ottepded the ey« 
of taate^ ainl pres^ted a gloomy aiid veiy inconveni-* 
ant ebatruotion to the grand entraiKe of the palace. 
Bttonaparte, with his usual jiklgment, which convene 
eaory event into some good, immediately after thia 
afiik, iNtfehased the damaged houses, and the whole 
of thia^ceaeof ruins and rubbish ts lemoving with alL 
pofiible expedition, to the great improvement of the 
pstid eppreech to the palace. 
. Wbiktl was stroUingaloi^ the banks of the Seine^ 
I cottkl not help remarkiog t^t it woukL suffer much 
by a comparison with the Thames. The Seine ie 
)iainnr, and very dirty ; its waters, which are fintlj( 
flirated when drawn from, the fountains ot P«iri8, pnM 
dace an aperient elect upon strangers, who are gene* 
lilbr caMitiM^ Ml te diNc much «f lhe» . at e ti^ 



. Tbe tide does not reach further than aeverat xtn\m 
Mow P«i8; to this cause I can alone attribute^ 
tiiongh perhaps the reason Is iusnfficieot^ that the 
river is never rendered gay by the passing and repass*' 
ing of beautiful pleasure-boats^ to the delights o^ 
which the Parisians seem total strangers. Its shorea 
are sadly disfigured by a number of black, giootnyi 
and unwiddy sheds, erected upon barges, for the ao* 
commodation of the washerwomen, who, by their 
mode of washiug, viz. by rubbing the linen in the 
Mver water, and beating it with large flat piecee of 
wood, resembling battl^ores^ until the dirt, and ge-> 
serally a portion of the linen retire together, make a 
noise very similar to that of shipwrights caulking a 
▼essel. This is^n abominable nuisance^ and renders 
ilie view up the river, from the centre of the Pont do , 
la Concorde, the most complete m^ange of filth and 
finery, meanness and magnificence, ever beheld, 
Whibt I am speaking of these valuable^ but noisjF 
dames, I must mention, that their services are ohiefljr 
Confined to strangers, and the humbler class of Parisi^ 
ans. The genteel families of France are annoyed by 
it» unpleasant doipestic occurrence of washing, wfaeo 
In town only once, and when in the country only; 
twice, in the course of the year. Their magasMnea 
of clotlies are of cour^ immense, for the reception 
and arrangement of \jrhich several rooms in their 
houses are always allotted. It is the intention of the 
4tst consul gradually tp unkennel this clattering race 
ef female^, when it can be dona with safety. To 
ferce them to the tub^ and to put them into the sash 
too suddenly, might, from their infinence amongal 
ihe lower classes of citizens, be followed by oonse* 
quences not very congenial to the repose of the gol 
vernment. * ' 

.Daring my stay in Paris» I visited the gallery of 
Pavid. This celebrated artist has amassed an infti^ 
inense fortune, and is permitted, by his great patfon 
%xn^kmA, fiaooapasie, to OGCii(v^ tha <i9r0ac«Wing ^ 



tte old paUne^'from which every other man of genius 
and sdeiice> who ^a.s entitled to reside there« haa 
been removed to other places, in order to make roomf 
for the reception of the grand national library, which 
the first consul intends to have deposited there. Hiif 

rtments are very magnificent, and furnished ia 
taste> which he has, by the influence of his faraoy 
and his el^ance of design, so widely and successfully 
(fifused. Whilst seated in his rooms, I could not 
hdp^ fancying myself as breathing in the most tasteful 
tmes of Qree|». Tunics and robes were carelessl3r 
hot gracefdlly thrown over the antique chairs, sur« 
mailed by elegant statues, and ancient libraries, so 
disposed as to per^sct the classical illusion. I found 
David in his gar4en, piitting in the back ground of a 
painting, dressed in a dirty robe, and covered with an 
Aid shabby bat. His eyes are dark and penetrating^ 
and beam with thfe lustre of genius. His collection 
of paintings and statues, and many of liis own studies, 
afforded a perfect banquet, and he was then occupied 
JB drawing a fine portrait of Buonaparte. The pre* 
aence of David covered the gratification. with gloom. 
Before me, in the bosom of that art, which is said, 
with her divine associates, to soften the souls of men, 
I beheld the remorseless judge of his sovereign, tho 
destroyer of his brethren in art, and the enthusiastic 
admirer and confidential friend of Robespierre, Da* 
vkl*8 political life is tod well known. During the 
kte scenes of hcm'or, he was asked by an acquaint^ 
atice, how many heads had fallen upon the scafFpkl 
tfiat <feky$ to which he is said coolly to have replied, 
^ only one hundred and twenty ! ! The heads of 
tff/taty thousand more must faU before the great 
work of philosophy can be aocomplished.'* 

It is related of him, that dilfing the reign of thif 
Mountam, he carried his portfolio to the front of th<l 
IcaflMd, to catch the last emotions of expiring naUire^^ 
Amu the victims' of his revolutionary rage. '

Farewell, David! wbeq jrean have rolled awsy» 
tod time has mellowed the works of thy sublime peft* 
cil, in mercy mayest thou be remembered ooiy »i 
their creator $ may thy fiime repose herself upoa tbm 
tableau of the dyiog Socrates, and the miracqlout 
passage of the Alpine hero ; may the ensanguined ra^ 
eords of thy political phrensy moulder away, and majl 
actence, who knew not blood till thou wert kj^own^ 
whose p^ure and hallowed inspirations have made men 
happier and better, till thou wert born, implore fpr 
thee forgiveness, and, whilst with rapture she poinm 
lo^ the immortal images of thy divine genius, may bln^ 
cover with an impenetrable pall, the pale, shndderiiiig^ 
and bleeding victims of thy sanguinary soul ! 

After leaving the gallery of David, la Place de la 
Concorde attracted my attention. Thi* iiUfated ^pot, 
from itp spaciousness, and beauty of situation, ha^ 
always been the theatre of the great f&tes of the na^ 
tbn, as well as the scene of its greatest calaa^tkaa. 
When the nuptials of the late king and queen wtf#> 
celebrated, the magni6cent fireworks, shows, aod 
illuminations which followed, were here displayed^ 
During the exhibition, a numerous banditti, ft'oooi 
Normandy, broke in upon the vast assemblage ^ 
spectators: owing to the confusion which Ibllowed^ 
^d the fall of some of the scafiblding, the suppor^ri^ 
of. which were sawed through by these wretches, \h% 
4i«Qr^r became dreadful ai^ universal ; many w«r% 
f ruiihed to death, and some hundreds of the people,^ 
whilst endeavouring to make their escape^ were atabi* 
^ed, and rubbed. The king and queeo^ as a mark of 
(heir deep cegret, ordered me de^d to be entimibed ia 
the new burial ground.of TEgiise de Madeleine^ then 
csecting at the entrance of the Boulevard des Italie^J^ 
te the nftjirhhonrhond of the r>fll«oA- imAMP thAJniA 
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iHe^iate tti4)^tioii and patronage of tfte Knrereigiu 
This buikiiiig was neTer finished^ and still presents to 
1^ eye a naked pile of lofly walls and columns. 
Alas ! the gloonay aaguries which followed this 
btsik spectacle were too' truly realised. On that i 
spot perished the monarch and his queen> and th« 
dowef of the French nobility, and many of the vir- 
(aous and enlightened men of France; and in this ce» 
toetery> their unhonoured remains were tbrown» 
ttudst beaps of headless victims^ into promiscuous 
|i9ves of unslacked lime ! 
- How inscru^ble are the ways of destiny ! 

This spot^ which, firoro its enchanting scenery, h 
e^cvdated only to recall or to inspire the most tender, 
^sneroas and elegant sentiments, which has been the 
£iToured resort of so many kings, and the scene at 
^tery gorgeous spectacle, was do^ed to become the 
hiunan shiait)bles of the brave and good, and the Goh^ 
gotim of tl^ guillotine ! In the centre, is an oblong 
sqcnre railing, which encloses the exact spot where 
iMrmerly stood that instrument of death, as voted per- 
manent bj its remorseless employers. 

"It is a matter of a little surprise to observe, in the 
mndows of the princ^^al print-shops, prints exposed 
t9 sale, representing the late king, in his fldl robes of 
state, under which was written, Le restaurateur de la 
JSberte (perhaps intended for an equivoque), and alio 
Ae parting interview between that unhappy sovereign 
and his queen and family in the temple, upon the 
fliommg of his execution. 

^ This little circumstance will shew the confidence 
Ae present ruleifs feel in the strength and security of 
t6e present government; for such representations are 
certainly calculated to excite feelings, and to restore 
impressions which might prove a little hazardous td 
both, were they less powerfully supported. 

* I was also one morning a little surprised, by hear- 
ing £h>m my window the exhilarating song of " Rule 
jmmniai" played fipona hand-oi|{an/tipMi^!ookin^ 
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down into the street, T beheld a Savoy^ vety *nm* 
poiecHy tiirnlng the handle of his masieal tnachhie; 
«8 he moved along; and a French officer hommtng 
the tune after him. Both wer6, no doubt, ignoriRnf^i^ 
the nationality of the song, though MOt of t^ truth df 
its sentiment. 

In'ihe course of one of my morning wiilks, I sretHk 
to the metropolitan abbey of Ndtre Dame, which it 
iituated at the end. of a large island in the Sdne^ 
airhich forms a part of Paris, and is ^\ei with long 
•arrow streets. It is a fine Qothic pile, but, in m]f ' 
humble opinion, much inferior to our Wesamiist«f 
Abbey, and to the ^reat churches of Rouen. 

From this buildiog I visited, with a large portJT; 
^e celebrated Museum, or Palace of Arta, which I 
afterwards genefally frequented evdry other day. 

This inestimable collection contains one thousand 
•nd^thirty paintings, considered to be the chefi d'oatsi 
iTre of the great anci^t masters, and is a treasuiy of 
human art and genius, unknown to the most renowned 
of former ages, and fkr surpassing every other instito* 
tibn of the same nature, in the present times. ^ 
^ The first apartment is about the size of the exbibi- 
tion room of Sonnerset*housei and lighted-, at that ^ 
Aom abore. It contains severil exquisite paltitfaijgf, 
the fruits of Buonaparte's triumphs, or which h«v« 
been presented to him by those sovereigns who hav« 
coUivated his alliance. The Parisians call this Wftat^ 
rocnt BuoDaparie*s nosegay. The most costly piptoree 
in the room are firom the gallery of the grand Doke 
of Tosciray. Amongst so many works, all exquisite 
and beautt^, it is almost temerity to attempt to se- 
hN:t; but if I might be permitted to name those 
which pleased me most, I should parttcuiarbo tlui 
Ecce Homo, by Cigolt Liiidovico Cardu 

I'be breast of the mild and benevolent 8aviour, 
striped with the fa^ises of recent punishment, and hts 
heavenly countenance, benignly looking fbrghr eB eaa 
upofi his MLccittiefMfi^ are beaatifutty iltliaaatiaAi 



• bj Gentiie«chi, in which the dff in« 
laok of the angel, the graceful plafii«ige of hit wion» 
and the dkapeiy oi the Virgin^ are incomparable. Le 
ttafpwe chjistante les Vices, wbicbMa very ancient 
aadcarioiu pataitng, by Andrea Mamegna, in whicb 
the tigore of Idienefs, withont arms, is wondeHnlly 
fMCeived. Les Neoes de Cana^ by Pktil Veronese, 
aonskiered to be the best of his works, is the largest 
painting I ever beheld. The figures seated ac tb« 
haa^uet are cbieflj the portraits oi contemporrfnr 
«>Xfll personages of diderent nations. From thii 
loom we passed into the gallery of the Loarre. 

Adequately to describe tde first impressions which 
ware awakeiied upon firt»t entering it, and contempla* 
ting such a galaxy of art and genius, would be hnpot* 
sibie. This room is one thoosdod two hundred feet 
Jong, and is lined with the finest paintings of the 
IfMich, Flemish^ and Italian scboob, and is divided 
if a curious double paintioff upon slate, placed upon 
a pedestal in the middle of the room, representing the 
front Mid back, view of the same figures. 

The first division of this hall contains the finest 
wmka of le Bran, many of which are upon an im* 
Biense scale. L'Hyver, ou le Deluge, by Poussin, it 
tnedy aubiune» but is unfortutiatdy placed in a bad 
light. There are also some beautiful marine paint* 
jpgs, by Vemet. Les Religieuses, by Philipe^le Cham*- 
pagne, is justly celebrated Ibr the priticipal figure of 
the dying ttuo. Vvie de Cbevet d*une £glise, by 
Smanoaliie Witte, is an. exquisite little calwiet pic« 
lara, in which the eSect of a ray of light shiniiig 
through a punted window, upon a column, is inimi* 
taUa# and the p er s pe c tive 4s very fine. Theteare 
hcaa lysQ-some of the finest works of Wouverinana, 
and a charming picture by Teniets. La Vierge, Ten* 
fimt Jeao^ b Madeleine, et St. Jierome, by AnU>tne 
AUegri Conrage, iacottsidered Coi>e a pictore of great 
•haanlf a«d vakiai Hiere-ine also, some gkrioaa 
patatiggs by flsMhaaa, j hate thos hMfly *seiac(ad 



ttnfi^ tWit \eiU «e>t h6 inferte^; diat tfao^'whiefa I 
hkv% n^V tamed, of wbldh it -ivoqM be impossible to 
ofifer a deBcription without filling' a bulky voiume, are 
inferior to the woflcs which I hafe presumed to mon* 
tion. The recording pen must rival that matchless 
pencil^ which ha» thus adoraed the walk of the Mu« 
feum> before H can do justice t^ sudb a magnificent ^ 
collection. 

This exhibiti^m is open to the poblic three days in 
the week^ and at other times to students and sttangen^ 
upon their producing their passports. On public days, 
^1 descriptions of persons may be seen here^ and the 
contemplation of such a mixture is not altogether ito* 
interesting. 

To amusej may be necessary to -the present govern* 
ment of France, but surely to supplant the wild abaa«- 
doned principles of a barbarous revolution, with new 
impressions, created by an unreserved display of the 
finest and most persuasive images of resigned suffer- 
ing, heroic virtue, or elegant beauty, cannot be 
deemed unworthy of the rukr of a great people. 

At this place, as well as at all the other natiomA 
esLhibitions, no money is required or expected. Nd 
person is admitted with a stick, and guards attend to 
preserve the pictures from injury, and the exhibittoa 
from riot. The gallery of the Louvre is at present^ 
unfbrtuiiately, badly l^hted throughout, owmg to the 
light issuing chiefiy on one side, fi-om long windows 3 
an inconvenience, however, which is soon to be r^ 
medied, by observing the same manner of lighting m 
4n the adjoining apartment. i 

From the museum, we descended iato la Salleika 
Antiques, which contains aU the treasiuy of Graoali 
jnd Romas statuary. The first object to whidi we 
hastened, was the rtatoe of Laocoon, for so aua ^ 
4gss, and l^ so many writers, admired and eelebratei. 
This supeib specimen oi Grecian sculpturo is sufi- 
fOiod to be the vnilid prodnotiisa oi Vqlydam,

reoders its history somewhat dubious. In the begHH* 
luog of iJbe i u 3t; »ynt b ceatuiy» it was disooT^ef) at 
Borne amoDgst the ruins of tbe palace of Titus, ao4 
deposited ia tiie Faruese palace, whence it has been 
lemoved to Paris, by th^ orders of Buonaparte^ after 
Ihe conquest of Italy. It represents Laocoon^ the 
fdest of Apollo and Neptune, and his two sons^ 
writhing in the folds of tw9 hideous serpents. 

Pliiiy mentions this s^tue as the admiration of the 
i(ge in which he flourished. y 

1 fear that I shall be guilty of a sort of profanatioo 
when I renoark, that the figures of the two sons of 
Jiapcoon appear to exhibit rather more marks ofmatu« 
ri^ and strength of muscle than are natural to their 
size, and to the supposed ten4erness of their age. It 
is, however, a glorious work of art. 

We next t^old the fielvidere Apollo, a statue 
wbich, in my humble opinion, surpasses every other 
In the collection. All the divinity of a god beama 
through this unrivalled perfection of form. It is imr 
possible to impart the impressions which it inspires } 
we rivetted beholder is ready to exclaim, with Adam, 
when he first discerns th^ approach of Raphael,

The French at present nork, walk, eat, drink, and 
lleepin jtrfnqviiiiity, and wW is of more consequence 
fS^tkmoir thtsjr dan«e in security, to which vcmf be 
i^i^A.tbal thektaites are neither very heavy, nor 
^pressiye. In every party which 1 entered, the late 
fkl^a^T of Great Ikitain* was the prevailing safa|^oi 
ftf :CfMiiQwty, and I was overpowered with <|«esCioM 
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respecting this great man^ which, in thetr mtmite ^^ 
tail, extended to ascertain what was the colour pf hj^ 
«jes, the shape of his nose, andwhet]ier in a morinrnt 
he vrdrt hussar boots, or shoes, a curiosHj^ixchicn 
could not fail of proving pleasing to an Englisfini^p. 
They informed me^ that throughout^ the war, ihef 
regidarly read. In their own diurnal prints, our par-« 
Hamentary dek>ate9, and the general outline of most 
of our political Schemes, furnished by people in thA 

ey of the French govertiment, who resided in £ng-> 
id, notwithstanding the severity of the legislathre^ 
and the vigilance of the executive authorities. WhOl^ 
I ann mentioning the subject of newspaper intercottrs^^ 
I cannot hel^ lamenting, that, since the renewal t€ 
national friendship, the public prints of both coao* 
tries are not more under the influence of cordiality 
and gooc^-humour. The disgust which they excited 
in the mindof BiHonaparte is inconceivable. 

A short time preening my arrival in France, Ba6* 
^aparte had rendered himself very popular amon^ft 
the constitutional clergy, by a well-timed cohiplinietift 
to the metropolitan archbishop. The first consul ga^ 
a grand dinner to this dignified prelate, and to several 
of his brethren. After the entertainment, Buonapa'tt^ 
addressed the archlMshop l^ observing, that as be ^aM 
given direction^ for the repairing of the archiepisco^ 
pal palace, he should very much like to take a rid^ in. 
the archbishop's carriage, to see the progress the wort^ 
men had made. Upon which the prelate bowed, aiid 
respectfully informed him that he had no carriage, 
otherwise he should be much flattered by conducting 
him thither. Buonaparte good-humouredly said,'' Ho^^" 
aai tha^ be ? Your coach has been waiting at the gate 
tliis half hour,*' and immediately conduct^ the vene^^ 
rabl6 archbishop down the steps of the Thuilleiiet^ 
where he found a plain handsome .carriage, with jl 
valuable pair of horses, and a coachman dnd foot^ 
man dressed in the livery which Buonaparte had just: 
before informed bhfi "w^toid be aUotted to him ^hea 



Ui establishaofnt was compleud: the whole a preseot 
trbm the private purse of the first conMil: upo« t^r 
urival u the palace, the archbishop wa^ agreeably 9UC« 
|rl?ed by hmiiug tliat the most loiDute aod m>^al at* 
lentiofi had been paid to his comfort^ accomoAodaUqil* 
lm)d dignity. 

The clergy seem to be in favotir with !^uoiuiparte. 
When he assisted in the last spring at the inaoguration 
of the archbishop of Paris, in the melMropolitanchurc^ 
of Notre Dame^ and gave to the restoration of it^ 
ligion '< all the circumstances of pomp/* andmilitaiT 
parade^ he was desirous of having the colours of hii 
legiment consecrated by the holy prelate, and tub* 
tnitted his wishes to bis soldiers. A few days after- 
wards, a deputation waited upou their general in cbid^ 
with this reply, '* Our banners have already been oon« 
secrated by the blood of our enemies at Marengo i 
the benediction of a priest cannot render them nu>ro 
sacred in our eyes, nor more auimatinp^ in the time of 
battle.*' Buonaparte prudently submitted himself to. 
their praetorian resolution, and the consular colours 
remain to this hour in the ^me unchristianHke con** 
dition as when they first waved at the head of ihekt 
victorious legions. This anecdote will in some de* 
gree prove a fact which, notwithstanding the counler- 
i^eports of Englbh newspapers, I found every wher» 
cctfifirmed, tliat although religion is new to the French^ 
yet th^t the novelty has at present but little charm for 
theo^ and I had fretjuent opportunity of coofirnu^g 
this reaiark> as well in U^ capital as in the depart* 
ments of the republic through which I passed.. In 
Paris, the sabbath can only hk considered as a day of 
fEysstpatton to the lovers of gaiety, and a day of uausual 
propt to the man of tr^de. 

Upon another subject, the wishes of the chief ma« 
l^strate have l>een equ4ly unfortunate; for to the fe«r 
ladies who are admitted into his social circlesi^ he haf 
declared himself , an etiemy to ^hat dres^^ pr M^dresa 
^(l,am ptiz%l*>i tblmow what to call it)^ wtu^hju$'fii« 
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vouriteardst, David, has so successftJiy recomiMhAM^ 
for the purpose of displaying, with the least possiUd 
te8traint> the fine proportions of the female foim; 
Mftdame Baonaparte, who id considered to be in ai 
good a state of subordination to her young husband, as 
3ie consular regiment is to their young general, con* 
lirives to exhibit her elegant person to great advantage, 
by a<k)pting a judicious and graceful medium of dress, 
which enables her to avpid a load of decoration, and 
that questionable airiness of ornament which, by it6 
gracious, and unrestrained display, deprives the ima-* 
filiation of more than half its pleasures. Buonaparte 
ia^aid not, to be indifFerexit to those affections which 
c^ honour to the breast which oherishes them, nof 
t^ the morals of the people whonihe governs. 

It is well known, that in France, in the house of i 
new fashionable couple, separate chambers are alwayH 
reserved for the faithftil pair, which, afler the honey- 
moon is in tlie wane, very seldom remain unoccupied* 
The first consul considers such separations as un* . 
fHendly to morals. A few months since, by a well-^ 
timed display of assumed ignorance, he endeavoured 
to give fashion to a sentiment which may iaiime re^ 
duee the number of these family accommodations. 
The noble palace of St. Cloud was at this time pre^ 
paa*ing for him ^ the principal architect requested of 
him to point out in what (^ of the palace he would 
HHsh to have his separate sleeping -room. ^^ I do not 
know what you mean," said the young imperial phi- 
losopher, " crimes only divide the husband firom his 
inrife. Make as many bed-rooms as you please, but 
0B\y one for me and Madame Buonaparte.*' 

I must now quit the dazzling splendor of imperitd 
virtues for the more, tranqui], but not less fiBcuiating 
l^^peansk:6 of retired and modest merit. 
' It was in the afternoon of one of the finest days iii 
SftM, when Madame O— — , with her nephew, a 
iety amiable yoong man, called in their carriage and

O ', she iafofmed them th^ he had left the coun- 
try, and after engagiog them' in conrersation, she cori- ' 
ducted them into her drawing room, and regaled them 
with her best wines, ind made her sen^ants attend 
upon them with unusual deference and ceremony. 
Their appearan(s;t was altogether horrible, they wore, 
leather aj^rons sprinkled all over with blood, they had 
large horse pistols in their belts, and a dirk and sabre ~ 
by their sides, their looks were full of ferocity, and > 
they spoke a harsh dissonant Patois 'language. As 
they/lrank, they talked about thei>loody business of 
that day *s occupation, in the course of which th^. 
drew out their dirks, and wiped from their handles^ 

clots of blood and hair. Madame O sat with thern^ 

undismayed by their frightful deportment; and after 
drinking several bottles of Champaign and Burgnodj^ 
^ these savageslbegan to grow good humoured, and 
s^med to be completely fascinated by the amiable 
and unembar/assed, and hospitable behaviour oftheit 
fair landlady. After carousing till midn'^ht, tfae^ 
pressed her to retire, observing that they had been re* 
ceived so handsome that they were convinced Monsieur 
O— had been misrepresented, and was no eneaoj, 
to the good cause j they added, that they found the* 
wines excellent, and after drinking two or three bot^ 
ties more^ they would leave the house, without causing 
her any reason to regret their admission. 

Madame O , with all the appearance of per- 
fect tranquillity and confidence in their proQaises» 
wished her unwelcome visitors a goodnifi^ht, and after 
visiting her children in their rooms, threw herself 
Qpon her bed, with a loaded pistol- in each hand^ aod 
overwhelmed with suppressed aeony and agitatton^ 
she soundly slept 411 she was called by her servanta^ 
two hours after these wtetches had left the bouse.

He said, that in sickness she suffered noon^ 
to attend upon him but herself, that in all bi^ afl[)ib^ 
tions she had supported him, and that she mitigafeA 
the deep melancholy which the sufferings of his coua« 
try, and his own privations, had fixed upon him, br 
the well-timed sallies of her elegant fancy, or by the 
charms of her various accomplishments. 

Upon my return to Paris, I proceeded to the bolei 

of Monsieur^R-* . Curiosity led me to view *th(* 

house, and the celebrated bed of bis lady, then ia 
London. ^ 

The little vanities and eccentricities of thisdegsiti^ 
amiable, and hospitable lady, will find im mediate 'A}r« 
j^iveness, when it is known that she is n6w \6*/~ 
young, and was married, when an indulged chilifc 
fhe^age of fourteen, to her present husband. Slhe' 
one of David*8 most enthusiastic admirers, and' ^ 
carried the rage for Grecian undress to an extremity 
which, even in the capital, left her without "a ib 
lower. *" 

In the public walks of the Champs Elys£es, sh^'i 
evening presented herself in a dress which aldi^ 
rivalled the robes of Paradise j the Parisians, wbd i> 
remarkable for their politeness to women, and are M 
fcmarkable for scrupulous sentiments of delicacy, Wef 
•o displeased with her appearance, that they ntiitle ' 
lane to the entrance for her, and expelled the mod^ 
Eve from Uie Elysian Fields, 'not with a *• flaniifil 
sword of wrath,* but with hisses softly uttered, ^tr 
by gentle tokens of polite disapprobation. She uie, 
at her parties to t^l her friends, that her cabitiet >n^^ 
crowded with letters of the roost impassioned * lt)v{ 
^om persons of thb first fame^ distinctioD^ and oi 
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iet)ce ; and, when conversation began to pause, she 
youli^jurroduce some of these melting epistles, which 
fbe is said to have read with a bewitching pathos^ and 
oeyer failed to close the fond recital bv expressions of 

Bmderest pity for the sufferings ot their ill-starred 
►rs. She b?s declared, that sotue of her lover$ 
the Belvidere Apollo in beauty, but that she 
rrer has yet seen that being, who was perfect enoiigh.

On a Sunday evening, i went witfaa party toTivtal^ 
a-iavourite place ofl amosement with the FariAad^. 
At the entrance we found, as at all the public plao^> 
^ guard of horse and foot. The admission h twent]^ 
fiok. The evening wats very fine, and we passed im^ 
fnense crowds of people, who were flocking to thiti 
same place, amongst whom were many elegant, well 
dressed women, wholly utrattended by gentlertten, ^ 
circumstance by no means unusud in Paris. TivbB 
teemed to be raised by the magic touch of ench^nt'^ 
inent : we entered upon gravelled walks, which were 
cut through little winding and intersecting hillocks <lf 
boi; those which formed the sides were surmounted 
by orange trees, presenting a beautiful cc^onnade^^ 
hnmediately af^er we had passed them, we proceeded 
tl^rough an elegant trelllage of honey suckles, rosei, 
and eglantine, which formed the grand entrance tt> 
the garden, and here a most animated scene of festi* 
vity opened upon u9^ on one side were rope dantien^ 
people riding at the ring, groups of persons playing at 
shuttlecock, which seemed to be the favourite, and t. 
may add, the most ridiculous diversion 3 on the othei: 
side were dancers, tumblers, mountebanks, and paiv 
ties, all with gay countenances, seated in little'boW«> 
ers, enj(^ing lemonade and ices. In the centre bm 
we advanced, were about three hundred people, danc- 
ing the favourite waltz imported from Grermany. Tho 
attitudes of this dance are very graceful, but t}i^)r 
would not altogether accord with English female no- 
tions of delicacy. At a late fashionable Parisian bsdl^ 
a gentlemaa present was requested by the lady of tlie

^c^na, formed tp display the different tastes of tha 
loglish, French, and Dutch nations, whose reapee> 
tive names they bore. These garden9 are intersected 
by httle canals, upon which several persons were 
louring themselves with the diversion of cahoe rac« 
mg. The whole was illuminated by large patent re^ 
fleeting lamps, which shed a lustre almost as biilliant 
as the day. A ^w English were present, amon|;it 
them were the duchess of /Qumberland, and a/iew 
otb«r ladies. These gardens, previous to the Revolu* 
tioQ^, were the property of a wealthy minister of 
Ff^Bc^ who, it is said, expended near one hundred 
tboosaod pounds sterling, in bringing them to per^ 
feetion, which he just saw accomplished, when ba 
closed his eyes upon the scaffold. The nation becama 
tbeir next proprMtor, who sold them for a large suaa 
of Qioney to their present owners. 

Frona this place we went to f rescati, a prpmenada 
he^ented by the £rst beauty and fashion of Parisy 
who generally assemble about h^f past ten o*clock» 
after the opera is concluded.

• lliesecond natioriallibrary contains a valuablecbllec*" 
tion of books, in one apartment is a very large and in* 
#eni6u9 mod^l of Rome in a glass case, and another of li 
jrigate. Upon leaving the library I pro(»6ded to the 
fcbric of the Gobelins, so called from one Gtobel, a 
lloted dyer at Rheims, who settled here in the reign 
<»f Francis I. which beautiful manufactory has a 
isro^d of visitors every day. Upon the v/alls of the 
galleries the tapestry is suspended, exhibiting vefjr 
exqmsffe copies of various historical paintings, of 
which there are some very costly and beautifiil speci- 
ihend. The artists work behind the frame, where 
the orrgilial, from which they copy is placed. The 
whole is a very expensive national establishment: 
much of its production is preserved for presents to 
Ibreign princes, and some of it' is disposed of by pub- 
He sale. ' ' ' "

J^rom the Grobeluns th^rgardeo of pkmU attracted n^ 
fleps, .which is considered to be the laigest and most 
liable botanical collection in Borope, and was 
Ibuudied by the celebrated Buffon. The garden is^laid 
out into noble walks^ and beds containing the rarest 
plants from all parts of the world, each of which ii 
neatly lat)elled for the use of the students. On the 
^igjbt of the entrance is a park containing all sorts of 
dber, and oo the left are vast hothouses and greep* 
bouses } in the centre, inclosed in iron lattice work, 
is a large pond ibr the reception of foreign aquatic 
animals, very near which is a laVge octagou experi* 
mental beehive, atxmt ten feet high, and at the end, 
near the banks of the Seine, is a fine nieoagerie, io 
which, among&t ^her i)easts, there are some noble 
lions. Many of the anioaais have separate houses, 
and ^dens to range in. Adjoining is the park <^ 
the elephant, wi^h stupendous animal, from the 
itnif\e spad& ip which he movcft, is seen to great ad« 
vantage, and is considered to l>e the largest of his speues 
in £urope. Near the entrance, on the right, is the 
Ibuseun^ of* natural curiosities, the collection of 
which is very valuable, and admirably arranged. 
There is also a line giraffe, or cameleopard, of aa 
imiazii^'height, stuffed. This surprising animal ia 
anativii of Eihi<^, and some other parts of Africa* 
i^^i has scarcely ever been seen in Europe.

As I had no time to return to my hotel to dress, I 
was initiated into a mod^ of expeditiously equippit^ . 
Himself, by a young friend who was with me, to^ 
whickl was before % stranger, and which shows, in .. 
the most, trifling matters, th^t the Frendi are good^ 
adepts in expedition and accommodation. In pass^ 
log through the Palais Royal, we entered the little ; 
slrop of a boot cleaner, wherp in a m(;Mnent I was 
mounted upon a dirty sofa, ascended to by steps, and. 
fn>m which. I had a complete commanding viqw of ^ 
the concourse of gav people, who are always passing 
and. repassing in this idle plao^} the paper of the ^ 
day, stretched upon a little \^ooden frame, was placed 
in nny hand, each foot was fixed u^n an iron an vU^. 
one man brushed off the dirt, and another put on a^

I entered^ through lofty folding doocs, into the YiaSk, 
where the legislators assemble, a very spacious semU 
circular room^ and much resembling, in its arrange^ 
ments^ the appearance of a splendid theatre before 
the st^e^. . The asqent to the seat of the president's- ' 
by a flight of light marble steps; the facing of his ' 
bureau is composed of the most costly marble> richly 
cfflived ; on each side of the president's chair ar^ seats 
for the secretaries ; and immediately below them is 
i\it tribune, into which the orator ascends to address' 
the house. On each side of the seat of the president^ 
a]% antique statues of eminent patriots and orators,' 
^aced in niphes in the wall; under the tribune, upon- 
the centre of the floor, is the altar of the country,* 
ufoh which, in marble, is represented the book oP 
the laws, resting upon branches of olive, and behind^ 
it, upon simicircular sesfts, the legislators sit, at the' 
back of whom are the boxes of the ambassadors and* 
officers of state, and immediately above them, withii> 
a colonnade of Corinthian pillars, the public are ad<-^ 
rattted^. Round the upper part of the cornice, ar 
bemitifui festoon of lilac-coloured cloth, looped up* 
mth rich tassels, is suspended, for the purpose of 
oorrecting the vibration of the voice. The whde \i 
yf&ry superb, and has cost the nation an immense suni 
of mon^. The principal housekeeper asked me 
♦'whether our sp«ikers Jiad such a place to dedaini 
IB;" I told him ''that we had very great orators it^ 
Sngiand, but that they were content to speak in very 
Iktle places.'* He laughed, and observed, ** that 
FrenefamoA never talked to «o taxkch advantage as 
wJietotbeJrqreww pto ^ fd/ ' . ^ . . < i.

. I did not fail to visit the Tempie^ so.celehr9te4<ia 
the dpomy history of the Revolution, which stan4ft 
ia the Rue de Temple, in the Fauxbourg of.thit 
mnifta : the entrance is h^soine» and does not muqb^ 
uppress the idea of the approach to a place of such 
confinement. Over the gates was a pole, supporting a 
dirty and tattered bonnet roi^e, of which species df 
republiean decoratioa there are very few now to b« - 
^ seen in Paris. The door was opened to me by the 
X principal gaoler, whose predecessor had been d»« 
noissed on account of his imputed connivance in the 
escape of sir Sidney Smiths His appearance seemed 
ndly to qualify him for his savage o&ce, and to io« 
sore his superiors against all future apprehension of 'a 
remission of duty l)y any act of humanity, feelings 
or commis^eration. He told nve, ^at he could fiQtt 
permit me to advance beyond the lodge, on aecoujiit 
of a peremptc^ order just received from government^ 
From this place 1 had a full command of the walk 
and prison, the latter of which is situated in the cen^ 
tre of the walls. He pointed put to me the wmdow 
of the roon^ in which the royal ^ufieners langviisbedU 
As the story of sir Sidney Smiih*s escape fr^un iiue 
prison has been Involved in some ambiguity, a ^bort 
recital of it wlU; perhaps, not prove upinteres^g^ , 
After several months b^d rolled away, since, th^ 

Etes of his prison had £rst closed upon thj^^fijuall 
ro, he obseiTed that a lady who lived in anu^p^ 
apartment on the opposite side of the stieiet,t sfif^g^ 
frequently to look tov^ards that pa(t uf the pfisQ^in 
which he wiis con6iied* As o&eaas he obfervf4))|^ 
lie played wo» tender akcyxmhiifli^t^ ty^wMbib 
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«lel by imftatrng every hiotion which Ae made, ho 
at leogtli intceeded in fixing her attention upon him, 
and lia^ the hap^ness of remarking that she occa* 
stenally ohserred' him with a glass. One tnornin^ 
when be 'SSLW that she was looking attentively upon^ 
bttn^ki this manner, he tore a blank leaf from an olcf 
mass book which used to He in his cell, and witfi th4 
9dot bf thfechimn^, contrived, fey his finger, m de^ 
scribe ' ttptm it, in a large character, the letter A^ 
tHitch he JjieM to the winddw to be Tiewed by his faif 
^fttfp^M^ing observer. After gazing upon tt fof 
some thne, she nodded, to shew that she understood 
What he meant; sh- Sidney then touched the top of 
Ae first bar of the gratJng of his window, which hi 
wbhed her to cbnsider as the representative of thi 
tetter' A, the second B, and so on, until he ha<f 
fcrtned, ^om the the top of the bars, a correspond^ 
ing numb^ of letters ; and by touching the middle. 
iM' bottom parts of them, upon a line with eacft 
offier, he easily, after having inculcated the first 
Impression of his wishes, completed a telegraphic 
alji^abet. T[licf process of communication was, frdni 
ftt natut-e, ^ery slow, but sir Sidney had the happi- 
hesi of observing, upon forming the first word, that 
this excellent being, who beamed before him like'l 
guardian angel, seemed completely to comprehend 
it, which she expressed by' an assenting movement 
ef the head. Fretjuently obliged to desist fi'om thii 
tacit and tedious intercourse, ^om the dread of et^

- flrom Monsieur Charles wt went to the church' of 
-Ik. Rocque, in the Roe St. Honbr6. As we entered, 
toe effect of ff^fine painting of our Saviour crucified, 
tjpon which the sun was shining with great gloty, 
placed at the extremity of the church, and seen 
through lev^^al lesset^g arches of faint, increasing 
ihade, was very grand. This church has been tnofe 
pirn once the scene of revohiticmary carnage^ Its

.From SL Rocqpe we proceeded to the Hotd dei 
lovaHdes^ the cluipel and dome of which are to justljf 
ceiebrajted* The firqnt is inferior to the military 
hospital at Chelsea, to which it bears some resem* 
blance« The chapel is converted ioto the Hall of 
Yktory, io which, with great taste, are suspend- 
ed, ander descriptive medaUions, the banners of tli# 
enepiijes of the republic* which have be6n taken dur« 
bg the jate war, the numbers of which are immens^ 
Tbe saine decoration adorns the pilasters and gallery 
of the Tast magnificent dome at the end of tbe hall. 

i/Lyjtye was naturally occupied, immediately after wo 
had jtntered^ in searching amongst the most battered 
of tl^ banners, for the British colours; at last I dis*^ 
covered the jack and ensign of an English man of 
war, p)erce4 with shot -holes, and blackened with 
Bmdkie, looking very sqlky, and indignantly among^ 
t^ finery, and tawdry taiters of Italian and Turkish 
ftandards. , 

It is a matter not UQWorthy of observation, that al- 
fhoagh the Revolution, with a keen and savage ey% 
asipkwed, too successfully, almost every vestige of k 
xoyal tendency, the beautiful paven^ent tinder thp 
dipme p( the Inva)ides has escaped destruction. The 
fleur de lis, surmounted by the crown of France, still 
fceuii^ its ori^nal place in this elegant and qpstljr 
marble flocmpg. The stotues of the saints have beep 
removed; and their places are supplied by tbe ne^ 
order of revolutionary deities } but the names of th^ 
aoci^t ^gturefrhave not been erased from the pedes« 
tfib.ofj^ pe^.ones: to which omission the spectator 
if,mdebti^ forasmiiey^hen, contemplating the static 
j^ Eguahty* he reads.

ihtary hospital is capably of a'tcohiihoddting 3,006 
joldifers. The bed-rooms, kitchens, refectory, ailH 
Ijut-offices, are very capacious, and, what is' ra'th^ 
iteusuM ill France, dean and comfortable. The day 
i)efbre we wtere thpre, the first consul paid a visit to 
its yeter^h inhabitants. Amongst theni he reco#» 
tilled an old and verjr brave soidier> whose explom 
iyvere the frequent theme of bis aged comrades. TKb^ 
young genei^l tdld him that he should die a captai^ 
tpok him in his carriage to dine with him at Mai Maf- 
ion; presented him with a medallion of honour, axM 
Conferred upon hini the rank of a captain, in one df 
^e most distinguished regiments. 

From this place we went to the military school ad* 
Jbining, in which Bupnaparte received the rudimehta 
pf that education which was destinckl to form t}ie 
'foundation of his futtye glory. The building is lar^ 
and handsome, and is, from a very natural sentimem. 
In high favouf with the fir^t consul. There is nothing 
p it particular to describe.* T^e- grounds and gal*- 
jibms &p yery «pic|otis and fine. ^& the firdnt of the 
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•uIiUsj scliool ift tbe celebrated cbaou} de Mar^, , 
which is aa immense flat space of grouoo! On eacfi 
side are rising tei;races of earth, and double rows of 
trees ^ wad at the farther end» the river Seine flow^ 
On dajfi of great national celebrations, this vast plain 
is surrounded -with Gpbelins tapestiy^ statues^ an^ 
triumphal ^^diiet. 

After dinii^ with Madame S , we drove to the 
beautiful garden of Mousseau, fonnerly the property 
of the Due d* Orleans. It is laid out with great taste^ 
and dielights the eye with the most romantic speci* 
mens of improved rural beauty. It was originally de^ 
signed by its detestable owner for other purposes thaa 
those of affording to a vast and crowded city the inno^ 
cent delights and recreations of retired and tasteful 
scenery. Ii^ the gloom pf its groves, all sorts of horri ble 
profanations were practised oy this mopster and his 
midnight crew, at the head of whom was Legendre the 
butcher. Every rank recess. of pollution in Fans waa 
rafisacked to furnish materials tor the celebration of 
their impure and impious orgies. The ode to Athe« 
ism, and the song of Blaspbemyi were succee<kd b/ 
the applauding yells of Drunkepness and Obscenity. 

At the time we visited this garden, it belonged t(i 
tbe nation, and was open, on certain days, to well* 
dressed people. A few days afterwards, it was pre- 
sented, as a mdrk of national esteem, to Cambaceres, 
tbe second consul. • . 

, The people of Paris, who keep hocset in stables ^t 
the back of their houses, have a singular mode of 
keeping their h^y in the lofts of their dwelKnj^ 
housestr ^^ the top of a spacious and elegant hotels 
is to be seen a projecting crane in the act of raisin|f 
loads of winter provision for the stable* When I first 
saw this strange process, n^ surprise would scarcely 
hare been increased, had I beheld the horse ascend* 
ing after the hay^ .j. 

I must QQt forget to offer some little description of 
<he opera^ to w^icb> during my stay, through tka^ pa«

fhie superiority of the machinery and scenery over 
. every other-theatre which I ever sl>^. In the Eng- 
lish theatres, ipy eye has* often been offended at thfe 
ieproselntations of the internal parts of iiouses, in which 
not a diair oif table 19 iirtroduced, for the J)UTpose ctf 
. 'can7ing^on the ingenious decegtion. Upon the sta^ 
.. pf the French opera^ eVery scene has its appropriate 
. "furniture, and diaainotive append^es, whtcjb are al- 
ways pTodflced ^ soon as the scerie drops, by nume- 
rous attendants. From this attention to the minutb 
cirbu mstia^ces of the drama, the illusion beconb^ en- 
chanting. The orchestra is very fine, and is cotnJ. 
r. ; |»Dsed OT ninety <toinent musicians. The corp^ dfe 
pallet consists of between eighty and ninety fine cf^W* 
1 ^eh, bf whom Motisleur Deshayes is the prfccipaL 
, iffs niovepients are more graceful, his agility mbr^

than thosg p(^any dancer whom I have ever iieen.

Ma^ilanie Buonaparte's box is on the left side of the 
ftage, over the door, in which the hapless queen bai

The Feydeatt theatre is very eleg&nt 5 and, cm ac- 
count df iifcrexcellent arrangements, good perfHtnert^ 
and exquisite machinery, is ibuch resorted to, and ii 
in general peferred to the fourteen otbeY dratiKtti6 
apectacles which, in this dissipated city, almost everjr 
Dtght present their tribute of pleasure to the gay 'TtM 
delighted Parisians. A Frenchman once observed t6 
IK^, that a Sundliy in London was horrible, on ac- 
coemt of there being no playhouses open at nigbtl 
The decorum and good manners whkh are even itiB 
observed in all the French places of public amuafr- 
ment,^ are very iropxessive and agreeable. Horsie and 
foot soldiers are stationed at the avenues, to kttp 
them clear, to prevent depredation, and to qfueli the 
ifirst indications of popular commotion. 

I was much gratified by an excursion to^ersaifiei, 
which had been some time [banned by the charminjg 

^mily of the S- s. We set otf early ift the mdni^ 

in^ in one of .the government carriages, and ^ft^ti 
'delightful ride, through a Very rich atid luXtirfaflt 
country, of about twelve miles,, the vast and magnrll- 
cent palace of Versailles opened upon our view, at thfe 
*«id of a street ne^ly two miles long, linei oh each 
ride ^ith fioble hotels and gardens. It was dn a^Stirf- 
^ay, the day oh which the palace is opened to tl* 
public. Oh the road we parsed seVer^l htindi^ df 
■pei-son^ in carriages, cabrioles, or walking ; all wiA 
merry faces, ip showy clothes, and adorned with boii* 
juets, on tfieir rou^ to this spot of favourHe dp-

it fit fpr^fae cprriey. Whether he possesses this powe|r 
qr notj^ I cannot from tny own experience say, but I 
c^n v€^^re to affirm, that the leather of France is. 
▼ery J^ad, In tbe village is a very noble pofcelaia 
^nufactory, which, unfortunately, we had .not time 
to inspect. .; . ^ 

. Whilst our;bpi!;i9es were refireshing themselves with 
a Uttl^ Wal^r, we were beset by the agent;s of the dif- 
ferent j^otels and restaurateurs of VersaUles, who 
preise^ed us with little cards^ announcing, in a very 
pompous manner, the superiority of their employer^' 
iKcommodations^ 

The stables of Versailles, to the right and left, arp 
from the designs of Mansart, in the form of a cres^ 
cent, and have the appearance of princely residences. * 
Here the late king kept in the greatest style six.huiv- 
4reiipf the finest horses. On the left of the grand 
.gateway is ^ military lodge for tbe accommodation of 
,Civali*y:; i| reprpsents in shape an immense Turkish 
marqufle. After we had passed the pallisades of th^ 
first CQurt, we more distinctly saw this amazing pil^ 
of irregular buildings, wl^cb consists of the old castl^ 
the new palaces, the houses of the ministers of statp 
imd servants, two opera houses, the chapel, n^ilitary 
schoplf, museums, and 4he manufactory of arms, the 
whole ^f which are ,now consolidated, and form one 
.palace. ' ^ 

.The beautiful pavement of black and white noarble 
in the court-yards, is much defaced, and their foai\;* 
tkim2^e ^otaUy destroyed. . ^ 
, ^ThBjSrs^t place we visited w^s the manufactory Qf 
mp^ airms ^ the resident workmen in which exceed 



twd thonsitid men. Here soe stow a!f ibt !h|^tlibuf 
process of constructing the musket, pistol, and tabre. 
Off which there are an immense cblrectfon ; and tAm 
several carbines, and swords of hononr, intended a^ 
presents from the first consul to officers and ^Idiert 
of distinguished merit. 

. From the manufactory of stnall arms, we l et m ii y d 
to the grand court, arid entered a suite o( roonif 
which contain the relics of the former valuable ctbmet 
(ff curtosiiies. Several of those which we saw wer« 
worthy of attention, prom these rooms we |n»Bed 
to the late king's privite opeta hcAise, which sHr* 
pisses, in magnificence and costly decoration, eVer^ 
tbing of the kind I ever beheld. The feeing cff m 
whole of the inside is of carved wood, richly giln 
The dome r^ beautifully painted. Upon the scentei^ 
of the st^ge befng removed, ^nd i^iivpdPory colCimlA. 
and gatidries raised, all of whidi can lib e?ffected ill 
twenty-four hours, that pkt of th« theatre present* ^ 
counrerpart of the other, ^d the whole forms a moil 
s{ilendid oblorig ball-room, very deservedly considered 
't6 be tbev llnest in Ha'rope : it used to be iBumindted 
by ten thousand waX-Iights. The concert- roonas and 
retiring apartments are also very beautiful. Frcril 
the opera we visited the chapel, which is vety IttUb 
aad costly, in which there are many large and valiS'* 
aMe paintings'. After leaving this deserted place of 
royal worship, wfe passed through thtj.Hai}sof Plenty; , 
Venus, Mars, Mercury, Apollo, and the Hall of thi 
Biljiaard Table, ' finelv painted by Houassfe, le BrTU|> 
Champagne, and other eminent artists, tb thfe grand 
gallery, which is seventy-two yards' long, «nd fdur-, 
t^en broad, and has seventeen lofty windows ah oiib 
side, which Took into the gardens, and seventeen itn- 
i6ense pier-glasses on the opposite sidfe tb correspon^f 
In this gadlery the kiiigs of France were acctistomed 
to receive ambassadoi^s and ministers df state. 

The bed-room bf the late queen next attraclfed (ktt ^ 
9ttention^ where we beheld th^ ddor whicb^ Cii tfi^ 
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pigiit of tlif&kof October }7^^fmAstiui^um»^ 
guinary mob, headed by the iafamous Legttidr^ 
iMUTft agax, £ot the pwrpose of dttpttcbing her wrtk 
4aggmrs> in her bed } this savage im^tion occurred 
fa that frightfiil night whkh [Mreoeded the return o^ 
the xoysi ^mily to Paris, under the protection of the, 
marqvua de la Fayette, through an encaged multitude, 
whidi extended itself from Versailles to Paris. 
^ Th^ miaerable queeo saved herself by escaping intQ 
•aadjoiiung apartment. H^ bed was pierced throngb 
and through with poniards. Tiie door is nailed up^ 

St Uie marks of iba^ horrible outrage stiU remeui« 
thia, and in the adjoining chambers, are some very 
beautifol and valuable paintings. I must not omit ta 
motion, ^though the sentiment which it inspireaJa 
not verypkasanl^ the representation of the capture of 
an English ^igate, by la Bayonne, a French corvetti^ 
after a- desperate* eng^ement, in Mrbich victory for 
9Dce jdecidedin &vour of the eneno^, opposing as mi 
this occasion, an in%ior force* This is a picture of 
infinite merit) and possesses a novelty of arifng^neimt, 
and stcength of colouring, which I never sm aqualled 
in any o£er naval representation* The^ tmbject aeU 
dom admiti of mpch variety. The French* of coursei' 
ai» very n^ch pleased with it. Inhere are here ala^ 
#ame ei^ioq^ old docks. 

It.was.ifvone of these apartments, thatPriqr, the 
oekbrated poet, when secretary to the ',earlx>f Port« 
land, iivhp was appointed ambassador tp the French 
court, in the .year iGQBg made the following menao* 
jabl^^fu^wer ;

Throogh tlie mtereflft of Mdn^ear S ■■■ * , we were 
admitted Into a private room below stairs^ in wfakk 
Kverai portraits of the late royal ftmily hav» been 
preserved from destruction during the late Revohi* 
don. That which represents the qneen and her 
young family. Is very^ ^ne^ and displays all the be* 
witching beauty and vivacity of that lovely and on* 
^Mtunate person^^. Into this room no one Was ad* , 
mitted with us. 

When we quitted' the palace, we entered npott th« 
grand terrace, from which it makes the finest appeat^« 
ince. - * 

; This enormous pile of building i» here united by n 
ceatre, and corresponding wings, of great extent nai 
magnificence. 

From this elevated spot, the bdiolder conttt»plate» 
1!be diferent waterworks, widks, and gardens, whicb 
ite very ddy^tful and extensive. 

The orangery is a beautiful specimen of ToscaD 
architecture, desigtied by le Maltre, and finished by 
Mtusart. It is filled with lofly orange-trees in full 
bearing; many of which, in th^r tubs, measure from 
twenty to thirty feet high. Amoi^t them is an- 
orange-tree which is upwards of four bandied 3rears, 
oM. The cascades, fountains, and jets d'eau, are too 
nomerona to admit of minute description. They are 
all very fine, and are aupplied by prodigtooa engines 
atMarli, about three miles distatit. 

The Trianon is a little marble palace, of much 
beauty, and embdHshed with the ridiestdacoration. 
It stands at the end of the great lake, in front of the* 
palace ; - and was, 1^ its late royal owners, considered 
as a 8nam)er*appendage to the g»Fdens o£ Verrailles, 
The wlft>le of this vast building, and its grounds^ wer* 
improved and beautified by Louis XlVth, for the 
weU-known purpose of impressing his 8(4>)ects, and 
parti^Qlarly bu courtiers^ w^ tlie.highflit ofiaiea •# 



h\i ^^atheis, 'and the k>west of their cbmparathnt 
littleness. 

'. Mtar being ^toniihed at such a di8t>la7 of goigeous 
magnificence^ I a(>proacbed, with increased delight^ 
the enchanting little palace and groands of the late 
gueen, distant from Versailles about two miles, called 
this Pbtit Trianon, to which she very justly gave the 
appellation of her ''little Palace of Taste." ^ere, 
^tighed with the splendours of royalty, • she threw 
t&ie all its appearances, and gave herself up to tlio 
f legant pleasures of rural life. It is a princely esta- 
iJishment in miniatured. It consists of a small palace, 
m cfi^pel, an opera house, out-ofEces and stables, « 
little park, and pleasure grounds j the latter of which 
■re sUll ciiarming, although the fascinating eye and 
l^tefiai hand of their lovely but too volatile mistress, 
Ho longer pervade, cherish "and direct their growth 
and beauty. By that reverse of fortune which tlie 
Aevoli\tioa has familiarised, the Petit Trianon is let 
out by the government to a restaurateur. All the 
rooms bat one in this house were pre-occupied . on 
the day of our visit, in consequence of which we were 
obliged to dini^ in the former little bed-room of the 
qiieen, where, like the Idalian goddess, she \;ised to 
ileep in a suspended bask»t of roses. The aperturea 
occasioned by the hooks formerly rivetted in t^e cell* 
ing and wainscot, to which the el^ant furniture c( 
ihis little chambpr of repose had once adhened^ at^ 
still visible. 

After dinner, we hastened through oip* cofi^, ^d4 
proceeded to the gardens. Afler wii^Q|g throbj" 
gravelled walks, embowered by the ^ost exgui4| 
mnd costly shrubs, we entered the elegant, t^n^te 
Cupid, from which ti^e little favourite of*, n^ankl 
had been, if he cot;ild have felt, Uhw^tiflgly ^i

About two years sipce, one of the regiments 
of artillery revolted in battle, Buonaparte in ang^ 
deprived thein of their colours^ ^d suspended then), 
Mvered wjth crape, aipongst the captive banners of the 
^^)ihMny> in the Hall of Victory. The regiment a|f- 
iected by the disgrace/ were determiaed to recover 
th^ lost esteem of their general and their country, or 
perish to the last man. When any desperate enter* 
prise was to be performed, they voluntieered their 
services, and, by this ^magnanioious compunction^ 
cov^ro^i their shame, with laurels, and became the 
£oast and pride of the republican legions. This daj 
was fixed upon for the restoration of their ensigns* 
They were marched up, under a guard of honour, 
and pr^sentod to the first consul, who took the black 
drapery fromlheir staves, tore it in pieces, threw them 
on the groupd, .and drove his charger indignantly over 
them'. Tbp regenerated banners were then restored 
jto the regiment with a short and suitable address, 
Ifiuntjy heard this laconic speech, but not distinctly 
enough at the time to understand it. This exhibi- 
j^D had its intended effect, and displayed the genius 
^ this extraordinary man, who, with unerring acute* 
oess, knows so well to give to every public occur- 
rence ttiiat dramatic hue and interest which are so 
iratifying to the minds of the people over whom h<i 
presides. After this ceremony, the several regiments, 
prec^eded by ihejr band of music, marched before 
|im in 9pen order, and>dropped their colours as they 
passed. The.£ying artillery and cavalry left the

I have before had occasion to notice tWfe promptl^ 
tiide and activity of the French police, tinder the pef 
hetrating eye of Monsieur Fonche. No dn'e b^ es<^^pei 
the vigilance of this n^an and his emissaries. All 
emigrant of respectability assured me^ that when hi 
khd a friend 6{ his wailed tipon him for tHeIr p^^^ 
fciorts, to enable them to qiiit Paris for the south of 
France, he surprised them by relating to thelii tlidf 
hamesOfthe towns, the streets, and of the peopt^

From Robespienre's lodging, cariosity led me tA 
ri«t tbe. boilding in ^hicn Sie Jacobin, clnb heM 
tbeT^ i?;/adenlonmm.

Near this churtfi 
stands tbe beantifnl fabric of the Com Hall of P^ris;

mental taste in France, for several centuries past, thi^

iponairchs of France> and from ottier churches 

It will be remembered by the reader, that in t^. 
jcar 1793, Henriot, a vulgar and furious republip«i# 
proposed setting off for the former church, at thebe^d 
of the sansculottes, to destroy all these curious a|ia 
valuable relics, " to strike," as he said,." the tyranlla 
{n their tombs;" but was prenented by spn^. Pf^ 
republicans of influence, wliq bad j^ql parted^witn 
;their veneration.for works of ta3te, from^ls imi^ooa 
find apd impotent outrage. 

In the first hall, which is ytry large, and iit^essfea, 
9 similar awe to that which is generally felt upoq 
entering a catlxedral, are the tombs of the twelfth 
century. Amongst them I chiefly distinguished that 
qf Henry II. upon which aip three beautiful o^aro* 
ing figures, supporting a cup, containing hish^t.

Scinjie h'mts, not altogether uselesss, may h^ 
collected froo^ it. In EJngland o»jr . churches arp 
j(;barnel houses. The pews, of the congregation arp 
faUed upon foundations of putrefaction^. For. sif 
days and nights the temple o( devotion is filled with 
j% pestilent vapours of the dead; and on the seyentji 
they are absorbed by the living. Purely k is* high 
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time t6 ttibdue prejudices wnich endaiig^ >b«t^b 

without promoting piety. The Scotch bury ibiag 
^pad upon the confines of their towns. The eye ^^ 
adoration is filled with a pensive pleasure, in ohsert* 
ing itself sqrrounded with the edeavours of taste anci 
ii^enuity , to lift th6 remembrance of the great and goGM^ 
beyond the grave^ in that very spot where the frailty 
of our nature is so often inculcated. 

Such a display, in such a place, i^ rational, suii- 
ftble, and admonitory. The silent tomb becomes 
•uxiliary to the eloquence of the pqipit. But tbf 
custom which converts the place of worship into a 
catacomb, can afibrd but a mistaken, consolation to 
posthumous pride, and must, in some degree, coa« 
taminate the atmosphere contained within its waQs^ . 

The married women of France feelnocomponcticais 
TJsitings of conscience in cherishing about them ,k 
circle of lovers, amcmgst whom their husbands, aie 
merely more fiivoured than the rest.

and guiltlessly terminates, in the love of admiration. I 
kuo^v, and vbited in Paris, a roost lovely accoai» 
plilhed young woman, whohad been married about 
two years. She adinitted the visits of men who she 
Enew were passionately fond of her. Sometimes, she 
i^ceived them in the presence and sometimes in the 
absence of her husband, as accident not ^irangenietit 
4ii^cted. They approached her with all the agitat^MX 
lind tenderness ef the most ardent lovers. Among^^ 
the number was a certain celebrated orator; t|iisip4li* 
was her abject slave; a glance from her expressive eye 
raised him to the suinmit of bliss, or rendered, ois 
nights sleepless. The complacent hi^band of M^ 
dame G reg^ded thdse men as his mostWoinptt 
friends, because they enlarged the happiness ^5^ fib 
wife} ^dj sttange as it may apgear^ J beUeve*^^!^ 
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ib had as little cause to complaio as Othello, ah4 
tfierefore never permit\ed his repose to bi disturb^ 
itv those suspicions which preyed upon the vitals of 
tne hapless Moor. 

I visited one evening a very beautiful eidiibition, 
which I think worthy of beitig noticed j it was tho 
picturesque and mechanical "theatre, Tlie company 
present were select and genteef j the room and stage 
were upon a small scale; the former was very ere- 
ctly fitted up. The spectacle consisted of scenery 
and appropriate litde moving figures. The first scene 
was a view of a wood In early morning : every object 
looked blue, fresh, and dewy. The gradations of light, 
until the approach of rneridian day," were admirably 
represented." Serpents were seen crawling in the 
gi^ss5 a little sportsman entered with his fowling- 
piece, and imitated all the movements natural to hiif 
porsuit; a tiny wild diick rose from a lake, and flew 
before him. Hg pointed his gun, changed his situa- 
tion, pointed it again, and fired; the bird 'drdpped :

Xhe ear Wa» 
begailed with the patting of horses* hobfs upon the 
pavement i add some of me little ahitbals reared and 
ran before the others. There were also some charm- 
ing little sea-{>ieces/ in which the Vessels sailed witb 
AdrTifeads tbwards the soectatoh, and manoeuvred in 
a'sorprising manner. Ine whole concluded with a 
sfona and shipwreck.* Sailors were seen floating in 
tfie wat^r; then'sfiikfng fetheftutge.* One of theni.

T^^belmed with fatigued, lost his hold : after recover- 
in^^ from his fall, he renewed his efFoFts, and at/ 
Jengih reached .the JLop in safety, amidst the acclama- 
tions of the sj)^ctators, who, moved by this enchaut- 
ihg liulti il!L\ijit>n, took much interest in the appareot 
dh t re^!i of t h e scene.' 

An iiiventjon has lately made its appearance \ii 
Paris, which is as full of utility as it is of genius. A 
l^ouse has been, lately opened for the sale of filjtraiing 
and purifying vases, to which the ingenious construe^ 
tbr has given the most elegant Etruscan .<li;ipes.

Having previourfj 8etermined to return by the 
way of liowev Normandy^ upon the beauty and luxu^ 
fiance of which I bad beard much eulogy, about ha\f 
pest five o*clock in the morning of the 2ist of Prairial, 
I left my bote), and proceeded to the Messagerip, 
from which the diligences/ all of which are under tbft 
control of the nation^ set out. The morning waa 
▼ery beautiful. I was much entertained before I 
mounted that cumbrous vehicle, which was to roll 
me a little nearer to my own coast, by viewing the 
numerous groupes of travellers and their friends, who ' 
•urrounded the difierent carriages as the horses were 
tackling to Uiem. In different directions of my ey«, 
I saw about thirty men kissing each other. I'he 
women in France* never think their prerogatives in- 
fringed by this anti-anglo mode of salutation. Som« 
shed tears at parting; but the cheek down which it , 
trickled never lost its colour or vivacity. All wem 
animated; every eye looked bright; there was a 
Mety in their very grief. *' Bon voyage, bon voyage— 
Dieu vous benlsse, DieU vous benisse," reiterated on * 
all sides from sprightly faces, stretched out of the 
window'frames of the massy machine, as it rattled 
through the gates of the yard to the incessant crack- 
ings oi the postillion's long lash. I soon afterwards 
^nd myself seated in the diligence for Cherbourg^ 
m company with two ladies, and three gentlemen, 
who were all polite and pleasing. • In the cabriole, 
forward, was a French captain in the army, who had 
been in Tippoo's service at the' time of the surrender 
of SeriagapatSim. He looked abonatnably dirty in his 
travelling habiliments; but that, in France, is now 
no just. indication of inferiority or vulgarity. 

We passed by the Place de la Concorde, upon the 
itataesaiid buildings of which, and the gardens of the 
IteiHeries, the early sun shone most beautifully. 
My* merry, but feeling fellow Uaveller^, waviog thuir

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We arnv«d on a Sunday at Roskild, wluch^ acctjrd- 
ingto Holberg, was formerly a city of many parishes 
and contained within its walls twenty-seven churche!^ 
and an equal number of convents, though uovk a place 
of very little import. We went to the cathedfal, s 
heavy pile of brick covered with copper, with twa 
spires, the most ancient part of which waserected^ . 
under the auspices of Harold, thagrandfatb^r of Ca- 
nute the Great, king of England and Denmark ; and 
in a subterranean vault, repose the remains of tb« 
royal family of Denmark, m several nii^^ed stone cofft 
lins, which are cove^-ed wit^ black yeWet palls, em- 
broidered with small crowns of gold, failing in fiilt 
drapery upon the flolK. It is foreign to my purpose 
to enumerate them all. The most superb tomb » 
that of Juliana Maria, whose sanguinary condact uw 
wnrds the hapless queen Matilda and the unforiunat* 
Counts Struensee and BraiKlt, excited so much sea<< 
•ation some years since; 

We met with nothing to denote our tpprc^ch 10 ibil 
capital till we reached Fredericksberg, one of thekingi^i 
country palaces^ abont two Efkglish miles £roiB Ckh^ 
penhagen $ the* appearance of much bustle^ «i<t 
loungiug lacqueys io scarlet and silver, announced 
that the court was here. As we rolled down from the 
beautiful eminence, upon tlie open summit of Krfaictt 
the palace standi, the city, crowned by its palace ill 
roins^ the Sound, and the surrounding country, pr&a 
tented a delightful prosf)ecr. Xhe road was cro«irde4 
with people in their Sunday dres^ and m&rry faeef, 
hurrying to pass the evening in the gardens of Pre-i 
dericksberg, which, with thepermis^n of his majes* 
sty, is ihe favourite resort of the people. 

As we approached the hotel, to wbkii we were 
recommended, we passed by the walls of the royal 
palace, which bore ample and afflicting tesiimamr tm 
the colossal size and joiaguificence which «ust uav^ 
formerly drttingui>h^ if:^ befoff it felia mttoi ta 
the flames in 17^,. 
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CopcDkagea is a snull but veiy dmC cky^ its cir- 
com^mnce between /oar and fi^^e English mile* y the 
Itfeets are bsoad and haodsome $ 4lie httwa, of which 
A&ot are about fosr thousand, exduri^W&f the quar* 
^r bdlanging to the sailors, and ^rrison^ for three

Westofie, and some areof iree'^tone, and in an ele- 
gant sfyie ofltaHaa architecture; the shops are in 
the baaeoient Uory, and by making bo prominent ap- 
pear^e, do not disfigure the beauty of the rest of the^ 
bpildiog. 

. No respectable stranger can enter Copenhagen 
without speedily becoming the object of its frank.

naUed us to partake of the hearty profusion of a Da^ 
iiish dinner ; it was gii;«n at the country house of

After I h^d finished my desertf*^ made iny bow te 
Mre. P ■ ■ , and ber family, who proved to be v^^ 
pleasant and accomplished people, and were making 
the tour of France. They had been in Caen near thre^ 
weeks, where they^ bad a large acquaintance of th« 
first respectability. This iinexpected introduction be? 
C^lme additionally agreeable/ upon ray discovery af 
the MessagerifS, tbat the diligence for Cherbourg 
would not proceed tijl three days from the time df 
jny arrival. The next morning I rambled with nay 
pew friends about the city, which is large and hand* 
f ome, and is watered by the river Orne : \th ipudi 
celebrated for its lace trade. On that day I dine4 
with Mrs. Pt— *-, and a frenph party, and was re- 
galed with an f^ngfish dinner, cooked and served op 
by her own servants. The filth of the French kitchen i^ 
too well known, to make ijt nepessary for me to say 
fcow delicious such a dinner was. The French a<^ 
mit themselves that their cooks are destiitute of 
cleanliness. 

The convent of the Benedictines, n©w converted 
into the palace of the prefect, is a noble buildings 
The gardens belonging to it are well arranged* 
The promenade called de la Cour is very charming, 
from which the cjty is seen to great advantage. Th<5 
water of the Orne is j-ather nauseous, but is not con-? 
ffidered unwholesome. The Palais de Justice is a fino 
.modern structure. In its courts of law, I had agai^ 
an opportunity of hearing t)ie forensic elocution erf 
l^ormandy. The gestures and vehemence of tlie 
orators here, as at Rouen, appeared tp me to be 
tinctured with the extravagance of phrensy. 

In this city was pointed ^'ont to me, the house iq 
which the qt^ebrated Charlotte Cordy resided, who, 
by her poniard, delivered France of the iponsteF 
JMarat, on Sunday, the 14th of July, 1793. Therf 
is some coincidence in ^h^ crimes and fate of Caligulf 
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«id ibataM^ b(A perubed bj the avcnfMi of their 
wantry, and whilst io the actofapproochiog. their 
biihs. Posten^ wUI embtlm, with itt grateful r&- 
Hemfaran ce, the pfHriotic beroUm q£ this great and 
^ttiisgnislied ierodiey and> io ber own finu and elo«> 
^oent bu^^of^, will saj of ber, «' that crime b^ti 
^rrace^ and uot tbe^cafibld.** / 

Oq tbe ereniog after my arriyal at Caen, I wa< 
inviled to an ek^t ball^ which was given by the 
kdy of tbe paymaster general of the dittricC^ in ot^ 
•f the government houses. I had before witnensed 
the dancing ol the higher ordera of the people iu Paris^ 
tad from this reasoti wa^ not surprizt- d io contemplate 
iag the exquisite grace which ^ was here displayed* 
The party consisted of near eighty persons. Amongst 
tbem were the judges of the district, and the princi^ 
pal (^3cers quartered in the city and its neighbour^ 
bood; the latter were attired in superb militar>«dres- 
lei. Amongst the ladies were several beautiful, well 
dressed yoang women* who exhibited tlieir persons 
to great advantage. Hie grave and dderly part of 
the company played at buillotte, which is ai pre&eiii 
the favourite French game. In France, to piease 
and to be pleased seem to be the two presiding prin* 
ciples in all their meetings^ An ekgant young otficer, 
who had distinguished himself at the battk of Ma- 
reagOy observing that the mtasicians appealed to be 
Settle fatigued, by tbe contribution ol their exhilar- 
ating services towards the festivity of the eveniugi^ 
fafrpHed their room whilst they refreshed themaelves, 
and struck up an-£nglish country dance.on one of the 
Violins^ The party attempted to dance it> but to 
riiow how arbitrary habit is> in the attempt, all those 
powers of grace, which they had before ao beautifully 
dffi^^yed, retired as if influenced by the magic of 
Stose unpropitious spirit. 

After a few hours repose, I went with a large party 
litbadmroh of Notre Dame^ in which there is a 
- *4 
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v6Ty fine dtai^piace. The ke^er of the lacrfis^ 
"who is at very arch^ooklng little feUow, io ^pite ofi 
the solemoity of tlie ^ace in iirhich w« n^ere, loade 
ps all smile (e^eo a yoiong lady who was gping to bo 
confessed for the first time the next day, iost a coo'^ 
9iderable proporUon oC her gravity) by ioforming at/ 
that during the time of terror he had nm off wim tho 
Virgin Mary^ pointing at the same time to the image, 
and that to preyent the detection of Robespierre*« 
agents^ be had concealed her in his bed for three years. 
Nothing cpnld exceed his joy in hairing saved hef 
from the hatchet or the ^me&> ^rom which impend* 
ing fete she wa^ restored to her fc^rmer situation. in 
this chiurdi ; and was^ when we saw her> by the qx^ 
|;ravagance of her sprightly and ardent protector^ 
dressed in a white muslip gown» spotted with silver; 
a little bouquet of artificial flowers graced her bosom, 
«ud her wig was fii^ly curled and powdered. The 
figure in her arms> which was intended to represent 
the infant ^esus> was dressed in a style equally uq« 
auitablje ; his hair was also curled and powdered, and 
m small cocked hat. placed upon bis hea^. Gur de^ 
lighted guide, whosfs eyes sparkled with self-complar 
cency, asjted u^^if we haji ever ^een a prettier Virgin 
Mary, or one di^sssed more handsomely. We were 
all much amused by the qu9intness of this man's con- 
duct, although I am confident he had no intentioo 
of exciting unbecoming sensations^ for in saving tbi# 
|mage he had exposed hi^ life. 

From Notre Pame, We went to the Abbaye anx 
Hommes> built by William the Conqueror, . It is a 
large lofty plain pile of building. The spires are well 
proportioned, and very high. The pillars in tbe 
choif -are, in my humble opipion, tpo massy. Pre« 
. pafaticms were here ma)png for the celebration of the 
great festival called the Feast of Grod.. Wp presei^ted t^ 
jone of the priests, who, in the sacristy, vi^as adcu'ning 
fhe cradle of our Saviour's image with fiowers, aoo)^ 
7f ry fine moss roses^ >fi^ iff Frf>AOis are yery raf e^ 
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viiichbB feoeited with great poliien^i. Ttua fetti* 
pi before the Revcdutum wbs always superbly cele^ 
biated. It was then renewed for the first time since 
the proscription of religion, daring which all the 
^Qitly habits of the priests, aiid rtcb vessels used in the 
ceremonies of the church have been stolen, sold, or 
melted down. Near the alur, which has been shat* 
tered by the axe oF-^e Revolution, is the vault of 
William the Conqueror. 

. After spending the short time during which I was 
detained at Caen veiy pleasantly, 1 resumed my seat 
in the diligence for Cherbourg. After we left Caen 
the loads became very bad 5 our ponderpus machine 
frequently rolled from one side to the other, and, 
with, many alarming creakings, threatened us with a 
heavy and perilous overthrow. At length we arrived 
p. Bayeux, where we dined at the house of a friend 
of my fair fellow-traveller, to which she mvited me 
with a tone of welcome and good wishes which over-r 
pwered ail resistance. We sac down to an exoellent 
dinner, at which was produced the usual French dish 
pf cold turbot and raw artichokes. After our repast, 
a fine young woman, the daughter of the lady of the 
house, in a very obliging, but rather enive manner, 
poured out a tumbler full of some d^icious potent 
liqueur, which, to my no small surprise, she presented 
me with} upon myy)nly tasting it, and returning it, 
she appeared to be equally surprUed and confined. 
Her mother,, observing our mutual embarrassment, 
informed me, that in France it was understood that 
the £ngli$h were troubled with the ennui, or tristesse 
de cGBur, and that they drank large draughts of wise 
and spirits to expel the gloomy malady. I softened 
this opinion of our common character as well as I 
pouldj for, I fear, without offering considerable 
outrage to truth, I could not wholly have denied it ' 
. Afier dinner we walked to the cathedral, which it 
f nojble gothic pile, and upon our return found the

aiteoded to A^ docMr of the carriage by their bevpitalili 
fiends, between whom several kisses were ittles^ 
ckaxiged. I took ^n' of^ortuni^, j^st befiwe I 
moanted the step, of steai^g one of th«se tokois of 
regard iroaa the: ^ir young damsd who had so coiitiie* 
oiifily oflfered roe the liqu^r^ at the same time tetlidg 
her> that in England a kiss was alwajis eoosidered m 
the best temedy for the trtstesslHlis ceeur. Oar little 
Norman steeds trotted in good styles and» not- 
wiHistanding they had come all the w^ from Caen« 
tiiey soon carried us over the hiHs on the other side 
of Bayeux. The eye comnmnicated delight to the 
heart whilst it contemplated the vast extent of oora 
fields which, in this fertile provincOi undulated on 
all sides of us in waves of yellow exuberance, over 
which, embosomed in trees, at short distance^ 
peeped the peaceful and picturesque abode of the 
prosperous cottage former. The pMilpi?ct afforded 
aH impressive contrast to the impolitic agricultorai 
system which has lately obta'fned in E^land, bjr 
wihieh cottage farms are consolidated intg^am^^e do* 
mains of itiouopoly, and a batieful pi'eference i* 
l^en in favour of the rearing of cattle, to the vital 
and bountiful labours of the plough, A celebrated 
writer, who well knew in what the real wealth of m 
tuition consisted, has observed, that he who couUI 
uiake two ears of com grow upon a spot of ground 
where one grew before, would deserve b^ter of oaao-i^ 
kind than the whole race of pdittdans. The hif^ 
roadffof Normandy are unnecessaitHT broad; heo^ 
considerable portions of land remain uncul tivated. A 
spacious road, like every thing which is vast, exdtes 
an impressioa of grandeur ^ p^^ in this prdi^ de* 
paitment, the facilities of travelling, and the dignity 
#f the country, might be consukod with less waste. 
This prodigality is perhaps attributable to the higb* 
mdyi in FVaoce having shared but little jof its k^iSa- 
tiveaitemion: and accommodation appears to hlh^ 
Ipccn so^^t rather by a lavish fUelmeiit of iqgmi^

The inas along the road are verjr poor, altboc^h 
over the door of almost every little cottage ia written^ 
in large characters^ ** Bon Cidre de Victoire.*' There 
aie also no regular post-horses to be met with. The 
country, on all sides of us, was very mountainoaB 
^nd luxuriant, and n^ch fese(nbled the southern 
parts of Devonshire. About seven o'clock in the > 
evening of the same day, we arrived at St. Lo,* which 
is, without exception, the cleanest and noost charming 
romantic little town I saw in France. It is fort&d^ 
and stands upon the top of a. mountain, at whose bate 
is expanded a luxuriant scenery of woods and villages, 
through which the riviere de Ville winds in beautiful 
ineanders. The inhabitants of this town appeared to 
he rieh and genteel. In the evening I supped at the 
table d'hote, where tliere. .were several; pleasant 
people. At this town we slept, and set off the next 
momtng tery early for Valogne, where we ditied ; and 
in the evening, after passing a considerable extent of 
rich meadow land, and descending a very steep hill, 
Ibe freshness of the sea air announced to us. our near 
approach to Cherbourg, where, at the^ hotel d* Angles 
terre, I was soon afterwards landed. For my 
place and luggage to this place I paid twenty-^four 
livres, and my expences upon the road were yery 
reasonable. 

Cherbourg is a poor and dirty town. After having 
heard so much of its costly works and fortifications 
for the prqtection of its harbour^ my surprize was not 
little upon finding the place so miserable. It is de- 
fended by three great fpris, which are erected upon 
rock^ in the sea. The centre one is about three miles 
off fix>p shore, and is garrisoned by 1200 men.

Rather 
less can be said ih palliation of the fatal confidence 
wiMeh waa^placedhy the English government in some 



youDgast, has painteS and engraved a sa^ of.views^ 
of Stockholm, with great fidelity and beauty. 

In the academy <^f sculpture and paiating, raised 
by Adolphus Frederick, ars some fine casts, said to 
b« the nrst impressions of the only moulds ever per- 
mitted to be taken from the antiques at iOiome 3 they 
were given to Charles XI. by Louis XIV. There 
ire also some casts from the bas-reliefs of Trajan's 
column. The children of tradesmen are gratnitoasly 
taught to draw in this institution, that their minds 
may be furnished with impressions of taste In those 
trades which are susceptible of them. All the pupils 
fomish their own crayons and paper: out of the 
funds of the academy, a certain number are sent intor 
foreign countries to Improve themselves. The funds, 
unaided, would be inadequate to the object, but the 
munificence of public spirited individuals, whicli 
throughout Sweden is very great, has hitherto sup* 
plied the deficiency. 

The academy of sciences ^as founded In \7ig, 
§nd consists of ({ne hundred members and' fiD^igh 
losociates. Their researthes, reputed to{>osses8 con- 
siderate learning and ability, are published every 
three months in the Swedish language. Tlie cabinet 
of natural bistoty is enriched with several rare col* 
lections, particiUarly with subjects which occurred 
in one of Captain Cook^s circumnavigations, depo- 
f ited in the academy by Mr. Sparmann. 

Most a£ the living artists of Sweden owe their 
devation and consequent fiime to the protective hand 
of the late king, Gostavus III. a prince, who, to the 
energies and capacities of an illustrious warrior, 
united all the refined elegance of the most accom- 
plished g^tleman : his active spirit knew no repose | 
9t one time the world beheld him amidst the most 
formidable difficulties and dangers, leading his fioeti 
tp glory in the boisterous billows of the Baltic; at 
another time it marked him amidst the rutiis of 
Ita{y, coUeptiag with a sagacious eye a^d a profiis^ 
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Mnd, the rich materials for ameliorating the taste 
aod genius of his own country. What Frederick the 
Great was to Berlin^ Gustavus the Third was to 
Stockholm: almost every object which embellishes this 
beautiful city arose from his patronage, frequently 
from his own designs^ and will be durable monu- 
meuts of that capacious and graceful mind, which, 
bad not death arrested, would, in the profusion of 
ks munificence,- have impoverished the country 
which it adorned. This prince derived what heredi- 
tary talent he possessed from his mother Ulrica, who, 
by a capacious and highly cultivated mind, displayed 
thai she was worthy of being the sister of Frederick 
the Great. Her marriage with Adolphus Frederick 
was the fruit of her own unassisted address, which^ 
as it has some novelty, I shall relate : The court and 
senate of Sweden sent an ambassador incognito td 
Berlin, to vvatch and report upon the characters and 
dispositions of Frederick's two unmarried sisters, 
Ulrica and Amelia, the former of whom had the repu- 
tation of being very haughty, crafty, satirical, and 
tapricious ; and the Swedish court hiad already freitf 
Dearly determined in f iavour of Amelia, who was re- 
markable for the attraction of her person and th« 
sweetness of her mind. The mission of the ambassa« 
dor was soon buzzed abroad, and Amelia was over- 
whelmed with miseVy, on account of Jier insuperabM 
objection to renounce the tenets of Calvin for thos6 
bfLUther : in this state of wretchedness she implored 
the assistance of her sister's counsels to prevent an 
union so repugnant to her happiness. The wary 
Ulrica advised her to assume the most insolent and 
repulsive deportment to every one, in the presence 
of the Swedish ambassador, which advice she fol- 
lowed, whilst Ulrica put on all those amiable qualities 
which her sister had provisionally laid aside : every 
one, ignorant of the cause, was astonished at the 
change; the ambassador informed his court, that 
feme had completely mistaken th© two sisters, and bad 
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actually reversed their reciprocal good. aod bad <p2ap 
litieft. Ulriai was consequently preferred,^ and 
mounted the throne of Sweden, to the no little nQior<« 
tification of Amelia, who too late discovtxed thf 
Jtratagem of her sister and her adviser. 

A traveler will find much gratification in occasioo* 
ally dining at the merchants* club, to whick atnuigon 
are introduced by subscribers^ here we found tha 
dinners excellent, and served up in a handsonoe sty]# 
at a vary moderate expence; the apartments are ele« 
gent, consisting of a noble dinner-room, an ante- 
room, a billiard-room, and a readin^rdom wbeit 
the foreign papers are taken in. The view from tha 
rooms over the Maeler, upon the rocky cliffs, crowned 
with straggling parts of the suburbs, is very beautifoL 
There is another club superior to this in style and 
dxpence, but as the rooms were under repair^ its 
meetings were susp^ded. One afternoon^ aa I was 
quitting the merchants' club to ^o to the church of 
Eidderholm, the quay in that quarter presented an 
uncommonly crowded appearance of gaiety and viva- 
ittty; the little canal which runs under the bridge leading'' 
to the church was covered with boats filled with gar« 
lands and small poles wreathed with flowers; the oki 
and. the young, the lame and the vigorous, pressed 
eagerly mrwani to purchase these rural decorations, 
destined to honour the festival of St. John, which 
waa to take place the following day. , 

'the national religion of Sweden is Lutheran, h\i%. 
without jealousy it is pleased with seeing every men 
worship his God in his own way. 

The palace is well worthy of notice : it is built of 
brick stuccoed, and stained of a light yellow, thd four 
sides of which are visible to the different quarters of 
the city. This very elegant edifice was begun by 
Charles XI. aod finished by Gustavus III. it is com* 
posed of four stories^ three large and one small > in 
the front are twenty-three noble windows i ten Doric 
aoluoma support a like pumber «f Ionic cariatidas^ 
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ttrmounted hj ten Corinthian pilasters; the roof it 
itaiian. At either end of the gnind entrance^ which 
fices the north suburbs^ is a bronze lion ; the base^ 
taent story is of granite^ and the arch of the doors 
towards the quay are composed of rade massed of 
that rock; on this side there are parterres over two 
projecting gaUeries^ and a garden ; the chapel is verf 
rich, and opposite to it is the hall for the meeting of 
the Estates^ ^here the seats are amphitheatrically 
irrsDged, those of the nobles on the right of the 
throne, and those of the clergy, the bourgeois, an4 
^essants on the left ; there is a gallery round it^ and 
Ae whole has a grand effect. 

The chamber most interesting to us was that in 
which Gustavus III. expired. We^ saw the bed on 
Which he lay, from the time that he was brought 
wodnded to the palace from the masquerade at the 
opera-house, until he breathed his last. In this 
room it was that the dying prince personally e%* 
amined his murderer Ankers troem, when he con- 
fessed his guilt, and was immediately ordered to re- 
tire. The general circumstances of this melancholy 
catastrophe are well known -,, perhaps it may not be 
so generally so, that Ankerstroem preserved such re- 
solute coolness at the time of the perpetration of the 
deed, that> in order to make sure of his mark, as 
the king, who was dressed in a loose domino, and 
without a mask, was reclining, a little oppressed by 
the heat, against one of the side scenes, Ankerstroem 
^aced his hands upon the back of the sovereign, who, 
opoa feeling him, turned shortly round, when the 
regicide fired. The king, who thought that he waa 
a victim to French machinations, as he fell, ex- 
daimed, ** My assassin is a Frenchman!'* the conso- 
lation bf the illustrious Duke d'Enghein was denied 
him. The hero, the friend, and the idol of Sweden, 
perished by the hands of a Swede. 

The royal library is very valuable, containing twen- 
(ythonsaod rdmues/ and fpur hundred manuscripts. 
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Aaaonggtfe Xh» ci^eciion aceaonae precious books,,parp 
tkular^^iie called the Codex Aureus, frooi the greg^ 
number of gilt letters which it contains. There are 
dto tvfo enormous Latin manuscripts^ the velluoi 
leaves Of which are made of asses* skins^ and are of au 
aa^zingsize. 

The opera house, built by Gustaws IIL, is an ele^ 
gant square building. Upon the architrave is , in- 
scribed, *^ Patris Musis/' The front is adorned with 
Connthian columns and pilasters : the interior, which 
is small, and will not contain above nine hundred per- 
sons, is in the fprm of a broken ellipsis ; and, even 
by day-rlight (for there was no performance during 
our stay),. appeared to be superbly deqorated. The 
dresses and 4ecorations of the , performers, which 
solely belong to the crown, we were informed, are of 
great value ', and in these respects the Swedish opera 
is said to surpass every other in Europe. The royal 
seats are in the pit. Swedish plays are pertormcd 
here, many of which were composed by the accom- 
plished Gustavus III., whose taste in that species of 
composition excited the literary jealousy of old Fre- 
derick the Great. It was an admirable policy, worthy 
of such a genius as Gustavus, to attach a nation to its 
own language, by making it that of the stage ; the 
surest, because the most flattering mode of raising it 
to its utmost polish. 

When the illustrious victim raised this beautiful 
fabric from the ground, he little tliought of the part 
which he was to perform in the sanguinary scene of 
the seventeenth of March, 1792> and that mimic sor- 
row was to yield to genuine woe. This structure^, 
and the opposite palace of the princess Sophia Alber« 
tina, the king's aunt, which is uniform with the for- 
mer, form the sicies of a handsome square called 
la Place du Nord, and is adorned in the centre with 
a fine equestrian statue, in bronze, of Gustavus Add- 
phus, who, excepting his head, which is crowned 
with laurel, is in complete armour^ and in his rigbt 
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had is an iodioed tr4uicheoa : the liorse has mucli 

aoimatioQ^ and ^ rider great elegance. This colos* 
«1 statue was cast from the designs of.Archeveque, a 
f^ distinguished French statuary, who dying before 
it was. finished, left its completion to the uiasterl^f 
hand of Sergell : it was erected in X790, It is said 
ibat Gustavus having, upon some affair of state, ob- 
served to Oxenstiern, that he was cold and phlegma^ 
tic, and that he checked him in his career, the chanr 
ceilor replied : " Sire, indeed I own th^t I am cold; 
but unless I had occasionally tejiipered and nK)derate4 
yoor heat, you would have been burnt up long ago." 
Gostavus Adolphu^ never engaged in any battle^ 
without first praying at the h<^d of his troops; after 
vhich he used to thunder out, in a strong and ener- 
getic manner, a Germa*i hymn, in which^ he .wai 
ymed by his whole army. The effect of thirty or 
fcrty thousand people thus singing together was woa- 
derfid and terrible. He used to say, that a man 
made a better soldier in proportion to his being a 
better xhristian, and there was no person so happy ais 
those who died in the; performance of their duty. 

In front of this statue, to the south, the eye with 
pleasure contemplates an elegant stone bridge, not 
quite fi^eished, crossing a rapid stream of the Maler, 
at the end of.which the palace displays a majestic and 
highly graceful back scene. This spot presents thQ 
finest architecture in the city. 

The traveller will be gratified, by noticing thebeaui* 
tifiil colonnade of solid pprphyry which forms the en- 
trance to the grand staircase of the princess Sophia 
Albertina'a palace. A tasteful observer must regret 
that these exquisite columns are so much concealed. 
The, streets of the Queen and of the Regency, in thp 
north quarter, are by far the most handsome, and 
form the residence of fashion. The spire and church 
of Ridderholm, rising from the centre of the.principal 
island, add to the romantic beauties of the surrouudr 
log sCeijery. . ^ v . . ,

1m chateau to which we were invited wasw wood» 
anialJ« but very tastefully fitted up: tfae^^^rauod^ 
which were very e&tensive, weve deHghtfiiUy laid e«t» 
iBid on one side rippled the waters of the Meier, en^ 
bellished by vessels of various sizes gliding upon ill 
^tranqoH bosom. A short time before dinner was an* 
toOlmoed, a table was aet out with bread» cheese; but- 
ler, and liqueurs. AU these good thii^; in this hoi^ 
pital))e region, are considered as mere prepafadvwfar 
the meal which is to follow : amungst the superior 
brders this custom is universal. Our dinner was ia 
tbe fdllowing order : pickled fi^h^ meats, soups, fish^ 
'pastry, ice, aod dried truiu: preserved gooseberries 
formed the 9auce of the mnttoo, and tbe fish floated 
in a new element of honey. By tbe bye it rather sur- 
pr^es a .stranger to meet with so little sea-titih in a 
country Which is washed by so many seas. The her- 
ring fishery, which has hitherto been of so much im- 
^rtance to Sweden, has nearly disappeared. To re- 
turn to our dinner : each dish was carved and handed 
round, as in Denmark; aVeguLition truly delightlui 
to one who abhors carving and carves badly. 

Thespirit of Pretich fksiiioa, but a little disciplined^ 
reigns in Sweden, and gives a lightness and eWgance 
to dress : the table, and the furniture, and even than: 
manners, partake consiikrably o^ its gaiety, except

fact, bqSL symmetry of person, are said to be the 
c^ractcristics of the Delecarlian mountaineers, a race 
rendered for ever cdebrated iti the history of one of, 
tbe greatest men that ever addmed the historic pi^ 
<if Sweden, Gustavus Vasa. 

We were much gratifi^ with the palace of Drot« 
^igholm : a pleasant drive of about ten miles brought 
as to the island on which it stands in the lake Mseier f 
the road to it lay through rocks covered Mrith firs, and 
Vftt two large floating bridges -, the Imilding is large 
katlight, anid ia of brick stuccoed white ; the hw

tion of English authors. ' Tliere is a beautiful picture 
bere of a weeping Ariadne, by Wertmuller, a Swed- 
ish artist, who, unfortunately for his country, has for 
e^er left it, and settled in America. 

After our return from Drottingholm we gained ad- 
mission, but with much difficulty, to the arsenaL 
This depot of military triumphs is a brick- building; 
consisting of a ground fioor^ with lofty windows down 
tio the ground, stands at the end of the kii^^s garden^ 
the only mall of Stockholm, and has all the appeal 
^oce of a large green-house. The artillery, which » 
planted before it, has the ridiculous effect of bein^ 
placed there to defend the most precious of exotic 
trees within from all external enemies, who either 
tncvB in air or pace the earth. The contents, alas ! 
are such fruits " as the tree of war bears,'* and well 
^leser^e the attention of the traveller and antiquary* 
Here is aii immense collection of trophies and stand- 
at^ taken from the enemies of Sweden, and a kx^ 
line of stuffed kings, in the actual armour which they 
wore, inounted upon wooden horses, painted to re- 
semble, and as large as life, chronologically arranged. 
1 was particularly struck with the clothes of Charles 
XII. which he wore when he was kHledat tlie siege 
of fVederickshall, and very proudly put them on, vijs. 
a long shabby blue frock of common cloth, with lai^ 
flaps and brass buttons, a little greasy low codced hat, 
a handsome pair of gloves, fit to have touched the de- 
licate hands of the Countess of Koningsmarck, a pair 
of stiff high-heeied military boots, perhaps it was one 
of those which he threatened • to send to the senate at 
Stockholm, to which they were to apply for orders until 
his return, when they were impatient at h is absence dur- 
ihghismadfi^aksinTurkey. As it is natural to think tlpat 
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|mit Mols ffeoorally inhabit large bodies^ my surprize 
was excited by fincting that when I had completely 
butroned the frock of this mighty madman upon my 
greyhound figure^ my longs gave sensible tokens of an 
iiousuai pressure from widiout. 

The Swedish ladies are in general remarkably weQ 
ibaped, en bon pointy and have^ ^ir transparent deli- 
cacy of complexion, yet though the fevourites of 
bountiful nature, strange to relate, they are more dis- _ 
posed to conceal than display those charms, which ill 
other countries, with every possible assistance, the fiiir 
possessor presents to the enraptured eye to the best 
advantage. A long gloomy black doak covers the 
beautiful Swede wlien she walks, confounding all the 
distinctions of symmetry and deformity; and even 
bar pretty feet, which are as neat and as well turned 
SB those of a fine Frenchwoman, are seldom seen 
without the aid of a favouring breeze. Even the sul- 
try summer has na influence in withdrawing this me- 
lancholy drapery, but I am informed that it is less 
worn now than formerly : often have I wished that the 
iilk-worm had refused his contribution towards this 
tantalizing concealment : occasionally the streets of 
Stockholm displayed some bewitching seceders fma 
the abominable habit. This custom arises from the 
sumptuary laws, which forbid the use of cdoured 
filks. 

The Swedish ladies are generally highly accom- 
plished, and speak with fluency English, French, and 
German, and their tenderness and sensibility by no 
means partake of the severity of their northern latitude. 

I was very desirous of attending the courts of 
jnstice, or as they are termed the kaemners-raetter, of 
which there are four in Stockholm, but I found they 
were all close, and only the judges and parties and 
necessary officers permitted to enter. What a con- 
hast to the unreserved openness with which the laws 
in England are administered ? 

The laws of Sweden the most novel to an English* 
p3 
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inan, are those by which primogemture lis ^srolM 
of those exclusive rights which attach to it tn other 
countries : all the male children of a noblelnan am 
equally noble, but to prevent the confusion of natn^ 
bers, the eldest only, upon the decease of the father, 
represents the family at the Diet, and alt inheritaQoei 
are equally divided, but created property is subject ti 
the will of the father. 

The punishments in Sweden are beheading, hang- 
ing, whipping, and imprisonment : the three formed 
are inflicted m the market-place^ the instrument <rf 
flagellation is a rod of tough birch twigs. There is t 
horrid custom in Sweden, as odious as. our hangii!|( 
malefactors in chains, of exposing the naked bodies of 
delinquents who have suffered death, extended bf 
their limbs to trees until they rot. Two or three of 
these shocking objects occur in terrotem upon the 
road from Gotheberg to Stockholm, on account of it» 
bein^ a greater thoroughfare, and more robberiet 
having been committed there. The criminal Jaws of 
Sweden may be considered as mild, and the punish- 
naent of death is rarely inflicted. 

I was rather disappointed upon seeing tlie House of 
Nobles J it contains the hall and room which" are re« 
served for that branch of the Diet, and whicii, as it is 
liow convened at the will of the sovereign, may bo 
considered as a mere phantom of power. If the 
authority of the states were any thing better than 
nominal, the country gentlemen would have some 
cause to complain, as they are wholly excluded from 
any legislative participation, this shadowy representa* 
tlon being confined, and it was even so when the Diet 
was in its plenitude of power, and held the sovereign 
dependant, to the nobles, clergy, citizens, and pea« 
sants. The exterior of the building is simple but 
handsome. In the square before the House of No- 
bles is the pedestrian statue of Gustavus Vasa, by 
Meyer, erected by the nobles at a great expence, but 
in my humble opinion unworthy of the immortal 
man whose memory it is intended to perpetuate. 
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* A deBghtfal momiog attracted me to Hflga> which 
9 at the short distance df a mile and a half English 
fym the north gate of the city. As this little pa* 
bee and gardens were bfuilt and disposed after tb% 
design of the graceful Gustavus III. with the assist- 
ince of Masrelier, and were the favoortte retreat of 
fte former, my gratification was certain. The ap- 
proach to the villa is through a winding walk of lax- 
luriant shmhs, the most flourishing and beautiful of 
lay that I saw in the north: at a small distance there 
» a line of picturesque rocks, crowned with firs; 
imd at the bottom of a rich meadow, by the side of 
the Maeler, presenting a noble sheet of water, sur- 
iounded with forests of fir, stands the chateau, built 
©f wood, and painted to resemble stone, containing 
i small front of three stories and two long gallery 
wings. The grounds and ornamental buildings re- 
minded me of the P^it Trianon of the unfortunate 
Ooeen of France at Versailles. The rooms are small^ 
but elegantly fitted up. Gustavus spent much of his 
time here 3 it is said that this spot was particularly 
endeared to him, on account of his having sfecretly 
eonsulted with his firiends, in the recesses of the 
tocks which constitute one of the great beauties of 
the scenery, upon the revolution of 1772. This cir- 
cumstance induced him, when he travelled^ to as- 
wme the title of count Haga. . • 

In the library I was gratified by seeing several 
drawings and architectural designs of its accomplished 
founder, which displayed much taste and genius. 
The friendship and confidence with which this prince 
honoured the heroic sir Sidney Smith is well known; 
the King first conceived an attachment for him from 
the resemblance \^hich he thought, and which he 
frequently was heard to observe, existed between the 
face of the hero of Acre and Charles XII. 

The military force of Sweden is divided into regu- 
lar or garrison regiments, and national militia: only 
the latter will require some explanation. The ' ieviei 
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for this e^t^Uisbin^ot are made from t)ie' landf^ie- 
longing to ihq crown, the holders of which «ontribat«^ 
not only tb the support of the troops, but of the 
clergy and civil officers. The estates are called 
Henimaps, and divided into rottes; each rotte is 
charged in a settled proportion ^ the most valuable 
with the support of cavalry, the others with that of 
infantry. The men, thus selected frqjq^the vexy 
heart of the peasantry, are almost always healthy, 
•tout, and well proportioned. In war and in peace, 
the crown landholders are compellable gratuitousljr 
to transport these levies and their baggage to their 
respective regimeiits, and to allot a cottage and bam, 
a small portion of ground, and to cultivate it daring 
the absence of the soldier upon the service of govern- 
ment, for the support of his family, and also to sup- 
ply him with a coarse suit of clothes, two pair of 
shoes, and a small yearly stipend* Id peace, where 
the districts adjoin, the soldiers assemble by compa- 
nies every Sunday after divine worship, to be exer- 
cised by their officers and Serjeants. Before and af^ 
ter harvest,' the regiment is drawn out and encamped 
in its district for three weeks. In every third or 
fourth year, encampments of several regiments to- 
gether are formed iu some province, which is gene- 
rally the centre of many districts j and during the^est 
of their time, these martial husbandmen^ who are 
enrolled for life, are permitted to work as labourers 
for the landholder, at the usual price of labour. Sucli 
is a buef abstract of the manner in which this great 
constitutional force, ** this cheap defence of nations,** 
is organized. ' 

Upon our return from the review, we were much 
gratified with seeing the gun- boats from the Ad- 
miralty Isle manoeuvre. These vessels are used upon 
the fake Maeler, amongst the rocks and on the coast 
of Finland; but are mcapable of weathering high seas 
or strong winds: some of them are of funy-lbar oars, 
and carry twenty-four pounders iu their bow. 



• jAItbotigB it was the twenty-eighth of June, it waft 
•6 drilly, that i began to gfve credit to a rsmark that 
tf e north has two winters, a white and a green one, W* 
now prepiired to make a little exeursion to Upsala, 
aod the mines of Danmora> distant about eighty«five 
'English miles: for this expedition we hired a little 
^t^phaeton for one {xlote and sixteen skillings p^r 
day: tliis vehicle required only two horses, and was 
well adapted to the cross roads. The prevailing 
carriage, used by the respectable part of the inhabit- 
ants, is a gig, with a small seat behind for a servant, 
who at a distance appears to be holding by the queue 
of his master^ and has altogether a very whimsical 
effect. • 

The traveller, whose time is not limited, woaM 
io well to visit the founderies of Sahlahutta, tho 
dlvor mines of Sahlberg and of* Herstenbotten | 
AfVestad, where the copper is refined; Norberg^ 
lemarkable for its very curious mmeral productions f 
Fahluo, the capital of the heroic Delecarltans, tbo 
famous silver mine? of Kopparberg, tke cataracts o{ 
Elfscarleby, Mr, Grill's ancnor-forge at Suderforsi 
at all which places, as well as at Danmora, the natural 
treasure and phenomena of Sweden are displayed in 
&e most interesting and sublime manner. To se- 
cure admission to most of these places, it will b© 
advisable to procure letters of introduction to tho 
proprietors or inspettors. Pressed, as I have before 
•tated myself to have been for tinae, my election fell , 
upon the mines of IkaamoKB, and a visit t9 



The country through which we passed* with out 
accustomed celerity, was rather rich and picturesque, 
and in many parts abounded with corn-fields $ but ai 
we approached Upsala, and afterwards Danmora, tho 
scenery became bleak and dreary. The first evening 
We slept at Upsala, and very early the next motning 
proceeded to Danmora, where we arrived in time to 
kear the blowing of tho rock* which commeacet 



%v&ry day at twelve o'cJock pt«ei9eljr, As m^^% 
looking down the principal month of the <nlne/ 
which presented a vast arfd frigbtftil gtiif, doei^g^ib 
impenetrable darkness, our ekn were assailed by ai» 
deep-toned thunder of theexplosion below, which roUed 
through the vast and gloomy caverns of this prc^ouni 
abyss in sounds the most awful and subiitde: ittk 
quently large masses of rock arc thrown out by the vk>^ 
lence of the discharge. In these mighty exoavations, 
the hand of man has toiled for three centuries. Thefa 
mines produce a vast quantity of ore of a superior 
quality, much used in the British steel manufactories. 
The hydraulic machiner}'^ by which the mines ars' 
kept dry, move a chain of six thousand feet, wincbr 
after drawing the water from^ the mine, ^cea k 
through an aqueduct of five thousand feet; thii 
mine is called the Peru of Sweden. From the minei 
we proceeded to Mr. Tanner's forges at Osterbjr, 
about one English mile ofi; where one Chousahd 
persona are employed : 

■■ ' ^ Bath'd in thejaborious drop 

X)f painful industry. 

The ore, as it comes from the mine, is piled upon 
layers of fir, and partially melted: it is then pounded 
by vast hammers moved by water, and afterwarda 
liquefied in a^furnace of charcoal, whence it runs iuto 
a long mould of sand, where, as soon as it hardens. 
It is drawn out and laid in piles in the open ale 
These enormous rough pieops are again melied, and 
beaten into bars for exportation. 

The town of Osterby is small, but neat, and prhi^ 
cipaUy inhabited by persons who have concerns in the 
mines. At the inn, which is very pretty and romaib- 
tic, we fared. sumptuously upon strumlins and a cock 
of the wpods, that had been preserved in butter > 
and, after a hearty repast, returned to Upsala. This 
town, which is an archiepiscopal see, and one of the 
most ancient christian establishments in Swe^a, 
stands in a vast plain, io^which thei genital ^chaiaG|er 
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d'birreiiQess i» occasiooally relieved by soine few 
oorn^ekU aod partial spots of meadow. Some of 
tbe private dwelki^t and the cottages are handsome^ 
aod are generally stuccoed and stained of a yellow 
(ohmr ; bat tbe ntajority of houses are composed of 
ircod, painted red, and have behind them little' 
gardens 6Ued wit^ apple and other fruit trees. The 
river Sala» which 'Communicates, with , the Maeler> 
divides the town. I never saw the grass so high 
aodso green upon the roofs of the houses as here. 

Upon looking from my bed-room window at the inn, 
I could not distinguish several of them from the green 
Wll on whose summit the ancient palace stands. 
Upon entering the court gate of this edilice, which i» 
of brick, and has at one angle a large round tower, 
with a copper cupola, a number of baggage pairiages 
ifere preparing to follow the Duke of Sudcrmania^ 
(t^ King's uncle, and, during bis minority, the Regent 
of Sweden), who had left the apartments which he 
has here the day before, to join his reginient. i 

The cathedral is a prodigious unwieldy pile of 
brick, with two square towers at the west end, in 
the Gothic style, which have been recently decorated 
^Mi 2L Doric architrave, and surmounted by two cu- 
polas of copper, supported by Doric pillars of iron, 
lo contemplating such a heterogeneous mixture of 
aichitecture, in. a spot dedicated to the sciences, I 
oonkl scarcely give credit to the evidence of my eyes 5 
but the worst wine is always drank in the vineyard. 
The present cathedral is erected upon the scite ot'tho 
ancient one, which was burnt down about one hun- 
dfed and fifty years since." Thef interior is handsome^ 
and is adorned with a magnificent organ, which was 
paring when we entered, and poured fo?th some of 
the most powerful tones 1 ev^r heard. As 1 was 
kK)kiDg upon the ground, I found that I was standing 
opon the slab that covered the ashes of the immortal 
liiMraeQs> and his son,, as appealed by tbe ^9lJiowing 
limpb aikd Tery inade^oatd ioscpftioo;

The affectionate reverence of the pupib of this ^Tif^ 
fioguhhed Expounder of nature^ and the powers of 
bis celebrated friend, SergelU have endeavoured ^ 
supply the humility of the preceding tribute, by rais^ 
ing in a little recess^ a monument of Swedish por- 
phyry, supporting a large medallion of the head -of 
the illustrious naturalist, which is said to be mi ad^ 
airable likeness of him; under it is the followiug 
plain inscription :

His spirit stitt 
seems to pervade and consecrate this celebrated spot 
The traveller hears every remaik enriched with the 
name of Linnaeus. '^ There," said a Swede, with a 
•mile of national pride and aaeye of delight, '* Is tbe 
house in which he lived, and there the garden and 
bower in which he studied ; over these fields he used 
to fly, when the sun refreshed them with his earliest 
beam, attended by a nuinerous body of .affectiouate 
•tudenUu to explore the beauties, and unfold, with 
the ey« of a subordinate Frovidence^ .the secrets af

In a private chapel tatbifl^ qathedral is* the tomb of 
idle glorious Gustft?tts \^aAi whoae effigy is placed 
between that of bistwowives^ Catherine and Mar-> 
garet; and in another, that of the Stures, whom I 
Have before mentioned ; the Latin inscription upon

4^ m» proceoded to the college of botany and its 
gardens, it was siogiilair t» s«e the professors of phi* 
Igsopby booted. £very thing in Sweden is perform^ 
in boots: at sooft as a child oan walk he is booted | 
periiaps the cheapness 'of leather may ^ the.«au#e (£ 
this. The college was erected under the auspice^ of 
the late king, with his accustomed taste and magni- 
ficence. Monsieur Aftzelius, professor of chemistry, 
and who presides over the cdDiact of mineralogies, 
attended us with great politeness. This gentleman 
iuis lately returned to Sweden from a very interesting 
and perilous investigation of th& natural history of 
the inteiior of Africa, and has enriched the depart- 
ment ov:er which he ably presides, with several rare 
and precious objects, which he brought from that 
odantry. His mineral collection is much esteemed^ 
but I confess my inability to describe it. 

Although unacquainted with botany, I w^ muck 
gratified by seeing one of the rooms, in. which there 
were some beautiful and flourishing date and plane 
trees, bedded in fine mould, and several rare plants 
from the South Se^ islands, growing against a greea 
treillage that ran on all sides of the apartment, which 
Vas fqriped into walks, and hada yery agreeable effect. 
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Tfie Ii0l*lt9p8c« which is just fioished^ is a mc^ni*^ 
ficent hall, supported by Doric pillars, ao4 .^hicb^ 
when finished^ will be warmed by fourteen stoves 
^nioe flues, conceded tn the columns. There were 
no plants here at this tinie. The room for the museum 
\f alio not yet completed ; the design is excellent, Tb« 
lecture^room is large and handsome, and opens into 
that part of the garden which is finished and ready 
for the students^ under a portico of pestum columns* 
The plants in this garden are arranged agreeably to 
the plan and classification of Linnaeus, and afibrd na 
doubt a rich mental banquet for the erudite herbalist. 
Th^ library of the university is not now thought de* 
serving of the high reputation which was once affixed 
to it : it is dinded into three apartments, the first is de^ 
dicated to bellea^ettres, history, and natural history | 
the second is miscellaneous, and wa» presented to tbo 
university by the late king $ and the third is confined 
to theology, jurisprudence, and medicine. This li« 
brary has been alimented at variotis times by the 
literary coUections of those countries which have 
bowed to the Swedish sword. The librarian, who 
had lived some years With Sir Joseph Banks in- that 
capacity, dtiewed us a very precious manuscript of a 
Gothic translation of the four gospels, supposed to 
have been made in the fourth century, upon vellum,, 
richly illuminated with large silver and some goklQi^ 
letters, which have been made by the brush: the 
former are faded, but tlie latter are in excellent pre* 
servation. This book formed a part of the literary 
pillage of Pkague, in 1648, and was sent to Christin* 
by 0>unt Konigsmark; hom that princess it was piU 
£6ted by a Dutchman, upon whose death it was pur-* 
chased for 250L by some good patriotic Swede, and 
Ipresented to the university. 

In a small room in the library we saw a large chest, 
about the size of a busaau bedstead, double locked 
and (Sealed, containing the maauscrtpts of the lat# 
king, which he greeted skouM not be opened tiU 
fifty years after bis decease^ Coii^ecUu^ and expec* 
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Mba frequently hoter over tbis case, irfit^ "vili/Do ^ 
doubt/^'QDe day ^nfbld to Sweden inaich ixit^^thig 
memoir^ and literary treasure. Here we ^ere sbewn 
some f celandic manuscripts, said to be upwards of eigbt > 
hoQdred years old« and several Lapland tracts.' How 
wonderful^ that literature should have livedo aud^vea 
Mailed, in regions Which the sun rarely warms ! 

The students amount to about one thousand, lodge 
a&d board themselves according to their finances and 
inclinatioDS in the town: in general they wear a 
Mack go,wn without sleeves. 

The population of Sw^iden, 'inducMng Finhind, in 
rapidly increasing; it is at present ascertained to ex* 
e^ three roillioais. The revenues of Sweden arise 
imm the poll-tax^ about one shillings and' three-pence 
each person, with certain exceptions; roy»de« 
Boesnes^ windows, horses, equipages, supernumerary^ 
servants. Watches, tobacco, snufj^^ntiea on exports 
Md imports dnd distilled spirits, on mIniBS and ibrges, 
put of the great tythes, deductions from salaries^ 
pensions, and places, and monopdy of salt-petre. 
lie hening Ashery is said to be much on Uie dedtee. 
We found every tfiing, except doth, very cheap in 
Sweden. 

Hie Stvedish peasimtry are certainly not so merd- 
fiil to their horses as their neighbours the Danes r 
Imt provident and generous nature, who, foreseeing "■ 
the cruelty of man towards the poor ass, arnoed his 
tides with the toughest hide, made his temper pa- 
tient, ^nd taught him to feed contente^y upon the . 
thistle, seems to have fortified the Swedish post-horse 
against hardships and neglect. I have frequently 
seen tbis poor animal, after he has brought us to the 
end of a long station, left to stand in the road, re- 
freshed only now and then by some little bits of hard 
bread, broken from a circle which the ^iver gene- 
rally wean slung over his shoulders. During this 
excursion, as well as on our first progress through, 
tjie country, my ear was frequently delighted by the^ 
Strong resemblance between, and even identity o( the 
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SMredisk atii S^ish languages, as in th^folAaninng 
vof^: god dag, good day 3 farvel, farewell ; elkr, 
*^^$ E0> &^f ▼^> wellf hott, hat 5 loiig> long; 
«la, eat; fisk, fisb^ peppar, pe^^r^ salt, sdt; vinn, 
wine; llten, little 5 tvo, two 5 go oat, go out; 
ilreani, river ^ rod, red, kc. &c. 

The Swedish langnage, which is derired from ibm 
Gothic, has two different pronunciations; one im 
which every letter in a word is heard just as it ia writ- 
tan, such as it is used in the various branches e€ 
oratory 3 the other, established by custom for com- 
mon c»e, has many abbreviations, and, in, many in- 
fiances, I was informed by an intelligent Swede, de^ 
viates fiom the rules of grammar. The language is 
yny ionoFoas: it places, as does the DuoMb, th* 
article at the end of the nouns, as in the mostandeiit 
tenguages, contrary to the £nglish and Germaii> aa 
the man, der man : Swedish, mannen. 

Some of the national songs are said to 1^ ver^ 
aweetj and breathe the true spirit of poetry. Amongst' 
their modem poets, they speak with great raptura of 
Dalin; and amongst their ancient of Stiemhi^m^ 
who fioori^had in the reign of Gastavus Adolphas, 
and, wonderlul to relate, was the greatest mathenaa- 
^lan and poet oi his age. Perhaps it was the life of 
that singukr man that suggested that whimsical sati- 
Tical poem, *' Tb9 Loves of the Triangles.** 

The higher orders of the Swedes are highly txHttU 
▼ated, well informed, and accomplished. In conse- 
quence oi every parish having a public schoc^, almost 
every peasapt can read, and many of the sons of the 
peasants are s^:it from these schools to the coU^es 
at Upsala. 

Upon vtstting the principal prison, the rooms ap- 
peared to me to be too small and close, were much 
too crowded with prisoners, and the healthy and the 
sick were confined together. The prisoners were 
Bot compelled to work as in Cc^nhagen, to which 
aircumskance^ and the praoedlag causes, their sallow 
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iooktms^ be attributable : they are permitted to take 
the air onlj for a short time in the coart-^jrard twice 
in the daf. I was shocked to see a b«: of iron> m 
Umg and as thick as a great kitchen poker^ rivetted 
to each man's leg, and which;, to enable him to move, 
he was obliged to preserve in a horizontal position, 
hy a cord fastened to the end of it, and suspended 
irom his waist. The women were confin^- in a 
separate division of the building: they were not ironed, 
bat their cells were too close and crowded; and 
they were also permitted to live in indolence. 

As it is attended with the least trouble and ex- 
fience to cross the gulf of Bothnia to Abo, by pro- 
ceeding from Stockholm up the Baltic, we hired half 
a packet, the other half being engaged, for fifteen 
lix-dollars. The distance from Stockholm to Abo is 
about three hundred and fifteen English miles. The 
vessels, which are hired upon these occasions, are 
siogle-noasted, and resemble a shallop with a raised 
deck, and a pink or sharp stern, Ijvhlch is much lower 
than the fore part, and is frequently under water : 
they cannot live long in rough weather. 

At five o'clock in the evening of the sixth of July, 
with very little wind, we slowly withdrew from 
Stockholm. Before night we were completely be- 
calmed ; our captain rowed us up to a rock, and 
throwing Out a gang-board, tied the vessel to a fir- 
tree for the night. Here we landed, and ascended 
the rocks, which, sparingly clothed with grey iposs, 
rose froni the water's edge in the most grand, roman^ 
tic, and picturesque disorder. Before us the rich 
crimson suifuaioo of the sun, just sunk behind a dark 
andulating line of fir forests, gave at once tranquillity 
and toneto the lake- appearance of this arm of the 
feiUic, which was enlivened by the white-laggbg 
sails of a few boats, that on the opposite side softly 
and slowly crept through the deep shadows of the 
shores, crowned with the woods of Liston-cottagej 
whilst in th&jKmth, the tower gf Si, C^tberine*^^ 
h3 
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monntcidiiJKMi her airy- nmunk, tiie houa^, Uie pa* 
hce, and the spins, seemod eon^osed of light dcxid 
and mist. The silence of this delicious repoae of 
nature was only family iNToken by the dashing of the 
our, and the' carol of the distant boatmen 5 in thm 
lai^g^utas of the divine Miltim :

Seated upon a rock, we for a long time contemplated 
this exquisite scen^, till at length the calls of sleep 
induced us to descend into our cabin, where our acr 
coipmodations were very comfortable. With the 
iun, which was an early riser, we unmoored, and 
advanced but very slowly ; as we proceeded, mftery 
in a new shape presented itself. From a wretched 
hovel, upon one of the islands which becan to ap- 
pear in dusters, hanging over the edge ot the water, 
and ready to drop into it, an old man In rags, mid 
nearly blind, put off in a lif tie crazy boat, ami row- 
ing^ towards us implored our charity in the most 
touching manner, and seemed very grateful for the 
trifle we gave him. ' 

In the evening, having made but little way, th^ 
master again moored the vessel to another island for 
the night ; as i found was the custom, on account of 
the danger and difficulty of the navigatio9. This 
island was indeed a most enchanting scene ; upon its 
romantic summit of grey rock we tbund a little cbt- 
tage, embowered in trees of fir, ash, and ekier, dial 
might well be called '* the peasant's nest." A flish- 
erman, his aged mother, his wife, and his children^ 
formed the population of this beautiful spot. A litdo 
field of grass, in which a cow was grazing, another of 
com, a garden, and th^ waters or the Baltic, which 
•gam resembled a lake^ supplied them with di tfaeii

upon hearing that we wished to hare some sapper, 
the fisherman, with a countenance of health and 
gaiety, descended into a little creek, where his boats 
were moored, for some perch, confined in a wicker 
well in the water, whilst his young wife, whp had a 
pair of very sweet expressive eyes, laid a cloth in a 
detached room facing the cottage. Whilst supper waa 
preparing I rambled over this little paradise. Night 
came on, and all the beauties of the preceding even- 
ing, urith some variety of new forms^ returned; the 
saqw bright bespangled heaven ! the sume eereUity 5 
the .same silence! yielding only to the uQceiisiag 
rippling of a little stream of rpck water, to which, as 
it gushed from a bed of long moss, anil aa our fair 
hostess presented her pitcher, thriftily fenced with 
wicker, might be applied the beautiful inacnptiou of 
Bosquillon, on the fountain in tlie str^t of Notre 
Dame des Victoires ia Paris:

About two English miles before 19^ TeacbedAbo, we 
entered |f Tery narrow channel, not abo?e forty leet 
wide, which was marked oat by piles, not ^ide 
enough to adn^t'of large vessels, which' are oUiged 
to moor a little before the entrance of at. O0 the 
left we passed by the castle, built of brick stuccoed : 
it is very ancient, and has a very picturesque appesN 
ance, and was once the prison o( the bloody Brie IV./ 
but is now a garrison. A little further on thesatsS 
tide is the house of the gallant Admiral Steddynfc, 
who in the last reign displayed distinguished skill aod 
bravery, in several engagements with the Eussi^s, 
and who has the connnand' of the gun-boats, whicb 
are ranged in a long line of boat-houses near his resi^ 
dence. It is a matter worthy of observation, particu- 
larly at this period, that the gun-boats used is the 
naval conflicts between, Russia and ^Sweden with so 
much effect, originally suggested to France the idea 
of using them against this country. 

£eyond the boat-houses is the custom-house, from 
whence an officer came on board, and proceeded Up 
the river with us to the ' town, which, with the cathe- 
dral, now presented the appearance of a large and 
populous city. We sopn reached the quay, and^vcry 
gladly landed in the capital of Swedish Finlaftd. 

In our inn yard I beheld the first indication of oar 
being 111 the neighbourhcijd of Russia, in a clumsy 
kibiika, the ordinary carriage of that country; and 
which was here ej^posed for sale.. It is a^sm^ll .cart, 
-very much resembling a cradle, round at the bottom, 
about hve f^et long, and in which two persons can sit 
or lie, the latter is the usual posture, and wtio arefrt* 
tected from the- weather by a semicircular tiiti 9jp^

At dinner wo 
had sQOie delicious wild strawberries^ the first fimift 
ihst we had tasted for the jrear. 

Abo is situated upon a point of land where the gMk 
t£ Fioiaod and Bodinia unite^ is a brge town, and 
carries on 41 tolerable commerce. Many of the botisea 
are handsome : they are mostly built of wood, bc^ 
lorac are q( biick stuccoed, and the inhabitants ar« 
nid to exceed ten thousand. The fir of Finland it 
ipperior to that of any other part of Sweden^ and pas* 
tinlarly preferred for boildiag : great quantities ^it 
ite ittmoallty sent^firom Abo to Stockholm. The ca# 
AoM itf « very ancient masty pile of brick, display* 
ing DO attrgctioQa to the eye; and the gloom of th« 
iotinor is augmented by a tiaitaroQa representation of 
dnpory in bloe, upon a leaden-coloured ground: it 
contains the tombs of many tllustriout fitmlliM^ 
ftristiiia, whao with all her levities was a learned 
vomao, and the man^cent fiiend of learning, en« 
dowed antmtvtsrsity here, which has a library contain* 
iog ten thousand indifferent volumes : the former it 
not in a fiourisbing condition^ and the latter worthy 
tf little notice. We ascended the craggy rocks im* 
pending over one side -of the town, which, with the 
windings of the Aura, and occasional glimpses of tbo 
gslf of Finland, shining through the openings of thos« 
dark forests that cover its shores on this side, present* 
ed a somewhat interesting, but sombre prospect. 

As we proceeded, the face of the country began to 
ondolate; we observed that the houses were con* 
ttracted of fir trees rudely squared by the axe, and 
bid, with a little moss between, upon each other, tho 
ends of which, instead of being cut off, are generally 
left projdktiDg beyond the sides of the building, 9n4 
luive a most savage and slovenly appearance. Tho 
{Oof is also of fir, tometimes stainedood) the wiai»

weather, andaonojoed us beyond iroaginatioli. Thtf 
wet the musquitos and^piagne of thenorth; No ode; 
but thos»who have mxS^ced, could brieve tiieivi ^:a« 
I^Ue of :pioducing so aouoh, torment; 

One night we ipot up^atMjolbollsted, a soUtitfy 
](Q9t-boBsr in the nnidst of ,a gloonay forest c^'lfitv 
^plndi lay upon the bofdsrs of an^mlof the gulfof 
I'kdand; The post^^roaster ushered ^us into a l^tie 
Hole in a wooden* shed: t>pposite to. the pc^t-^hous^i 
the latter being: oocopied by Us family. We bad th^ 
conaolatiois tif fiadiQg:that we had the |dace to otu> 
aciveayfrom whicb we could never have expected to 
dtoerge> if> Jic^withstanding the treachery df our vor<r 
bode aome time before, we had not formed a high 
Qf^nion of Swedi^ morality. Tbe windows, which 
jbc^ed mto the^^th Of the forest, were as immove- 
able as the building s this was .somewhat satisfactom 
It is always a pka^t thing to strengthen favourable 
impressions with judicious precautions. The sides of 
the mom^ware completely encrusted with Hies, who

A3 the i^try fun was flaming in the meridian, w# 
^tt9ed ^ large portion of a forest on fire. This cir* 
c^niBtance* was not the dSset x>f accident nor of a 
iiaturalr caQse, whkh in these regions is frequently 
ibUowed by the soost direful consequences^ and to 
^ich I shall have occasion to allude hereafter. Bf 
tome smart touches of the whip, we saved our ser* 
vaot, horses and carriage, irom being a little toasted 
en one side. What we saw arose from thefarmeA 
bearing the ground, who coniioe the flames to the 
proper boundary by making an interval of felled trees* 
In the evening we passed by, at some distance, ano- 
ther forest which was in the same predicament, atHi 
had a very sublime and novel e0ect. 
., Tbecountry about Borgo,a gar H 8o n town rooit miser* 
ably paved, and where oqr passports were demanded, ii 
Dsdutating and fertile, but the cottages in that part of 
Swedish Fioland are very miserable, and thepeaantrf 
wretchedly 'clpi)iad' Tbe.aMn, the women, and tfa« 
children, had no ^tber covering than ragged shirts | 
although the sun was too intense to induce any one to 
pitj them on account of their exposure to the weather, 
yet their appearance was that of eztieme penury. 
The r^ads were slili esceilent, and enabled us tn prou 
Qe«4 wi^ our accustomed velocity. The time did 
ngi admit of* our attempting to see the celebrated 
Swedish fortress of Sveaborg, which occupies sfven 
isbnds ki the gulf of Finland, and is capable of pro* 
tactiAg the fleets of Sweden against the Russians* 
T^ b«Ueries^ basons, and docks, aret>f hewn granite, 
aod^s^id Ko be stupendous. I was reconciled afters 
wrds to nay not having attempted to see this plfloe,as 
I ^und some £ngliflh travellers of great respecubility 
WAret.Abtmt tftis imaefefused permts«ion to view it, 
aa^ttmt vx>^ wjtb,9ome degree of rudeness. 



About three milei Irom Louisa, another gttxim 
town, we reached the frontiers <^ Sweden, and in a 
custom and guard house beheld the last recnaintof 
that country. A Swedish sddier raided the cross harv 
auch as I described in Denmark ) we passed over a 
bridge which cresses a branch of the river KjmiHi^ 
imd divides Sweden from Kussia. The exduaive right 
of painting this little bridge, had very nearly inflamod 
these rival nations to the renewal of all those horrors, 
which have so long and so prodigally wasted the 
blood and treasure of both countries. 

Russia has exercised the privilege of her brush witk 
m vengeance, not only upon her half of this ssid 
bridge, but upon all ner public buildings, which ske 
,|ias distinguished by a magpye cc^ur. This predi* 
lection. b said to have arisen from the result c^the 
late unfortunate Emperor's reflections upon maa* 
kind, whom he arrai^ed under two classes, thegdod 
and the bad, thinking np doubt with tins Spa&isb 

Coverb, that heaven will be filled with those w|^ 
TO done good actions, and hell with those who ia- 
'^ended to do them, and accordingly he ordered the . 
^onta of all public railings, offices, &c, to be str^edi 
with white and black. 

We now began to reckon our stations by versts : a 
Terst is about three quarters of an English mile, and is 
marked upcm a post, painted like the bridge, some- 
what retiembling, only that the verst-post is squase 
•nd much taller, a barber's pole. The rapidity cS^em 
travelling, and the,frequent appearance of these me- 
morials €>f our velocity, were the only cheering cir- 
cumsiances that we met with. Upon the road we 
saw several peasants bare-beaded, cropped, fair, with 
shorn beards, and booted. We met with little or nO 
delay for horses : the peasant, to whom they belonged, 
attended us to take them back. After passing 
t'ltfHiL-b a country the most wretched and rociy im- 
aginable, a cimntry formerly wrested by the Russians 
from the Swedes^ in which the gloomy steiilkj of nature

niseis, fomed for holding two persons, who sit 
fldavays/ with their badu towards each other, iipoB 
t.«tofied seat, firequently made of satin: the drrver 
V9I9 a long beard (whi^h we now began to seat 
apoa every rustic face), a large coarse brown coat^ 
^enecL round the middle by a red sash, was booted^ 
aid aat in front, close to the horses' heels, whos0 
pKe was, as is nsoal in Russia, a lull trot. 

Travelling is very cheap in Russian Finland; w# 
pnd only two copecs for each horse per verst, excepti 
£w4be last post to Pert^rsburg, when we paid, wrm 
QopecB. In Russian Finland the eomfort oi amndh^ 
i^ ftvaitt-courier to order horses ceiMft.

V We found Wibourg, tlie capital of Hussian Ftnhlaii,- 
H large handsome fortified town» ^tui a place of ctxSr 
ftiderable con)merce» which has been much impr&ved 
aince the terrible fire which happeoed in i79^* As it wmf 
Sunday when we arrived, I visited the Greek cboDcii^ 
vhich stands in the comer of the area where -4W 
parade is held, and is an elegant struct nie -oi wckid, 
painted light yellow and >\'hite, with a roof amd 
dome of copper, paii^ted green. It had a very ^ Hglat 
and pleasing e^ect. Every Russian, bfttov^ he asaeii4« 
qd tiie ^teps which led to the door, taisc^-^ ins 
eyes to aiittle picture c^ the Virgin, h&ed to the>eorw> 
sice, and having uncovered his head, inclined iw«- 
body, and crossed hiuoself with his thumb 8adfbir&«* 
^nger. The Virgin was framed and decorated w^ith 
« projecting hood of silver. If she bad JK>t beew ps^^ 
duced by, the coarse and crazy . imagination jof <k&. 
painter, it migh| have been supposed that one. of ilai^ 
nynpphs, which we saw between Fredericiishafia^aBd? 
tills place, had sat for, the uiodeK She was^brune^de^ 
Qf the. deepest mahogany/ and bore no reseaibliiijqe* 
whatever to any branch of \randyke*a holy faaulyr^, .

and seats, are proscribed* Even the Emperor, utm^^

13 sever permitted to enter, for reasons that an un* 
tnveOed lover would wonder to hear, without caring- 
hf, and which* I leave to the ladies to discover. Th^r 
piiest alwaya assumes his - pontificals in this place^: 
iNwlst it constitutes a part of the privileges of a bishop* 
t|> fDte in the body of the charcli. The sacerdotal* 
habit was made of costly sili^ and rich gold lace ; andt 
die wearer, who appeared to be in the very bloom o4 
life, prescjited the most mild, expressive, evangelical; 
cipttnteoailce 1 ever beheld, something resembling 
tte beat portraits of our Charles I. j his auburn beard-. 
wm of great length, fell gracefully over his vest, and- 
tapered to a point. Seen, as I saw him, under the, 
^our of a descending light, he was altogether a no-- 
hie study for a painter. After reading the ritual in a 
low* voic^, durii^ which his auditory crossed them-, 
sehFies, and one man near me, in a long and apparently; 
penitential gown of sackcloth, repeatedly touched the', 
basement with his head : the congregation sung int 
lecitaUve, and with their manly voices produced a 
fine efcct. Thia will suffice for a, description of^hei

Tbe following day after leaving Wtboufg, ^^im behs^ 
ifie ihining cupola and spires of P^ersbur^, about ten 
♦ertts from us, just rising abofc a long^diiili inie g£^t 
Mbrest^ At twelve o'clock we reached tbe barrter, 
t pltirt lofty arch of brick, stuccoed white, from eaicb 
fide of which a paitsado ran, part of the Hoes <€ tfai» 
i^ast city. A fak complexiooed cossac of the I3«ptt»* 
Jkibited in a pyramidal red velvet cap, short sc^olet 
doak, with a belt of pistols, a light iuzee slung across 
his shoulders, and a iong elastic spear in his bioid, 
mounted upon a little miserable btgh-4)oned iuick, 
^s ordered to attend us to the governor of the city^ 
fmd with this garde^ d'honneur we posted through 
the vast suburbs of Wibourg, and at length ascend^ 
the Emperor's bridge of pontoons or barge* ; here tbb 
ilH)st magnificent and gorgeous spectacle bursi tipoa 
me, and For a time overwhelmed me with amazeinetit 
ajbd admiration. 

The sky was cloudless^ the Neva of a brilHatit bluey 
dear, and nearly asbroad as the Thathes at Westmiv^ 
ster-bridge; it flowed majestically along, . bearing ««i' 
its bolK>ro the most picaresque vessels and splendiii 
pleasure-barges } as the eye rapidly travelled tip mYd 
down this glorious river, adorned with stupendous 
embankments of granite, it beheld its sides Ifhed witk 
palaces, stately buildings, and gardens^ whilst at a 
distance arose green cupolas, and the lofty splits of 
the Greek churches covered with ducat gold, aod 
glittering in the son. Jnnmedi«teiy b^ore us extend* 
i«d tke m^n^cent r^Uing of ^ sfimmer g^e^m. 



wWi-itt coltwnns and vaies of granlte> amalc^e^ 
work of imperial taste iind sfrfendor. 

In th^ capacious streets of this marvellous city, w» 
Passed througb crowds of carriages dra«rn b/ four 
horses at length, ffnd a variety of rich equipages, an* 
of people from all parts of the worM, in their variodt 
md motfey costume. At the govenK>r's ottice we pre* 
sented our passports, and the cossac lelt m, Tiia 
6»iacs have a curious appearance upon their littje 
stmbby horses, which have the reputation, however, 
of being remarkably fleet and hardy , their rider* 
bold their spear, which is from fifteen to eighteen 
feftlong, vertically resting upon their stirrup. It iy 
Bid tliaf ehey have tlie faculty of calculating, from th& 
appearance of trodden grass, the number of ratn ancj 
rfcnttle that have passed over it, and even to ascer-* 
tain the period of their passing. Tho cossacs ara- ' 
never trained to attack in squadrons: they are always; 
pia:ed in the rear of the army, and act only in a de- 
stdtory manner, upon the retreat of dn enemy. Afe' 
the |overnor's we were questioned by the officer* 
ttpon duty, as tt) our motives of travelling, names,* 
&c. &c. a description of his room will serve to give ft* 
gcnenil idea of the arrangements which constantly' 
occur in tlie Russian huuses : the apartment was di-*« 
viled by a partition 6{ wood, of about three- fourths of 
tbe height of the room, indented at the top and or-' 
namented with little crescents; behind this sCreea 
was his bed, and in a corner, suspended near the top. 
rfthe ceiling, was the framed and glazed picture of. 
Ks suiait, before which a lamp was burning; th*s' 
economy of space gave him the convenience of twoj 
rooms. 

Amidst the tumult of ideas w!*ich the scenes 
around ua excited, we drove intothey.ird of Demouth*^ 
lM)tel,*I believe the best in Petersburg; it is kept by 
sotnfe' civil Germans, and stands on the side of the 
Moika, a beautitul canal, haying a rich iron railing and 
an embankment of granite'. It may be as well now

statue of Peter the Great. All the world has h^a4 
«f this colossal compliment paid by the^ muni^ 
fence of Catherine II. and ibe genius of Falconet, io^ 
^he memory of that wonderful man, who elevated 
lifluscovy to the rank of an European empirS. Filled 
#$ I was with the admiration of this glorious work 
gf art,*I could not help regretting that the artist bad 
no much reduced and polished the granil^ roc)^ 
Ybich, with great jgrandeur o^onception^ forms the 
pedestal of the statue. The horse, in the act of 
^scendip^ ' its acclivity, is intended to illustrate thft 
4iiiicultieH whi<;b Peter had to encounter in civilizing 
his ujicnlightened people. Had this rock retained 
^ si^ and shape which it bore when, as if propelle4 
^y some vast convulsion of nature, it hrst occunied 
ijs present place, with only a few of its asperities 
l^OKkved, it would bavc^ increased the ^dignity and 
eixpression of th^ hprse and his rider, and would have 
astonished every beholder with a stupendous evidence 
^ toil and eoterprize, which, since the suWcr&iou of 
the Roman empire, has no parallel. A genilenian 
^ho saw this rock in Carelia, before its renooval, di&# 
f^ribes it to ha^e been forty ^t lon^ twenty-two 
broad, and twenty -two high. It is. of granite and 
•qnyx, and has a mixture of white, black, an^ grey 
flouring; if I may judge of it by a seal ,^ which the 
learned Dr. Guthrie presented to rae, it is susceptible 
of a very fine poUsh. In ^\% monUis. the Jock was 
removed from its native bed to the spot wh^re it now

I was much struck with the prodigious length nmi 
breadth of the streets^ and with the magnitude aod 
loagnificence of the houses^ which are built in the 
Italian style of architecture^ of brick stuccoed, and 
stained to resemble stone. They are mostly of ibuf 
ytories, including tlie basement, in the centre g( 
ybich is generally a large carriage gate-wav: th(9 
roof slopes very gently, and is formed of sheets of cast 
iron or copper, painted red or green j and behin4 
there is a great yani, containing out^houses, and ice- 
hDU»(S> and immense stores of wood. The vaal 
Bunober also of cllariots, each of which was drawn by 
ipQt hor>«es, the leaders . at a great distance from the 
shaft horsey, very much augmented the effect The 
postiUiou is alfvimy^ a little boy, habit^ in a round hatj, 
jmd a long coarse coat, generally brown, fastened 
round the middle by a red sash, a^d^ strangely t^ 
versing the order of tilings, is always mounted on 
the otf horse, and carries his whip in his leiJt haiid.

'No bhe who hai remarked th€f'Rus»iaiv*wJth caifl- 
cbor, who judges from what he sets, sM nak ft^Wtl 
what he has heard or read, will hesrtate to prbno^nc^ 
him one of the best tempered creatures in the craa^ 
tbn. He will bear the curse and scorn, and frequently 
the blows of his superior, with tbildness. Reveng^ 
tlmost sanctioned by insults, nc$\^r maddens hit 
Uood5 and knowing, perhaps, how hard it is to 
saffer without resisting, he is scarcely ever seen t6 
strike tlie animal over which he has power. Hit 
horse is seldom propelled by any other influence^ than 
a few cherishing and cheerful sounds j if this itocoo- 
n^ement increases not his pace,, he does not/ heated 
with savage fury, dissect the wretched bea^t with the 
Bcourge, beat out an eye, or tear out the totigue; 
vo\ M patient driver begins to sing tohira, and the 
Busstans are all famous singers, as I shall hereafter 
tdl J if the charms of mtfsic have no Influence on bis 
tegs, he then begpns <o reason with him 5 '* You silly 
Mowt why don't you go on faster ? eome, get on;

'Wheu these simple children of nature address eadi 
dtber, it is always by the affectionate nanies of my fa- 
ther/ my loother, my brother, or my 8jster» according 
40 the age and sex of the party. To these gpod qu^ties 
of the heart let me add the favourable aftd maoily ap- 
pearance of the Russians, I meiui the proper Rjissiao: 
during nay stay in their residence I never law one 
man that was either lame or deforn^ed^ or 'wh^ 
•quioted, and they are remarkable for tlie beauty U 
their teeth. Their dre^s is. plain and simple, consist* 
u^ of a long coat of woollen cloth, reaching to tlM 
knees, and folding before, fastened round the o^iddk 
l^ a sash, into which his- thick leather gloves are 
generally tucked, and freqaently it holds his asc; 
bis drawers are of the same $tu6F with his coat, and 
Jtiis legs are usually covered with heaivy boots, or 
fwatbod round with hai^lages, for they scarcely ever 
^ear stockings, and for shoes be uses coarse sandals 
m^de of cloth and the mutt^ bark of linden or birch ; 
bis hair is always cropped: the dresa of the conomoa 
l^omep did not appear to me to vary much fron» that 
of our own females ^of the same degree ^ it coB»sted 
Of a tnni^, generally of some sbewy colour, with the 
sleeves of the shift appearing. The nailk-wonaen 
looked very well in this dressy and the matmer in 
which tliey carry an ashen bow, from the ends of 
jwhicli are suspended Utile jars covered with n^itted 
birch bark, resting upon one shoulder, gives thera 
an uncommonly graceful appearance. When the 
tf4de»meH*s wives go out, tbSey generally cover tbft 
Ion of their CHp% with. a large rich silk hmidkerchief, 
Wnich falls behludji thiis speared to be a veiy £ivour« 
ite decoration. 



fe'Ae streets I rarely ever sa>^ a ftAi^T^ atiove Ae 
lowest degree walking ; the very tnylor bestrides nig 
droslikd to take measure i^ his customer^ and even 
many of the- officers ride to the parade 5 this ns^ 
aise from the great extent of the city, and the di«- 
taDce which one place is from another. I]^ a gentleman 
Is seen on foot he is immediately considered to be an 
Englishman, who wishes to examine Xhe cityj pro- 
jected by this consideration, and this alone, he h 
regarded with tokens of courtesy, should a Russian 
nobleman of ^his acquaintance gallop by in his cha« 
riot and four. 

In the grand perspective, is the church of tho 

Mother of God, of Kazan, which, although an infe-' 

rior building, is, in religious estimation, the most 

considerable of the Greek churches, on account of 

its containing the figure of the Virgin. Upon all 

public occasions, the Emperor and court assist, with 

great splendor, in the celebration of divine worship^ 

here. Behind it was a vast pile of scaffolding, raised 

for the purpose of erecting a mngnificent metropolis 

tan church, in the room of the one which I have just 

^ named. This place of worship, when completed* 

will surpass in size and splendor ever)* other building 

in the residence ; and, , if I may judge from tho 

model, will be little inferior in magnitude and gran-' 

deur to our Saint Paurs. The Emperor has allotted 

an enormous sum for its completion : all the holy 

utensils are to be set with th<3 richest diamonds : even' 

tlie screen is to be studded with precious stonc^s. The 

scaflFoiding of this colossal temple is stupendous, and^ 

most ingeniously designed and executed, and would" 

a/nne be sufficient to prove the genius and iiidefa-' 

tigable laboUr of the Russiaus. Most of the masons* 

and bricklayers who were Engaged in raising the New < 

Kazan, as well as those who are to b^ seen embel-' 

lishing the dty, in other pa^ts, are boors from the 

proviuces. The axe constitutes the carpenter's bot' 

of tools : wlih that he p^rform^ alibis «ork. No on« ' 

• 3 
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f^sn obierve wiOx what admirable judgment, per^t^ 
cuity, and preciMon tliese untutored rastict worle, 
«od what graoeful ofa^ds rise from their micoaih 
bands^ wtthoot doing them the justice to say, that 
• tWy are not to be surpassed by the most fenced 
people in imkatk>n and Ingenuity. 

Strolling nearly to the end of the perspectite, t 
found myself iti the market-rplace, and saw lying near 
the great market* scales, the apparatus to which de» 
rmqu^pts at^ fastened, when they receive the punish^ 
ment of the knout, that terrible scourge which Peter 
the Great and the Empress Elizabeth were perpetu- 
idly raisit)g over the heads of their subjects, but 
which the mercy of the pres^it Emperor never, ex- 
cept for crimes of the deepest dye, permits to be 
exercised with fatal violence. The last man who 
perished by it, broke into the cottage of a family 
consisting of five persons, in a dark night, and 
butchered every one of them with a pole-axe. An 
dct of such wanton barbarity, and so alien to the 
character of the Aussian, did not fail toescdtethe 
highest sensations of horror. After a fair trial, the 
omrderer was twice knouted ; and, upon receiving , 
his last punishment, was, in the language, of the ^ 
Kussian executioner, ''finished," by receiving several 
ftlrokes of the thong dexterously applied to the lo'uis, 
^hich were thus cut open : the miserable wretch wat 
then raised, and the ligaments which united the nos- 
trik were terribly lacerated by pincers } but this latter 
part of his punishment, as I was informed by a gen-* 
tlemao who was present, created no additional pangs 
tp the sufiSbrer, for the last stroke of the scour^ fell 
xipotk ft biieathless body. When a criminal is going 
t» receive the knout, he has a pght, if he' chooses, io 
^Ipp at a certain kabac, and drink an allowance of 
liquor at the expense of government. 

The present Bmpress Dowager, though past the 
meridiim of beauty, exhibits very powerful traces of 
k«c havi^lMcp oiiMf oature*i| &voante&. Her com- 



[de^doB IS ytry fine, her face full, her ^es of ImzS 
fiBionr, sweet and expressive ; her person somewhat 
corpaient, but verj majestic. Her manners afe tn « 
|ieailiar degree, soft, benign, and captivating* She 
devotes herself to the education of the younger 
t»niiiches of her august family, to the superintendanot 
fod encouragement of benevdent institutions, and to 
M fery tasteftil cultivati(») of the arts. One of her 
pursuHs is somewhat singular ; she is an excellent 
medalist I have seen some of her works in this ele^ 
^ant branch of art, as well as some of her chasing ia 
gold, which do her great honoar. Her needle-work 
is also very beautiful, and must be admired even by 
tbose who have beheld the exquisite performances of 
aLinwood. 

The present Emperor Alexander is about 'twenty- 
nine years of age, his face is fall, very fair, and 
hb complexion pale ; his eyes blue, and expressive of 
that beneficent mildness which is one of the promi- 
nent features of his character. His person is tall, 
losty, and well-proportioned 5 but, being a little deaf) 
to ^cilitate his hearing, he stoops : his deportment h 
condesceiKling yet dignified In the discharge of hi$ 
august duties he displays great activity and^acutenesf, 
but without shew and bustle : the leading features d 
his miod are sound discretion and humanity, qualities 
which cannot foil to render an empire flourishing, 
and a people happy ! He is so much an enemy to 
^Fade> that he is frequently seen wrapped up in bis 
ivgimental cloak, riding about the capital alone, upon 
a tittle common droshka : in this manner he has been 
known to administer to the- wants of the poor. It ifi 
his wish, if he should be recognized in this state of 
privacy, that ik) one will take off then* bats 5 but the 
graciousness of his desire only puts the heart In th^ 
hand as it uncovers the head. I have many times 
seen him in a chariot, pferfbctly plain, of s dark oltve, 
drawn by four horses, driven .by a bearded coachman, 
a common little postiUion^ axid attonied by « single 
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iootmao. Soldiers are always upon the look-oat for 
biiP) tv give timely notice to the guard of his ap* 

S roach ; without this precaution it would be impossi- 
le, amidst the ciowd of carriages which i& tobe 
ceen in the residence, to pay him the honours due to 
his rank. The Emperor is very much attached to tbc 
English j nutnbers of whom have settled in the empire^ 
and have formed under the auspices of the government^ 
a sort of colony. The Emperor has often been heard 
to say that "The man within whose reach heaven bit 
placed the greatest materials for making life hap 
py, was, in his opinion^ an English country gen- 
tle man." 

Although the Emperor has never visited England, he 
is perfectly acquainted with its character and mannen^ 
as he is with its language. 

The Russians, who have had so many forei^ 
princes to govern them, behold with enthusiastic fond- 
ness an Emperor born in Russia. The face of the 
reigning Empress is very sweet and expressive j her 
person is slight, but very elegant, and of the usual 
height of her sex ; she is remarkably amiable, and 
ditfident even to shyness. Her mind is highly cni^ 
vated, and her manners soft, gracious, and lascinating. 
Her sister, the Queen of Sweden, if there be any 
fidelity in the chisel of Sergell, must be a model of 
female beauty. The Emperor and Empress have 
no family. They were united- at an exlraordinaiy 
early age, from a wish of Catherine to contempUte as 
many of her posterity, who were destined to succeed 
to the throne, as she could before she died. The 
^wo Grand Duchesses, who are grown up, do honour 
to the care of her imperial mi>iher, and excite the 
attachment and admiration of jU who approach them. 
The youui^st of the two was married to the. prince 
of Saxe Weimar, during my stay in Pc-tersburgh. 
From the place of execution, in the market-place, 

I made my way to the monastery of St. Alexander 
Nevsky, at the very extrenuty of the eastern part of 

the city. In^the street were several carts standing, 
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,1iM irtA p«ss inpodi -with their roots juftt as when 
.^y were jillednpfrom the garden, and with their 
'^aiks, which the poor people bought, somciimes for 
Ahansdves^ and sometimes for their horses $ to bof h» 
^ vegetable, which was eaten shell and stalk toge*- 
^4ller, appeared a dainty. The monastery occupies a 
vait spaoe of ground, is moated round, and contains 
4 ma^ficent church, surmounted by a vast copper 
4enie, a chapel, the ceUs> refectories, and dormito- 
fits for sixty monks, a seminary, and the residence 
^ the metropolitan archbishop. The front of the 
hmmn^nt <^the bnlldings, which are all connected to* 
gether^ i* painted of a de^ crimson cotour, and from 
4e Hnmense quantity and size of the windows, re- 
49ad))es a collection o£ colossal hot-hoases. 

In the church, which is very elegant, I saw the 
iMneof St. Alexander Nevsky, the tutelar saint of 
Ittssia, formerly one of its sovereigns, who was rahed 
tethat disth)gtiished honour, in conseqnenco of his 
Iming moBt gallantly repulsed the Swedes, or Fmns, 
tome centoFies since, on the banks of the Neva^ Tbd 
ttbUQment and military trophies which adorn it, as 
"^idl as the pillars and canopy under which it stands^ 
aw of brought massy silver, made from the first ote 
oftbat m^tal ever discovered in Russia. One of the 
cdumns, which forms the back of the space allotted 
fer the imperial fartiily, is a w^hole l«igth portrait of 
Ae late Empress, well jexecuted. The altar, screeii, 
«id decorations, are very superb. There are doistef s 
^tmnd the whole of the buildings, formed almost en- 
tkejy of double windows, by wihtch, in winter, every 
fconse in Russia/ of the least respectability, is pro- 
tected against the terrible severity of the cold -, the 
joists, and all other avenues of air, being either ca- 
tered with pasted paper or felt. Every part of the 
ttcmastery appeared to be very neat an4 clean, and 
the mansion of the archljishop handsome. Thechant- 
iftg tjfsome fine deep-tooed voices attracted me to tha 
tha^l, wbece the monks, assisted by the priest, wers 
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at il\eir devotion. Thq dwsi of the former m 
larly gloon^y ;.on their headx they wore a higfa.J 
covcrt^d witb black crape flowing down' t^i^back?: 
tbe habit, vviiich fell below the ancles, w^s black 
cloth linrd w\i\\ asoiubredark blue stuff, their beanli 
%*xre of a great length, and. each monk carried a X'l^• 
flary ot bro^ivli or black beads. As I was returnkig^ 
se^veral bfLnULfiil mohnments in ' tlie churchyard a(p 
tr^ctfd ray steps ; they appeared to be constructed 
and arranged as in England. While engaged in ex- 
amining them, an elderly lac^y, in deep mourniQ§, 
apparently about sixty years of age^ with a pale bol 
dignifled 6ice, leaning upon the arm of a graceful 

2oiUh, clad in the same suit of sorrow, slowly patted 
y me, and at some distance stopped before a small 
but eleg^int tomb, which, from its unsullied white- 
ness, had the appearance of having been but veiy 
lately erected; . I noticed them unobserved., Tliegr 
itood under the shade of a wide-spreadipg silvtf 
bircb, and turning towards the church «f the mo- 
nastery, the youth pulled off his bat, and they boib 
prostrated and crossed themselves, according to the 
formsof the Greek faith j the female, then ckusping 
her hands, dropped her head upon the pedestal ol tha 
monument, and appeared to be lost in profound aod 
afiectmg meditation. The young nian knelt by her 
side, and, if 1 mistook not the cause whicli moved 
his band, he. wept. Some minutes elapsed, tbc^ 
thin arose, tenderly surveying the spot, asceud^^da 
hillock of grass, and kissed a little marble urn, wbick 
surmounted the mouuu>ent. My conjecture iaclosed 
in it the heart of some long- loved husband and tatber. 
They then withdrew in the same s^d, sc^lemn, ,aiid 
imptesssive manner, with whicb they entered, and I 
approached the object of tbeir melancholy regard. 
1 he pedestal which supported the urn was erabel* 
li&hed with two medaillons j one represented Mc*^- 
nation, with the face of a beautiful female, upop 
which the most angelic sweetness appeared to tri«

Rope, intydestly, yet' ardently, looking to lieatert. 
Ibere was a small inscription bet>;<?^en the two heaB^y 
ill Hn&j»> nnd uhdemeath, the figures 18(M\ ThW 
Xosians, like wise people, always bury their dead' In 
tbe SQlmrb^. The late Empress never perh')itted'bu» 
liris ro the day ; she thought, with «ome i^efefence to 
the popular prejudge, that the gioom of the spectacle 
ODt to be corifitied,^s nroch as pos<rible, to the rela- 
thr« of the deceased ; and I should suppose that her 
ok^se, regulating this awful ceremon}', »till conti- 
tfOfS; for 1 never saw a funeral durlrg mj: st^jr> ia 
Bttssia. '^ 

• Tbe superstition of the Russians is vHy great. 
^^Gd the cereniony of blessini; the waters in the 
wmter, when a large hole is pertbrated in the Neva, 
8 ifroman supplicated a priest to imniefse her new- 
born child ; the priest cemented, but in d'jiptng tbe 
imserabi'e little sufferer, his fingers were so benumbed, 
that he irrecoverably dropped it ui^der the ice»^ the 
parent, with a smile of delight, exclaimed, " He is 
gOftetoiieaven." '•* 

' As I walked along I observed, on each side of the 
rtreet, several stands, each attended by a reverend 
leaking h»ng-bearded Russian, with piroghi, or little ' 
pfes filled with men*, next to which were eggs and 
urited cucumber^, of which the Russians are pftit'rcu- 
fctfjy fcftid, and in a third were pyramids of berries; 
ranch resembling a mulberry in shape, but of Si light 
jfeflowVsh Colour, called the maroshki j the tranberry, 
called the glukoi j wild strawberries, whortle- berries, 
and cloud-berries, said to be excelient antiscorbutics. ' 
1 cannot say much of the attractive cleanliness and 
delicacy of the ** patissier,** but a Russian stomach is 
not squeamish j and for a verj' few copecs it may be, 
in the estimation of its owner, substantially and com- 
pletely ttiled. The fasts of the Rustiians are very fre-

The manners of the Russipn nohility very much 
{Mftake ofj^ manhres of the old school of France^ 
end, in c^^Hmentary professiouj, perhaps a. little 
eiureed it. J'hey are acute observers of human i^ature^ 
and knowing that their urbanity, on account of their 
polar situation, is generally suspected^ they are eveo 
anxious te make a profuse display of it. They are 
remarkably hospitable, and very attentive tostrangera. 
Connubial happiness amongst the higher orders seldom 
endures eleven months after the honey-moon* when 
the parties generally kiss, pout, part, and afterwards 
are happy. Divorce is not rec(»ghized by the laws of 
Russia. The road to Moscow frequently f«hibiis a 
singular spectacle of lords and their ladies, taking a 
half yearly glance at each other as they meet, in ex- 
changing their residences in the two cities, for their 
mutal accommodation and amusement: this is the 
aearest point of contact. The education of the young 
aot^li^ very frequently suflers from the in^e aiul 
tmguaixled -manner with jwhich the^ receive every 
•netdy ^venturer in the capacity of domestic tutor, 
particularly if he be an £nglidlunan : English taylors^ 
and servants out of livery, and travelling valets, 
frequently become the preceptors and^governors of 
children. A fellow of this description said one day ; 
<" In. summer I be clerk to a butcher at Cronstadt> 
and in winter 1 teaches English to the Russian nobt* 
lity*s cfaildKa." I knew a lady whose valet left her 
at Petersburg, in oofisequence of having been appoint* 
ed to the superintendence of the children of a Rusfijoi 
nebleman of high distinction, with a thousand rubles 
f^anmuBj aiabie, and twp slaves. The Russian

Althcs«gk <tliis gloom before the curtain it 
said to be advantageous to the efiect of scenery, yet 
tbe eye is saddened, •as It runs its circuit in vain for 
fimxiB adorned with graceful drapery, the glitteriug 
gem, tlic nodding i^uate, a«d looks of adorned beauty 
tbat give fresh brilUawts to Ifee gay galaxy of light* 
This th^trels fwnisbed wkh a great number of doors

The Russian noblemep are (ond of the draaiai 
almost every country mansion has a private thea)U«. 
Thosfe of the nobility, who, from disgust to the coiut» 
or some other cause, confine their residence to Mos- 
cow and the adjacent country, live in the voluptuous 
magnificence of eastern satraps: after dinner they 
frequently retire ^oa vast rotunda, and sip their cctfee, 
during a battle of dogs, wild bears, and wolves i from 
thence they go to their private theatres, where great 
dramatic skill is frequently displayed by their slaves, 
who perform, and who also furnish the orchestra. 
These people are tutored by French players, wh^^ac^ 
^ very liberally paid by their employers. 

A GLOOMY CATASTROPHE. 
It is with deep regret that I approach this delicate 
and awful subject. Humanity would gladly cover it 
with the pall of oblivion; but justice to tlie memory of 
an unhappy monarch, and to the chief of the auguM 
family of Russia, demand a candid though careful 
developement of the events which preceded the fall^ 
the last Emperor, llie original source of my infor- 
mation is from one who beheld the catastrophe which 
1 am about to relate, whom I can neither name nor 
doubt : a catastrophe whicb is too near thp period i<^

%ire of all4lie pitrticuliir$ with which I have been 
.itimnibtftcl, unl'arr if nbt i^pmdent. The causes th^t 
iirm. c^taie^' thcWe WeM-knoWn prejudices which 
Oafttiefiae U. ohbHahed agMnst her son^ have p6- 
dshed with her j but ail the world knows, thaft, 
idiiridg the ttifltey yeai« which foJled away betwe^ 
^ Grand Ditbe's ariivd at the age of maturity artd 
l^eievatton 4o tike throne, his august mother hever 
^teitted him t« any pmticipation of power, but ke{)t 
mm in a -state of the most ^ject and mortifying ^e- 
'^tfltioii from the coiirt> and in ahhost total ignorance 
^«( the jifiUrs tf the empire. Although Paul, by his 
jbirth^ w^ generalissimo of .^ armies, he was nev^r 
Iwimitted to head a regiment -, and although, by the

unquestionably his oNvn unassisted cotnpoeitio»s'i^ 
referred to. He loved his amiable prineessv ana' bil 
children, with the most ardent, the most indo^at 
fondness, and it was the labour of their ldfe> as ipdl 
as of his servgQts, who v,'tie devotedly attaehed to 
him, to requite hifr. ^ifectiuns and graciousnes^, and to 
endeavour to fill, up with every endearing/ fcveqr 
studied attention, the gloomy chasm which hMbdm 
formed by an upnatuf^i and inexplicable neglect j'M 
thi^ chasm w as a bottomless abyss, upon the brink ^ 
which his wounded spirit was ever wandering! ¥9M 
possessed a high martial inclination, and, r^ec^ 
that he might one day mouilt the throne of a militfff^ 
empire, he made the art of war the principal objfid 
of his studies ; but neither this pursuit, so copicAis; i 
so interesting} nor the endearments^of those who s«il^ 
rouuded him, could expel from hiff mind the Bem^rf 
Lis injuries. He behdd himself, the second pi^rs^S^ 
age and the destined ruler of ihe empire, postp^ed 
to the periodical favourite of his toother, the 'minisft^ 
of iier unbounded voluptuoinness, notunftreqiiently 
elevated to the presidency of the Hermit^gefroesithe 
ranks, with no other pretensions than vigorcnis he^di 
and a mighty frame; whilsty on the other hat)d;;:dfi 
bleeding shade of his father was fpr ever, hi hisf imn^ 
bfd inia^ination, pointing to his wouf)d,.aad^whis^er^ 
^ng revenge, Thus exiled from the bean ot his !»>• 
ther, i|4t a.tnatter of surprize thst be sbeuM c&eM'

' ^teroos CultivsUion of the interest, feelings, preja- 
4c«j, and affections of the people, is inseparable 
from the. safety \:>i the ruler. 
A short time before her demise, Catherine com- 

mktad^ P Z — ^ — , her last favourite, whom she 

^hly esteemed, a declaration of her wHl, addressed 
t(^.ibe seiiftte> purporting that Paul should be passed 
over tin *the succession, and that the Gfand Duke 
Alexander should mount the vacant tltrone. As soon 
siihe faVfmrite was acquamted withXhe sudden death

Not long alter this events hb mind be^u» accaskm* 
ally to display tbe meet fearful sysiiptoms of didtnK^ 
tiom bat when, his mison; wa» restored,, tbe kaplesi 
Emperor never failed to endewrosr^ with tbe iiMsl- 
affac^ng seasib3ityr t» repair the rain and hsmte 
Tfhich his delirium had eucaaiooecU The deposed 
Stanislaus^ the broken-hearted King of fbland, psHF 
took ahemately of hi^ bencficetice and severvty -, btH 
with whaUderaonstraiion of re^^ct and genume grkf 
did theJEmperor attend the obsequies of tlWs..^el 
the Sarm^es^ On that giooaiy oeoasion, he com^ 
laanded in person the gtifi«ii who assisted at the fa* 
serai ; and dncovsniig himself, wIiTi th& iHQSt ^feoN 
ing emotions, saluted the coffin as it passed* To die 
memory of ^ hoary aod heroic SuvarolF, who Mi.t 
turoken-hearted vkrtim to tbe c^stfaction. of his tew 
perial niaster, is. periods of ago&iaed and coropnno^ 
tious iieflectioa, he r^sed a cohMsei statue «f bcMtaOy

Miwrid t«preiented one of the grediest and brarest 
^emis of his own or any other age. 
"Notwtthstaiidmg the important service which 
F«««M. Z ■ had rendered him, the emperor could 
oarer separate him, in his mind's eye, from tb» 
messet of his mother, and speedily became disgusted 
iHtb him -, spoke of him with great asperity to his 
friendSf and at length, concerting the bounty of 
Catherine into a robbery, he denounced him as a 
defecdter to the imperial treasury of half a million of 
tables ; and, convinced of the justice of the allega- 
tion, proceeded, without loss of time, to sequester 
tjtit vast estates ^hich belonged to him and to his two 
biothers. Driven to desperation by such conduct, 
ontt of the- su&rers, the second brother, one day 
bokily walked up to the emperor upon the parade, 
and, with manly eloquence, represented the injastico 
o^.^it measures. Paul received him without anger, 
btard him without interruption, reflected, and re- 
Stored the property : but the original disgust rapidly 

tetomiiig, he ordered P— — Z to reside upon 

bis estate, to which he submitted for a considerable^ 
tilBe. But the mind of the exile was too ardent to 
ca^ire socinslon ; ambitious, bold, active, and en- 
tasprizing, lie dietermined upon releasing himself 
mm tbe unjust constraint imposed upon him by his 
ly e re ign, the delirium of whose mind now frequently 
h«faC forth with all the fury and dee^lation of a con- 
ndaad volcano, Ji^essrs. Otto, Sieyes, and Talleyrand, 
«p|io at that time formed a diplomatic trio, or rather 
'w&re sp\es at the cqf&rt of Petenburg, with the dex- 
tetity of talent, and the subtilty of Frenchmen, re-. 
s^ved to turn the gathering storm to the advantage of ' 
their own country, by means which, extending be- 
yond their calculation and their wishes, finally and 
npidly led to the overthrow of the emperor. Under 
t)»k .tuition, a French actress was introduced on the 
be^ds of the French theatre at Petersburg, and placed 
i^ such sitoatioos of aUuremept, Ui.at tUs eys of the 
roh' xivii. , V 
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^ emperor could not bat notice her. Hie roiti cfH- 

mestic happiness furnished the^ politiciaw with ti» 
means of tiieir success. A French actress was des- 
tined to estrange the emperor from his family, and to 
create a temporary and terrible change in the afliurs 
of Europe. Madame Chevalier possessed that stjle 
efface which, without being regularly bandsorw, 
• V as more sweet, expressive, and captivating, tfem 
the exact symmetry of a finished heaaty. Her^- 
fion was small, but delicate, and rather €n ftoAjWwirt: 
her manners were of the highest order, and enchanted 
every one who approached her. The emperor w?ls 
. fond of music : madame Chevalier excelled upon the 
harp, and sung to it some sweet and crafty verses, 
composed by one of her three emjdc^ers, and whkh 
«he herself had set to music; the subject of whidi 
was, the martial skill, valour, and generosity of the 
emperor. She had not spread her . witcheries hm^ 
. before an evening was appointed for a private gratifi- 
cation of the musical taste of the emperor. This 
syren very soon became the sole idol of his fthattewd 
4 mind, which she moved according to th^ direction 
of her secret principals, until the emperor withdrew 
himself from his alliance with Austria, recalled 
SuvarofF and his array covered with glory, crowded 
the roads to Siberia with British subjects, and filkd 
with terror and consternation the Exchange tftte 
British empire. ♦ I mean not to enumerate all the »- 
lamities which followed: they were too signal not to 
be widely known, too recent not to be well remem- 
bered 5 and from their v«ry naton;# incontestiUf 
proved the aberraHon of those fecmlties which could 
.alone, by their presence, render the emperor re^)0O- 
sibie Jor all tiie misery, dismay, and r^m, whiA 
threatened the very existence ot the empire. P— — 
Z ■ ■■ resolved upon availing Wmself of theinflaeiict 
of the tair favourite, to wlwm he addressed himsdf 
with all the insinuation of person, manners, wit, and 
moaey -, , baying ^jigaged her in h» fcvour, he ixwdt 



kraoquaioted with count K , a man who, from 

iiaviiig been about the person of Paul in the mental 
csmacity of a valet, at last obtained a high place in his 
amjction, di^tinguisbed honour, and great wealth* 
The more firmly to bind K— — to his interest, P— — 
Z-^-^, feigned an honourable passion for the daugh«« 
ter of the former, who was, like all the buddea 
fiifouritea of fortune, much pleased at the prospect 
of an alliance with a very distinguished family. CounC 
K— -^ and madame Chevalier, conceived many plans 

for prevailing upon his m^esty to restore Z to 

bii favour. At length, one evening, when she had 
traoquillized , the mind of the emperor, and excited 
Id him an appearance of gaiety by the vivacity of her 
*if> and some of her most successful longs, she art- 
faUy irismuated that P Z — r- was the most un- 
happy nian alive in being deprived of the emperor's 
fevour, and of the power ojf promoting the interests of 
one of the greatest geniuses that ever mounted tho 
pwrian* throne, to whoin he was most inviolably 
attached. The emperor paused, and expressed some 
doubt of the truth of the statement f but upon her 
leassuring him of its sincerity, accompanied by somo 
rf those little blandishments which no woman ever 
knew how to display with more finished address than 
madame Chevalier, Paul granted her petition, and 
localled Z— to the residence, where he flew with 
the celerity of a courier, and threw himself at th* 
feet of the emperor, by whom he was graciously re- 
ceived, and from whose presence he withdrew to 
present his fair advocate, with the stipulated reward, 
a magnificent aigrette of diamonds, valued at sixty 
tliousand rubks. Whatever private pique Z- ■ ■ 
might have cherished against his imperinl master, I 
l)elieve that it was wholly lost in his review of the 
deteriorated and dreadful condition of the empire, 
and in those awful measures of restoration wbkk 
were afterwards resorted to. Z ' ' gt'adoaliy and 
w^y. uaAtidod bis mind lo K— ^, who as caur 
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tloasly entered into bis views, until tbeif confiiknee 
vas completely established. Tbe result of theit de*. 
liberations was, that, to save tlie empire, it was ne- 
cessary that the emperor !»bould be removed. They 

next prevailed upon count P« , the governor of the 

city, and count P— , a very youn^ noblenoan, but of 
considerable family interest, tli© son of the celebrated 
general, who so eminently distinguished himself in the 
Turkish war, and also the prince Y — , and some othef 
persons of great rank and consequence. All of thesd 
Boblemen were actuated by no other mptive, than to 
prevent the final ruin of their country, ?ind for tha 
purpose they determined to place in peril their li*w 
and their fortunes. ' 

In their conferences, which were managed with 
admirable discretion, it was resolved that Paul uhmU 
die : and, like Caesar, it was destined that he sbcsM 
perish in the ides of March, on the day of the festmd 
called Maslaintza. 

I think I hear the? voice of humanity exdalm, 
''Why not provisionally remove tbe unhappy mo- 
narch from the throne?" Alas! the constitution of 
Russia possesses none of those mild and beneficent 
provisions, which endear our own constitution to us a 
thousand and a thousand times. When the rdef is 
sonce mounted on the throne, an abyss opens below, 
and the descent from the last step is tnto^ eternity « 
I am endeavouring to illustrate motives, notjusti^ 
them } the record is before another tribunal ! It is 
scarcely necessary for me to observe, that tbe august 
£imily of Paul were wholly unacquainted vtHIi the 
meditated blow. 

The emperor, from an aversion he had taken to 
those palaces, which fonned the favourite residence 
^f Catherine, resolved upon building, a pal^ace for 
himself. The gorgeous magnificence of Zarsko Zelo, 
and of the winter palace, and all the oriental Vdupto- 
ousnessof the hermitage, were hateful to htm j indfetf, 
to such an elevation had his abhon^nce^of theseplaces 
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^gll4t Ibai be bad determioed tD reduce them 
^tbedjList, that only 
"i-The blackness of ashet ^ould mark where they stood.*' 

j}£s &te, which was ^t approacblag, prevented 
die accomplishment of this irretrievable act of d6- 
frmm. The emperoir and his family resided^ at the 
tiane when the confederacy had resolved upon his ra» 
l«ovaa» in the new palace of St. Michael. It Is an 
^MFinoM qaadrangular piie^ of red Dutch brick, 
mt^ irornaxnassy basement of hewn granirv; ft 
BtmvksA the bottom of the sommer gardens, artii the 
Wy i^re of its Greek chapel, richly covered witii 
daest goki, rising above the trees, has a beautiful 
appeararice. • 

Asi PaiJ was anxious to inhabit this palare as soon 
ifter be was crowned as possible, the masons, the 
ciFf)eQ6ers, and various artiiicfers, toiled with incredi^ 
U#^ labour by day and by torch-light, under the sultry 
100 of the summer, and in all the severity of a polar 
Wi«tet, aud in. three years this enormous and niagnit- 
ficent fabric waa completed. The whole is moated 
Rmnd« and when the stranger purveys its bastions ctf 
enatte, and. numerous draw-bridges, he is naturally ^ 
Ifidio coaclHde> that it was intended for the last asyv 
kai of a pi* ince ait war with his subjects. Those wlio 
hste seen its massy walls« and the capaciousness and 
wic^ of ita chambers. Will easily admit that an act 
of violence tmght be committed in one room, mtd 
let be heard by those who occuf^ the adjoining one^; 
•adthat a noassacre might be perpetrated at one end, 
add not known at the other. Paul took possession of 
tins palace as a place of strength, and beheld it witk 
rij^ture^ because his imperial niother had neveveven 
•een it. Whilst his family were here, by every act 
ofteoderneai endeavouring to soothe the terrible per* 
tarbation of his oaind, there were not wanting those 
wfe> exerted every stratagem to inflame and increa^ 
ik These people were constantly insinuating, that eatery 
bmi wa$ Aimed agaisBt him. With this impte^sUaa* 
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which added fuel to his burning brain* be^derada 
secret staircase to be constructed> which, leading 
from his own chamber, passed under a false storo 
in the aati-iooro, and led by a small door to the 
terrace*. 

It was the custom of the emperor to sleep in an 
•cuter apartment next to the empres.s*8^ upon a eopba. 
In his regimentals and boots^ whilst the grand didn 
and duchess, and the rest of the imperial fan»lf> 
"were lodged at various distanpes^ in apartmc^nU be- 
low the story which he occupied. On the lOth day 
ef March, O.S. 1801, the day preceding tbefetol 
night, whether Paul's appitliension, or anonymous 
in&rmation, suggested the idea, is not known, but 
conceiving that a storm was ready tp burst upon him, 

be sent to count P , the governor of the city, one 

of the noblemen Who had resolved on his destruction: 

<* 1 am informed, P , said the emperor, ** that 

there is a conspiracy on foot against me.; do yoa 
tbink it necessary to take any precaution?'* The 
<5ount, without betraying the least emotion, replied, 
•' Sire, 4o not suffer such apprehensions to haunt your 
mind J if there were any combinations forming 
against your majesty's person, I am sure I should be 
acquainted with it.'* "Then I nm satisfied^" said die 
emperor, and the governor witlidrew. - Before Battl 
vetired lo rest, he unexpectedly expressed the m©t 
tender solicitude for the empress and hh children, 
kiased them with all the warmth of farewel fbndmsi, 
and remained with theip longer than mual;. and aftiff 
be had^ visited the ^entii^s at their diiSferesit |)osts^bo 
tetiredto his chamber, wiiere he had/i]t)tik)ng'rB- 
mained, before, ui^der some colonrabie pmtes^ ttiEat 
Batis6ed tl|e men^, the guard wai changed bfittlla 
officers < who had the-oomtoand ibrrtbe oig^tiinaM 
nfereengaged in tbe^i^derac^. An bwa^ ^heai 
ibte emperor bi^ particujadly hoaooredi-b^t his to(Mo 
and att^nt)o% ahv^o^ ^t inghtslq)t at4isM)dfMp 
door> in tb« aufi-rfxtfi)* jiym/ixapimtkrt$im 
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! this faithful soldier by any fair means. At this 
momentous period, Kitence reigned throughout the 
palace, except where it was disturbed by the pacing 
of the sentineh, and only a few lights were to be 
seen distantly and irregularly gleaming throagh the 
windows of this dark colossal abode. In the dead of 

the night, Z and his friends, amounting to eight 

•r nine persons, passed the draw-bridge, easily 
KcenderJ the ^staircase which led to Paur^ chamVer, 
«d met with no resistance till they reached the antl- 
foom, when the faiihful hussar, awakened by the 
noise, challenged them, and presented his fusee: 
much as they mast have all admired the brave fidelity 
of the guard, neither time nor circumstances would 
admit of an ac^ of generosity , which might have en- 
dangered the whole plan. Z •- drew his sabre and 

cat the poor fellow down. Paul, awakened by the 
noise, sprung from his sopha : at this moment the 
whole party rushed into his roomj the unhappy 80- 
A*ereign, anticipating their design, at first endeavoured 
to intrench himself in the chairs and tables, then 
recovering, he assumed a high tone, told them they 
were his prisoners, and called upon them to surreil* 
<ier. Fmding that they fixed their eyes steadily and 
^ercdy upon him, and continued advancing towards 
him, he implored them to spare his life, declared his 
ooQsent instantly to relinquish the sceptre, and lb 
■ocept of any terms which they would dictate. In 
hit raving, he offered to make them princes, and to 
give thetn estates, and titles, and orders, without 
md. They now began to press upon him, when he 
Blade a convulffive effort to reach the window : in 
die attempt he felled, and indeed so high was It 
fiom the ground, that had he succeeded, the expe* 
jilent wodld only have put a more instantaneous period 
lo his misery. In the effort he vety severely cut his 
hHQd with thegkss} and as thar drew him back he 
msped a diair, with which he felled one of the assaiU 
^s, affd ft ie^erate resbta^ce took place. So great 
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was the noises that notwithstanding the mMy wt^ 
and thick doable folding-doors> which divided th^ 
apartments, the empress was disturbed^ and began 
to cry for help, when a voice whispered in her eat, 
and imperatively told her to remain quiet, otherwi«e, 
if she uttered another word, she should be pot to 
instant death. Whilst the emperor was thus making 

a last struggle, the prince Y struck him on ow 

of his temples with his fist, ard laid him upon the 
floor.; Paul, recovering from the blow, again implai- 

6d his life -, at this moment the heart of P Z-— — 

rplented, and, upon being observed to tremble and , 
hesitate, a young Hanoverian resolutely exclain^, 
•* We have passed the Rubicon : if we spare his life, 
before tlie setting of to-morrow s sun. wc shall be 1^ 
victims!" upon which he took off -his sash, turned it 
twice round the naked neck of the emperor, aaj 
giving one end to 2 * , and holding the other himr 
"»elf, they pulled for a considerable time with all their 
force, until their miserable sovereign was no more } 
they then retired from the palace without the leaat 
molestation, and returned to their resp^tive hoqaes. 
What ocourred after their departure can be beitfff 
conceived tnan depicted : medical M was resorted, t^ 
but in vain> and upon the ' breathless body of the 
emperor fell the tears of his widowed empress mki 
^l^itdren, and domestics; nor w^ geouiBo gri^ever 
nore forcibly or feelincly displayed than by- hka^Ot 
.whose brow this mebachQly event ha4 plaoM ^ 
i:rowtu 

Hie sua shone upon a iiew order of tlMiigs. M 
seven o*clock t^ intelligence of th^ dami«e^f FMt 
«>read' through the capit^. The iolerval oftin^v 
from its first comnaunlcatioQ to its d|6SisioQ ovier ^neijr 
part of Petersbui^ was scarcely percepitible. At^fc^ 
parade Alexander presented him^i^lf on luDrs^^dGk* 
when the^ troops, with tears rolling dowq thair^viisr 
ged and sun-firowjcied £ices, hailed him with lf«f 
and cordial, aocjamation. The y^qixog ei^mor^ w 
OY^mhetaieJ, '^i it, tl^e roomcatT mowuing' th^ 
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tbrona of the most extensive empire under hea\'ea» 
be was seen to turn frocn the grand and affecting 
spectacle and weep. 

What followed is of a very subordinate considera-* 
tion ; but perhaps it will be eagerly asked, to what 
extremity did the avenging arm of justice pursue the 
pwpetrators of the deed ? Mercy, the brightest jewel 
of every crown, and a forlorn and melancholy con-, 
viction that the reigning motive was the salvation of 
the empire, prevented her from being vindictive. 
Never uix>n the theatre of life was there presented a 
Keoe of more afiecting magnanimity; decency^ not 

levenge, governed the sacrifice. P Z was 

orderad not to approach the imperial residence, and 
tbe governor of the city was transferred to Riga. At 
soon as madame Chevalier was informed of tbe de^^ 
toise of her imperial patron, she prepared, under the 
potectioo of her brother, a dancer, tor flight, with a 
Ixjoty of nearly a million of rubles. A police offiber 
was sent to inspect and report upon her property : 
amongst a pile of valuable articles, he discovered a 
diamond cross of no great intrinsic value, which had 
been given by Peter I. to a branch of the imperial 
£uiaily, and on that account much esteemed 5 it was 
to recover this that the officer was sent, who obtained 
lif after the mo^t indecent and unprincipled resist«> 
ancc on her part. Passports were then granted to 
madame Chevalier and her brother. Thus terminated 
this extraordinary and impressive tragedy^ 
, We proceeded to the Taurida palace, built by Ca- 
therine II. and given by her to her distinguished 
finrourite prince Potemkin, upon whom she lavished 
Qdprecedented dignities and treasure. She beatovved 
upon him tbe name of the Taurian, in honour of his 
cbdquest of the Crimea, and called this building after 
Wm. Upon the death of the prince, tbe empress 
porebased it of his family for a vast sum. The grand 
mmt of this building, which is of brick, stuccoed 
white, is towt^rd the street leading to the convent des 
demoiselles, in the eajit end ot the city, consisting 



of a eettive, ad<imed with a portico «Dp|>drted by to* 
lumnsy aiui a large ctt|>ola of oopper painted grees, 
and eiLtensiv^ wings. A variety of oat-offices, oraA« 
geries, and iuA-houfteft> reach from the wing to a pro- 
digious di^taace ; in the fi'ojit is a'Court-3rard^ divided 
from the stnnst by a handsome raiiiag. Ihe ^tterior 
of this balding is very extensive, bat low } and tiU 
though it has a priucoly appearance, does not exciter 
the astonidiment that a stranger feels in entering it. 
The pieasore grounds are small, bur beautifully laid 
out by Mr. Gould, who was a pupil of the celebrated 
Browne 5 and who, at the advanced age of sevenfju 
two years, betters this little paradise, which he cfo-* 
ated from a mephitic bc^, Nourishing and exciting 
the admiration of foreigners, and in the shade (J 
which Polemkin, Catherine the Greats and two ttad 
ceeding emperors of Russia, have sought tranqaiiyty 
and repose from the oppressive weight of p«yk} 
duty. - s ' 

The tirstroom mre entered from theganieny wai 
fte celebrated^ hall in which prince Potenakin gavi 
the most gorgeous and costly en tertaihmont cfor 
recorded since the days of Iloctran voluptuousoesif 
I am not able to c^mmunioMe vto my readets tfatf 
ideitt which (his eoorraous room Excited. If a pagsif 
were to be tnmsported into it in his slec^^ wheftki 
awoke he could not M^ of thinking thai he bad im<* 
do^one an' ^apotheosis, atKl had been conducted td 
the banquetingtronm* of Jupiter. It was built aftsl 
the* unassisted design of Potemkin, and unites, to a 
lubiime conception,, all the graces of finished tasted 
This prodigious room is supported by double rows of 
colossal Doric, pillars, opening on one side ii^to a vast 
pavilionycomposiug the winter garden, which I Mf 
prcipared for the emperor, who resides ber6 for a short 
time every year, just before I left Petersburg. Tftis 
garden is very extensive : .the trees, cbieBy ocangOy «f 
on Enormous sixe, are sunk in the ^rth in their tubs, sad 
w» entirely covered with fino mould : the walks m 



gravtiJe4> wind and umiulata in a v^ dellgbtfo^ 
manoer, are n^Uy turfed» and lioed with foses «id 
plher Bowers : ^e whole of the pavilion ^ lighted 
with lofty windows : from^ the ceiling depeod sererai 
nii^nificent lustres^ the richest cut glasa. 

Here, whilst the polar winter ii r3grng without, 
covering the world in white, and hardening the earth 
^ marble | when water tossed in the air drops down 
in ice; ihay be seen the foliage, and inhaled tbf 
prance, of an Arabian grove, in^the soft and b^** 
N^^n climate of an Italian spring. The. nQy:elty and 
voloptuous luxuriance of this green refreshing spectat 
cky seen through a colcmnade of massy white pillars^ 
sad reduplicated by vast mirrora, is matchless, fie^ 
tween the coluransi now no longer incumbered with 
boxes for spectators as they formerly were, are a great 
aamher of beautiful statues and colossal ca&ts : thia 
tvo celebrated vasea of Carrara marble, th^ largest 
in the world, occupy (he centre of the room^ leading 
to the winter garden. The .Dying Gladiator, Cupid 
and Psyche, a recumbent Herma^odite, and toimf 
other exquisite productions of the chisel, afford ample 
gmtificatioD to the man of taste. Amongst-the bt^ 
ii that of the right honourable Charl^ James V^x, 
byN&llekensj an admirable likeness of that distin" 
foished orator. Paul, during his temporary aversion to 
the English, ordered this baH into the oellar; whe« 
ther he mtended that his spleeq should carry th# 
naiks of some humour, I know not. His, av^^ 
lo cc essor removed it from the region of the Tuseaa 
iekt, and the depths of darknessj, and ordei*ed it ta 
oocupy. iti pretent station, wlwe, by the side of 
Oiecian and Roman virtpo, the sun c^heavpn sbinea 
ML upon it. Opposite to the winter garden is • 
beautiful saloon, divided from the hal] «oRly by the 
«>lonnade, which is tilled with rare antiqii^, princi-i 
paUybttsu. Amongst them a head of Aichi)Jes, an4 
a small Silenus, are justly regarded as the most pr&« 
im* Puring thi^ darkeae4 boucf of Paul^Jhn ooAe

» We pf6ce6ded to the great national barth if^fl 
Sataiday, whidi seems to be a purifying day every 
where. After passing o?ver a raised wooden parii, by 
the side pf a long wdoden wall, we halted at, a house 
btdk of, the same itoatertals, which formed tlie gralid 
entrance. Here, upon paying ^ve copecs vc-fkee, 
ftcfm a hole in a dark shed,' or magazine of bircbtods 
ilirtthjhe leaves en> a haBd poked oirt one ofthcfflto 



wcU of ost which we took, withoat at the time know* 
iog.for what purpose thej were to be used. On the 
entrance on each side were stalls of black bread, little 
pies, quass, and liqueurs. In the first court we be«* 
held men and women indiscriminately niingled toge- 
ther, in a state similar to that which- preceded the 
slightest jnotion of .breeches and waistcoats, They 
were arranged like so many hounds in a dog-kennel, 
upon benches tier upon tier, where they were wrmg^ 
mg their beards and combing and plaiting their hair. 
In the middle of the yard was a jet tVeau pT0yiRg4DtOft 
great wopden cifttem -, as the bathers came out of the 
faponr^nKxn, red and reeking with heat, th^ r|n to 
this tank, and filling a bucket with Qold water, ms^ 
it, and threi^r it over their heads^ When theae baths 
are near a river they plunge iota it, and^ra jJie wiuler 
Toll themselves in the snow. : 

I opened the door of the vapour-^r<KHW, in which. 1 
could not continue above a nainule, and in that tif^e 
a pK^se perspiration came over . me. The room was 
c^Mcious; women and men we^ piled r©ne ahofe 
another amphi theatrically ; the vapour whicbr.filkd 
the room, and gave it the a^osphere of a 4igf9ter, 
was produced from water being thrown Aipon a gieat 
immber of heated stones, some of them red .hot, Ih 
this place, to assist the cause of perspiiation And wash* 
log, they exchapgo the little tender aokl delicate offices 
of flogging, soaping, and rubbinjg each otlier down. 
The Roi^iahs in this, as well as xnany other cu^oais, , 
bear a strong analogy to the Grecians •• These scenes, 
sach is the efi^t of halMt,-.are seldom productive of 
lih^tinism, even amongst the natives^ . to eveiy fo«> 
reigner they cannot fail to be offensive and repulsive. 
If a painter wishes to delineate a Venua, or even anr 
part of the figure, let . l^m not go to a Russian bath 
tor a model. My curiosity was soon satisfied^ I 
visited no other part of the building, and right-glad 
was I to quit this disgusting scene. These batbf, 
however, which arc to be found in .every viUage^ 
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prove ibat the Riusian^ ar« oaturalif demi. Mer 
the^ ablutkiai^ cl^aa shim and ahiits are pat od for 
.Swoday. 

' As I was one ^ay walkiog by the tide of the cxaak 
i^bWh runs befbrd tiie opera^house^I saw two young, 
and I think I o^ay add» modest women, seeking 8hd-> 
ter ^oooL ^e sun in the lkai|>id stream. The fonns of 
these Musidpras did more honour to ^heir sex, than 
.any which I had before seen. 

The Russians beat all the doctors hoUow:. Tb^ 
have one simpje (I know aot if eertaia)taira for every 
xlescription of disease, viz. two gUsies t^ bcandy, a 
.scourgii^ and so^io^ in the vapoor^-bath^ and a M 
i^ the Neva> or snow. 

As I was retumu:ig from his elephande a^jesty, i 
friend of mine pointed to a Russian who was croisisg 
a, bridge, and informed me that some years stnoe i^ 
;was one of tlie leadic^ characters of a sect^ whose 
tenets extended eternal rewards of happiness to those 
who, crossing the great design of God in creating 
man, deprived themselves of ti« possibiitty of becosn- 
ing the f^ers of families : against the spresiiiiif 
f^natician^ of these monstroi:^ visionaries, whick 
klmed at the radical extinctloo of society, Cathertae 
the $^;ot)d directed a pronopt and decisive blow; 
!lhose of ks wretched and deluded foUowerawho are 
Jmown, are braodedj wherever they app^or^ wit^ 
public derision. 

Catherioe put down a sect stjll more formidaHe, 
and by the fQllo.wing whiqaistcaUy wise manaar, saved 
^r people from the baneful contagion of T^ch prio* 
iciples. Daring that revoi{ition> . which. porteadHl 
..ruin to all the sacred e8tad>liahme&ts of aSl nadoast 
when^in ^ndand Pitt tiampltd out the brig^ning 
/truberSf ana aaved hia coamry, ir<»B the devo^inflK 
i^ames, a group of ipischieToiis emissaries from ?fiSQOP 
^irived at Petersburg, and began, in whispeia umoop^ 
tbis^flpob, to persuade the poor drQsbkadrhrer,aa^ 
.4«Bmbttlatfiry yeadfr of hooey ^uaaa^ that throite» 
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onljr to be couM&red tm itools, ^ntf th^ thejr 
Jiad as much right to ^ bpon one diherti tf» thetr 
empress; Catberine^ conc^Ui^ ber real apprehefi* 
MOBS, avatted berself of the pdwiers with wliich nhe' 
was clothed, without tlieddiiTg a drop of hldod, Shd 
knew ridicule to be^ in able hab49> a powerfbl >^ea*^ 
p^> and Tesblved to widd it upon the pres^Ot occa**' * 
aioQ* One evening thcr police officers wereorderecP 
to seize all these illuminated apostles of liberhr, and^ 
bear them away fro the lunatic asylum, where the fern*; 
press had directed that their heads should be* shaved* 
aad blbtered, and their bodies welt stourtd by; 
j^trient medicines, and kept on meagre di^t^ tlili^ 
legimen was continued for fourteen days, when th^if 
cc^nement terminated. The common RussiafK had 
heard (^ their fate, and really believing th^t th^/ had 
been insane, neglected and deserted thenl vipob thelt^' 
rfci^jpearacce in the city with shorn heads, hoDoW* 
eyes, and suok cheeks, and all tlie sttikimg indications' 
cSf a recently bewildered mind. If thi& mttc) atid In-^ 
^ious project had failed, Catherine would hate let 
kosftall the energy of power, lind fot this' pUfpostf; 
»6e rapidly caused to be built that vast edifice, now^ 
used for the marine barracks, which sh^tiestined for' 
a state prison, . ^ 

The transition fi'om revolutionists to IHW dogs y 
testy, siojple and natural. About three versts oh thlsf^ 
left hand side of the Zarsko Zello road, h a wood ift-» 
fested With these animals. To this place dead horseS| 
and all the rank garbage of the city, which a' Russian [ 
stomach caniiot relish, are carried. These dogs nevei? 
aioa at proselytism, and are never seen beyond thai 
bouodikries of their thicket. 

Having thrown aside our bathing dreises, we wetit 
to the palace of St. Miohiel, Where, as I bare related, 
the last emperor perished. As Pa\il had expressed 
so much averstoQ to the Imperial mansions in which * 
h|i mother delighted, \ felt a eurfosity minutely td ^ 
Muusiiie a Jf^^ of hi^t>wn oroati^. Iii-additioir fo 
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what hn% been before ebterved, the whole oftlHi 
eoormoiis pile was baik bj an lealian, of red Dutch 
brick« which at a distance has an antmaiing dp(ieacance» 
upon a basement of hewn granite, that rese;tub]es a 
fi)Qndation of rock. The grand enhance from the great 
perspective through the riding-room and ofBce is very 
handsome. Upon the architrave is written in Boss 
characters^ as it was translated to roe, the following 
singitlar rootto: "Ma/ my house eiulure like the 
Lord's.** The Russians observe, with tlieir accas- 
toraed superstition, that the number of letters of this 
inscription correspond with the number of Paurs years, 
and that out of them an anagram may be composed, 
denotine, that he who raised the building would pertih 
bv a videdt death. The inteuior is vast, but rery 
giooray. The chaml)ers which were shewn were 
atrippM of their furniture and all their moveable de- 
oorations, Which are lodged in the cabinet of jewels, 
but the ornaments which remained exhibit'ted a style oJF 
costly magnificence ; the doors, some of which were 
<tf various-coloured glass, and richly gilded, were un- 
commonly superb. We saw"" the room in which the 
unfortpnate sovereign perished, and his private stair- 
case be&re noentioned. 

From the palace of St.Michael, we went,by asjieclal 
appointment and permission, obtained after much 
trouble, to the academy of arts, a^d in our way step- 
ped at the marble church oi St. Isiuc, which was 
erected, but not finished, by the late empress : it is 
entirely built of Siberian marble, porphyry, and jas- 
per, at an immense cost, has a vast copper dome 
gilded, and is the most magnificent place of worship 
in Petersburg j yet, after all, it has a very sombre 
V appearance wit hour. 

The interior of this building is truly magnificent, 
beinff- entirely composed of the most precious Siberian 
marble. Near the altar was an elegant pulpit, the 
only pbe that I saw in any of the Greek churcJ^es : it was 
buiJt by the ordws of the late Empress, who wa»jde* 
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^bous of edightening hex people ia<theU; fait;b« J^y 
devotional dlscour^s. 

. The academy of arts is an enormogs pile of quad- 
rangular brick building, in the Vas^li Ostco^. In 
the couiKil- room we were shewn a beaauful goMtn 
medal of tlie head of Paul, b^ Uie present emprttsi- 
dowap;er, which at once proves i!il* u*5te of her mind, 
and the powerful affections of liii \wan. la the hall 
of statues were a great number of Iihl* tasti from the 
antique, particularly a beautiful (.nut of the B^lvldere 
Apollo; the .original in the iinpi^jial [iiuFvCum at ParU, 
afforded lue the greatest delight J ever experienced in 
contemplating any w ork of art, and which I greatly 
preferred to the Laocoon. Amoiigsi the pirUuirs yiai 
a perfect and precious piece of p^iintingt }n fiiescD, 
firom Herculaneuni. As we passed tlirou^li a suiio jpf 
roonas, in which the youngest cliiss of fjtudenti^ jrum 
the age of eight or nine years, weii? drnwiijg (all of 
whom, as well as the rest oi* thtt piipUsj are clothfid, 
educated, and maintained at ihe expeuje., £»f the 
crown), we saw some promising works of ui, hu(, 
strange to relate, they were piiiiclp^illy conftned^ to 
the younger artists : the tree loejka healthy towardi 
the roots, but weakens as it spreads* I could not 
belp observing, that most of the aduU students were 
occupied in painting whole and half length likeniesacs 
of the emperor, in his regimentals, instead of attend- 
ing to the works of the ancient mastera, sevetaj of 
whose productions adorn their galleries* . ;... 

As we turned up the little Nevka, we saw several 
teautiful country houses and grounds : the chateaucf 
count Narishkin was of this description 5 it had a 
centre, surmounted by a yast copper dome pa^inted 
green, and very e^Ltensive wings upon 9 ^ound flbor ) 
a flighty of steps led to the principal entrance, shaded 
from the sun by a vast projecting awning of canva»> 
the whole edifice was built of wood, . and painted of 
a light yellow. Several elegant yachts and pleasure 
barges with gay streamersj floatin|^ ^eca*bouAes ^ 
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baths, were mooreil before it ; * Hie wlide bad a* 
Astatic app^raol^. A superb plea^itm^baf^ wHli 
twelve rowers, covered with a rich awQingiirbm stem 
Co stem, |>as8ed us, in which was a lady of rdi^k. and 
a little hump-back^ female ideot, who had the good 
fbrtune of being her pet ! The Russian nobiiiiy, whe- 
• ther from whim, genuine compassion, or superstitiotiv 
I know not, are uncommonly fond of these little sick* 
ly, shapeless, blighted '^ings : uniting man to mdn- 
ster, and apparently formed by He.iven to mock thfe 
proud presuming; n itiire of those whom he has made 
after his o*vn image. The imperial cliateau is small, 
Ikis a terrace in front towards the water, and a wood 
behind. 

We went on hoard one of the imperial yachts,! 
beautiful vessel, the state-room of x^hlcj^'was mofit 
elegantly fi iced up. Soon after 'leaving fi^anrfneoof- 
OitroflF, we pxs^ Crtint StroganoTTs gardens, which 
were prettily laki out, and embellistied with the cus- 
tomary decorations of hillocks, rustic \emplesV ar- 
tificial rocks, and waterfalls. *'.' * 

What cbuld induce Catherine to call one of the 
most costly and elegant palaces hi Europe by tlie 
name of the Hermitage f cannot imagine; not more 
preposterous wouM it be 'to hear Windsor Castle 
denominated the Nut-shell. Its situation on the banks 
of the Neva is very beautiful ; the apartments are still 
liiagnificent, although much of their rich furniture 
,ha8 been removed, and are embelliihed with the 
. Houghton and other choice collections, to which art- 
ists have free access to copy. One room was entirely 
'filled with some of the finest productions of Vernet; 
there is also a great nurtiber by Teniers. Upon the 
aame floor with the picture galleries, whipb, with the 
ttate-rooms, occupy the second story, is a spacious 
.covered winter garden, filled with or^ge trees, and 
foreign singing biirds, opening into ll stammer garden 
upon the top of the palaw:e, in which there is a beau- 
tiful long g^veUed walk^ lined witK ihi>ubs and^kirgc 
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j^rxefvii birch trees> whose roots I bbould think must 
have for some time threatened (^inake their way 
through the ceiling of tlie drawing-rooms below. 
The whole is adorned with statues^ elegant garden 
sopbas, and temples, and on each side are magnificeQC 
gaJleries. In the cabinet of curiosities 1 was much 
pleased with a faithful and exquisite model of a Rus- 
sian boor*s farm-house in wax. In the music-room 
adjoining to this are some large and admirable pic- 
tores, by Sneyder, representing lish, fowl, and fruit. , 
In the cabinet of jewels there is a rich display of all 
sorts of jewellery ; and amongst others, under a great 
glass case, are the cerebrated mechanical peacock, 
owi, cock, and gra'^shopper, of the size of life, which 
was made in England, at a vast expcuj^, and pre- 
sented by Potemkin to the late empress- The ma-» 
cbinery is damaged ; the cock, mounted on a tree of 
gold, no longer crows, nor hoots the owl, nor does the 
peacock spread his tail, at the expiration of the hour^ 
bm'the grasshopper still skips round to denote the 
moments. This animal is nearly the size of his more 
animated brethren in Russian Finland, which are 
said to bean inch and a half long. There were also 
several ivory cups, tlie fruits of the ingenuity of Peter 
the Great, whose versatility was such, that apparently 
with equal qase, he could bend from the founding 
of cities, leading armies itjto the field, and fighting 
bailies, to building boats, turning wooden spoons ana 
platters, and carving in ivory. Raphaers hall, one. of 
the galleries running parallel with the garden, is 
superbly painted and decprated, and ha^ a fine collec- 
tion of minerals ; its inlaid floor is uncommonly tich 
and exquisite. 

1 searched in vain for Sir Joshua Reynolds's cele- 
brated Infant Hercules, purchased by the late Empress 
for the Hermitage. Upon inquiry I found that it had 
been removed inCoa private apartment below, and 
was seldom shewn ; the reason assigned waS| that the 
Russians have a superstitious boxxos of death, ao4 
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that as the. subject was the Siraftgling ofibo ,«ej' 
by the infant go^it ^as on that account uoj^p^ 
Not far from me hermitage^ ^nd upba a line \ 
it, is the magnlficerft palace raised lly datbcrine 
for Gregory OrlofF, ana afterwards allotted, by 
late emperor, to the last of the kings of Poland ,,- 
is built of grey Siberian marble^ and adorned widi 
columns and pilasters of the same stoiic, of htQvrn 
- and reddish colours. The balustrades of the balcolife, 
and the frames of tlie windows, are of brass richly gil|* 
ed. All the splendid . furniture and moveable tfcoj- 
fatiot)s have been removed, and the whole is .now 
occupied by persons belonging to the court. 

In consequence of the gracious ofders of the em- 
press-dowager to that effect, we visited a very inter- 
esting institutioif under her immediate protection, llje 
convent des demoiselles. This imperial seminary, 
which has no equal in Europe, contains three hundred 
and seventy-tWo young ladies oi nobility j and t^o 
hundred and forty daughters of citizens. There is 
also another institution under the same roof, called 
that iyi Saint Catherine, in which there one hundred • 
and eighty-eight children, of the inferior orders of 
nobility. The age of admission is six years. The 
noble young ladies are taugbt German, French, ItaTian, 
drawing, music, dancing, geography, embroidery, and 
every other elegant pursuit. The daughters of the 
bourgeois are instructed in what \% useful alone, and 
can conduce to their making good tradesmen's wives. 
Theit genius, or bias of mind, whenever ft' can be 
ascertained, is always consulted in their , pursuits. 
The building is like a great town ; it was fbrnierlj 
ocaipied by fhe roonk^ of Sinolnoi, who have been 
Temoved td accommodate much more useful and 
lovely memfcers of society. In the centre is a. vast 
aeglected church, surmounted with a dome in the 
centre offpflr sniall cupolas, all of copper elkfcd. 
This edifice forms a venerable and proiijineut featiire 
in the dty. We were firrt conducted to the kitciicn, 
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where wc saw and tasted a sample of the day's din- 
ner, consisting of excellent soup, Wiled beef, vege- 
tables, and pastry. I'he young ladies are divided into 
i^lasses of age, and distinguished by brown, blue, and 
jreeo and white dresses* lu the first school we were 
presented tp her excellency Madame Adlerberg, the 
directress of the convent, who appeared decorated 
with the order of Saint Catherine, a lady of great beau^ 
ty, and elegance of deportment: her mind and cha- 
racter were explained by the. smiles and looks of af- 
fection which every wliere attended her, as we pro- 
ceeded through the schools. In the sick room there 
were only three patients, who were most* tenderly at« 
. tended by the proper nurses; the name> age, disorder, 
^aod treatment of the invalid, is ioscribedupon a little 
tablet fixed over her head to the back of the bed. 
The dorn^itqries were remarkably neat, .and even 
elegant. Some of the ' little girls surprized .us by 
tbe excellence to which they had attained in draw- 
IRg. In the Greek church belonging to the convent, 
we were attended by the priest in his full robes, who 
shewed us a magnificent cup of gold studded with 
jewels, used in devotion^ the work of the empress- 
dowager. 

The mortality among tlie children is very inconst- 
,derable j upon an average only two die annually out 
of eight hundred, unlpss after filling up several vacan- 
cies, occurring at the same time, when the. children 
admitted from tlie provinces sometimes bring diseases 
with them. 

It is with great pleasure I mention another instance 
of the munificence of • the dowager-eiiiprtss, in an 
establishment called the Institute of Mar ie» which is 
wholly supported out, of her private purse, and costs 
one thousand five hundred pounds per annum. In 
this seminary, which is under the able direction of 
Aladame Luky, fifty-six girls are ^lothed, maintain- 
ed, and educated in French, German, Russ, ariih-

Hie illuminations were bej'ond any tiling magiii**i- 
cent^ in front of^he palace rolled a cascride of w.itvr^ 
over various coloured lamps, which hiid 3 \try noy*^\ 
effect, into a grei>t pond, which nppenred tci bo m a 
blaze of light, from the sides and centrt? (^f which. 
gtiottpes of statues threw columns of water to n grt^it 
height} a canal, more than a milu long, lintd wUh 
sfde lights of various coloured lamps, a glory at the 
cud, artd the imperial yachts illuminated in every 
1^ df tbefr hull, masts, and rigging, stationed at a 
Altiknee at sea, formed a brilliant and glowing coup-" 
d*OtiL . Every avenue, and every part of these exten- 
sive g^ens, were in a blaze. In a recess was a 
large tree of copper, and flowers of the same metal, 
painted to resemble nature, whicli threw water fVom 
every leaf, and produced a very pretty effect. In 
aootber part of the gardens -we heard the celebrated 
horn music. Each performer can only produce one 
tone from his instrument, consequently the skill and 
attention requisite to play upon it m concert must 
be great. At a little distance the effect was very 
charming. 

In a comer of the grand saloon, in the centre of 
the palace, 1 saw the Georgian court, composed of 
the prince of Georgia, and two princesses of his' 
hooie, and their retinue. The prince was obliged to 
ce4e fais country, a govince of Asia, formerly be-i 
longing to Persia and Turkey, to the Russian empune, 
t^om which he receives a pension. I saw no traces 
whatever of Cux:assian beauty m the princesses: one 
was old,^ fat, and plain, and the other pale, lioUow- 
e^^od^ axid lean : the prince had a very handsome an(} 
noUe appearance. 

, Xvisit^ Cronstadt, which is said to be one of the 
fld^t healthy" spots in Russia > it derived iU nam^ 

rQh» XXYII. T 
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from Peter the Great, and meaos crown town> or tht 
a-own of the new cily, and is seyen versts in length. 
Its population, including an yearly average of foreign- 
ers, is sixty thousand souls. On the southern side cd 
it, is a little island called CronsJot. Ships drawing 
more tharv eight feet water, are obliged to discharge 
their cargoes at Cronstadt^ which are sent up in light- 
en to Petersburg. 

The town is one verst long, and well drained, by 
the inde&tigable Ingenuity or conimodore Grreig, and 
has several churches, auiongst which is an English 
one : there are also a custoiii-honse, and several other 
puWic^buildings. After having, English-Uke, ordered 
a goed dinner at an inn, whose appearapce little 
•ccorded with the excellent entertainment which it 
afforded, we presented our letters, and a very intelli- 
Ztvd gentleman attended us over the town. Iq the 
dry docks, which are very spacious, and faced with 
granite, we saw several fine ships, particularly one 
which tlie Russians preferred, built by* an English- 
man. Jo the streets we n^et several groups of con- 
victs, returning from the public works to their pri- 
sons, wretcheffly clad, and heavily ironed -, noany of 
whom had iron collars w\ih long handles round their 
necks: the allowance of these unfortunate wretchq^ 
is black bread and water, and half a copec^ a day. In 
theu: iiours of relaxation they makp boxes> and other 
Uttle matters of utility, the s^ pf which alleviatof 
their /s^t^me poverty. 

We returned t^ Oranie^baum, and saw the palaiQ^ 
itnd gardens. The former was built by ppp^e pt^r 
chikoff, in Xj2J,iGt his own residence, aft^r wiioie 
^ it qime to the crown. It is raised i4>op teiracea^ 
and is composed of a small central bunding of two 
stories, and two vei^ extensive wings cpnnected by 
colonnades : these wings are covered with a treill^gii^ 
and form a beautiful walk in the^umiper : j^ ajipit- 
naents,are \exy nieajt ^nd <;Q«ifoi;|ahle> pne rc^m is 
Mf^iyi}^^ 4Mg tafeta #«ti»offfjpliia^«o(l ifi\^ 
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phiied an3 formed into ^pannels j the roof is covered 
in the same way, and had a beautiful eflFe<;t. At the 
cM of the wings are two towef s, one a Greek church, 
and the other a museurtl of china. The unfortunate 
Pfetetlll. built a Ltitheran Chapel here, where he and 
hfe Hdstein soldiers used to pray, instead of going to 
the Greek church ; this indiscretion ftirnished a ter- 
riWe weapon against him in the hands of the late-em- 

In the gardens we saw the celebrated flying monn-n 
tates, a »va8t fabric of three lessening acclivities of 
wood, resting upon brick arches, commencing from 
tfee terrace of a lofty and spacious pavilion, and slop-^ 
ing to the ground j from the top to the bottom of 
this singuldr structure are parallel grooves, in whicte 
trhiffiphal cars running upon castors are phicedj wfaed 
the person who partdkes of the diversion i* ready, the 
ctr is released, and descends with a vHocity Wlfich 
carries it over the hills in succession. This iitiperial 
plaything i^ surrounded with an opeti colohtiade, more 
twin half a mile in circumference, upon the terrace 
of which there is room for some thousands of specta^ 
tors, " 

lb Mother part of the gardens, ^etp embosonicd in 
WOod, we were shewn to a little rt?tifed palace, con- 
ning of a suite of rooms upon a ground floor, built 
tf)r the iaie ^press, the taste and elegance of which 
stHTplAssed every thing of the kind I ever beheld. One 
apartment was lined with small paintings of female 
httwls, in pannels, representing, iti%e most exquisite 
rtiatmer, the progress of love, from hope tt> ecstasy. 
All the statues, pictures, and decorations, were calcu- 
Wied to kindle and cherish the noble and generous 
ihnme; - 

' The academy of seierices is a noBle building, situated 
aii the north side of the Neva, in Vassilli-Ostrotf; 
After passing through the library, whose damp walls 
Were feebly lighted from above, anil where there » 
■ething but ioine Tiitarian itianascripts worthy of 
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etaioing the attention of. a traveller, we entered the 
iiiaseum of natural curiosities, in which the principal 
objects were various parts of the human frame, foe- 
tuses, miscarriages, and birtlis, from the first impreg«* 
nation to perfect birth, monsters human and anioaal, 
and a variety of most odious and disgusting et ceteras, 
iu pickle. The skin of the heyduc, or favourite ser- 
vant of Peter the Great, is here stretched upon a 
wooden image of his size, which shews tl^t the man 
hiust have been six feet and a half high, and that na- 
ture had furnished him with a skin nearly as thick 
and impenetrable as that of the rhinocero6*s hide, 
la the gallery above was a Lappooian dog- sledge } the 
•habiliments of a Siberian magician, or gipsey, princi- 
pally composed of a great number of iron riiig& and 
drops, placed upon a wooden statue ; several presents 
from the undaunted and enterjirissing Captain Cooki 

. and a variety of stuffed birds and aninoais. In the 
room of Peter the Great was a w^x figure of his 
height, which was above six feet high, resembling 
him in form and face, and "dressed in one of his fall 

: suits : in an adjoining cupboard were his hat, pierced 
with a bullet at Puhowa, breeches that wanted re- 

. pair, and stockings that required darnings In another 
room were his turning machines, with which he used 

• to relax himself j cupboards filled with brazen dishes 
p£ his embossing, and spoons and platters of bis turn- 
ing: in short, all the curiosity which the merest 
triiies of great genius generally excite, is, in this iu- 
ftatxre, deslroyed^y their abundance. In every pub- 
lic garden, or building, there is a profuse display of 
his clothes, arms, or culinary utensils: if a twentieth 
part of them v ere burnt, the remainder would be 
more woithy of notice. How singular is it, that oo* 
temporary genius never excites our attentions, and 
awakens our feelings, so forcibly as that which is de- 
parted! In contemplating a great man, the mind's 
tye reverses the laws of vision, by magnity'uig the ob- 
ject in proportion as it recedes from it. U^wn the 
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JilsnDfDt story is a very curious mechanical writing 
desk^ by EoBntgeo, a Gtmnan, of Neuwied^ preseni- 
«d to the acadeaay by Catberine, who gave twenty- 
five thousand rubles for it. Upon toncblt^ a 
<^Qg» a.variety of drawers fly out, a writing desk ex- 
pnds, and boxes for letters and papers rise. A. port 
of the inachinery ^i^y be set so, that if any person 
were to attempt to touch any of the private receisea 
appropriuted for money, or confidential papers, he 
would be surprized by a beautiful tune, which wou)d 
give due notice to tlie owner. We were told that, in 
<be academy, ane ^o be seen moon^stories, or blocks 
of nittlve iron, whith, it is conjectured by the learned, 
must have been cast from the volcano of some planet. 
They were not shewn to us: but seyeial of tbeibe 
plieoonaena are to be met with in diiferent parts of 
Aussia* 

Adjoining the academy is a pavilion containing the 
Gottorp globe^ eleven ieet in diameter fsom pde to 
l^e : the concavity is ruarked with the stars and con* 
AteUa<ion% and is ctipable of holding several persons. 

In the evening after the opera, a party of us set off 
to the camp> and passed the night in our carriage, in 
^der to 1)6 present at the review, which commeneed 
tb« next day at eight o'clock. After getting a com* 
f<i>rtaUie breakfast in a Cossac hut, we proceeded to 
(be gfiotmd. The nuuKeuvres commenced in a village 
aboiibt three miles off, where a sliarp cannonading look 
pbic^ The contending armies, consisting oSf abdut 
^teco thoosaod men each, the#>ne headed by the

mi(bio half a mile of each other, when a tremendous 
discharge of artillery took place, and firing of difierent 
parties was kcft up all the tinoe, at distances of five 
fod six miles: H^ the manoeuvres of that day con* 
ftoded» and,we returned home to a late dinner.

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the* summer begrm to give tokens of rapid decUte: 
the lamps but feebly supplied that light #hlch, not 
even tfiany davs before, gave to the evening the ch>* 
racterof a mild mid-day. 

We were much graiitied in visiting', by an expmi 
appointment, a nursery of future heroes, called the 
second imperial cadet corps, in which seven hundred 
d^iidren are educated and maintained, as gentlemen, 
for the profession of arms, at the expen$6 of the 
country. Every child follows his own religfow pw- 
suasion, for which purpose there are a Lutlierqu and a 

* Greelc church under the same roof: the latter is siB- 
gularly elegant. The dormitories, as well aff every 
other part of the establishment, were remarkably 
clean and handsome, the pupils having separate beds. 

* In the store-rooms each boy's change of linen aod 
clothes were xcry neatly folded up» and his namemaitied 
upon a tablet over them. A.t one of the doorf ire 
law one of these soldiers in miniatore relieve gafl^. 
In the schools are taught mathematics, guiloery, map- 
ping, French, German, and Russian^ fenchig 4md 
dancing, and every other science and ateoiDf>Ksfoalent 
whidi can complete the soldier and the getMlemto. 
We were present at their dinner, which' b-Mfved at 
half past twelve o'clock. Thedhiing^haii is two 
hundred feet l6ng, and forty broad. Bveiy table held 
twenty two boys, for each of whom a sotop. and meat 
plate, a silver fork, knife, and n^kin^^ ijad a large 
slice of wholesome country bread* wevfe kid y and at 
each end were t#o large silver gob^ts^lled with'ex- 
cellent qua's : they have four subBtanttal dishet three 
times a week, and three on othji^r days. All the beys, 
after marching in regular ordidr fixHti th0 respe^ive 
schools, appeared at the seteral doors of the dhikig-^ 
hall, headed by their capjtains: upon the foU of thd 

* drum, they marched in s|o»r tinie to th^lr fftpeeCiva 
tables, forming three commies of two. hundred ead^ 
(the ftisileer qompany^ cooa^oaed tf AoMba^vf ib> 
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•eidiers, df^ not dine till afterwards); at the *^c*6n.l 
roH they halted, faced, and sat down : all their di Kes 
j^peared to be excellent: their uniform was b )n]e 
green, faced with red. Great attention ap|>eare ^ t) 
hare been paid to their manners, by the decorum a id 
wbatiity which was displayed at -their tables. The 
kitchens, tor soup, boiling, and roagtini; were remnr'c- 
ably neat, although we saw them just after di uier 
bacl been serv»*J up. There are several other c .det 
cor|i» u|>on the same princely establishment, and cie^ 
ate in ihe tnind of a stranger a high idea of the wealth 
and patriotic spirit of the empire. ~ 

A loreiguer should not quit Petersburg without see- 
ing the cib.net of jewels and furs, contained in th ^ 
Srrand Perspective: here the clocks, gilded and bioiize 

• ornaments of the palace Saint Michael, are depo/iicd, 
flV <)f which are very magnificent j there are also 
ina^isy balustrades and tables of solid silver. Anjoa.^sc 
the jewellery I was much pleased with several bt^iu- 
tiftil waicl>e8, upon the backs of which vvere little 
figures, some Jn the act of angling and drawing up 
little ^^b; others cookiijg meat, pumping, cuid rv;ck- 
itig cradles; in, others little" cascades of glass were set 

• in motion. Th<ire was a profusion of mngnifirent 
diamond sn^ifrbaxes, stars, ff^c. for imperial presents. 

' {» the apartnientSt below was the museum of furs, 
where we saw several pelisses made of tiny dorsal 

• idips of the black fan, valuied each at ten thousand 
pounds. Thi»at|imal> i| iKttive of Siberia, is so rara 
and *so smajt), tliat one of these pelisses cannot be 
made'i:a lesss than ten years, and they are then paid to 
ihe emperor in lieu of money, as tributes, from dif- 

• fcrent provinces* These are generally presented upon 
some great national occasion to crowned heads. There 
are-alao fine collections of sables and other liurs, many 
'of which are annually sold. >

• here to observe, that tho imperial revenues chiefly

Of course, I did not leave thc^capitfil without s^ 
ing iarsko Zelo, the rpost magnificent of the SPJitt^ry 
palaces, about twenty -four versts from Peterttb^ig. 
The entrance to it is through a forest, under a lofty 
arch ofartificial rock, surmounted witha.Chinese^w*t(i 
tower 5 after which we passed a Chinese ta>vD, w.IifSfe 
the enormous imperial pile, consisting of threciaod^s, 
one thousand two hundred feet long, opened iip^u;! lu. 
It was built by Catlierioe I. embellished aod ba4^- 
rously gilt by Elizabeth, and greatly beautified ^d 
modernized by the late empress. Amongst the iJfi- 
merpus rooms fitted up in the style of ancient ms^gvf 
ficence, the amber-room, a vast apartment, entirely 
lined with pieces of that valuable fossil bitumen, pre- 
sented by Frederic William L to Peter the ipr^t* 
but not put up till the reign of Elizabeth. One of tbe 
pieces of amber expressed in rude characters, jbj its 
;veins, tjie year in which it wa« presented. 

The apartments, which Catlierine has fitted u^ and 
embellished, display the higbj^st taste and profi^sioa of 
expense ; the fioor of one of these room^ was mj^ 
"wHh mother-of-pearl, representing a variety cwf fiijwr- 
ers ai^ elsg^pt figures^ but I w^ mo&t4)Ieas^iviith 
her two celebrated chambers of entire ^1^^ wi;^ch 
in novelty and beauty exceed all description. The; 
aides and ceilings of tl)ese ifooms.were £Mined.x^ 
pieces of thick ^ass, about a foot square, of a cx^fm 
and prie bloe colpttr, connected by fine fiames of 
brass ribhly gilded. In the cenire upon ste]^ of glsss, 
jQsea dirany above wbich was.a vast nunor^ aa4 op 
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tadisnfe were slender pillars of light blue glass th«it 
fupported an elegant canopy. Behiod the mirror was 
a rich state bed. Even the doors, soplias, and chairs, 
were of coloured glass^ elegantly shaped, and very 
Jigbt. 

From the rooms we entered a vast terrace under a 
colonnade, and proceeded to the baths, which are last- 
ing monuments of the taste of Mr. Caiuerou, the 
imperial architect. They contain a suite of superb 
rooms, one of which is entirely composed of the 
richest agates and porphyry -, in tip i saloon were two 
pieces in mosaic, the most brilliant and beautiful I 
ever beheld. Near the baths is a vast terrace up^a 
arches, with a central covered gallery of greai extcui, 
capable at all times of alfbrdiug either a cool -or a 
sheltered promenade. Upo« this terrace are a great 
mimber of fine busts of distinguished men; amung?»t 
others was a copy of that of Mr. Fox, in brunzo, 
placed on the left of Cicero. As I contemplated liio 
bead of the British orator, I secretly protested a-aiii^t 
Mfch situation, and was endeavouring to give him \ho 
light, when a territied attendant and his coajp.iiriOii 
fan up to me, and prevented me from performing this* 
act of justice. 

* In the gardens, which are extensively and very 
tastefully laid out by the late and present Mi. Bush, 
father and son, to whom the care of thesie gardens and 
hot-houses have been successively conimitted, we saw 
the hermitage, in the first floor of which the late 
empress, and a select party of her friends, use<l rc> 
dine without attendants, for which purpose slie ivdd a 
table constructed of most complicated machinery, at a 
great exj^ense, through which the covers descended 
aad rose by ?neans of a great central trap-door, as dd 
the plates through cylinders. The party was by this 
means supplied with every delicacy, without being 
•ren or heard. The machinery below filled a large 
room, and at first made me think I was under the 
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ftageof a theatre: this was anoth^ of Calherinn 

play^things. 

From Zarsko Zelo we set crfffor a tOwrt near fte 
palace of Gatchina^ about eighteen yersfs from t!^ 
Ibrmer, where we arrived about eleven at night 5 li- 
though so near an imperial residence, three of us Were 
obliged at the inn to sleep upon straw, there behl^ 
only one sopha vacant : however the palace and |^ 
dens copapensated this little inconvenience. The wr- 
mer was raised by Gregory Orloff, and, on his deaffi, 
purchased by the !*,te empress. The rooms wer^stii 
perb, amongst which were two of a crescent shape^ 
richly Hirntshcd and ornamented; and a chamba"! 
the sopha, bed, canopy, celling, and sides ofWlwdl 
were formed of white calico, whilst over the latter,^ 
projecting a little, was stretched a broad net-woijt bt 
the same stuff, with roses in the centre of each drv^^ 
sion ; the effect was unique and very beautiful. Tli^ 
gardens were romantic and elegant in a small hr^ 
Vere a great number of bcautifal gondolas and " ** 
#ure-boats; and, on a large space of water, a frii 
of twenty-two gUlis, originally built to afFord-J 
when a youth, some little notion of a man of Wat. 
With a fair wind it is capable of sailing about oW 
hundred yards. It is kepi in good brderfor'the piir- 
pose of forming an agreeable object, and on festli^ 
occasions is illuminated. > : • 

From Gatchina we proceeded to Pauvplofiskjr, and- 
ihcr imperial chateau, built by Paul in I7^0> ^ 
which, with Galchina, form the principal cotnrtfy'' 
residences of the empress-dowager and younger 
branches of the imperial fkmily, who were there' at' 
the time of oar visit. We took only an liasty gMncef"- 
at the state-rooms, which were fitted up in a style (ft 
gorgeous magnificence. The panrtels of one rfthe 
apartments contained excellent copies of some of the' 
CKquisite India views of Messieurs Daniels. In the 
dowager empress's cabinet was a must elegant writ* 
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'!» ' w»'*- ^^ ^^^ ^^ which WW lined on each ?ido 
wuK Chinese roses, blowing, in vases sank to a level 
^ith,tit|e surface. 

. pa the ekvonth of September the court, and all 
t^ people qf Petersburg capable of walking, attend 
io. great pomp the celebpation of the anniversary of 
tbie«: tutelar spirit. Saint ^exander Nevsky. After 
Pfiribro^ing thdr devotion at the Kazan, the court, 
ii^and procession, in their state carriages, proceeded 
tQ thf gate of the paonastery (which I have before de- 
sfdbe^, where they were received by the metropoli- 
4^ apd 311 the bishc^ in their full pontificals, adorned 
^Itjb^ pearls at^d dianionds, and by the monks and 
choristers, who preceded the imperial famil)', chaunt* 
ioj hycians, upon a raised platform, covered with 
sparle^ qlot]}, to the church, where the effect produced 
hf tfeeir entrance was very sublime* They then pro- 
ci^eded to the silver shrine of the saint, which, after 
sqyeral prayers and hynms, as I was informed, they 
laigd, for the crowd was so great, that J could no| 
lj||ihe whole of the ceremony ; after which they re* 
tiKped, and partook of some refr^hments at tht houae 
c2f the archbishop. As soon as they had retired, somtt 
thousands of people flocked to the shrine of Saint 
Alexander, and another to f the Virgin adjoining, to 
tQUch them with their lips. 

. As the empress-dowager pa^ed, the mosbeeks, of 
oammon boors said to one another, " There goes our 
gpod mother." All the niale Russians, of equal de« 
gjee in rank, address each other by the uaoie of brat, 
qr ji^other -, w^b M also used by any one speaking 
Ip^hia ipleiior. The Emperor calls his subjects brats. 
J^ f rJJend of mine iteard Paul one day say to a bearded 
iWQrkman, " My brother take care, the ice b too 
th\g^ tp bear yo|U.*' Wb^ the low address thpir su- 
periors they af y batnihk^ ippia, '* my father."

Ffom this place we visited the hotel of the Prince ' 
iffi!»pofF, a very noble edifice, but, like all the great 
houses of the nobility, presented a scene of uncom- 
n»on neglect and dirt in the front of tlie court yardj 
i'jY t ,\nir.ple, several of vhe broken windows of the 
basement story were filled with hay, and in the yard 
lay oftal nicat, bones, shells, and horse dung, here 
'and there half conc»caled by grass growing above 
the stoiK.s. 1 he prince has a fine galJery, of paintings 
and btcUnies, which he has collected at a vast expense 
in Italy : mo.«t of the subjects are in the highest de- 
giee volupiuous. . ' ' 

. After quitting Petersburg, havhig travelled some 
sta«:;es, we- passed over the ground where, on the 
30ih Nt>v ember, l/OO, Charles routed one hundred 
thousand Muscovites whh' eight thousand Swedes. 
Histoiy says, that upon the first discharge of the eoe» 
«y's shot, a ball slightly grazed the King's "*"** 
shoulder 5 of this he at the time took no nott<:e : 
alter his horse was killed, atKi a second liad his 
carried away by a cannon-ball. As he was nimbly 
dtoimtiog the thh-d, ** Thfesc fellows," says he, 
". make me exercise." 

We left Narva at seven the next morning, and en* 
tered the province of Livonia. Tlie roads were ex- 
cellent, and the country beautifiil: our horses snndl, 
plump, and strong; and above we were serenaded by 
larks singing in a cloudless sky. Oar drivers wow 
faats covered with oil-skiD, and wooHeh gloves ; mA 
the German pipe began to smoke. At the po8t*hot»» 
at Klempringem, we saw the skim of several Bears 
hangings up' to dry; and conversed wilh a par^ of 
hunters, who were going m pursuit of that aninM^ 
•with which, a« well as with solves, the woods Ml^ 
each side abound, ffere let me recommend eveiy 
tiovelUrto tak^^ ?n additional number of horses to hia 
caiTiagi , otiketwiti^ he will e]tpenea0$ the tncorenN* 
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Inee wblch attended us before we reached Reipnapun'* 
g^D, the next stage, where our horses made a deci- 
live stand in the depth of a dark forest, the silence of 
which was only interrupted by the distant howling of 
bears. 

The following day we passed through a counti/ 
which^ no doubt, was a pertect paradise in the estima'* 
tion of the race of Bruins j to whom I left its unenvied 
enjoyment, to sit down to a comfortable dinner at 
Nona), the next stage, having abutidantly replenished 
oar stock of provisions at Narva. After skirting a 
small portion of the Piepus lake, a vast space of water, 
eighty versts broad, and one hundred and sixty long, 
we arrived at Dorpt, which stands upon a small river 
that* communicates with the lake. The town is ex* 
tensive, has several good streets and handsome houses^ 
and is celebrated for its university, in which there aro 
twenty-four professors, and one hundred and forty 
^idents, one-third of whom are noble. Upon thtt 
ait of a hill that commands the town are tho 
bins «f a vast and ancient abbey, which waa 
ded by the knights of the Teutonic order^ now 
Bppairing for the reception of the university library | 
fbe palace of the grand master occupied the spot 
where the fortifications are building. The Teutonic 
(irdcr was established in the twelfth century, and de- 
dtoedrin the fifteenth. In a crusade against Saladin^ 
fSr the recovery of the Holy Land, a great number JOt 
Gertnan volunteers accompanied the Emperor Bar- 
birossa : upon whose death his follouers, who had 
&t!nguiBhed tliemselves on that spot where, several

cr tree. A great part of tbU ponderous pile^ wa*<ome 
yejrs tince burned down ; a Dal^h officer obtained a ' 
contract fur rebuilding iij and having gut drunk 
every day upon the profits of bis coarse and clumsy 
Ignorance, be died, leaving behind him the whole of 
£ie southern side of this building as his appropr^to 
monument. Courland has been for some years ia* 
corporated with Russia, a junction which wasms* 
naged by force and finesse. We departed from Mittaa 
the next morning', and passed through the most e&? 
chaining forest scenery, composed of pines, aspinii 
oak, nut-trees, and larch ; at some distance we ssiw.4 
wolf cross the road. Upon quitting the luxurisnt 
^eids, and rich and cheerful peasantry, of the ci-ik}* 
▼ant duchy of Courland, a number of wooden cottages 
vith high sloping roofs^ and rows of crosses, aboflt 
4fteeu feet high, with large wooden crucifixes affiled 
to them, rai;»9d on the road side, and peasants with 
fur caps and short pelisses, announced that we weieia 
thkt part of Poland which fell to the Russians in tU 
Jait partition 3 a mere slip of land, not broader than 
ten English miles. 

At Polangen, celebrated for the amber found in iti 
neighbourhood, we reached the barrier of the Eussiaa 
leihpire; 3 cossac of the Don, who stood at a circular 
§eniry-box, by the side of a stand of perpendicular

Here we learned that soooe pre* 
ceding trarellers had carried away all the horses, and 
scoordiogly oar hostess recommended us to erobaric 
with our vehicles in a boat which is kept for soch 
emergencies, and proceed by the lake to the neit 
stage i which advice we accepted, and were indebted 
to a ponderous fat yoang lady belonging to tbe post- 
liouse* who waded into the water, and, turning her 
back towards us, shoved us off from the beach. We 
aet sail with a favourable li^ht breeze, which died 
away after we had proceeded about seven English 
sntlet, when we put into a creek before a few little 
wretched fishing huts, under tbe roof of which, wi A 
ifiocks, hens, ducks, pigs, and dogs, we passed an «m« 
Comfortable night. The whole of this hiddbus waste 
looked like the region of &mine. 

A shift of wind springing up, we ventured on^ 
more upon the lake ; and dfter a little fak sailing, we 
were driven, in our little open boat, where, iberewas 
acarcely room for the helm*s-man to steer, nearly oat 
of sight of land; the wind freshened to a gale, and 
the rain fell heavily: at last, when we had reoouoced 
all ^guine expectations of ever touching land again, 
a favourable breeze sprung up, and aboot ten o'clock 
at night we reached the quay of the post-house called 
Kidden, and after supping, were shewn into a larfe 

E* >omy room to our cribs, where we were surrounded 
at least fourteen sleeping damsels, lying with their 
)thes on, in filth and coarseness, fit to be the ioa- 
IBoratas of the coal-beavers of London. 

As we approached Koningberg the country assumed 
a more agreeable aspect; at tbe inns we found better 
accommodations, and met with what to us was' a 
Ip-eat treat, excellent potatoes, a vegetable Which has^ 
only been jntrcd-iced into the north within these 
t^fioity ycap» ft is scarcely possible to conceive (he 
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dreadful state^of the roacJs daring the 4|iitjtRjy)fr9i» 
Mulsen : it was a succeision of pits. Qa .-iibft.A^b 
Gf October we saw the s))ire8 of Koningbtrg^ ^ an^ 
ter passing the place of execution^ wher^ ^r#f^6§(# 
were standing, surmountod with wheels^ I2i>pn,\^4l^ 
malefactors are exposed, we entered the aridju^ i^jpj^ 
tal of Prussia Proper: as we were proceedings Uh\ib 
Ditchen Hause, a noble hotel » we passed a vast ai^- 
tique and gloomy pile of red brick ) one of my cun^- 
panions pronounced it to be either the gaol or the 
palace; it proved to be the latter, and to b^ inbubitt^ 
by the governor ; in the church adjoining, Frederidw 
the Great was crowned. The city was first fomidjed 
in 1255; is extensive, haviji;5 fourteen parishes j the 
streets are narrow, terribly paved, and hav e no fooi- 
path 5 almost every woman I saw was handsome»4U^ 
wore great thick boots, and a black ribbon tie4 jfis^a 
bow in the front of their caps. The parade exhibijfd 
three fine regiments : previous to their forraiug;ljb4 
line we were again shocked with several instancespf the • 
severity of Prussian drilling. The King pf Prus^a 
scarcely ever visits this city. The trade is very Qop- 
siderable: 6ne thousand vessels sailed last year. i^o 
iu ports. The river Pregel, which is here ratl^r 
shallow, was crowded with market boats, filled wijh 
fish, butter, bread, plumbs, and bergamot pears., sv[ 
was present at a marriage ceremony in one of tfce 
reformed catholic churches, which was very simple : 
*fhe priest joined the hands of the couple, and ad- 
dressed them extemporaneously with considerai^e 
eloquence, as it was explained to mt, invoking th^^ 
to constancy, to love and cherish each other. Tjio 
youog bride and bridegroom seemed tnucb aflfecHid^ 
and shed many tears. ^\ 

It is impossible for an Englishman who has aefer 
left his own country, to form any notioti of the Prys-

Nothing can exceed the fantastic appearance of the 
bouses, which are very lofty, and have vast sloping 
roofs, the fronts of which are surmounted with lions, 
angels, suns, griffins, &c. The windows are very 
large aod square ; and the outsides of these edihcta 
are generally painted with brown or green colours^ 
with great softness and variety : in the streets, which 
are wretchedly paved, and narrow, and, if the atmo* 
sphere be damp, covered ankle-deep with mud« ara 
noble chesnut and walnut-trees. The Rathhaus, or 
botel de ville, is an elegant spiral structure of stoney 
with a variety of elaborate decorations. The prison 
is well arranged : on one side are felons ; and, on the 
other, the house of correction, where the women are 
separated from the men. 

The Lutheran clmrch is a noble structure : in one 
ofthe towers is a gloomy well, in which certain of- 
fenders against the cathc^ic faith, many years since, 
used to be let down, and left to perish: the stirrups 
and chains by whidi tiiey descended were shewn to 
us. Tiie Bourse is most whimsically decorated with 
a marble statue of Augustus III. king of Poland, mo* 
dels of ships, heavy carvings in wood, and great dingy 
pictures. The Vistula, the largest and longest river in 
Pdbnd, after springing from mount Crapadi, on the 
conhnes of Silesia, and crossing Poland and Prussia, 
washes the walls of Dantzig, and faUs into the Baltic* 
Upon this river a stranger cannot fl)il being struck 
with the singular appearance of the Polisi) grain boats, 
in shape resembling a canoe, many of which are 
eighty feet long, by fourteen broad, withont any 
d£ck, and have a single elastic mast, tapering to the 
top fifty, and even 8i^ty, feet high, upon Which they 
&sten a small light sail, that is capable of being raised 
or depressed, so as to catch the wind, above the un* 
lliilattng heights of tbe shores oftheVistubu We

riding habit, pantaloons, and half-boots. In'tw

Upon ascending ttie gallery of the superb dome'^ 
tlie institution of the poor, in the grand m^r)cet ptaocu 
I commanded the wall of the city, the dimensions f^ 
which are small, I should not think larger thap thoi^ 
of Bath; but having been the result of Qnedes^S^^ 
and in a great measure built in one reigUj^' }t has^^ 
advantage of being nsgular. The river Spree^ rm 
through it, aoid is adorned by some handsome''8ioDe 
bridges. The streets are spacious, and, to tne sifr- 
prize of a stranger, are well paved for carriages aod 
pedestrians, although uatnre iian refused to furnish 
the country with a single sion?^ this denial has bee^ 
iUppliedb/ the policy of Frederick the Great, wha 
made all the vessels that came up the Hbe, the 
HaWel, or the Spree, take an board at Magdeburg i 
Certain quantity of freestone, and disembarlt at Berlin 
gratis. Tl^'e houses are generally built of brick stuc- 
coed, but some are of stone, in the Italiun style of 
architecture. The palace of Prince Henry, tlie bro^ 
Iber of Frederick the Greats lately decea«;4» Ii b^ 
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^ttooe^ bot^ for want of ornament, possesses, but 
Ifttle attraction for the eye: the royal oalace is an 
•oornooos square pile of th« same materials, whose 
massy and gloomy walls the reigning sovereign has 
Wisely resigned to his courtiers, for « small plan 
Doansiou, opposite the common foondery. Moh« 
l^joo, the residence of the queen-dowager, is a palace, 
or rather a long gallery, n^rly the whole being 
upon the ground-floor, situated on the side of the Hnr - 
Spree, embosomed in a wood and gardens. The ro-w 
tnnda^ or catholic church, partly designed by cardinal 
Alberoni, is a noble edifice, the grand altar of which 
was made at Rome, and is celebrated for its beauty* 
$oon after Frederic the Great ascended the throne, 
1^ conceived the sublime idea of building avascpan^ 
theoo, in which every description of devotion might, 
at an allotted time, find its altar. Policy, if not genuina 
chanty, induced that sagacious prince to think that 
tolerance was necesjiary to the interests, as well as the 
dignity, of a nation > ^and he was desirous of not only- 
seeing his subjects and foreigners worship their God 
in their way, but that, like brothers, they should pros- 
trate themselves before him in the saipe temple. On 
account of the state of the treasury, Frederic was suc- 
cessfully advised to drop this benign plan, and it was 
never afterwards resumed. The generality of the Prus- 
•ians are Calvinists. 

In the evening after my arrival I went to the New 
Theatre, a superb building, on the entablature of 
whfch the following elegant inscription a|)peared in 
German, '* Whilst we smile we mend the manners." 
All the front of the itside was occupied by the royal 
box, formed into a saloon, from the centi'e of the ceil-, 
ing of which a rich lustre descended, and on each 
sid9 were alabaster vases. The boxes were neat and 
weil arranged. Over the curtain was a large trans-' 
parent clock; the players were good j the orchestra 
very full and fine ; atid the scenery, particularly the- 
drop, pr curtain sc^e^ yery beautiAd.

As w« fussed to tbe> reyal opera^bonfie, the^ cmf2Xrf 
wiare drillii^ \ the Wfetehedness of their horses not a 
Unfe $»rpiized me: tbe samereiairk applied to thoie^ 
of every olher regiment of cavaUy winch' I saur, 
Tbe opera-house, wbich is never open but during the- 
oamivaly is^ a superb and elegant building, rsnsed bjr 
Frederic the Great.

* On the Sanday after my arrival, namely, the thhd 
of November, I seated myself, at seven o'clock intii6 
momm^y with an intelligent companion, in tlie Poti^ 
dam diligence, a vehicle considerably less commOt 
-4ioa8 than that of Paris. After passing throng^ 
a country of corn-fields and fir-forests, and some 
«raall pieces of ice, at eleven we reached the barrier 
cf Potsdam, which is situated on the river Havel^ and 
is formed into an isle by the adjoining lakes an} 
cina|s> about sixteen English miles from Berlin. 

Having expelled the cold with some sonp, we 
hired a little phaeton^ and immediately proceeded to 
(Bans Souci, distant about two jBnglish miles^ whicli* 
as well as the neighbouring country palaces, are so 
much the fruit oi the great Frederic's taste, that it 
wm like paying a visit to bis spirit. As we proceed- 
ed to the gallery of pictures, we passed by his hot«» 
houaes, which he cherished with great care. So par- 
tial was hts majesty to hot-house fruit, that before the 
buildings were erected, he who would have scanti^ 
provided for a gallant officer mutilated in his service, 
4id DOC hesitate to pay a ducat for a clierry ! Whea 
he was dying, his pine-apples occupied his principd 
attendoB. 

We entered the picture gallery from the road 
through a rustic door : this room, two hundred and 
fifty-eight fiset long, thirty-six broad, and fifteen 
hvgbs is supported by Carrara pillars, and is superbly 
gilded and omamenud. The odlection is very select 
and precious. 

From the gallery we ascended a staircase, an^ en- 
tered a terrace, whence a beautiful viewof theriver, and 
the surrounding country, lay expanded before us. At

The queen had displayed her taste by 
ferorating^ one of her little cabinets with engravings 
from some of the exquisite productions of Westall. 

The next morning (Sunday) we attended the two 
parades, which take place on this day within two 
tours of each other; I should suppose about ten 
thousand men were upon the ground: they presented 
a very noble appearance. The king, attended by se- 
veral officers, was present. In roving through the 
city, we observed that its size and buildings resembled 
those of Berlin, and that it was equally gloomy. 

On the ^th of November, at eleven o'clock in the 
morning, as 1 wished to see a little more of the man- 
ners of the people, I mounted the Hamburgh dili- 
gence, and proceeded in it as far as Grabow, ^and 
afterwards travelled post to Husuni. 

A little beyond Grabow I passed a superb country 
fesidence of the reigning duke, situated in a beautiful 
country, and surrounded by a very neat village. 
Swerin \$ a larg-e and respectable town, where Uie 
inns are very good, and well supplied with French 
Bpies. The palace is a vast and very ancient building, 
fonning an oblong square, presenting galleries, bal- 
conies, and turrets, without end. The soldiers on 
duty were fine looking fellows j the forces of the duke 
amount to fourteen hundred men. I could not help 
smiling when, upon discharging my driver at this 
town, he presented me, with great ceremony, a go- 
vernment receipt, to shew (hat he had paid two gios- 
chen for permission to pass over a nearer and better 
"road, which led from the countiy palace of the duke. 
The Malaga wine, of which a great quantity is brought 
to this duchy, is excellent and reasonable. 

T^ approach to Lubec was through a noble road, 
Ifncd with stately lindens, extending four English 
miles : it was dusk wh<*n I entered it, and early in the 
morning when I left it 3 but, if I may iudgp by its 
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avenues^ Sates» and streets^ I sl^oukl prooouncs it It 
be a very beautifiil, extensive, apd wealthy city.

IN company with two highly esteemed friends, 
I proceeded to Gravesend: upon the road, we 
were charmed by occasional views- of the majestic 
Thames, formed by a rich setting sun into the appear- 
ance of an inverted sky, decorated by ships more sup« 
ported over than upon its bosom, and a vast expanse 
of richly cultivated land, fading in the mist of a far 
&tant horizon. 

At Gravesend we paid six guineas a-ptiece to a 
Dutch captain, and a little favourable breeze springing 
up, we proceeded on board with a large party, com- 
posed of specimens of the human race from vaYious 
parts of the globe— proceeding, through the indul- 
gence of the government of Holland, to their various 
destinations on the Continent. The moment we 
stepped on board we found we were victims to tlie 
most infamous imposition. Six guineas for a birth in 
a vessel which Noah, in the first rudiments of his art, 
(Would have made a thousand times more commo- 
dious! Figure to yourself about forty persons stowed 
in a Dutch galliot of about one hundred tons burden, 
deeply li^en with a cargo of chalk, &c. 5 a hold nenr 
the bows covered with straw for the accommodation 
of thirty-six of the passengers ; a low miserable cabin

It is the noble nature of genius to requite the 
tngraiitode of a thankless country, by shedding upon 
It udqnenehable lustre^ and rais'mg it in the rank of 
notions; In several psuts of the city, memorials of the

4Mk4. The number of Jews in Rotterdam is vety

Industry and opulence. Soon after my arrival, I had 
the pleasure of dining with one of the first femilies of 
that persuasion : our host, a very amiable man, gave 
H^ a true Dutch dinner, consisting of nearly fiftecfn 
4tfeisefit «orts of fish, exquisitely dressed, and senred 
|}p with vegetables of various kinds. In Holland, in 
preparivig the fish for the kettle, die head^ and fins, 
«nd tirtt, are generally cut off. In this city port whie 
i«lK:arcely ever drank : it is by no means gratifying to 
H Dutch palate. Some was presented to me at a din« 
iier where I was^ but it was so old that all its flavour 
k^U eniporated.

This btdlding is an oblong 8qnarp> with a corered 
walk on each side^ and is a plain handsome buiMing. 
It was finished in 1736. I was astonished to find it 
crowded in every part, and presenting, in the activity 
and bustle which were displayed, every appearance of 
a great commercial countiy in a high state of prosper- 
*ous tranquillity. 

The arrival of English papers, and of couriers hm 
Paris, never fi»iled to excite a strong sensation fcom 
one end ofthe city to the other. Upon the exdiange 
'1 saw several Englishnoen transacting business ; atid 
such is the respect which the Dutch bear towards os, 
that tve soon found the suspicion of our being English 
rather increased than damped the civilities we eif- 
perieuced. 

As Rotterdam may be considered, as Buonaparte has 
recently described the city of Hamburg, une v'tUe Jn-^ 
glaise, in consequence of so many English families 
having settled there before the Revolution, andalsodf 
the proximit}' of its port to England, it was with sufr- 
priie 1 foimd that the new ruler and form of goverq- 
nient were so popular as they are in this city, 

A short time before we visited Rotterdam, we 
heard that the king and queen visited that citv, the 
onfy one which they had then honoured with their 
presence, except the seat ofthe royal residence at the 
Hague. 

^ upon their arrival in the city, their majesties and 
,the two princes, in their carriages, attended by their 
suite and an escort of horse, proceeded to die ac- 
change, where they were waited upon by the princi- 
pal functionaries, and a deputation ofthe most opul^ 
^merchants ofthe city. Their majesties appeared to be 
mubh affected by the very flattering manner in whi^ 
♦b^were received, 
* 'Ilie ^neen, who isilways mentioned by tbote wiQ 
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fcavie liad the honour of knowing her bef^rf aA^;sjijpce 
the wonderful elevation of so many brancRe)|<^ her

,0 the j^utphmen present, and spread with great ca^ 
ferity t^rqjj^h every part of the city, and contjribujted 
le raise her v^ry high in the public estimatiop. 

In the (|^partment of the admiralty, the kliiig has 
effected o^any >fise and salutary regulation^. . f^^haisi 
abolished 4^1 the sinecure offices attached to J t, jr^ 
duced overgrown salaries,' and doubled the hours ^ 
labour of the clerks, who were before almost receiving 
the wages of idlei^ess froni the country. By tl^s ^t^ 
and sagacious cpnducf, the king has already pro4»4Co4 
a saving to the state- of two millions sterling g^ear*^ 

Before these circumstaqceg, and the previpu^ ,ua - 
Mttled condition of the country are known or reflectt?^ 
upon/ it would appear -somewhat paradoxical^ that a! 
the interests of the Dutch have ^ bias in ^VjOur of 
England, and as their govern meqt is of French corv- 
struction, the ruler who has been placed over tfjeni 
by events little less than miraculous, could ev^r, ap^ 
especially in so short a time, have naade himself po^

Ih ^y way to the celebrated staitue of ErasmL 
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JHet looked as if it belonged to a soul more disp(xe(i 
to cultivate the figures 9t arithmetic than of rhetoric* 
I saw none of those sprightly physiognomies, which 
abound in^he large towns of England or f ranee, full 
ftf smiles, of levity, and carelessness, the happy owners 
of which appear as if they basked and frolicked in 
the sunshine of every event. Ev«n the Spanish pro* 
verb, " thoughts close, looks loose," is not observed in 
Ihis city. An eye prone to the earth, a look of settled 
meditation, and a measured pace denote the Rotter- 
dammer. Yet with these appearances Holland has 
not been insensible to that literary merit, in honour 
bf which, in other times and regions, the Grecians 
and Romans raised temples, statues, and constituted 
public games, to which the Persians, the Arabians^ 
the Turks, and even the Chinese, presented the most 
mj^ificent rewards. 

"This statue stands upon an arch pressing a canals 
sod is pearly ten feet high) it was finished in 1622> 
and is said to be the chef-d'osuvre of Henry de Keiser, 
a very celebrated statuary and architect. It has 
b^en said, that in the quality of the different statues 
which the Dutch raised to the memory of Erasmus, 
taajr be traced the different degrees of zeal with 
which his memory was cherished by them. 
; Amongst the churches, the only one I saw worthy 
of notice was the cathedral of St. Lawrence, the towei 
of which I ascended, and from its top commandisd 
the greater part of the south of Holland.

very fre^^ and fine, and such as is usually to be found 
H th^ iame season in England : the vegetables are re- 
awrfcaMj^ excellent, and are submitted to the eye irt 
iht deanett and mow attractive manner. The Dnt cli 
poCiteea are sitiall, and uncommonly good ; I think 
di^ane, IfpossiWe, superior, t6 those of Irelahcf. 
• The proximity of the houses' to the canals enables-

rangement, of neatness and comfort, cswnot easily be 
torpaaaed on shore. Upon the fore and aft part o^ Um^ 
deck their ware is exposed to sale, and below are pfo- 
digious depots of the same articles. These vesseU am 
frequently six months in their voyage up and down 
the Rhine, in consequence of their stopping at those 
cities or towns situated on its biuikb, where the ow^eift 
are likely to have a market for their merchandize. 

The reader will be surprized to hear that in several 
shops I saw many prints of our illustrious Nelson, p 
which the artist, in order to prevent the beholder 
from doubting that he h^ lost the sight of one «fe 
In the service of his country, had the optic completely 
lemoved from its socket, and left a large frightfaUiole» 
ibr the purpose of iliostrating this pfirt of his heroic 
lustory. 

The collections o/ paintings in Rotterdam awm^ 
namerou^ but very select : perhaps no people upgp 
the hce of tlie earth ever dispbyed a more inveterate 
and imaipvable attachment to every thing of native 
gjTOWth than the Dutch, except tKe Chmese, .who 
cpDsider improvement as penal innovation, and who 
confined a native in irons for life, because he ventured 
' id make a boat upon a new construction, by which i( 
tailed faster than any other. 

This spirit, or if you hke to call it so, thia aaMr 
patruB, h strongly evinced in all their collections of 

Einting : in oxily one or .two private cabinets in Hoi- 
id are to be found any productions of the Italiail 
and Venetian schools. 

The finest private cabinet belongs to M. Vanderpolsj

a 6w str^kig anecdotes when I reach Haeriem, tho 
place of his ^nativity; of the latter I shall briefly 
ipeak whcA I describe Frankfort on the Maine^ wher« 
he was bom. 

•M, Vanderpot, another wealthy merchant^ has also 
a feiy large and well-selected collection <^ the Dutch 
aad Flemish painters. M. Lockhorst, a gentleman of 
coaunercbl distinction, has also a fine assortment of 
pietof^s of the same school. 

The perfection to which the Dutch and Flemish 
ichobls arrived, proves that great artists may b# 
fonned, witliout the assistance of great galleries. 
The present low state of the French scbod demon* 
ttrates, ib^ the most magnificent collection ever 
kibwn, containing the renowned and exalted speci* 
met» of art, and opened to the inspection of every 
one with a becoming spirit of liberality, cannot form 
good artists. The St. Jerome of Corregio, and tho 
St.Cecil'ra of Michael Angelo, have created no sue- 
oeisful disciple since their arrival at Paris. 

It is a matter of surprize to the contemplative tra* 
▼eller to observe, in a country apparently so mechanic 
cally moral and regular as Holland, die glaring defects 
of the most loose and meretricious government : in 
the heart of the finest cities are to be found brotlif^ls, 
lurpassing in iniquity all such seats of impurity In 
any other nation, in which the horrible novelty of th« 
niost savage oppression is united to a public, licenced^ 
and authorized display of vice and profligacy. I mean 
the spill-, houses, to one of which my lacquey deplacp 
omducted me about ten o'clock at night, when thoso 
scenes of revelry open. In a street, in an inferior 
quarter of the tovn, the sound of fiddles and dancii^ 
announced the approach to one of these houses : pre- 
sently my guide stopped before one of them, into th# 
stdpon of whif h he introduced me by pulling nsidf a 
curtain drawn before the door, near which. In a liitl^ 
itiied oi'chestra, two fiddlers were scrapings upon 
ben^s at ti^ qthu t^d of ihe room wbem seven er

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eight fsmales, painted aiKl% dr^sed in aB tbeir £097^ 
utrith large silver buckles, loose moslin robes^ tnai^ 
gilt ear-rings, and ornaments of the same metal round 
Hie head. Most of them looked verjr jaded. As 
goon as I entered, a bottle of wine and glasses, aed 
pipes and tobacco, were put beforeme, for which Iptid 
a ^orin, and wluch is considered as the premium of 
Admission. 

These miserable wretches were all prostitutes and 
prisoners, eontoed to this haunt of vice, and never 
iufFered to pass its threshed until enabled, out of the 
wages of prostitution, to redeem themselves. jTbe 
way in which they are ensnared into this brothel-<)aA- 
geen is worthy of notice. The keeper of it hearisof 
some girl who is in debt, frequently occasioned by 
dressing beyond her means, to set off I>5r person to 
advantage at some of the music-rooms or other public 
places : he approaches her, pitieslter, o^ers her money 
-to discharge her debts, advances herwire.for Imme- 
diate and future purposes^ siie beovi^^is debtor: 
in a short tone, he seizes upon her person, jind boars 
lier away to his bagnio, and ttceiyes the profligate 
produce of her disgrace and inffmy^ and this soeoe 
of compound enormity is tolerated by the government 
and has so contiued for many years, till time Im 
hardened the cruel practice into a costom which has 
become inoffensive to t\m people. 
. One of these poor wretches approached me; die 
^^ifiected gaiety of her deportnaent, sq entirely du- 
'cordant with the genuine feelings of a mind exposed 
to scenes of such humiliating prodigacy, was in oo 
little degree distressing: but I observed ^hedrapk the 
wine I gave her with a heavy heart, and pome money 
:I presented her with excited expressions of gratitude 
but no emotions of delight; from which I concluded 
>that she was merely the channel through which my 
present would pass to her brutal gapbrr; an appi 
nensjon which was confirmed by my lacquey u[ 
»y quitting this scene ofcompMc«ti4 W|;«tcl]edne$»« 



Tlie Datdh are so fatniliorized to if^/ese scenes^ that 

S' rents frequently cany their children toihenij pot 
ra the hope of preserving them from vicious pro* 
pensities, by placing be^re their eyes the nauseouf * 
ftnd frightful images of suffering profligacy* Such aa 
e]q;)drim6Dt in morsds would be somewhat dubious in 
ite operalions , for vice like delbrmity ceases to dia» 
gust in proportion as it is contemplated. Such ideal 
never enter the sober brains of such raitora"; they ^0 
to^nd an hour, which to them is mirthful, and the 
peor wretches I have mentioned augment the pleasurei 
Si^jm scene bythegaudiness of their finery, and the 
qNi^any add to its vivacity. In the b^utyofita 
fifctiage, " they forget the dying bird." 
-IThrough considerable interest I was enabled to see 
the rasp-house, or prison for male and female cuJprita: 
it is a large^uadrangular building ; most of the cells 
and rooms look towards the yard, which is consider*- 
aWy below the level of the street. The food is whole* 
iome and abundant, and the chambers are kept very 
{teat. I saw in this place nothing objectionable but ilie 
period allowed to the prisoners for taking exercise, 
vhich is infinitely too showt and infrequent, each per- 
son being allowed to walk in the yard only once in the 
wedc ; the consequence is, that few of the prisonera 
looked healthy. 

At my hotel I was much gratified by the whimsical 
af^earance of a meeting called the Society of Variet)iL 
and Unity, which was l^ld there : about eighty Dutch'-^ ^ 
menof the middling classes of life were assembled in one v \ 
or the rooms, to discuss philosophical, but more par- /. \ 
ticularly religious questions: when I centered the ?.\^ 
room, one of their members was addressing the body ^ 
irpon the subject of death, as I was informed. His 
eloquence appeared to be as sluggish as the canM \ 
(^posite. 

I had not been two days in Holland without wit- 
nessing the abortjinable custom of introducing a Spit* * 
; tiag potupQUjthe table after dmoer, into wbich> iik« the 
C 0*2 
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flouriibingitijmufiictttre* of velvets, silkf, add carped 
at Hilversomj and those of linen and table-cloths, which 
•re exquisite, atOverysvs]; and numerous pa^r-aitUa* 
' The population of Rotterdam is estimated at sixty 
thousand inhabitants. Upon the wholp, it is a gloofiiy 
place to live in— a constant iteration of the same 
canals, bridges, boats, houses, and figures, will soon 
dattip the spirits of a traveller, unless naturally very 
vivacious. There is no tlieatre; no jdace of public 
iunusement but tlie spill-hoasd^ 1 have described, 
which are as much, at least to tedlng m^ods, not ac- 
customed to I hem, entitled to that appellaiion, as any 
of our houses of correction. 

V Here I bade adieu to my companions and frienda, 
who proceeded direct to Germany^ where I proMiaed 
to rejoin them. I was by fto means sorry te fetlew 
my lac^iey to that quarter of the suburbs where the 
Delfl boats set off e\*^ two hours, with my port- 
niameau, aod to bkt adieu to Rotterdam. Our treck- 
achuyt lay ready for starting r ^t two o'clock, a Irttta 
bell, fastened on the otlts^de of a hou^e ^where tl« 
directori^esides, annoiln<^d that all was ready; the 
^ofse was festeued to a very long, and rather a tbto 
line, and we sHpped through the liquid road^ sentiiblfe 
of moving only froib passing the objects that lined 
the sides of the canal, consisting f()r a considerable 
way of pretty houses and avenues of tre^s, * 

The treckschuyt is a long barge divided Irito two 
lipartn&entsj the after-one, calidP^he ruif or toof, 
possesses superior accommodat^oiH; and will hcjW 
fi*om eight to a dozen persons, aiM 4he orher fr6t*i 
ftwty to fitly : ^his ves^l, whi6h is dtawn bj- a sitigte 
horse, moves so precisely af the rate ©f four mtles an 
hour, (bat the Dutch always corniiut^ by the hourin* 
atead ot the mile.* In the cabin 0r r6of Uiere a)«

the smokers with fire for their pipes. The price i| 
about threepence an hour: this part is generally oc^ 
oapied by persons of a' superior condition. So steady is 
t^tuotion of the vessel, that the passengermay read^ 
write, or draw in it, without interruption* 

The treckschuyts preserve an easy intercourse be* 
tween th^ most distant parts of the kingdom, and the 
cheapness of their conveyance places them within the 
rtach of the^ost slender purse. Every thing relative ' 
tQ these .vessels is conducted with such admirable 
punctuality, that the passenger caq tell to the smallest 
xpst i^ihe k,ingdom what his e^cpenses will amount 
to^iKl.^o a minute when he shall arrive at the end of 
.hi^ Journey 5 iii whipb, if '.t be long, he carries his pro- 
,visiion with him, or purchases a frugal "meal at the

The tref kscl^tiyts are all under the direction of 
govemmeiit, and are truly punctual, convenient,

.twelve mrles, or thr^ hours distant. On the sides 
fOf the. canals the surface of the water was frequently 
coyered by the mfmphp' alba, magnificent white wa- 
,ler-^ily, ^jbose exp;inded and unsullied flowers had a 
charming' effect, particularly when intermixed with 
:iai^y^ntim oi^mpkeid^, the j^ellow- fringed water* 
Jilj^.iR/J^ich aj:e very v^ncommon in England.

land is divided into High and Low Dutch^ where?! 
there is but one pure language, as in England, which 
is called Neder Duitch, the language of the Ne- 
therlands, or of a country lying very low. In Hol- 
land, as in every other country, there is a variety of 
provincial idioms ; a raw native of Friezeland would 
not be understood at Amsterdam, 

At Overchie, a village about three miles, or one • 
hour from Rotterdam^ the houses are close to the 
Water, and little children were playing upon its veiy 
margin without exciting any apprehension. In this 
town the prospect of a late dinner induced me to taste 
its gingerbread, for which Holland is very -justly,ce- 
lebrated. Before every cottage, brass kettles and pans 
Just cleaned were placed upon stools in the open air, 
or were polishing under the hands of their indefeti- 
gable owners j and even certain utensils shone with 
such resplendent brightness in the sun, that the wjcU* 
known saying, which the French whimsically i^ply 
to the grave and thoughtful, 11 est serieox comme un 
pot de charubre^ would lose the fidelity of its resem- 
blance here. 

On our left, a short distance from Delft, we passed 
^« caimon fouoderv, and on our right some potteries, 
where the Delft China, formerly much prized all over 
Europe, and which Vaodevelt and other eminent 
'artists embellf^thed with their pencils, used to be raa^ 
. nufactured in great abundance. Thes« potteries since 
last war have greatly decliaed, to the severe injury 
of the adjoining town. -- 

The town is very ancient and picturesque ; dt tho 
place where we disembarked, were several treck- 
schuyts moored under an old castellated gateway, ifiroai 
which, preceded by a commissary or lic^oced porter, 
who attends the moment the bpat arrives, with hit 
'wheelbarrow, to convey the luggage of the passengers, 
^'c entered Delft, the capital of Deiftland, ia the 
province of Holland, and proceeded to a very cora- 
'Ibrrabie ii^n^ which formsb^ sonqie^ ^ood cuilets 4Qd 
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• bottle of claret. Before the hotel all was biude^ 
from the ntimber of carriages filled witli gentee\ peo- 
ple proceeding to, and returning from the Hague, to 
aad from which Iroals are passing every half hour. 

Here, as in every inn in Holland, however humble, 
the guest has aiways the comfort of a sih'er fork 
placed by his side, and a tablecloth of snowy white- 
ness : in the room where I dined was a glass china cup- 
board, and every article within it bore shining testimony 
to iu having received a due proportion of diurnal 
care. Delft is a large but gloomy town, and as silent 
as a monastery, except in the street immediately 
leading to the Hague; ipon quitting which, iio sound 
was to he heard but that of mops and buckets i' nar- 
now, green, stagnant canals divide most of the streets, 
whicb are generally, for some little distance before 
the houses, paved with Mack and white marble, 
Hdwever the principal part of the town is handsome, 
having two spacioos streets, with broad canals bor« 
dered with trees. 

Although the taciturnity of the place would induce 
a stranger to think its population small, it reckonjs 
13,000 inhabitants, 6,000 of whom, since the war, 
have been reduced to the class of paupers. I met 
•with two or three inhabitants who spoke good English, 
and expressed in terms of feeling o)isei7, the heavy 
losses and distresses which they had sustained by ft 
rupture wWa, England ; yet, strange as it may appear, 
they seemed to think well of their new government 
and spoke with great esteem of their king, of whon^ 
tliey said they w^ell knew he felt the impolicy of a war 
Wim England as much' as any Dutchman, and that he 
WG^4 rejoice at^the iiour when the great ^political 
events which were passing in other parts of the world 
would admit of a renewal of amity and free inter- 
course with that country — ^ey spoke of the govern* 
meut of tl^ Stadtholder with contempt, and of the 
Eepublic with detestation. 

i visited the new church, the tower of which is verjr 
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fine, and of a pfodigioos altitude. The view froni 
the steep 'e of lhi« church is esteemed the most beaa- 
fttul in HoHand, and is remarkably fine and extensive; 
but (he beauty ot the scenery is principally at a dis- 
tance, as the land immediately surrounding the town is 
boggy, do Jed with piles of white turf. The chimes 
of this church, or as they are called, the carillons, 
are very numerous, consisting of four or five hundred 
bells, which are celebrated for the sweetness of their 
tones. Tliis species of music is entirely of ]>utch 
origin, and in HollaiKi and the countries that fornwly 
belonged to her, it can only be heard in great perfec- 
tion. The French and Italians have never imita(ted 
tile Dutch in this taste; we have made the- attempt 
in some of our churches, but in such a miserable 
tmngling manner, that the nerves of even a Dutch 
Aipper would scarcely bS able to endure it. 

These cannons are played upon by the means of a 
kind of keys communicating with the bells, as those 
of the piano forte and organ do with strings and pipes, 
%y a person called the carilloneur, who is x«gularly 
instructed in the science, the labour of the practiod 
part of which is very severe, he being, almost always 
obliged to perform in his shirt with his collar unbut- 
toned, and generally forced by exertion into a profuse 
perspiration, some of the keys requiring a two pound 
weiijlit to depress them : after the performance, the 
cariiloneur ' is frequently obliged hnmediately to go to 
bed r by pedals communicating with the great bells, 
be is enabled with his feet to play the base to several 
sprightly and even difficult airs, which he performs 
With botli his hands upon the upper species of keys, 
which are projecting sticks, wide enough asunder to 
be struck with violence and celerity by either of the 
two hands edgeways, without the danger of hitting 
the adjoining keys. The player uses a thick leather 
<»vering for the little finger of each hand, to prevent 
the excessive pain which the violence of the stroke, 
necessary to produce sufficient sound, requires: these 
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ipusietans are very dextrouft» and will play pieces ia 
tbree parts, producing the fitgt and second treble with. 
the two hands on the upper set of keys, and the baso 
as. before described. By this invention a whole town 
is entertained in every quarter of it 5 that spirit of in- 
dostry which pervades the kingdom^ no doubt, 
Qciginally suggested this sudorific nxode of amusiRg a 
large , population, without nocking it necessary for 
them to quit their avocations one moment to enjoy 
thena;^; They have often sounded to my ear> at a dis- 
tauj^lj^ike the sounds of a very sweet hand-organ f 
bat '^g^ want of something to stop the vibration of 
facyi'bell, to prevent tlie notes of ope passage from 
ranaing«into another, is a desideratum wliich would 
render thi»sdrt of music still more highly delightful. 
Holland is the only country I have been in, where 
the sound of bells was gratifying. The dismal tone 
of our own oa solemn occasions, and the horrible in- " 
discriminate clashing of the bells of the Greek church 
ia Russia, are, at least to my ear, intolerable nuisances, 
I afterwards learnt that the carillons at Amsterdan^ 
have three octaves, with all the semi^tones complete 
on the manual, and two octaves in the pedals ; each 
key for the natural sound projects near a foot, and 
those for the flats and sharps, which are played seve- 
ral iBches higher, only half as much. The British 
army were equally surprized and gratified, by hearing 
upon the carillons of th6 prindipal church at Alkraaar, 
their favourite air of " God save the king" played u^ 
a masterly manner, when they entered that town. 

In this church is a superb monument raised to the 
memory of William the Firsts the great Prince of 
Orange, in the east end dfthe church. The Dutch^ 
with their accustomed frugality, do not much indulgo 
in mausoleums and'statnis. .

attendant, through the greater part of the etty 16 ihe 
Mareschal de Turenne, an exc^ent hotel, but at » 
most inc(»>venienl ditfntnce from tlie place where the 
Delft boats stop, and where theotheit foe Leyden or 
Haarlem start from. : 

The morning after my arrival there was a grand 
jcriew of the Dutch troops, who presented a vert 
soldt^ly appearance; that of the fcixly-gtuird, both 
horse and in^ntry, was very supsrb inmiUteryap*" 
pointments. I was well informed that the king leli 
so secure in his government^ that there was not at

Germany. The French interest, however, was predo* 
mUiant, and it W4S indispensably necessary tbat ihlj 
passport of every foreigner should be countersigded 
by the French consul, whose fiat upon ^ sucfi 
occasions was final. 

The king had lieen at the Hag<ie> or rather tthii 
palace in the wood adjoining, only about six wedcsx 
m the course of which, 1 was credibly infornoed^ 'pe 
had displayed uncommon acrivlty and^ talent ii^ the 
discharge of the great duties of, hh station. A1^ 
thottgh an invalid, he was at his bureau with hb 
ministers every mortiing at six o'clock, which be 
aev^ quilted until the business of the. day was com- 
j^leted. The poor laws occupied much o( his att«i* 
tiou; and they are, 1 hear, to undei^o a considerlibiet 
amelioration. ^' 

The auiliority before described, so princely «tt4 
powerful, in all haman probability would ' hsthi 
continued in the family of tlie prince upon whoA 
it was .

«ave a few crazy fiacres, and every servant was -^triji- 
p«d of his Kvery. At present, society seem? to bo 
Veturuing to many of its original habits, and some 
handsome equipages appeared in di^erent parts of the 
tow»; yet, upon the wtele, the ftfst impr^sion of it« 
gloom w«s never etfaced. ■ 

. Upon inquiry after fbe present state of literature 
at this place, 1 found it was considered at a very lo# 
ebb : ibe press at the Higue wasonce justly celebrated, 
|>ut has of late emitted little more than a few pam^ 
phlets of incbosideraWe merit. Before the Revokitioa 
there were several capital booksellers* shops, of which 
i could, ebly- discover two -, the books in their shops, 
apparently the /emams of declini^^g literary traffic; 
!were neither very numerous nfw very valuable. The 
booksellers formerly found very ample encouragement 
tn tlie affluence of the court, and tnany petty German 
j>f inces who selected the Hague for their residence. 

After spending some days very pleasantly at the 
Hague, I proceeded to the Leyden treckschuyt, which 
hy at a great distance from the hotel, where I found, 
from tht blunJer of the waiter, that I was con- 
sidered as a personage of considerable consequence, 
on account of my having engaged the whold 
of the ru if to myself. The day was brilliantly fine, 
and nothing coiild be mare delight^l tlian my passage 
%o Leyden; for two miles and a half the left bank of 
the canal presented an unbroken succession of hand- 
some-country houses and highly cultivafed grounds, 
which although laid out like so niany vegetable 
problems, abounded with a variety oif forms, which, 
as they were clkd in luxuriant greeh, wi^re very agree- 
able.. ^Many of thesQ spots were graced by thejicacii 
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aikl We3rinoQth pine, to wbich the soil and dunate 
seemed to be congenial. On the other side were rick 
meadows, whose vivid gteen seemed to rival that of 
the emerald, and corn fields yellow with hanreft. 
Enchanted with the day and the sceneiy^ I epviednoC 
the pomp of Cleopatra, although

In this agreeable manner three hours and a half 
passed aw^y with feathered Beetness^ and at the end 
of a long avenue of trees and a line qjC water, the 
spires and elevated buildings of Leyden appeared. 
We stopped about half way from the Hague at Ley- 
dehendam, a very neat pretty village, the neighbour* 
hood of which abounds with pleasure houses and gar- 
dens. The country as I approached Ley den appeared 
to be thickly wooded, and displaced the novel variety 
of a gentle undulation of grounds After passing 
through a beautiful boulevard, and crossing somo 
drawing bridges, 1 entered the elegant city of Leydea 
through the white gate, and procealed to a very com- 
fortable hotel in the principal street, ca^ed the £road 
street, the length, spaciousness, and beauty of which 
^nt ales it tQ the highest admiration : there is no canal 
in it, and the buildings on each side are very hand- 
some, many of them splendid mansions. This seat 
of learning is considered to be one of the handsomest 
4n Holland, and next in size to Amsterdam; the en- 
france to it is through seven, stone gates, at each of 
* which i^ a draw- bridge : the town is surrounded with 
M rampart, an<i a deep, broad canal, and is adorned 
by beautiful shady walks.. The number of bridges ia 
this city is astonishing, they are said to exceed ono 
hundred and forty-five of stone and railed wit^ iron. 
It has also many canals, the most beautiful of which 
15 the Rapenburg. It has been compared by travellert 
^ Oxford^ but I cannot see any resemblance, except

however, considering th& early period in wbi(^ tbi 
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aftist llotirished^ it is a very carious and valoable pro«' 
doction. 

In the jcutlce-hall is a celebrated pictnre of Haret 
de Moor, who was bom in this town in 1 656 : the] 
subject Brutus condemning his sons, the design, the. 
colouring, and finishing of which are very beautiful/ 
Thefe is also a large picture representing the braveij 
of its citizens, who are rendered imnoortal in the page 
of history for the heroic valour they displayed during 
a siege, which in the year 1573, for fire months^ 
visited this place with all the horrors of war, disease^ 
and famine. The historian can scarcely do adequate 
justice to these heroes. After the Spaniards had been 
compelled to raise the siege of Alkmaar, they deter* 
mined upon directing their forces against Leyden, 
(rom the trenches of which tbey were bravely repuls- 
ed by Count Louis of Nassau, brother to the then 
prince of Orange : but having been reinforced, ther 
remmed *to the attack : when the Spanish general* 
Fm^cis Valdey, discovering that he could not take the 
placfrtt^ storm, resolved upon reducing it by famine, 
and a^'scene of horror ensued which bafBes the poweri 
of the pen to describe. The Spanish general, Frederic 
of Toledo, son of the execrable duke of Alva, repuls- 
ed a body of English auxiliaries who were coming t<l 
the relief of the besieged, in consequence c^ which tho 
blocktide was sovigilantly conducted, that the wretched 
inhabitants could derive no provisions from without* 
In this dreadful dilemma, they drew lots to determme 
which should fall each day to afibrd sustenance to the 
rest with their bodies ; and k is said that the spirit of 
patriotism ran so high, that many of them anticipated 
-thr* desperate alternative, and voluntarily slew them* 
•elves to furnish food totheir brave fellow-citizens and 
soldiers. An extraordinary female patriot, c^ the 
Bame of Kenneva, headed the women, led them to the 
ramparts, where they assisted the nearly exhausted 
Botdiery in 'working the cannon, and displayed that 
«ndia^iaatic tiourage which great -occasioiis wUl gene* 
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illy And lodgtd !n that bosom whleb is the seat of 
every gentle, every tender feeling, and ought only to 
heave with the tenderest emotions. Many of them 
^tabbed themselves, to assist In preserving the surviv- 
irs, and expiring exclaimed, *' See, my poor valiant 
iriends, your provision for the rest of the day." But 
iftotwithstanding these terrible sacrifices/ and supplies 
if human flesh, many thousands of the garrison and 
fcnrghers perished. Ttie Spaniards, having been in- 
fcrmed of their situation, again summoned them to 
^rrender, and allowed a truce of an ^lour for deliber- 
ation, during which a consultation was held, the una- 
nimous determination of which was contain©! iii the 
following reply: "Tell your arrogant genera F; tha< 
we shall not want the means of life whilst a left arm re- 
fnains upon any of our shoulders, and with our right 
we shall continue to fight for our liberties to the lasc" 
^t length, broken down by their frightful situation, 
end hopeless of relief, after having exhibited prodigies 
of valour, and the sublimest acts of patriotism and 
iesignation, the miserable survivors of this ghastly 
Icene of desolation assembled round the house of Peter 
Adrian de Werf, the chief magistrate of the city, a 
inan of great influence Amongst the people, and im- 
plored him to sanction with his fiat the surrender of 
the place; but this noble being preferring, Uke'Cato, to 

ferish rather thafi see his country in the poisession of 
tyrant, thus addressed his emaciated brethren, — **My 
brave comrades ! cut this body in pieces^j it is better 
that I should die for you, than by the enenriy— my 
iwoundi disable me from further service. Take cour- 
age, let me receive death from your hands, and let 
tny miserable frame furnish a wretched meal for somo 
of you-^Take me, and may Ley den be victorious, and 
ker glory immortal !*• Deeply impressed by such firm- 
ness and eloquence, his auditors turned their haggard 
countenances aside, and with the convulsive energy 
of expiring nature, rushed again to the rampart, and 
lK}on afterwards they wer^ thrown into aa agony (^ 
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joy by the arrival of two carriei? pigeoof^ ta!iRp|»|8^feel 
were tied stalk a of com and beB3p> in wfeipb i^tt^ril 
were Concealj^d^ .^nouncing that relief^ w^» at liand* 
The Diu.cb confederates, having no- ^)t|)er ftiode of 
relieving the inhabitants of Leyd^, brokfs <iowD tb0 
dykesdfth^ Mae^ and the Ys^el^ inundat^ the Spa- 
nish camp, and the beautiful country vehich aurroundfl 
Leyden, and enabled Louis Brissot, admiral of Z^ 
land^ to send paany flat-bottomed boats^ lovell armed; 
to the silccoui; of the besieged. This desperate mtsa^ura 
coajpelled the Spanish general to evacuate bis camp» 
atK^ tp i^jstire ,wtth ^uch of bis army as did not perish 
^y the waters, mto their own country. Tl;iis seige, 
li^iph commenced shortly after Easter, was raised the 
third of October, on which day a supply of provision^ 
was br9ug;t]t to the famished itihabitants, who greedily 
devoured, ^e^food, amidst tears and convulsive inarti* 
calate, exclamations to heaven for their delivery, and 
many of them dropped down dead upon too rapidly 
«atisfying their ravenous appetites. After this signal 
deliverance, the prince of Orange, although snfFering 
under severe illness, ordered himself to te carried in 
a litter to Leyden, to condole with and express his a<V» 
miration of its heroic inhabitants. He g^ve thein 
their option of being exempted for a certain peripq 
from taxef,or of having an university founded*in their 
fr>wn; when, wifib noble and disinterested wisdom^ 
Ibey g^ve the preference to^ the latter. Never did 
any se^t of learning originate from a nobler cause: it 
may be said to have been endowed by the blood of the 
brave. The clergy of Leyden, in a public oration^ 
still celebrate the anniversary of the glorious 3d oif 
October, in whiph the story of the siege, and th^d^-*, 
liverance of the town are feelingly recapitulate. Xhd 
picture which led me to mention the aboife story is> 
in my humble opinion, unworthy of th^ subject j the 
figures are badly grouped, and ei^press no one emo* 
tion whrch can affect the mind. After flivtting thci 
ttadibouse, the evening being very fine, I ascended 



large mount, which may be considered a* a great 
curiosity in Holland, in the centre of the town, where 
Ihere is a fine view of it : thi$ moun^ is ^rrpoBded 
hy n high wall, and is said to be *^be scit^, of ?i castle 
built by Hengist, king of the West Saxons, ,f>o bi« 
fconquest in England, or, what is more Jikely. by one 
bf the ancient counts of Holland. The town present- 
fed a very beautiful appearance j5x>m this spot, bat it 
!s not elevated erioiigh to enable th^ vls'toj: to see the 
surrounding <iountry : the fruit-trees in tbeigar4ea^ 
which encompassed the wall were loaded with- v^ry 
fine fmit, particularly pears, plumbs, and apples. 
This place Js much resorted to, on Sundays .and .holi- 
days, by the citizens and their families, to sn^ol^e and 
fenjoy the beauty of the prospect> and tlie xeftediing 
kweetness of the air. , ., 

The next tnoming I visited the university of XiMi 
6en, which stands by the Rapenburg capal i it is, ijaa 
most venerable seminary in Holland: and,, by t})^ 

{';reat nuiilber of learned and, famous raen whifih 
t has produ'ced, does honour to the lustre of its origin 
5rhere is scarcely a science which has^ not been im- 
proved and extended in this hallowed seat of l^ar^^^ 
^vhich has to boast amongst its members the immortal 
iame of the younger Scaliger,.who bequeathed to it Jh| 
iraluable Hebrew library^ of the two Heusius, /atj>«f 
and son; the former of whom was invited , by popi^ 
Urban the Eighth to Venice, "'totescue," ^ heexri 
pressed it, '* that city from barbarism;*', awd boihj^lj 
whom shoile like stars of the first magnitude m ^^f^ 
branch of graceful literature j of Salmasiu*, the^Wq 
found and able competitor of our iqioiortal DJiltqi^ii 
of Boerhaa\'e, whose consummate knowledge ptph)!'^ 
sic, attracted pupils from the m,o$t disi^ut ps^iisot 
£ufope ; and of many other illu3trio^s,peJ:sops, w^ 
have shed honour and distinctiou upon their ^f^v^ti:]^ 
dnd the times in which they flourishec^., /Jhe^fflijiiep^ 
Board in towti ^t different lodgiug-hQn5e^,r^|^e^^ 
their inclinations or resources may dispo%^ .fi^^^

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Aey wear no regular habit : when the professors sp? 
pear in public^ they wear a large black silk' gown; 
bordered with velvet, on Which the word " Leyden*^ » 
fs worked in silver. My next visit was to the botanic 
garden, rendered immortal by the illustrioas Boer ^ 
haave, as that of Upsal/ in Sweden, ha/ been hf 
Linnaeus. * 

The city of Leyden'bas raised a monument fu thid 
church of St. Peter, to the sanative genTus of^lJoer- 
baave-— " Salqtifero Boerhaavii genio sacrum." It 
consists of an urn upon a pedestal of black marble^ 
wifh« group representmg the four ages of life, and the 
two sciences in which Boerhaave excelled. The ca- 
j^talof the basis is "decorated with a drapery of whit^ 
inarWe, in which the artist has shewn the different 
ennblcms of disorders, and their remedres. Upon th^ 
pedesfal is the medallion of Boerhaave -, at the extrc* 
niity of the frame, a ribband displays the favourite 
tiHitto of this learned man, ** Simplex vigiJum veri.* 
professor Allamand had destined a very line piece ot 
red jasper to be employed in this medallion, bat ok 
accoofit of the great expense of cuttiog the stone hiiJ 
design was abandoned. 

Tlie botanic garden is not very large; in the tim^ 
6f Boerhaave it must have been small indeed, as it^ 
history represents it to have been considerably en- 
larged since that period: in the frontispiece of hiii 
index Horti t.. Bat. 1710, it is represei'ited to be a 
petty ^uare piece of ground, it now occupies aboul? 
fiHBT acres, and -is in excellent order: the trees an4 
plants' dre tflat^ed according to the Linnsean system j 
but itli infinitely infenor in value and arrangement 
td thef botanic gardens of Upsala, and of the DubliA 
flodety. Amongst many curious and valuable 
^nts, I approached with the reverence due to it, 
venerable temains of vegetable antifjnity, in thesbapd 
€>fapalm, which stands in a tub in the open alr^ 
supported by a thin frame of iron- work j it is abbur 
ftmteen feet bigb, an4 was rallied' fron^ seed by Uitf 
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' celebrited Carohs Clusius, w1k> diecl firofessor a% 

hcydca ia iGOgi the professor who attended coe,' 

presented me with a bit of it& bark> a& a liule relic* 

. lo a very long apartment in tb^ s^ery there are 

«ome busts and statues in tolerable preservation, but 

gf no goeat vs^uei the best are busts of Nero and 

Agrippina Servtiius and a Bacchus : they were present^ 

ed to the university by a citizen of the town. I was 

•hewn into a small room containing some stuffed birdc 

and beasts, which were in very poor condition. The 

theatre of anatomy b very near the botanic garden j, 

in it is a valuable collection of anatomical and palho* 

logical subjects. This hall is well worthy the notice 

of the traveller, as well for its valuable contents, as 

for having fiimished Europe with some /pf its best 

{^yflicians. Thia library is celebrated throughout 

Europe, for the manv valual^e specimens of oriental 

literature with which it^bo^nds, exclusive oC tJMf 

books before mentioned. Golius» upon his return 

from the East, and who afterwards tilled with grvat 

leputation the Arabic professorship of the univeigsityt^ 

has enriched this vakiat^ depository of karnii^ with 

many Arabic, Turkish, Chaldean, 2hk1 Persian manu* 

•cripts. 1 h^e beifore mentioned that Josepl^ Sadler 

bequeathed bis valuable collection of Hebrew books 

to it. ' The precious manuscripts oontiuncd be^e are 

aaid to e^^ceed ciwbt thousand.

Abnut one o'clock 
of, that day, a* vessel laden with forty thousand pount^s

I>e].|:, and then lying in 'the Rapen burg cartel, bysonriB , 
ineafas which caii never now be known, took fire anU

the garrison hi their dnties, underwent every priva- 
'tio\i, faced' e^ei^ horror, land tu«:hed to certain de- 
strnctioii in defence of the towfi, with an alacrity* and 
fortitude Which have rendered them immortal In the 
annals of their country. 

When it is cotisldered'thaf att this period the Spa- 
Wsh monarchy was prbdomitiant in Europe, that its 
armies were mighty, its generals experienced, and its 
treasury overflowing!' the triumphant prowess which 
the Dutch dtspf^^ed in Anally driving their powerful 
Invaders bacl< to their own frontiers, will* rendef the 
Dutch* n'itne iliustriousr as hmg as the record of historjr 
endures. The Dutchiadies have rivalled m fame the 
tnost renowned heroines of Greece and Rome. The 
'Hollanders treasure up these gallant exploits in' theii* 
memories, they form the favourite subject ot^tbefir 
songs, and the old and the young rfecite with enthu- 
siasm the great deeds of their ancestors. ^

I'be canal frooi Haariem to Amttendam is clear 
and spactous, and iwariy sU'atght for ibe fir»c four 
miles, at the lesKening end of wbicb the farmer city 
has a ver^ agreeable appearance ; but 1 was ^nr** 
priced to had so very few country -<hoiise«j and scarcely 
an object that denoted our approach to the retiowned 
capitfll ti the kit>gdociS» and> as it ha» been apt'ty 
called, <' the great warehouse of the wortd.' 

About half-way we changed bouts, and cropsed the 
eoormoiis aluttea which protect the country frona in*

out, and informed me in bad French that hi» h^use wasr 
then nearly full ; that the grand duchess from Pari* 
^vas expected every day; that bis bed-rooms would 
be wanted fot those belonging to the court wbocouW 
BOt be accommodated at the palace, and, finally, that 
be could not receive nae. As I inamediateiy guessed 
his object, I told him that I intended to stay some 
days at DusseWorf. "Oh, very well,'* said he^ 
archly adding, " you are an Englishman I perceive/ 
« No, i\i, an American/' "Oh,*' rejdled he, "never 
mind, it is the same thing: walk in, sir, aqd we wiU 
»ee what we can do for you." , .. , . ^ , 

Dosseldorf, so called from the little river Dussd 
fliatf waters its southern side, and Dhorpf, which means 
village, is WW the capital of the imperial duchy of 
Berg, under the new dynasty of the Buopaparte family: 
it formerly belonged to the German empire, and af- 
terwards to the elector palatine, who at one period 
made it his residence j this city owed the prosperity 
which It long enjoyed, to the sagacity and liberality of 
the elector Joseph William, who enlarged it in 17Q9, 
by noWy ofife-ing its freedom, and an exemption from 
all taxes for thirty years, to every one who would 
build a house within its waUs, and took every >udi€|. 
0U8 advantage df its local adaptation to trade, and 
estijblished uiMvcrsal toleration in religion j the benefit 
af measures so worthy of the Christian and the rater 
was speedily ^t, snd Dusseldorf, from a peHy village, 
sdM became a ftourbhing cily, aud.coptmued a po[p«- 
lation of 18,000 inhabitants. >

The fimuxis galleiy, which attracted ai«Q of taato 
, from distant parts oi £urQpe, occiipkd that part 0f 
the palace now in ruins, which stood close to the 
function of tlie Rhine and the Dussel, and was divided 
into five very large and spacious apartments, one of 
which was wholly devoted to one picture of-* Gerard 
Douw, esteemed inestimable^ and one of the finest 
he ever painted. 

The onl^ part of the city which presented any ap- 
pearance <^ animation was the market-place^ which 
abounded with fine vegetables, and exquisite fruit. ^ 
. Tire cnarket* women and the female peasants, wear a 
large handkerchief depending from the top of ike 
head, which has a picturesque efftsct. About a mile 
from the town is a country palace of the prince, sepa- 
rated from a garden, in front of it, by the great road 
to Cologne. The palace is large, and very elegantly 
fumislied; the gardens are spacious, well kept, and 
open to well-dressed persons. The view of the city 
:fo)m these walks is very beautiful. The ramparls, 
which are levelling ^s fast as the pick-axe and spade 
can lay the4n low, in many places present a very 
agreeable walk. 

All religions are bleated, but that most followed 
is Roman catholic. 

In one of the streets at the extremity of the town, 
is a prodigious pile of buildings for barracks. .The 
soldiers of the grand duke, principally Germans, and 
a few French, had a very military appearance. The 
manufactures are at a pause ; the peculation is reduced 
to about eight thousand persoas, the greater portion 
of whom are in very abject circumstances. How di^ 
^rent must this place be to its fi>rnaer period of pro- 
B})erity, before the la^ war, when a gay old Prasstan 
i^[ic^ who resided ther^ tddjrne^ thai k.w^jea* 
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livencNi with dubs^ cassinos, and balls^ whes every 
family of common respectability could regale .its 
friends with the choicest Johaimis-Berg Hockein- 
'Bheideshein wine. The grand ducal court was, as I 
was informed^ kept up with considerable.splendor, 
but the grand duchess, one of the sisters of Napole(»t, 
had not yet entered her new capital. It was geoe- 
raily believed, notwithstanding the use my worthy host 
made of her approaching entry, that no great attach- 
ment existed between the grand ducal pair 5 and that 
the ^iety of the inaperial court of Paris possessed 
more prevailing attractions to the grand duchess than 
her own. Murat, grand duke of Berg, is an instance 
of the astonishing results of great ability and good 
fortune. His origin was so very obscure, that very 
little of it is known. The following anecdote wiH, 
however, throw some light upotf the extreme hu- 
mility of his early condition in life. After his eleva^ 
tion to the rank of a prince of the French empiric, be 
halted, in the close of the last war, at a small town in 
Germany, where he stayed two or three days ; and on 
finding the bread prepared for his table of an inferior 
kind, be dispatched one of his suite to order the best 
|>aker in the town to attend him, to receive from him 
his directions respecting this precious article of life. 
A baker who had been long established in the place 
was selected for the purpose ; and upon the aide-de- 
camp ordering him to wait upon the prince immedi- 
ately, he observed, to the no little surprize of the 
officer,—** It is useless my going, the prince will 
never employ me.** Upon being pressed to state his 
reasons, he declined assigning any ; but as the order 
of the messenger was peremptory, he followed him, 
and was immediately admitted to Murat, with whom 
be staid about ten mtnutes, and then retired. As he 
quitted the house in which the priiKe lodged, he ob- 
served to the aide-de-camp, ** l told you the prince 
would not employ me — he has dismissed me with 
this^**^ displaying a purse of ducats. . Upon be'uig again 
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pressed tb explain the reason of dbi? avigildar Qopductj 
he replied, *' The prince Murat, when a boy, w0$ 
.apprenticed to a biscuit baker in the south of FrancOj 
at the time I was a journeyman to him, and I have 
often « threshed him for being idle — the moment be 
saw me just now, he instanijy remennb^^ nae, and 
without entering into the subject of our ancient ac- 
quaintance, or of that which led me to his presence, 
he hastily took this purse of ducats from the dcawer 
of the table wliere he sat, gave it to me, and ordered 
me to retire.** ' 

The heroic courage which Murat' displayed in die 
campaign of 1797, wiien in conjunction with Duphos, 
at the head of their respective divisions, they plunged 
into the deep and impetuous stream of Tagiiamento, 
gained the opposite banks, and drove the Au^trians, 
.headed by their able and amiable general, the arch- 
duke Charles, as far as the confines of Careithia and 
Carniola. The numerous battles in which he distin- 
guished ^hinviejf in Egypt, and afterwards at Monte- 
hello and Marengo, where, at tbe head of his cavalnr* 
he successfully supported the brilliant and even tral 
movement of Dessaix, will rank him in the page «f 
iiistory amongst the mast illustrious of those comum- 
. mate generals, which the fermentation of the French 
isevolution has elevated from. the depths of obscurit|r« 
. In Egypt he was high in the confidence of Napoleon, 
whom he accompanied with Lasnes, Andieossi, Bes* 
Uteres, and several noembers. of the Egyptian institute, 
when Buonaparte eti:ected his memomble pass^e 
from his army to Frejus, in August 1799' Upon me 
d4;ath of general Le Clerc, who was united to a sister 
of Napoleon, Murat paid his addresses to, and espoiu- 
od his widow, with the eaatlte ^pcebation of his 
great comrade in arms, by whom he was, u^on his 
elevation to the imperial throne, created a prince of 
the empire, and at length raised to the rank of a 
• <otnei«iga, ^e is reserved and unostentatious, and is 
seldom visible to his people. Some of the Westpha- 
1X2 
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*lians, viM> ure attached to the ancient order-ofthingi, 
liave a joke amongst themselves at the expense oi 
their new prints, whose christian name being Joachim, 
they pronounce it with an accompanying lau^h Jachim, 
vbich means *' drive him a way 5" and there is very 
little difference in the pronunciation. 

Upon setting off for Cologne I found the road far 
more pleasant than any other part of the duchy, 
though the whole is very fiat. About ^ix miles from 
*Dus8eldorf, I passed a beautiful country palace of the 
grand duke, called Benrad; com^x)sed of a range of 
semicircular buildings detached irom each other, 
standing upon the summit of a gentle slope, at the 
bottom of which is a large circular piece of water. 
The grand duke makes this piace his principal resi- 
dence, and very seldom goes to that in the neigh- 
bonrhood of the city more than twice iu the week, 
to give audience and transact affairs of state, which, 
ss the government is entirely despotic, are managcfd 
with ease and dispatch. The appearance of the body- 
guard at the entrance announced that the prince wis 
9t this piace when I passed it: the grounds and gar- 
dens seen from the road, appear to be tastefully ar- 
ranged. 1 entered about a mile further the village ©f 
. Deutz, and beheld the venerable city of Cok^ne, 
. l^parated by the Rhine, immediately before me. At 
» one epd of the village is a large convent of Caimelites, 
and on the day of my arrival a religious fete was cele- 
r braliog, at which nearly all the population of the 
place and neighbourhood assreted, and the streets 
were enlivened with iitfle booths, in which crosses and 
ornaments of gold iaceand beads were tastel'uliy ei- 
* posed to the eye. 

The boU of the flying bridge summoned me on 
boards and in about five minutes I found myself in 
the French empire, attended by French custom-house 
officers in green costume^ who conducted me to the 
Pooane* This ferry cannot fail to impress tbe misd 
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mod etecite Ae cariosity of a stranger : it w fanned of 
a broad plalform restipg upoD two large barges, like 
our coal lighters ; from this platform a vast wooden 
irame in the shape of a gallows is erected, wl^ich is 
ibsteoed to the former by strong chains of iron, whibt 
Jrom the centre cross piece, a chain of the same raetdl 
.of great length, is fixed to the top of an upright pole 
standing in each of a long line ot boats, the remotest 
of which is at anchor 3 by this machinery a powerful 
.pressure is obtained j to each of the barges a rudder is 
affixed, whicb^ upon being placed in an oblique direc- 
tion, produces a lateral motion upon the stream, 
. which acts as a force from above 5 so that by change 
ing the rudder to the right or left, the bridge is foro^ 
on one side or the other of the river, with equal cer- 
tainty and celerity. Fifteen hundred persons can with 
pefect ease be transported at the same time upon 
these bridges, and carriages ^d horses are driven 
upon them williout any stoppage, from the banks to 
which they are lashed, until put in motion. The 
Germans call this machine the fliegende schiffs- 
J>rucfce, or the volant bridge of boats y the Dutch 
geer burg, or the bridge in shackles, in illusion to its 
chain 5 and the French le pont volant, or the flying 
bridge. 

1 his city was formerly celebrated for the number 
of its devotees and prostitutes^ which the French po- 
lice has very much reduced. The first object 1 visit- 
.cd, was the cathedral, which, from the water, appeara 
like a stupendous fragment that had withstood the 
shock of war, or some convulsion of nature, by which 
the rest c^ the pile had been prostrated 5 but upon in- 
quiry, 1 found that it owed its mutilated appearance 
to BO such event, but to the obstacles which have 
occurred for ages in completing it, according to its 
. original design. There is no building of the kind to 
compare with it, but the Duomo at Milan. One of 
the. western towers, which 1 ascended^ is about two 
kuudred and fifty feet high, from which there is a 
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fine ▼ictr of the city, the Rhine, antl the «uTToaiicKDg 
cooiKry ; the other tower is not above forty feet high. 
The roof of the greater part of the body of the church 
is temporary and lowj but so spacious is the area 
which it coven, that one hundred massy pillars, ar- 
ranged in four ro\^s, present a iigbi and airy appear- 
ance. *My guide, who was a good humoured intelli- 
gent man, with many significant shrugs of regret, 
informed me, that the moveable decorations of the 

•church and altar were once worthy of a strangers's at- 
tention J but that the generals of tlie French armies, 

•during the Revolution, had pillaged this holy sanctu- 
ary of its richest ornaments; however, the grand altar 
in the choir was not sufficiently portable for their 
rapacious hands, and remains to shew the magnificent 
scale upon which every part of the cathedral was ori- 
ginally designed. This altar is formed of one solid 
block, of the finest sable marble, sixteen feet long 
and eight broad, placed upon the suminit of a flight 
of steps. 

The treasury, or as it is called the golden <Aamber, 

* containsthe robes of the priests, which ai e veryniagni€- 
cent, arranged with great tare aiKl order in seveFal 

• wardrobes ; and busts of saints and holy utensils in 
gold and silver, many of which were once incrusted 
with the most precious stones, t)ut which had been 
removed by the French, and their places supplied by 
paste. 

On account of its numerowa religious houses Co- 
logne was called the holy city. Bigotry, beggary, 
and ignorance disfigwed the place in «pite of its once 
nourishing trade and university. When the f^eneh 
seized upoft this city, in 1794, they ^oon removed 
the rubbish of ages; three- fourths of the priests had 
the choice of retiring or entering the army, «nd when 
withdrawn, thd weak minds over which they had ^l- 
ercised sovereign influence recovering their tone, and 
lived to hail the hour cff their delivery frt)m ^natical 
bondagfe, and the sturdy 4>eggars were fiEmaed iota 
conscripts. 
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Tbi$ city is celebrated for having given birth to the 
immortal Rtrbens ip the year l640: the house in which 
he resided is stiU preserved, and exhibited with great 
pride to strangers. This illustrious man was no less 
a scholar than a painter, and hence his allegorical 
works are more purely classical than those of any other 
master. Thomas k Kempis, so celebrated for his ex- 
traorilinary piety, was born in tlie neighbourhood of 
this city in 13S0. 

The town house is a very ancient edifice, and contains 
the only specimen of Grecian architecture in the city. 

The policy of the French government since it has 
assumed a settle^ form, has very much directed its 
attention to the depressed state of the manufactures 
of Cologne, which formerly employed eleven thousand 
children, and under its auspices there are several fa- 
brics in a very flourishing condition, particularly thoie 
for manufacturing stuils and ribands, and a great 
deal of iron is now wrought In this city. The univer- 
sity is at a very low ebb, in consequence of so many 
young men having embraced the profession of arms. / 
This university was oiKe very celebrated, and was 
the most ancient in Germany, having been founded 
ill 1380. 

In the department of Cologne the vineyards began 
first to appear. Tlie vines in the garden grounds of 
the city are said to have yielded seven hundred and 
fourteen thousand gallons of wine. The vines are not 
attempted to be cultivated higher north. 

During my stay at Cologne 1 visited the French 
parades every morning and evening. As the parades 
in France used to be confined to the morning, it was 
natural to conjecture that some new and great political 
storm was collecting, for which the French emperor 
was prepiiring by redoubled activity and energy. At 
these parades the conscripts, after having undergone 
a brief drilling, were incorporated with the veteran 
troops: to wheel, to form close column, to load, fire, 
and charge with the bayonet, seemed.to be all the mo- 
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tion» ivbkh were attended io. Insffead of fferming 
the line, as with os, with exqafmte nicety, tmt little 
attrition was paid to it, for a mi>re slovenly one I 
never witnessed , bnt by thus simpKfying the manam- 
vres, and confining the attention of the soldier onfy 
to the useful part of his duty, a conscript is qualified 
to march to the field of battle with the rest of the 
troops in five daj's. But little attention was paid to 
the dress of the men, who were uniform cwaly ia a 
•hort blue coat with white or red facings, and ap- 
peared to be left at fuH liberty to consult their own 
taste or finances in every other article, for sonae wore 
breeches, some pantaioon^, some appeared with gai- 
ters, some wttiiout, some had shoes, and others half 
boots. 

The French commanders know how to gratify that 
' imtional cast of intellect so useful to their operations, 
by frequently imparting to a sddier of a company, for 
the purpose tjf wider communication, the principal 
mbvements in contemplation previous to their engag- 
• ing. The vanity of a French soldier is also another 
most valuaUe quality in his composition : he takes the 
deepest interest in tlie execution of every order, be- 
cause he thoroughly believes that he is acquainted 
with aH Tte objects ; and upon the achievement of a 
victory, there is scarcely a French dmmmer who 
would hesitate endeavouring to make his hearer be* 
lieve, that the fortune of the day was owing to some 
judicious idea of his own : to this vanity the military 
bulletins which annotmce successes in all the pomp of 
language, orconvertadisa^er into a retrograde victory, 
are addressed ; for a Frenchman, even more than an 
Englishman, almost always believes what he is told, 
and is ever the last to confess a defeat. To their fiy- 
ing artillery, which are served by their best soldiers, 
wberever the ground will best admit, they are also 
eminently indebted for their success: yet with all 
those advantages, striking and eminent as they are, 
Jtnd the negative assistance which she derived firoro 
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the freifaenfiy imbecile conduct of tba enemy, France, 
would perhaps never ^have been crowned with the 
success which has marked her march, had not her 
population (>ee^ enormous* and had not the stupend- 
ous idea of placing a great portion of that population, 
by the novelty of a conscriptiou. at the disposal of her 
ruler, been developed l^ Robespi^re. If she had 
bad twenty thousand men on the plains of Maida» 
she would have been spared the disgrace of seeinj^ 
7,000 of her chosen soldiers fly before 4,795 of the 
British arms under the gallant Stuart.. 

To comprehend ih^ present political state of those 
cities on the right and left banks of the Rhii>e, whiclx 
1 visited in my way to the south of Germany, I refe? 
my reader to the new constitution and political orga* 
liization by which BoHaparte has annihilated the Ger- 
man empire, and establiiihed the confederation of th^ 
Bhine. 

In consequence of having been informed the pre* 
eeding evening that an imperial decree had passed^ by 
which strangers entering the French empire were per-. 

. naitted \6 ]bring as mnqh money into it as they chd^e, 
but were not suflfered to take out of it more tlian wlia^ 
certain officers appointed for tliat purpose colisidere4 
necessary for the prosecution of their journey, the sur- 
plus passing in the natme of a forfeiture to the crown^ 
I concealed about thirty ducats, which fell withie 
this description of overplus, in my cravat, and at fiv« 
o'clock in the morning, marched £i:om my hotel to the 
bureau des diligences par eau, a distance full t\io 
English miles, to be searched for this superfluity o^f 
cashj previous to my ascending the Hhine. At this 

"house a scene took place, which perhaps has not often 
occurred to traveller^, in consequence of the tempon 
rary apprehension which it excited, the ridiculons si- 
tuation in which it placed me, and the retributive 
chastisement which it inflicted for thus venturing up^- 
on an hostile shore. I was introduced into a room 
looking upon the fibiuei at the bureau sat the Di- 
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rector, a man who wore spectacles, witb a sl^'ongljr 
marked, expressive coaDtenance, apparently aboicK 
fiity years of age $ upon my bowing to him he de- 
manded of me in German who I was ? * I requested 
him to address me in French, which he did, repeat-* 
Ing the question. I told him I was an American go- 
ing to the Frankfort fmr, upon which hepuf down bis 
spectacles, and runniog.up to me squeezed my hanj 
with a violence of qompression infrnitely more painful 
than agreeable, and exclaimed in very goodlSnglisbA 
*' how happy is this day to "me! for 7 too am an 
American/* ^ I was obliged to retui'n th^'affectionate 
salutation, and also to express my delight in having 
•o far from rOy native home, met with acountryman« 
He then asked me frbm what part of Apaeriqa I came? 
" From Baltimore,** was the answer. *' Happier and 
happier !*' cried he; renewing his embrace^/" tor ][ 
was born there too.** At this moment I wished, for 
the first time in my life, all the forc^ of: tl^e' amor pa- 
iruB at the devil; but there was no tkne to be lost 
in meditating upon the peril and awkwardness of mj 
Kituatton. To prevent^ 4s nuich as possible, his inteir 
rogatif^ me further about my adopted; cppiitiiy, I ad- 
dressed with all possible fiuencv, as maby questioq^ 
ati I could suggest respecting Cologne, the Rmtie, the 
war j in shorty i touched uppn every suj^ject. bu^ 
what bad an American tendency! To iny o^?ervar 
Mioufl he bowed, to. oriy questions lie gave very bri^ 
answien?, and, continued, expres^vng hia deliglit in see- 
ing mCi a delight wlMch was very lar from being re- 
,t\\^oc^* Aft^r oi;dering his servaiibj to bring breaK- 
'faW for mcii which l-diaiiot 4ecliue, althougU J k^ 
telrtady. tpken < that . npieal at my hoteJ, for tear of of. 
.'f^ndio^ bitn» he ma^ P^^y enquiries after soii>e 
persons whom he named, and mc?ntionf-d to be of life 
iirst €Qiiseqi^n5;& in ; Baltin|pr|&. 1 gave him to oii- 
'^rstand.tbat ilmidleft tjiat fky when quite a twy,? 
,l?rt|t upon his ^sijiring nie,;iat i must remcp^^rot* 
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♦o un<Ierstand that my recollection of them was very 
Imperfect, buf that I believed they had perished by 
th^ yellow fever ; upon hearing wtjich be expressed 
great afStction, observing they were the dearest friendd 
he had in Baltimore before he quitted it, about fifteen 

' years since. In this uncomfortable situation I sat vis- 
&-vis with my tormentor, who continued, during 
breaktas£, to overload me wfth expressions of kind- 
ness. At last the skipper of the Rhine boat made his 
Appearance, with the welcome information that the 
btoat was ready, upon which the director ordered him 
to rhake up a bed for me bn board ff I wished it, and 
to shew me every possible attention, adding, that I- was 
bis particular ftiend and countryman. I now thought 
the bouT of my deliverance was arrived, and that an 
adventure which promised so adversely would termi- 
hajte in the display of the civilities I have enumerated j 
btit it was determined* that my correction was not yet 
sufficient, for as the director looked out of the win- 
jdom, he exclaimed, "here comer my secretary, h 

. very steady young man, who can attend to the office 
for die day,*'* and then turnrag round to me, added, 
.^ and I can now have the happiness of going half a 
day's journey with you, which I am resolved to doj 
yes, 1 will shew to you how dear my countrymen are 
to me, by going as far as Bonn with you." Ditf^ , 

• tressed and emtfarrassed beyond measure at ^hls fresh 
|>roof'of liis provoking and perplexing regard for Ame- 
rica and me, 1 tried in vain to prevail upon him not 
to think of can^'ing his politeness so fst, and ex- 
pressed my strong sense of the attentions with which 
he had already completely overwhelmed me : aM thit 
I urged appeared only to redouble the warmth of 
his expressions, and to confirm him in his determi- 
nation. 

^ With a heavy heart and a Kght countenance \«% 
.walked arm in arm down to the shore, and ascended 
the bo^t, over which, as well as all the other Cologne 
passage-boats, it appeared he had compitt^ 40vt- 
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teiffkty bf virtue of hU o^Bce, and in a mnoteaftoBf 

wards die towing-horie advanced at a. rate of aboot 

two English miks and a half in an honr oa the 

French side of tlie rrver. The director made ma sai 

IMxt to him in ihe cabin, tellin; the passengers who 

appeared to be very respectable, that I was an ^noe^ 

rican, and his countryman, and that that was tha 

happiest day he had experienced ^ fifteen years* 

In (he course of conversation with him, from tha 

gasconade stories which he related of his own ex<» 

^ ploits, 1 was induced to entertain suspicions of hi* 

character ; he told me tluit he was one of the most 

conspicuous characters in the French Rev<^tion j 

that General Custine owed all his glory in the fidd to 

fairo ', that he liad long resided at Berlin, where 1^ 

had, by his intrigues, maintained for some tinve a 

complete ascendancy in the Prussian cabinet; thai 

he ^as engaged in a vast literary work, in which aU 

the great events that had agitated the world for the 

last ten years, wpuld be uiifokled in a manner never 

before developed ; that he had entered into the ser* 

vice of the French £mperor, solely to promote dm 

interest of the empire. He observed, aftcv eogagizig 

my wprd to keep the matter secret until I reacb^ w^ 

own country, that the emperor was abhorred through- 

out tl>e empire ^ that he was a remorseless tyrant, 

and that he could prove him to be a coward* 

To the latter part of his assertion; . I to^k care to 
offer no remark, but under the pretence of wishing te 
view the city of Cologne at a distance the river, and 
the country, and also to gain a litUe respite from suck 
a succession of untoward circumstances, I ascended 
the top of the cabin, and refreshd myself by making 
the sketch engraved. The tower, the mighty mass of 
the unfinished cathedral, the numerous spires, the 
ahoDe9 on eiUier side, the rapid motion c^the vessels 
descending the Rhine, the »iiging of those on iK)ar^ 
the clear briilliancy of the sky^ afforded reanimatwg 
dclighMoiny mind« . 
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' About itn ©'dock ray persecutor tafeed hh hesA 
through the cabin door, to anoouncc that dinner wjrt 
ready, and to request my conapany; upon my de- 
•cendtiig, I found some soup, and beef roasted after 
the German feshion, and that the director had, whil% 
1 was above, been taken ill, from the occasional agi- 
tation of (hie boat; that to allay his sickness, he had 
li&ked one of the gentlemen on board for some bran- 
dy, iatid of whi(A he had evidently taken a great 
'deal too much ; the sphit rapidly operated opon hi» 
head, and a more abominable nuisance in the shape cC^ 
man I never beheld: incapable of fitting at table 
with such a miscreant, 1 resumed my old place, where 
1 had not been seated long before I heard him abusmg 
all thepassei^ers, exc«rpt myself, for whom he again 
-expressed " the assurance of hb high conwdevation,** 
and threatening to order them all to be thro^li^ orer- 
«board, which he seemed to be perfectly able to do 
•liimself, for he was one of the most powerftal men I 
'«ver beheld : upon which they relintinished the'cabki 
4o himself, and, except a very pretty French gli*!, 
-came i^n deck.^ Upon hearing her screatw vkAentlf, 
I went beiow to see what influence bia tdonftythffn 
■Co^ now have over the directors -as I was handiiig 
^er out of the cabia, he forcibly pulled "me^ bac^, 
closed the doof, and said, in a manner which 'waa 
perfectly intelligible, though xKrca^oaiaJly Intertupted 
^ the spasms of intoxication, '* I know yon, thbugh 
yon think I do not 5 you areiio Amertcaw, yotf arei^n 
' Englishmao, and a son of Mr; Erskhid the orator j you 
are hereon a secrCft mission, and jyonr We id kt thy 
liands, but 1 will not betray you/' The reply X aiaie 
was, " 1 am engaged in no secret* mission, Ifiy "iOol 
would revolt at it, nor can 1 b^ the son df lay Lotd 
£skine,. for he is now upon the<}cean> a^ annbassadbr 
irom the court of Gmat Britain to my country ; to 

• Vh'»€h Z added^ " thaiit was in vaHi ibr hita to &t- 
.teoopt t9 deceive aoe -aay kmger, fw I ^a« satisfied 

* by his obs^rvationa respecting Ameiica>* that be had .

not been born in that country :" to wtnch^ to taj no 
little consternation, he replied, " No, nor have I 
ever been there, I am a German by birth, J was edor 
cated by an Englishman who lived at my &ther*s, and 
I am now in the service of one of the greatest heroes^ 
and the most illustrioug of men.'* 

I know not whether my life was in peril, bu^ it if 
certain my liberty .was, and to preserve it, I thought 
that something should be immediately done : acr 
cordingly I ascended the top of the cabin,, where all 
the passengers were assembled in a state of consider- 
^ able uneasiness, from one of whom I borrowed a bottle 
of brandy and a coffee-cup, with which I returned to 
the director, and insisted upon drinking his heahh 
in some exoelleiit spirit; and raising my hand rand 
the bottle in a manner which, in his state, prevented 
him from seeing what I poured out, I affected to 
fill and drink it offj I then gave" him a bumpeir, 
whichv I several times repeated in a similar manner, 
until the, miscreant dropped under the table, where 
he continued in a state of utter insensibility, and 
with little appeamnce of life, until we arrived, which 
we«did in aboat six hours, at Bonn, when he was 
taken out of the vessel by some naen, conveyed to 
a house near the banks of the river, and, thank hea- 
ven ! I saw no more of him,^ but proceeded with the 
rest of the passengeits .to a very neat inn in a littld 
way in the city, where we had an excellent dmnsr 
and some good white Rhine wine. The stream of 
the Rhir.e became less rapid as we approached Bonn, 
where its waters are shallower than in the neighbor 
hood of Cologne, where all large vessels ship their 
cargoes which .are destined, for any of the towns 
higher up, into craft constructed pecidiarly for the 
purpose, and which draw much less water. As .1 
determined to sleep at Bonn, 1 had a favourable op- 
purtunity of seeing this beautiful -litj^le city, whidh 
enabled the former Electors of Cologne to display 
their taste by selecting it for their residence* It was 
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' ^SegSintiy nni justly observed by a Frencb Jady on 
board of the boat as we approached the cHy, rbtiA 
Bonne ! €*e$t une petite perk ! no expression could 
describe it better ; when i nwde ray view of it, the 
dark clouds behind it set off the pearl-like appearance 

' cf the palace and buildings. I saw no spot on the 

. Bhme m the shape of a town with which I was so 
much delighted ; it consists of little more than 
one thousand houaes and eight thousand inhabitants. 
In the neighbourhood the country begins to undu- 
late, and the vines make a luxuriant appearance. 
The wine made here and in the adjacent parts \i 
tolerably good 5 that which grows upon the black 
basalt hills, fuKther to the southward, is infinitely 
preferable, blacit bemg a powerful agent to attract 
and retain heat -, hence the rents of hills is rather 
iiigh. 

The palate is very extensive ; it stands just with- 
out the city upon an elevation of ground, and com- 
mands a most enchanting prospect, embracing the 
windings of the iD^jestic Rhine, part of the village 
©t' Poppledorff, the ci-devant monastery of Gruiz- 
berg, crowning the summit of a hill, and at a dis- 
tance the Seven Mountains, cloathed with vineyards, 
and the spires of Coblentz. 

The government of Bonn, as well as Cologne, 
jmd all the other cities on the left bank of the 
Hhine, is vested in a governor appointed by Napo- 
Jeon, and is purely military. Under a clear and 
cloudless sky I bade adieu to Bonn with great reluc- 
tance, and embarked on board of the passage-boat 
bound to Cassel. As we passed the lofty towers 

' 6f Mittersdorff, on our right, the Khine unfolded 
itself in all its^lory. On our left the seven moun- 
tains (Sieben Gcburge) called the Drakenfels, Wol- 
kejibourg Rolanrfsekkee, L(>wenburgh, Nonnenstrom- 
berg. Hoke Orhlbey, and 'Hemmerick, arose with 
uncommon grandeur, crowned with convents §nd the 

•^ venerable ru\us of Oasties. Iti /distant ages many a 

K K 3 j * 
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German baron bold resided in rude d^nity with im 
martial followers^ upou the summit ol tiiese moun- 
tains, from whence they wagt^d war against each 
odier, and many of their remains of antiquity are 
the work of Vtientinian in the fpixrth century, who 
overthrew the Germans, and , who fell a victim to 
his inordinate passion, for when the Quadi sent to 
faim to make a peact, the awkward appe^r^nce of 
some of the ambassadors so enraged him, that m his 
anger he burst an artery. 

Drackenfels has inhnitely the advantage of situa- 
tion ; it rises perpendicularly from th« river to a stu- 
pendous height, crowned with the roofless remains 
of an ancient castle, brown with antiquity 5 midway it 
is covered with luxuriant vines, whilst all above is red 
and grey rock. The ocher mountains, which recede 
to a great distance, appeared to be clothed with the 
clustering ^rape, -on the opposite side the vineyards, 
sloping close td the water*8 edge, extended as far as 
' the eye could reach. ;• 

As we advanced, a beautiful island in the centre of 
the river, covered with poplars, walnut trees^ and 
elms, from the bosom of which arojie the roof and 
belfry of the monastery of Nonen Werth, pr worthy 
nuns, forn)ed the back scene : the bosom of the river 
was enliveued with the peasants of the neighbourhood 
moving in boats worked and peered witii paddles, apd 
the banks of the French territory with groups of 
French soldiers bathing, apd singing .their national 
songs. 

As we passed the monastery the matin bells rung, 
and gave a romantic interest to the scene : this pious 
seclusion ib iiiciuded in the French I'me of ^overeignty, 
and W4s condemned byv^uo^aparteio changt? its own- 
ers a?>d its nature for eyer j but at the earnest inter- 
cession of the Empres^ Jooephine, he consented to 
suiter the sisterhood to enjoy ir daiing lhe»r lives, 
after which it will devolve to the em].»ire. Wiierever 
powec could etiegt aad policy ju&iiiy the measure^ 
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Baonaparte has displayed his decided hostility to mo- 
Dastic establishments of every description 5 he con- . 
siders them as so many sinks of sloth, in which all 
* the nobie principles and purposes of life become stag- 
nant. In Paris only one convent, that of the blue 
Dons> is permitted to remain. The numerous con- ^ 
vents which adorn the Frertch side of the Rhine with 
the roost picturesque appearance, are either converted 
into fabrics, or suffered to run to dilapidation : the 
river, from its meande^ings, is land-locked all the way, 
every turning of which surprized and captivated me 
Ijvith some new beauty. 

In an amphitheatre of vast dusky basalt mountains, 
the sombre gates, towers, and pinnacles of Andernach 
appeared : in consequence of the river making a long 
sweep, I landed with an intention of rejoining the boat 
at a village named' by the* skipper ; a more solemn 
scene of gloom and grandeur I never contemplated : 
the ruins of this tpwn towards Coblentz are of great 
antiquity. The inhabitants insist upon it, that the 
remains of the Emperor Valentine are deposited in- 
one of their churches, and that Julius Caesar when 
be so victoriously Yought against the Suabians, passed 
over the Rhine at this spot, where Drusus, the gene- 
ral of Augustus, built one of those fifty castles which 
are erected on the banks of the Rhine : but the French, 
"who narrowly investigated every part of the river 
which their victorious arms enabled them to visit, 
"With great acuteness, and with the assistance of his- 
tory, believe that this celebrated landing was effected 
a little higher up the river, a' short distance from 
Engers, at a place called the White Tower (der Weisse 
Thurm), the -venerable front of which I saw as I 
afterwards advanced on our right, in the centre of a 
^ydden recess of the river, where it has the appear- 
ance of having served the united purposes of a castle 
• arid a watch tower ; at its base is a considerable vil- 
lage, which fonnerly belonged to the elector of 
. Treves : this situation is from a combination of iQCal 
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advantages, pecnlrarly favorable to the completkm ^ 
such a passage^ and in confirmation of the opinioDyi 
great number of RoTnan antiquitiefi have been found 
' there. General Hoche, at the head of an immetue 
army, aided by the obsairity of the night, Cj?QSsed the 
Rhine at this place in 1797* and astonished the im- 
perial troops the next morning by their presence. 

This was the la^ expioU of that general. Near 
this tower th^re are deposited hi^ remaixSj over wbidi 
a mausoleum has been erected. This young com- 
mander died of an enlargement of the heart at WetElar. 
His funeral was conducted \^Hh uncommc^i mllitarf 
pomp^ The procession moved from the place where 
he died, acmsss the Rhine to the White Tower, 
amidst the discharge of cannon, which were £sed 
every quarter of an hour. 

The trade of the Rhine is here very flourishing, for 
exclusive of the neighbouring vineyards which pro- 
duce fine wines, and tlie basalts of the adjoining nooun- 
tains used for building aud paving, this city derives 
' considerable wealth from the lapis tophaceus or tuf 
stone, tlie harder sort of which form excellent mill- 
■ stones 5 vast quantities are shipped for Holland, to 
construct or repair its dykes with, and the more fiiable 
is used for building, whilst its powder mixed with lime 
forms the hardest and most durable cement. I saw 
the cabins of several ireckschuyts in Holland covered 
with it, which were perfedxly impervious to the rain : 
tlie Germ ins als6 use it to floor their houses with. 
This stone is considered to be a species of the pd- 
mice-stone, or imperfect lava, and of volcanic pro- 
duction. 

On the banks leading to this city, I saw part of one 
of those amazing floats of timber which are formed 
of lesser ones, conveyed to this city from the forests 
adjoining the Bhine, the Moselle, the Maine^ &c > 
"Which have been often described. 

We passed fay the delightful towTi and palace of 
Neawied^ built of white stone, and almost the only 



town I saw without walls or any sort of fbrtificatioa 
on the Rhine. Nothing could exceed the air- oC^ 
happiness and prosperity which seemed to rergn iii 
this delectable little capital, which looked perfectly 
fresh and new. The place is enriched by several 
flourishing iron works, steel, paper, and cotton ma- 
nufactures (the latter, the first , introduced into Grer- 
many), printing, watch, and ingenious cabinet-makring. 
There is no town on the Rhine in a more enviable 
condition, for every thing which can impart felicity to 
man. 

We had a very good table d'hote on board, at a n\a» 
derate price, abundance of Rhine crabs, excell^ 1 
grapes, and a variety of other fruits, which, as weU 
as the most delicious bread I ever tasted, we purchased 
at the different towns where we stopped. 

Within three or four miles of Coblentz, on our 
right irt ascending the river, we passed a pyramidical 
maasoleum, erected to the memory of the French 
general Marceau, who distinguished himself at th© 
hattle of Mons and Savenai, and died of the woundi 
which he recdved at the battle of Altenkirchen in 
1796. 

At Bendorf, a romantic village on our left, upon ft 
branch of the river, a terrible battle was fought be- 
tween the French army, commanded by General 
Hoche, and the Austrians, after the former had effect- 
ed the passage I have before mentioned, from tha 
white tower, which, after a tremendous slaughter on 
both sides, terminated in the retreat of the imperial 
troops. In this battle an extraordinary instance of 
prowess and enthusiasm occurred, which is said to have 
decideci the fate of the day : the French had frequently 
attacked an Austrian redoabt, the possession of which 
"W'aH of great consequence to them, and had as often 
been repulsed wUh great carnage ; at last a French 
general rode up to the grenadiers commanded by 
Captain Gres, and exclaimed, *^ Soldiers, ^wear td 
ine that you will make^ yovurselves masters of that re^ 



diHibt ?•• " Wfc swear," replied Oros, Abiding lip liii 
hand, anc^ his soldiers doing the same : they returned 
to the attack with redoubled fury, and thfe havoc be- 
came dreadful : the French troops "were upon the 
porn t of again giving way, ^hen th^ir leader had his 
right arm crushed by a grape shot, iipon which, with 
« smile of triumph, he grasped his sabre with his left, 
rallied his men and carried tne redoubt. As we tamed 
a considerable meander of the river by Neuendorff, 
tme of the grandest spectacles I almost ever contem- 
plated opened upon me : the mighty rock of Ehren- 
weitstein, formerly called the Gibraltar of the Khine^ 
Vith its dismantled batteries and raified castles, ros6 
*with awful and unexampled majesty on the south 5 
lat its base was the palace formerly belonging to the 
elector of Treves, and the town bearing the name of 
this wonderful fortification : and immediately opposite 
to it, as we advanced a little farther, the beautiftfl 
city of Coblentz appeared. Here we were obliged to 
be separated from our horse, on account of tlie Mo- 
selle, which discharges itself into tlie Rhine at this 
•place, the mouth of which we crossed by the'a'ssistanoe 
of our boatmens' poles. Over this river there is a 
'liandsome stone bridge of m:iiiy arches, and fortnerl/ 
there was a bridge of boats from tlits city to Ehreo- 
brcitstcin, which has been m^^^t jaJiciousJy renaoT^, 
and succeeded by one of the il)i*rg bridges before de- 
-scribed, by which a more conveuSeiit c^mmumcation 
is kept completely open, and iht^ iiavigatiGn h DOl im- 
peded. Coblentz is a wry anLtvnt city ; It has mnoj 
^ood and some handsome buildings. Its best s<]uaTB 
IS the Clemenstadt j there ;^jc sc\ erjl handaome hotd*^ 
"of which the ancient hotel, the vast rock which for- 
riieriy protected it, and the antiquity o!" its bmldingE* 
cast a gloomy grandeur dvlm- ilie whole plac*, which 
hevercKhibiledso muchgciicly as in the winter qf 17§l, 
when the ' French princes and their followers wem 
tiobly entertained and protected hcire by the^leCfor, 
fcefbYe they marched to Cliariap^gne, to e:iiper»ence 
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|hQ«e 4Ji$BAter9i which finally coi]^nae4«ibe overthrow 
of their devoted house. ; 

On^ipfth^ ipost beautiful objects in this place il 
the uew- palace, built to the south of the city, closf 
to thj fthtnp, by that spleijdid and araiable^ prince^ 
the Elector Clement Veucelas 5 it is of brick, stupcoed^ 
to resemble stone, has a noble Ionic portico, and iii« 
eluding its wings, e^Lteuds one hundred audeightj. 
jardi. ^ 

I wag informed by some French officers whowerf 
in the boat with xne, that the society in Cpblenta was 
very elegant; that a number of families lived io 
splendour ; and also, that Buonaparte had continued wf 
with some modifications the colleges, and most of the 
public ipstitutious^ which the electors of Treves ha4 
at various times established in that city. 

The stupendous rock of Ehrenbreitstein is eight 
hundred feet in a perpendicular line above the level of 
the river the approach is by a very narrow, steep, and 
windmg path : the noble fortification on its sid^s^ and 
the castles, arsenals, barracks, and batteries lipon iU 
micomit, from whence the eye can behold the moun- 
tains of Lorrame, the meanders of the Rhine, and the 
countries through which it flows tp a vast distance, 
and from which the beholder might almost think he 
could step into the clouds, are ^ roofless and di^ 
mantled. The citadel was erected by the order q£ ^ 
the Prince Bishop German Hillinus, in the 12th cen- 
tury, upon the ruins of an ancient Roman building. 
^ After bravely sustaining a blockade for 9 whcdio^ 
jrear, by the troops of the French republic, the garri* 
son which defended it having endured with the greajh 
est fortitude almost every description of privation aiyi 
misery^ were obliged to surxeiuier to famine, and eg* 
jpitulated on the 28th Jai^aary, 1/99 > soon ^^^ 
'whicn the iFrea^H coveared this.nwgjity ropk with tl^ 
ruins of those wonderiful fortifications, which h^ 
emploved the js]fiU of the ablest engjineer co complete^ 
and whi/c|i» bu| foi the ^ant oi Joo^^WWl^.blKtt 



defied tlie^Mioer of tier tissailiDg enetflf to the ^d of 
time. r ' ' * . 

SoonafterourdepaftlirefroraOoblentz, we passed 
the isUod of Obcftn^erth; and a little fbrdier on, oa 
oar left, the di«emboguement of the riVer Lahri» 
which flowt'betireen two ancient and picturesque 
towns, called the tJpper and Lower Lahnsteins, where 
the Rhine forms a con^iderahle carve^ and expands 
into the resemblance of a plactd iake, adorned with 
two vast'mountaina, one crowned with a hoary watch 
tower, and the base of the other half encircled by a 
Tillage, and the whole adorned by the captivating 
combinations of forest • scenery, rich n!eadows> and 
hanging vineyards and orchards, amidst ^which, half 
embosomed in their foliage, the peasant's peacefui 
dwelling every now and then gladdened the eye. This 
lovely view was aomi exchanged for one' ofglbomj 
snagnihcencef 'before we reached ^ppart, we en- 
tered a meiaochod(y deSte of barren aiiJd rugged rocks, 
riwng pei'pendictifiirly frotia tbfe river to an immense 
height, aod^ throwing^ a shade and horror over the 
w!;iole ecene; 'here all was silent, dnd bo traces of 
jnan wcite to be- foand but itt a ferw dispersed fishef* 
•men's hals,'iiid' cracitixes. .Fbar'and sop^-stition^ 
'^ when- the dsy has gonetldwn, and tlie stars are 
few," haveloHg filled every" cave with b^idlttti^ and 
Miv^y ^ohtary recess with apparitfom. "^

was compeHed to give up the siege. In tbd last ^Hir 
it expefienced a diflfeient fate : tbe Prefidl tK)op» 
took quiet posMiskm of it, aad thoc^ it raided next 
to Bhrenbrettstein in strength and advaoti^^ it par- 
took not of the glorj of a simUnr resistance. At the 
foot of this enoncDous roc^ is a laige barrack ktely 
built, bmt DOW deserted. There was abio a MpD^ 
bridge here,* but it has been ^removed. 

In a bay of the nver, a little before we approached 
Oberwesel, there is a vast rock, which the passen- 
gers on ih^ riyer ivover fail to address, for ^^parpose 
of hearing their own voices verj closely imitated by 
its echoes. Almost all the way from St. Ooar to 
Oberwesel, we were environed by enomaout tiark 
rocks covered with shattered fragments, inap^iding 
over and embrowning the face of the river with their 
awfiil shadows. The gloom of the scene - was en- 
Uveoed only by a few Mermen's hots here and there 
interspersed, and protected from the intense heat of 
the tUD retained' by, and reflected iirom the sodct 
rising above them, by the foliage of scanty groaps oi 
trees. This melancholy defile prepared us for Otier«> 
wesel, a yen«»bki city, £lled with the solenmtty of 
ancient churches and deserted convents. In the time 
of the eivperor Henry the Seventh, this cky was an 
imperial oi»e $ afterwofds, and till the French seiz«i ' 
it, it waa in the possession of the Elector of Trevea. 
The church^ of the Minorites had ooce a fine copy of 
Jtubem' Descent from the. Cross, fa^ a diseijde (^ hi^, 
which upon enquny 1 found had bc«n removed. No^ 
thing can exceed the beauty of the situatiofi of this 
townr tbe scenery to the aonth of it is loxuriaot and 
romantic beyond ioBagination. Close Id it, r'wiog 
ifom aa aveeue of stately walnat-lrees, is a pvodi<^ 
gioos rock> supporting the celebvated chaleMi de 
.Soh«enberg, . which gmne birth to the ilkisUious and 
•ancieoit £iaiily of tbeiuuneof fietmoBt, aterwards 
changed for the Germatt naoie o^Schqenberg or Beaur 
dwmi^ ttoiplaee and the neighhwirfcabd abound wi<k 
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fM^^^usmes. Immediately oppofiiip, on^tlift eastern 
bank, lofty mountains clothed "whh hatjging vine- 
fardi,, asKl attended by the usual association c^ mural 
ruins perched upon their piniiades* and of monastic 
iNiildings projecting from their sid^, or rising from 
their base, presented their majestic forms to the 
ilhine. From Oberwesel we crossed over to Kaub, 
SL fortified town a little way further to the south. 
Previous to this we had kept, during the whole of the 
passage, on the left bank. In crossing the river w# 
passed dose to a large massy fbrtiBed iotvetf or fort, 
«tandiag in the mi<klie of the Ilhine upon a rock, 
called SiC Pfalz or Palatinate. In distant times t(ie 
Countesses of the Palatinate, when they w«re far ad- 
vanced in that state which 

" Ladies wish to be who love their lords,*' 

used %o remove to this insulated spot of gloom fdr 
-fh6 porpose of lying-in ; 'afterwards it was used as a 
4itaie ffttaem, find a place to wtitch tlie vessels ascend- 
ing «r descending the Rhine, to prevent their eluding 
-the tolls J Jt IS now disused, but not likely very soon 
to rem to decay for want of inhabitants. Bntbusias- 
^tioally M I admire the scenery of this part of the 
"Rhine, I think I never saw a place where man or 
« 'Vi^Bian would kss prefer to be confined in, than the 

' AtKaub, a very ancient but neat town, which 
stands kt the base of a lofty mountain, in a handsome 

*««! dose to tiie river, we tasted some delicious wine, 
the prodace r»f the neighbouring ^inc}'ard3, for which 
we paid about ten-pence English- the bottle j and wo 

♦ were regaled grauitoasly with some of the tineet 

• 'irape**, which ii pretty girl produced as naturally «s 
pipes and tobacco are introduced hi simUkr places-in 

' Holland. The vineyards of Oberwesel, Kaub, and 
Bachsrach, and the two hills of Vogtsberg and KiiU- 
ber^ near the b»t city, which abound with blue slate, 

^'pvoduoe^a vine remarkable for its eddtir and nuascm-

delle flavour, and form one of the distiDguisbed vta^ 

divisioas of thU encbaatiDg region. 

Upon leaving Kaub W4^ proceeded through a scen^ 
of transcendant nchnesa and beauty. 

Our ears were delighted with the solemn choruses 
of the inhabitants of the villages returning in large 
crowded boats from their churches, and the bells of 
the convents, while the shores on either side were 
enlivened bj the peasants in their sabbath dresses go- 
ing to or returning from their respective places q£ 
worship. At length the hoary battlements of Bach- 
arach opened upon us ; part of this town slopes from 
the vine-clad mountain behind it, and the remainder 
is close to the water. 

Bingen, which I visited upon my return, stands at tie 
base of a lofty mountain, on the summit of which the 
ancient castle of Klopp is erected : the river Nohe 
disembogues itself by this city into the Rhine, over 
which there is a handsome^ stone- bridge, called Dn>- 
•us, from its having the reputation of having beea 
constructed by Drusus Germanicus : this connuence 
of the two rivers enables Bingen to carry on a consl* 
derable trade in Q^henish 'wines, grain, and timber. 

As the shades of evening descended, we passed 
Ehrenfels, and a little before nine ; arrived at Riides* 
heim, where we supped at a very handsome hotel, aod 
drank copiously of its wine, which is said to be sup#- 
rior to any other part of the Rhingau. Very early in 
the morning I visited the remains of a very magnifi- 
cent castle, which has the appearance of Roman 
origin : this opinion is countenanced by the strong . 
evidences of the same character which attach to the 
antiquities to be found in towns within the Rhingaiu 
The situation of this august ruin, which is close ta 
the river, is commensurate- to its grandeur : the town 
of Riidesheim is large, c\ean, and cheerful, and has a 
faw of tliose features of awful gloom which j:harac- 
teiize several of .the cities 9n the lower sides of this 
rivpr which here widens to a great breadth> and \$ 
Hotted over with luxuriant little islands* 
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\ After <)atttifogRiidesheim, the noMe prfoiyofSt. 
JlQtidnesbef^, proudly placed upon the summit of a 
*raBt nH)umaiti, surrounded with villages, hamlets, 
convents, nunneries, and other stately buildings, and 
^ving a bacfk gtt)und of distant hiHs covered With 
Vines, Commanded the admiration of all on board. 
This priory was founded in 1 102, by Ruthard, second 
archbishop of Mayence, and in the devastating war of 
thirty yeairs under Gustavus Adolphus, was raxed to 
thts ground. The land was afterwards sold to the^bbot 
'<^Fald, who rebuilt it in its present modern style, and 
afterwards it was given to the late prince of Orange as 
'indemnity, and now fdrms a part of the rich territory 
of the prince of Nassau Usingen. In a cave or cellar 
belonging to the priory, several thousands of hogs- 
-heads of the choicest wines are kept. The red blecker 

• of Johanhesberg is celebrarted all over the world, and 
is the juice of the vineyard of the priory only ; but the 

' iinefft J)roduce of the Rhingau is from the grape of 
Asmanshausen, Ehrchlrens, and Rlidesheim, and par- 
ticularly of some very small vineyards contiguous io ' 
them, called Rodtland, Hauptberg, and Hinterhausen, 

' which rank the highest : and in this class also are in- 
cluded the nutnerous vineyards on the steep hills of 
Bingen, on the opposite shore. The second class em- 

' braces the vines of Rothenberg, Geisenheim, and 

* K'apellgarteri. The third class includes the grapes of 
Johannesberg, and the Fuldische Schlossberg. The ' 

' fourth, the vines of Hattenheim, and the Marker 
Brenner. The fifth, those of the closter of Eberbach. 
Sixthly, those of Kitterich and Grafenberg : and the 
seventh, those of Rauenthal, and the hills and spots 
adjacent. AU these classes afre included in the dts« 
tflct oftheRhingau. 

' Tlie celd)rated hock, is the. produce of the vitie- 

' yards of Hoch-heim, or High-home, above Mayence, 
to the eastward. Of the grape, that called the Rer^- 

' fti^, the longest known to these regions, ranks the 
highest; t&eOfiaaob grape, the orange or Ted Bttr« 
i.L 3 
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gundy, atnl the Lambert^ occupy tbe next place in 
the public estimation; and the Muscadeiie and 
Kleimberg, which are frequently cultivated in private 
gardens^ the third. 

We still continued our course on the left bwk of 
the Rhine^ and pased by many beautiful villages^ 
and the handsome towns of Haltenheim, Erhacb, 
Elfeld, Stienheimerhof, Nieder^ or Lower Wallauf, 
where ancient churches and convents are interspersed 
amongst many handsome and modern houses. We 
reached Nieder Wallauf, tbe last town of the Rhingau 
to the east, and afterwards Schierstein, a pretty town 
, where, as our progress was so fre<|uently delayed by 
the numerous islands which lie close tp the bank, in 
company with a very pleasant, intelligent German, I 
. quitted the boat, and walk^ to fiiberich ; the dsj 
was remarkably 6ne, and our road Uy through iuxu- 
riant corn and pasture fields, vineyard, ^ orchards, 
every where profusely adorned with castles, religions 
houses, pictiifesque cottages, and bc?auiiful chateaos, 
.^behind which the vast forest of Landeswald extends 
to an immense distance: at length the numerous 
^ tpires, and the. lofty towers and palaces of Mayeuce 
opencKl upon us, from the opposite side of the river, 
and had a very venerable, and majestic eflfect. 

Our entrance into an avenue of nearly a mile and a 
half in length, thickly lined with walnut, apple, pear, 
. and plumb trees, loaded with friiit, announced our 
, approach to Biberjch, the superb palace of the prince 
of Nassau Usingen. As we skirted Ingelkeim, we 
. were informed that the illustrioije Charleoaagne, the 
, great prototype of Buonaparte, selected this place for 
bis favourite residence, where be built a magnificent 
palace, which was supported by a hundred columns of 
Italian mafble^ and had iifx imm^pse number of apart- 
ments, in which synods and the most important 
councils of state were held, 
la less than an hour after quitting Ingelbeim we 
, reached Cassel, mmediately ^ofgotj^ Mayeoce, to 
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whidi U comiminicfttes by an amaztngf kfftg brMge^ 
formed of a moveable platform, placed upon fifty-six 
i^gbtors, two or three of which draw oat with plea«m» 
by means of ropes and pulJies, to open a passage for Te»- 
«els ascending or descending the Rhine, and ia thr6# 
thousand eight hundred and thirty feet long ; one very 
* similar to this was built by order of CharJemagne-at' 
the same place : here our voyage terminated. Qn 
account of the search of the custom-house ofiScevs be» 
ing very severe on the French side, the passengers pre** 
fcr being landed at Cassel : where all the-bustle of a 
populous city, and a great military station present 
itsel/. The bridge was crowded wiih beautiful atsi 
elegantly dressed women, French officers, soldiers, and 
various other persons, in carriages and on foot,- ^og 
to or returning fromMayence, which, with its vtnerablJB 
cathedral and splendid buildings, extend themselvea 
along the river, had "a very gfaod effect. Our hig» 
gage was searched by a German custom-house officer^ 
who behaved very politely ; and 1 proceeded to a good 
hotel in Cassd, and sat down with several Fnxtdi 
officers to some excellent refreshments. 

Having been previously warned not to attempt t0 
enter Mayence, which, as it is now incorporated wiUv 
France, I shall call by that name, on account of tha 
. finusilat rigour exercised by the police towards 9(l^ti« 
gers, inconsequence of tlie city being the great m't^katf 
depot of the French on the Rhine, and the greatest 
skill of their engineers having been lavished 09 it^ 
fortific^ions, I was content to view it from Cassel, 
-and to. receive some little account of it from a very 
intelligeat German, who had resided there some 
years, as we looked upon the city from ottr.h<)tc^l 
window. The electoral palace, of red brick, by tb« 
side of which the Rhine flows, where Bruonaparta 
resided during his steiy in Mayence, in 1804,. present- 
ed a very noble appearance. The dome or- cathe- 
dral, which rose witii awful dignity* before ««i« avast 
Ootiiicpye^iiaviog^ focyraneqai^towersf itJtol^QiiQ%

My intelligent (riend informed * 
ftle that thik city was celebrated tor the great beauty 
Hfit^^MWile inhabitants, and that before the French 
tftok pos^9«)on of it the electoral court threw a bril- 
liant ItMCre Over the palace, which was unrivalled by 
toy cky on the Rhine for its gaiefy, elegant, an4 
iptendOUr $ chi^acteristics which have been imp:»red, 
Irart fiN' from annihilated. Jt contains colleges, ly- 
tMQfts^ ft theatre, and ball and concert rootns, all df 
^hiCh continue to be well attended. Mayence, from 
<ts halving been ab^ays considered as one of the great 
-tahviH'ks of "Oermany, sutibi^ itio^t dreadfully in 
•the test w«p.

•dflScer, I -sat off for Frankfort, distant eight stutider or 

boors, or four* Gern^an miles, zander a scorching suil,

host, who were #alking bai^lieaded in ^roeess^on to

-a projecting bank of tfie river Maitte, ^fc%6^6 I bade

'^hieh^MUsiiBgers he^^ Ihimis^l)^ %4i^iever ^aidk' 
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nation 'disposed them to do so; and partof theHoctor 
heim hills, covered with the renowned vineyardtf, 
which produce .wine that in England is called old • 
hock. 

The suburbs of Frankfort afe very delightful, and 
after passing over a draw -bridge, and through a deep 
gate- way, we entered the city, the streets of which 
were crowded and full of gaiety and bustle, in conse* 
sequence of the great autumnal fair which was hold* 
ing there. All the, best inns were brim-full, and with 
great ditficulty the Dutch officer and myself procured 
a miserable double-bedded room, at an inferior ina, 
filled with petty merchants and their families, whom 
the spirit of traffic had led to this celebrated mart, 
aod was half choaked up with cases and boxes con- 
taining their merchandize. This town swarms with 
French soldiers, about thirty of wh^ slept in rooms 
adjoining to ours, where they depRrted themselves 
with great order. In Germany, as in Holland, time 
is taken by the forelock, and at six o'clock the stiefal- 
putzer, or boot-cleaner, knocked at the door, follow* 
cd by the chambearmaid with a composition of frankin- 
cense and other gums of a pyramidal shape, and about 
an inch high, much used in Gerpiany, called > a 
R^ucher-kerz for perfuming rooms, which she placed 
Aipon our candlestick and left smoaking. This city, 
which was till lately imperial, is one of the most an- 
<iietit towns in Germany, and has several handsome 
streets and noble buildings: it is particularly celebrate 
ed for the splendour of its hotels, which are reported 
to be the most magnificent in Europe, particulaily 
those called the Rothen Haus or Red- house, and the 
Rorniskchen Kaiser or Roman^mpcror, where the 
king of Prussia lodged when he visited this town | 
and the Darmstadter Hof, in which Marshal Augerau 
and his suite resided whilst I was at Frankfort : 'so 
crowded was the city*, that it was with great difficulty 
and some interest I procured apartments at the Wei- 
den-hof, or WiUow-court^ a second rate inn, but of 
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^;reat nwgftitttde^ I'be principal hcnoa ere tet^ vi 
j?od aod white stone : the CMsisio, to wkich 1 wafe 
jKlmitted by a card of introductioQ fnHtt oneof the 
principal bankers* is very elegant. There are ako 
^▼ertd other clubs and assembly rooms. Tlie theatre 
. is spacious and very handsome* the perf<»rmef8 wen 
^ood, aod the baud is large and select. Opposite t» 
ike theatre is a mail* formed by se?eral rows of free^ 
-tirhich in the evening is moch frequented. A g^mad 
ilischarge of cannon one naoming announced the cere- 
mony ^tfae members of the senate and thecc^kgos 
being about to assemble in the R6a)er> or town-haU, 
to cmnplete the investing the prince pncoate with the 
sovereignty of the city, the keys having been dfr 
livered'vip before the representativife . of Uie firtoot, 
under a similar discharge of artillery, agreeable «> 
certain provisi^ contained in the act oitht Rhenkk 
confedemtioQ. ^ 

Curiosity induced tnp to visit die pl«d<M>f thia meecr 
ing, which is d very large asid aadent Gi^ic pile, 
aituated in a narrow street. The <eetem6fty ^ tJte 
installation of the prince prtm«te was over ia a^vcqr 
abort time $ the mob, which was a small ^ise> aotn^ 
dispersed ; an^ scarcely any one mQUtiofiei the Doai^er 
ihree days afterwards* 

The cathedral church of St. Bdrdiolomew^ whish 
IselongB to the catholics, is aftofber vanenMb f eifc^ 
antiquity: it is reported to have been btiitt by.Pi^nii, 
king of France, in 756, enriched \b^ CbftiieDMigiie, 
and phindered by I^wis, of BavaMria^ cnaod9«d!)t<Q(f its 
chapter adhering to the pope. Stratig^' to^scct^ile, 
although the coronatbn of the enfipefxir usmI i^tnlTe 
{ilace in it, thcie is not one object wil^iii^ts^alb^ 
either of sacred splendour, or monuttientdi celehnC][, 
worthy of notice* hi the y<r^ 17^, wifen ^ 
French entered this city -as conq[^ipra, their co«i- 
Inanding officers went with great taililtiry , ^gttrp io 
tliis catedral 5 where, being aUended tjjr.Jte.i^ 
tas, the coomaiulw 4n c^of closed iai» iith^^ 
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ifinboMg, «* Under the roof of this venerable temple 
kafr^not many of yon wilneMed the coifdnation of the 
eoaperer of the Romam )** to which no answer was 
^ven. *' I demand a reply to my question j" exdaimei ^ 
tbogenei?[^ with some warmth} **yes'' was feintly an- 
swered^ *^ then,** replied be, " you will never see hina 
more in this place/* This prophecy issued from aa 
ATOoie which possessed the means of consummating in 
fMdioHoa. 

I was pleased with the fair^ although it fell fat 

rtiopt of my expectation 5 the principal booths which 

w«re ereeted near the Romer^ and also parallel with 

tiie river Maine, formed a very agreeable and sprightly 

gtreet, entirely covered with canvas awnings: herV 

flii sorts of goods, the productions of various parts of 

the globe, were exposed to sale ; and here w6re also 

'temal bookselleiV stalls, where the most emi' 

nent works are sold, folded in sheets, for the purchase 

-^knser merchants in the trade. I was informed that 

the Aiir had wasted dlmost to nothing, in consequenceof 

thevaorions injuries it has sustained from the war, and the 

aovefe policy of Buonaparte respecting the introducf^ 

ttan of English manufecture, very little of which waSi 

to be found A this mart. 

An'excursion to the beautifbl and elegant little S(J- 
rerelgn tewa of Offenbach, about five English miles 
■ from Frankfort, enabled me to admire the great pro- 
gress which the Crermans have made in the tastefql art 
of carnage bti^iding. In a ver}' large depot of cat*- 
riag«s diCTe^* I saw several which would have been 
.<lfstingQish^br their lightness and beauty in LondoQ. 
There are several other fabrics, viz. of jewellery, 
pocket-books,- tobacco, toys, fee. Tlie society of this 
placcj where the prince who bears its name has a little 
coart,isvery refiqedandacfomplished. Thesuburbsof 
Frankfort are fgroted of b^g^ful and romantic wallas 
••nd vineyards, enlivened byJwfiSsome country-houses 
€ki the road near the entrance to the west, adjoining 
4he ^>Mid chateau of Mr.^JBeatham, the celebrated 
baaker, at whoae town^faouse' the present king of 
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Prussia became eoamoured with his qtiteft, is.a a^ 
nument composed of a belaiet> a lion*8 sktn^ aad em* 
blems of war, id bron^, made out of the oaniKn 
laken by the king of Prussia from the French at M^- 
ence> mounted upon a stone pedestal, rtsing f¥om am 
artificial rock, upon which are inscriptions oomme* 
Aiorative of its having been raised by frince William- 
ftadt to the memory of the gallant Prince of Hesse- 
PhiUipsthal and ihree hundred brave HessiaiM, ^whQ 
f)erish^ on this spot, when ther Fiench were obliged 
to evacute the town in the year 1792. The French 
^ad taken quiet possession pf it a few niooths be> 
ibre> under the command of General NcNvingef and 
jColonel Houchard, when they levied two millions ef 
florins Upon pain pf military execution on- the ofHi- 
lent classes of the inhabitants. The most distinguished 
personage in Frankfort was Maivschal AugerBU> 
.whom I frequently met. The heroic valour and skill 
which he displayed in the campaigns of Italy, pard- 
eularly at the battle of Arqole and before Mantua, and 
afterwards in Germany, will render his name iUus- 
tiious in the military annals of France : be is a high- 
\y polished and accomplished gentleman, and was 
^equally admired and esteemed by the •inhabitants of 
Francklbrt : he Hved in a style becoming bis dignity, 
without ostentat'ibn, and was upon ail oocasions very 
Accessible. 

Linglebach, the celebrated painter, was bom befe, 
in lt)25. His subjects were fairs, mountebanks, tea 
prospects, naval engagements, and landscapes, in 
which he eminently excelled. In omipany with my 
two fnends from whom I parted at Rotteniam, and 
who rejoined me here, 1 set off for Darmstadt, abont 
eightieen English miles from Frankfort. We crossed 
a noble bridge aver the Maine, and pas8e4 ibro«gh.a 
considerable, and forti^ed town, oalled Saxeahausen. 
Our road, which was sandy, was for a c<mai4eiBy# 
way lined with lu^Luriant 4>ur&ery>grouods and viom^ 
Ayai ds» Ahoat feur miles dom Kraokf^rt, we pasM$l 
' m plain oiken po^i^ about si^ feet hlj;b, upon i^^l^jcU, 



fkoJer a paioted star and crowoj was ,w^itt^ (i/H 
Geraian), ",Sovereign territory of the prince prinaate 
pf the Rh^QUh confecieration.*' Upon this road I saw^ 
fur the., first .time, a great number of little posts^ 
. ^inted white^nd numbered ^ they are called mioutei- 
pofttsy by which the pedestrian traveller is enabled tp 
asc4»;tain with ^preat exactness the progress* he makes 
in his joaroey. A very handsome avenue of stateljr 
poplars^ of o^rly two English miles^ forms the ap» 
psoach to the city> which is nearly surrounded by a 
lofty wi#» not capable of affording much protection 
^^^ainst aa enemy« The suburbs contain some hand* 
fome hoosepi/ la whicb^ as the principal hotel in th<» 
city was fuU> we took i^p our quarters at the post* 
Jbousd> a very excellent inn. 

. For a capital> Daonstadt is ^lapall^ and itd palace in- 
^nitely too lar^e : 'of the latter the emperor Joseph 

^sarcastically observei:^ that it was big enough toac* 
coounodate himself a^d the &ioe electors. However* 
very little of the internal part is finished^ and most ci 
the windows are hoaffd^d up* The grand duke and 
iiis family reside ixk a part of a new palace, projecting 
from the old one, lookiog towards the gardens. That 
inunensc strufsture is built in imitation of the 
Thujlleries, aild surrounded by a hroad deep dry ditch. 

• The herijditajsjf.prinjce, wha married the youngest 
daughter of the house of Baden, and whose sistecp

light horse, performed prodigies of valour in the 
Netbeaiands in the last war, where hi one battle he 
Was surreunded by seven French chasseurs, froTti 
whom hsj received the most desperate wontids in va«* 
Itoas parts of his body befbi^ he surrendei^. Thd 
hte general Von Diiring, a name, on account of the 
heroic courage of the person to whom it belonged, 
Ibr ever embalmed in the memory of the English wh<4 
•ervtd in the last war in the Low Coantries, in xb4 
years 17Q3, 4, 5, was bom in this duchy. The troops 
were good looking men, and presented d very soldier* 
like appearance : the uniform of the officers of the 
iniimtry is a blue coat faced with scarlet, a large cock- 
ed hat, richly trimmed with deep silver lace, and has 
t tery handsome appearance. The dragoons wear a 
casket, a light green jacket^ and are well mounted. 
The pay of a soldier is about the value of two- pence 
fl day. Several captains in the army are princes 
'(princes appanages), or princes of a distant branch, 
who have but little property.- 

Tlxe principal object to attract the attention of a 
traveller is the Exercierhaus, or house for manccuvring 
tiM» tmops in the winter: it forms one side of the 
Space of ground allotted for the parade, is three hutK 
tired and fourteen feet long, and one hundred an4 
'•iifty-two iHt^ad, and has been erected about Airty^ 
five years. The ceiHng of this enormous room is setf- 
'supported by a vast and most ingenious wooden fram^ 
work, without the assistance (^ either pillar <^ ardi 
below. ' Above this ceiling are a great namber of 
'apartments. In a part of the room below, the artil** 
lery of the grand duke is deposited, which is kept fti 
high military order. About four' thousand trbops ctft 
1m manoBUffad iDr this room withaasa. The fpa>^

JL^ving in 
this duchy is very cheap: a bachelor can keep sChots^

.wiue a day, and mingle iu the best cirdes, upon one 
hundred pounds per- annum. The society in Darai^ 
^tadt is very ag»deabk» As. the nuods of the mi^ 
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tnd wofoeipafe ^ItighlT'CtiktiYttted and aceonsplished 
Hi Grermany^ evaty "pa*t)r prMitote* som« mode or 
other, equaHv delightful ffnd bitoiekss^ to m^elime 
•niilii, and t»«5trew"ov«p*fais-pa«sge^'^ith flowers; 
TheconfiTf}^ r(iund Darmstadt w-vory bea«rtiful, and 
ftboundR with com and 'Varkms sorts of fmtt^trees, 
which are treqttentlyxinprdtectail by ^y fence, and 
the conmion [Mittv^ winds tliroogh^^nues of theiiK 
Amonrgst other dcHciieite' fruit, there ia a red piamb

dachy. As a proof of the.profdsionin which k^grows^ 
in one of^my rambles with some -fiends, 1 met a boy 
bden with a basket filted of tben>, who sdld «8 IM 
for some little pioces> amoQnting to a penny finglis^^ 
and the little rogue leaked back wkh an anrh smDe 
as we separated, as fl he had made ar highly profltabie 
b^rgain^ As I waa waHrrng in the prinetipal' afreet 
With a friend of tnme, I wad^track with the following 
lh[pressk>n : " Look at that officer } would you- belicfa 
it that with so fine a |>ers6n;^ and a mtnd to corre^ 
•pond with it; be has received two baskets ?'* My 
•nrprize^tt the expfeasioa was dissolved by being in^' 
i»rnied, that when a Ia<fy refbse^ an offer of love, sh^ 
fends the Inokless lover a little basket as a token af 
her disinchnati^n lo'recetve bis addresses. 
. The French interest is powerful in Dannstadt, al- 
#»oiigh amcmgit all the pritices of the Rh^iish con- 
.federation, no one has displayed Riore energy and 
•pirit than the grand duke. A striking instance of 
this occurred to one of my companions : iq this duchy, 
and 1 believe in other parts ef Germanyj^ there is a 
law that renders it penal to drive olF the road upon 
the grassi but the postillion who drove him, having, 
to spare his herses, offended against this law, archly 
turned round to him and satd^ *' Pniy> sir, in case I 
'Should be proseeuted, say you are a FrenchmaR^ and 
then they will not make me pay the penalty." 
The antipathy betw^n the natives of Darmstadt 



and thehr neigfabourt of He»9 Cvmd, b it kMnilenit* 
m between the Engliih and treack* At 1 was pre* 
paring to let off for Hddeiborg, we beard ttuit ther 
troops of Darmstadt wore expected to marcb at a mo* 
mentis notice to seize apoo Hanaa, a town b e loqg inf 
Hesse Cassd, which has irifbrded frequent subject of' 
broil betweeff-%e two cmintriet| but 1:900 'mqmry, 
we were privately tn^nmed, that Boonaparto wat ox* 
peeted to call upon the grand chiko tamardi Int con* 
imgent to the field of battle against the Prussians^ 
widi whom Immediately hostilities were thoogfat to 
be inevHable. I much regretted that this ap{Hroach« 
Ing storm^ which began to Apread a deep shade over 
the political horiaoo, prevented me from extending 
tny excursion further into Germany, a country te 
which nature k» been very bountiful, where the wo» 
men unite refined aGcomplishments to the charms of 
fierson, and where the men are distinginshed fm* their 
genhis, probity^ and ind^itigahle industry, and boA 
liDf^an unaffected urbanity of manoecs. 

Upon my return to Fiankfort, part of the French 
enny rushed in like a torrent, on its way to giro the 
Prussians battle. It had rained very hard all the daf 
on which the advanced guard entered; but every 
^soldier, althoijgh covered with mud, and wet to tM 
skin, went, or rather danced, smgkig m^riiy all the 
way, to the house where he was t^ be quartered. 
Tins city has been dreadfully drained at various timaa^ 
by the immense nnmber of French troops which have 
been billetted upon the inhabitants : at one time th^ 
had fifty thousand to support, and to supoAy with vi^ 
rioua articles of clothing for six months. Evtxj houst 
.had a certain number tSlletted upon them, according 
to- its size and the opulence of the fiamiJIy. Upon 
their march the Fmich are t» little tticnmbered at 
possil^; in their way they compel the fiurmer, 
-butcher, baker, ko, to ftimish them with what they 
want, fbr whid) notes are given by the proper officers^ 
if they have na cash, to the sriler^ aecfording totheprice 
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n^eed wp9m, Prhich h geooi^Uy a very &ir <io^ mi 
i»hich ihe peyixtf^tar ia the. n^ of the army^r 
tbarges'upon comieg up. 

. As the gptbariog tepipefti prefeaied me from pe* 
netrating mto the south of Germany beyimd Darnvr 
ftadt^ I was obliged to.retraoe my steps ^ however^ 
it enabled oae agaiu toxx^ntemplBte 1ti» subiime aad 
D^utii^i ficene» of the Hhine> which I did in a boat^ 
ibe cabia aodroof of whkfa were crammed withfiasf 
iM^ars to variou3 cities on different sides of the river $ 
the wind was i^inst us, but the stream was atrong, 
4)f .which our boatmen ayailed th»n@elvcs by f^aciBg 
the vessel transversely, and without rowii^ or iowto^ 
in two days and a half we bid adieu to our felbw 
travellers, a Uub befoiie we reached Cologi^, wheup 
«ve landed at Duitz, and retrod our steps^ which ei^ 
tbled me here and there to correct erEx>rs and ^uf^|^ 
omissions. At Wesel we arrived at half past si^ 
#*dock in the evening> and found the gates thxH, 
which compelled us to sleep upon straw at a little 
inn in th6 suburbs. At six the next morning, we 
l»eheld a sad noassacre perpetrating by thjB engineers 
«nd soldifira of the garrison, upon all the tre^ in the 
fsaigbbourhood that could conceal or. assist an ioaemy 
in apptoaching the town, and for a similar reasQP 
•everal houses in the suburbs were narked for de- 
^tFuctioo. Such is the commencement of the horrors 
af war ! 7'he Prussians were expected to lay siege to 
ih\h strongly fortiii^ town in a few days» which in- 
i^uoed the grand duke of Berg, who was in the citadel 
4lt the time^ to l^ve recourse to these severe pro- 
4parati )ns. 

Alter pursuing our route through Amsterdam, 
where the great fair was holdings during whidi the 
JDutch cluuracler became absolutely lively, through 
Leyden and Rotterdam, at the last of which we were 
•adly annoyed about our necessary passports of de- 
j)arture, which require the signature of thefcingls 
aec rt^tary at the^Ha|Ue, and the countersiga. of a 



tiolcti cdnrtmissioner, appointed, during myMabsencej 
for sach purpose at Rottierdaro, in Consequence of the 
French ambassador's power over such matters having 
been withdrawn, we at length, like hunted hares, 
arrived at the spot from whence we started, viz* 
Maeslaiid-sluys, where, aft«r urtdergoing the texatioa 
<rf* more forns** and ceremonies before our old friend 
tiie contttoodore, on board of his gnardship, we em- 
barked in the identical dismal galliot which brought 
OS to Hc41and, and after expecting every moment an 
order of -embargo, wef got out to s^a, where we en* 
dur^ no common misery for six days and nights, 
after which 1 landod again upon mj beloved oativ* 
country^ 
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
